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Bay.— Of  the  Company's  Buildmgs. — Two  Englifli, 
and  one  French^  Ships  found  here. — Mijmderftand- 
ing  bel-ween  tht  Government,  and  the  trench  Cap- 
tain.— How  fettled. — Complaints  at  the  Cape  of  the 
French. 

V/N  ihegth  of  March,i  774,  the  wind  having 
changed  to  e.n.e.  1  left  Middleburgb  in  the 
morning,  in  company  with  the  junior  mer- 
chant. Vak  der  Stengh,  and  the  under 
comptroller  of  equipment.  Duifvoet,  for 
Rammekens^  where  my  fliip,  the  Ouwerieri, 
lay  at  anchor. 

As  foon  as  we  were  on  board,  we  ftftt 
for  the  pilot,  and  the  mafter  of  the  Com- 
pany's pilot-hoy  J  who  thinking  the  oppor- 
tunity for  failing  a  favourable  one,  we 
weighed  anchor  at  ten  o'clock,  and  fet  fail. 
Prefently  after,  the  pilot-hoy,  by  bad  ma- 
nagement, run  athwart  oxir  bow,  fo  that  we 
were  in  great  danger  of  doing,  or  receiving, 
damage,  or  of  being  forced  aground»  upon  the 
flat  called  the  i/ooty  or  ball.  Fortunately, 
however,  we  got  away  from  each  other, 
without  either  of  u3  receiving  anydamage 
of  confide  rat  ion. 
,  In  the  mean  time,  it  was  reported  to 
xne. 
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tnc,  that  the  furgeon  of  the  ihip,  who  had 
been  very  ill  for  fome  days,  was  upon  the 
point  of  death,  which  made  me  determine 
upon  propofing  to  the  under  comptroller  of 
equipment,  to  caft  anchor  before  Flujhmg^ 
inftead  of  proceeding  to  the  place  called  the 
Put^  or  Fit ;  the  more  fo,  as  I  Ihould  t^iea 
have  a  better  opportunity  of  receiving  fur- 
ther orders  from  the  honourable  the  board  of 
direftors»  in  cafe  they  made  any  fcniple  of 
fending  the  ihip  to  fea,  with  a  dying  furgeon, 
and  between  feventy  and  eighty  of  the  crew 
on  the  iickliil:. 

Hereupon  I  received  orders  from  Mr. 
Van  Bdrot,  through  the  comptroller  c^ 
equipment,  to  proceed  to  fea  the  next  day, 
if  I  myfelf  made  no  difficulty  relpcöing  the 
fituation  of  the  furgeon,  which,  to  fay  the 
trudi,  I  did  not ;  and  therefore,  I  weighed 
anchor  at  nine  a.m.  and  got  under  fail,  with 
aftiff*  gale  at  e.n.e.  At  eleven  o'clock, 
we  cleared  the  land,  catrying  little  fail,  till 
eight  P.M.  when -wc  changed  our  courfe  to 
8.W.  by  s.  We  run  under  double-reefed 
topfails,  during  the  night,  and  on  thé 
next  morning,  being  the  nth  of  March, 
B  2  juil 
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juft  before  fubriiè,  we  came  in  Hght  of  tbc 
coalb  of  England  and  France.  We  then 
carried  a  prefs  of  fail ;  at  eight  o'clock  we 
palfed  Dover.,  and  afterwards  the  Sbingies, 
and  at  noon,  we  rpn  ctofe  in  with  Beacfy- 
head,  to  put  the  pilot  on  board  the  hoy, 
the  maAcr  of  which  told  me,  he  Ihould 
keep  company  with  me,  as  &r  as  the  Start 
-Point,  if  I  did  not  keep  too  far  off  fliorc. 

I  difpatched  feveral  letters  by  the  pilot, 
and  among  others,  one  to  the  honourable 
the  board  of  dire^ors  of  Zealand^  to  infonn 
them  of  my  progrefs  thus-far,  in  fafety,  and 
that,  when  I  muflered  the  fhïp's  crew  upon 
failing,  there  were  fix  failors  miffing. 

We  got  fight  of  the  Ifle  of  Wight  in  the 
evening,  and  the  next  day,  at  funrife,  of 
the  bill  of  Portland.  We  prefently  after- 
wards hailed  the  mafler  of  the  hoy,  and  in- 
formed him,  that  we  had  feventy-five  fick ; 
but,  further,  all  well.  We  wifhed  eacl^ 
other  a  profperous  voyage,  and  fleered  for 
the  Start  Point. 

At  ten  o'clock  a.m.   the  hoy  faluted  us 

with  fcvcn  guns,  which  we  returned  with 

.the  iame  number ;  fhe  then  fVeered  clofer  ia 

fhore. 
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Ihore,  having  to  call  at  Falmouth  for  an  an- 
chor>  which  one  of  the  Company^s  ihips  had 
lefï  behind  there. 

We  took  our  laft  obfervation  of  the  land, 
being  the  5/«r/  Point,  an  hour  before  fun- 
fet,  and  in  a  fhort  time  we  loft  fight  of  it, 
and,  together  with  it,  Europe,  for  a  con- 
iiderabie  period,  fetting  our  couriè  i.w. 
by  w. 

Nothing  happened  worthy  of  remark  till 
the  i^thof  March,  except  that  we  law  feveral 
fiiips,  and  that  two  of  our  men  died.  We  were 
then  encountered  by  a  violent  ftorm,  at  firft 
from  the  s-w.  but  afterwards  from  w.n.w. 
and  N.w.  which  continued  tUl  the  19th, 
with  an  angry  and  mountainous  fea,  by 
which  the  fhip  drained  and  heeled  very 
much.  This  awakened  in  thofe  who  had 
never  been  at  fea,  especially  in  the  junior 
merchant  (the  fupercargo),  and  the  com- 
mander of  the  foldiers,  the  greateft  appre- 
henfion  of  death ;  it  made  fo  deep  an  im- 
preflion  upon  the  latter,  in  particular,  that 
he  was  continually  at  prayers,  upon  his 
knees,  though  he  was  not  otherwife  very 
religious.  So  we  may  fee  tliat  fear  produces 
B  3  what 
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what  the  ftrongeft  arguments,  and  moft  earn- 
eft  exhortations,  have  failedto  effeft. 

At  noon,  on  the  1 9th  of  March,  the  ftorm 
had  entirely  fübüded ;  we  availed  of  this  op- 
portunity to  repair  the  little  damage  which 
we  had  received. 

The  favourable  wind  which  we  then 
had,  did  not  continue  lb,  longer  than  the 
evening  of  the  next  day,  when  we  met  with 
calms  and  contrary  winds.  We  had,  how- 
ever, now  palled  Cape  Finifterre,  the  north- 
weft  point  of  GalHcia. 

The  wind  remained  contrary,  though 
with  üne  weather,  till  the  23d  of  March, 
when  the  fouthcrly  wind  veered  to  eaft,  and 
N.E.  with  good  weather,  which,  in  the  lati- 
tudes we  were  in,  to  the  north  of  the  line, 
is  rather  a  lingular  circumftancc ;  for,  ge- 
nerally, when  the  wind  turns  againft  the 
courfe  of  the  fun,  it  is  accompanied  by  vtiy 
bad,  fhowery,  and  windy  weather,  which 
does  not  change  till  the  wind  returns  round 
the  fame  way  it  came,  to  the  north,  of 
which  we  had  a  ftriking  example  in  the  lafl 
ftorm. 

On  the  24th  of  March,  a  failor  died,  who 
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was  die  fourth,  fince  our  departure  from 
Zealand ;  certainly  a  fmall  number,  in  com- 
pariibn  with  the  numerous  iick,  with  which 
we  had  put  to  lea  ;  thefe  were  now  re- 
duced to  fixty-fix,  and  tTiey  were  4ailx  get- 
ting better. 

They  that  recovered,  undoubtedly  owed 
their  cure,  more  to  the  operations  of  nature, 
than  to  the  medicines  which  were  admitii- 
ftered  to  them. 

The  furgeon  was  very  ill,  and  wholly 
incapable  of  vifiting  the  patients.  One  of, 
his  mates  was  equally  fick,  and  the  two 
others,  did  not  even  poflcls  fufficient  fkiU 
in  their  art,  to  diftinguifh  the  difeafe,  much 
Icis  to  prelcribe  the  neceflary  remedies  ;  fo 
that,  as  1  afterwards  underflood,  fcarcely 
any  thing  was  adminiftered  to  the  poor  Tai- 
lors, but  rob  famhuciy  a.nd  Jj^iriius  nitri  dulcis, 
with  a  copiouslupply  of  drink. 

I  had  likewifc  obferved,  when  we  were 
lying  at  anchor,  in  the  road  of  Rammekenty 
and  had  one  hundred  and  fourteen  fick,  and 
daily  deaths,  that  after  the  furgeon  fell  ill, 
their  number  decreafed  from  day  to  day. 

On  my  part,  1  had  put  every  means  in 

praéÜce,  from  the  moment  that  this  extra- 

B  4  ordinary 
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ordinary  degree  of  iickneis  manifefted  it^ 
felf,  if  not  to  remove  it»  at  leaft  to  arreft 
itsprogreis,  and  foften  its  malignity. 

For  this  purpole,  I  ordered  the  places 
lyhere  the  lick  lay,  to  be  cleaned  out  every 
day,  without,  however,  fuffering  any  water 
to  be'  ufed  in  fcouring,  or  otherwife,  be- 
t)veen  the  decks ;  for  dqe  confideration,  and 
my  experience  on  former  voyages,  had 
taught  me,  that  the  moift  exhalation  frqm 
the  wet  that  remains  behind,  contributes 
greatly  to  encreaie  the  corruption  of  the  air 
imprifpned  ^n  thefe  narrow  places. 

Frelh  air  was  fupplied  in  eyety  poffible 
planner,  as  well  by  the  ufu^l  openings  of 
the  Ihip,  as  by  m.cans  of  the  ventilators, 
cool-fail,  &:c.  The  lick  were  Ihifted  from 
^inie  to  time ;  their  bedding  aired ;  theif 
ordure  was  not  fiiffered  to  remain  below  in 
open  buckets,  but  w^s  immediately  c^riied 
vp,  in  doled  cafes ;  their  hands  and  faces 
TVcre  walhed  every  morning  with  vinegar  ; 
their  mouths  rinfed  ;  and  the  whole  of  the 
fick-ward  was  daily  fumigated  with  juniper- 
t)erries,  and  fprinkled  with  vinegar. 

By  putting  all  thefe  means  in  praöice,  I 

^as   fortunate    enough,   to    moderate  the 

great 
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great  heat»  which,  iii.a  place,  where  mora 
than  one  hundred  lick  were  crouded  to- 
gether, muft  have  bsf  a  exceilive ;  (o  that 
at  night,  it  did  not  differ  ipore  than  ip" 
from  that  of  ^ij  own  cabin,  which  I  alcer- 
tained  by  hanging  t^o  limilar  thertpometers 
in  each  place. 

While  we  were  at  Rammehnt,  the  di- 
redors  contributed  greatly  to  the  alleviation 
and  refrefliment  of  theiè  wretched  f^nlors, 
in  their  ftate  of  debility  and  diftrcfe,  by- 
fending  them  a  daily  fupply  of  A'efh  meat 
and  greens,  in  which  the  part  of  the  crew 
that  were  in  health  alio  participated;  I  cauled 
a  nouriihtug  foup  to  be  made  for  the  fick, 
pf  the  meat,  every  day  ;  and,  when  at  fea, 
I  continued  this  pradice,  with  regard  to  the 
tick,  at  noon  :  in  the  morning,  1  gave  them 
grout,  with  prunes,  mixed  with  .white  wine 
and  fugar  ;  and  in  the  evening,  bread  foak- 
ed  in  beer,  and  fweetened  with  treacle. 

I  made  the  convalefcents  walk  for  one 
or  two  hours,  every  day,  or  as  long  as  th  .r 
ilrcngth  would  allow,  between  the  upper  and 
middle  decks,  where  the  air  was  freftier  than 
in  the  fick-ward,  and  not  fb  cold  as  upon 
^c  upper  deck. 

Whett 
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When  they  had  continued  this,  for  a  few 
days,  they  came  above,  in  fine  weather,  in 
order  to  regain ,  their  loft  ftrength,  by  in- 
haUng  the  pure  fea-air,  and  at  the  fame  time, 
to  warm  themlelves  in  the  rays  of  the  fun, 
which  encreafed  in  force  every  day.  But 
I  did  not  fuffer  them  to  do  any  duty,  till 
they  were  perfeftly  reftored  to  their  former 
ftrength,  and  fully  able  to  perform  the  ufiial 
fhip's  work. 

But,  to  return  to  our  voyage.  On  the 
24th  of  March,  we  faw  two  fmall  land- 
birds,  which  made  me  conclude  that  we 
were  more  to  the  eaftward,  or  cloicr  in 
with  the  land,  than  we  computed  by  the 
ihip's  reckoning ;  the  more  fo,  as  in  tra- 
verfing  the  bay  of  Bt/cay,  we  had  daily 
found  ourlelves  more  Ibulhward  than  our 
eftimation,  which  I  attributed  to  a  current 
running  to  the  s.e.  and  which  continually 
fets  into  that  bay  from  the  eaftward. 

The  favourable  wind  which  we  got,  after 
thefe  little  adverfities,  carried  us,  on  the 
27th  of  March,  in  fight  of  the  ifland  Ma- 
deira,  the  weft  part  of  which  we  difcovcred 
half  an  hour  before  funlct.  This  was  con- 
Cderably  different  from  my  cxpeélation  j  for 
Ihad 
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I  bad  depended,  from  the  reafbns  above* 
mentioned,  that  we  ihould  tiave  been  to  the 
eaihvard  of  our  reckoning  :  wfcereas,  the 
contrary  prpved  to  be  the  cafe,  as  wc  found 
ourfelvcs  twenty-two  leagues  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  it. 

This  is  a  lingular  circumftance,  for  of 
twenty  ihips,  there  is  fcarcely  one  that  has  a  " 
wefterly  mifreckoning  here ;  in  general  t-hey 
are  all  to  the  eaftward  of  their  computation; 
owing  to  the  indraught  of  the  currents,  both 
into  the  bay  of  Bijcay^  and  into  the  bend 
between  Cape  St.  Vincent^  and  Cape  Can- 
tin,  in  which  laft  they  fet  ftrongly  to  the 
eaA,  towards  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar:  in 
our  cafe,  the  contrary  feems  to  have  taken 
place. 

I  had  myfclf  fo  little  expeflation  of  feeing 
the  laud  on  that  fide,  that  although,  in  tlie  . 
afternoon,  the  Iky  bore,  in  that  quarter, 
much  the  appearance  of  land,  fliewing  like 
the  haze  of  thick  clouds,  hanging  over 
high  land,  as  Madeira  is,  and  in  the  lame 
manner  as  I  had  before  feen  that  ifland 
overhung  with  clouds,  I  faid  to  one  of  my 
lieutenants,  that  if  the  Iky  had  the  fame 
appearance  to  the  weftward,  as  it  now  ihew- 

ed 
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ed  to  the  eaft,  I  fhouid  think  that  it  was 
Madeira^  but  that  there  was  no  probability 
of  its  being  to  the  caftward  of  us.  We, 
however,  faw  it,  in  that  quarter,  though  but 
a  fmatl  part  of  its  eaftern  extremity  was 
vifible  to  us,  the  reft  of  the  ifland  remaining 
hid,  by  the  clouds  alx>ve,  and  by  a  thick  haze 
btlow. 

Towards  evening  we  loft  fight  of  it,  and 
fleered  our  courfe,  in  order  to  run  fifteen  " 
or  twenty  leagues  to  the  weftward  of  the 
iflands  Palma  and  Fufgo,  the  moft  wefterly 
of  the  Canary  iflands,  and  afterwards  to  the 
eaftward  of  the  Cape  Verde  iflands. 

On  the  28th  of  March,  died  one  Joa- 
chim Van  Wieken,  a  native  of  Ri^t 
where  he  had  been  a  capital  merchant,  and 
to  the  moft  confiderable  of  the  inhabitants 
of  which  place  he  was  related.  He  had 
been  unfortunate  in  his  bufinefs,  partly  by 
a  too  implicit  confidence,  and  partly  by  his 
own  careleflhefs  and  negligence,  fo  that  he 
was  obliged  to  quit  his  trade,  and  native 
place,  and  to  ièek  his  fortune  elfewhere. 

This  man  came  to  me  at  Middleburgb  ia 
the  month  of  November,  requefting  to  be 
cniifted  as  a  foldier  for  India,  in  my  ihip* 
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As  he  was  very  well  drefled,  and  had  péN 
ièd^Iy  the  manners  and  appearance  of  a 
gcntlemaD,  I  was'  much  furprized  at  his 
application.  I  endeavoured,  as  much  as 
poffible,  to  perfuade  him  to  abandon  his 
purpofe,  by  laying  before  him,  the  danger 
and  inconvenic^ice  of  fo  long  a  voyage,  and 
the  diiagreeable  treatment  he  was  likely  to 
meet  with  in  fo  low  a  ilation  ;  it  was,  how- 
ever, all  in  vain,  he  was  fixed  in  his  relb- 
lution  to  undertake  the  voyage ;  aiTuring  me 
that  the  iecond  in  command  of  the  Com- 
pany's faöory  at  Banjermaffing^  m  the  ifland 
x£  Borneo,  was  his  couün ;  and  that  this 
perfon  had,  fevcral  times,  written  to  his  fa- 
mily, that  one  of  them  fhould  come  over 
to  him ;  that  he  was  rich,  and,  though  mar- 
ried, had  no  children  ;  that  whoever  came 
to  him  fhould  he  his  heir,  &c.  Van 
Wieken  now  wanted  to  try  this  refource 
for  reeflablifhing  his  ruined  affairs,  if  poflible. 
I  endeavoured  to  convince  him,  how  little 
reafon  there  Was,  to  indulge  in  fuch  exr 
pcdations,  as  his  relation  might  be  dead 
before  he  reached  India,  or  he  might  have 
children,  or  have  changed  his  mind ;  tliat, 
in  fiich  a  cafe,  he  would  not  only  ha^  per- 
formed 
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formed  a  long  and  difficult  voyage  to  no 
purpofe,  but  he  would  belides  find  himfelf 
in  a  remote  and  ftrange  country,  where  he 
knew  no  body»  and  whither  he  had  no  in- 
trodudion»  or  recommendation  j  that  he 
would  wander  about  without  refource,  and 
would  be  obliged  to  perform  the  hard  du- 
ties of  that  iervice  in  which  he  was  en- 
gaged, and  to  which  he  would  not  find  him» 
felf  competent. 

Nothing,  however,  could  make  him  wa- 
vei;  in  his  determination  ;  and,  1  therefore 
engaged  him  as  a  iailor,  becaufe,  if  his 
views  proved  abortive,  it  would  be  eafier 
for  him  to  leave  the  Indies»  as  a  failor,  than 
as  a  foldier. 

As  foon  as  he  came  on  board,  I  had  him 
lodged  in  the  gunroom,  and  excufed  him 
from  performing  the  duty  of  a  failor* 

The  reigning  dllbrder  on  board  at- 
tacked him,  loon  after  we  were  at  fea,  and 
fnatching  him  from  life,  and  his  golden 
dreams  of  future  wealth,  gave  him  up  a 
prey  to  the  fiflies  of  the  deep.  So  are  the 
plans  of  prudence,  and  the  projeéts  of  te- 
merity, baffled  by  the  decrees  of  providence, 
and  htfwever  far  advanced  towards  theif 
com- 
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completion,  the  idle  vifion  is  dïlÏÏpated,  in 
a  moment,  by  the  breath  of  heaven. 

The  day  before,  we  had  loft  one  Mat- 
thew Joseph  Agoo,  a  native  of  Liege, 
Wfho,  when  he  came  on  board,  told  me,  that 
he  was  a  teacher  of  the  Latin,  French,  ItaUan, 
and  German  languages.  A  few  days  after- 
wards, he  began  to  ftiew  figns  of  infanity, 
and  defircd  to  be  fet  on  ihefe.  1  aiked  him, 
whether  he  had  any  reafon  to  complain  of 
bad  treatment  ?  which  he  anfwered  in  the ' 
negative  ;  adding,  however,  "  that  his  def- 
"  tiny  called  him  on  Ihorc,  and  not  on 
"  board  a  Ihip."  I  endeavoured  to  con- 
vince him  of  the  contrary,  by  ftating  that 
my  deftiny,  as  well  as  his,  and  that  of  the 
whole  of  the  {hip's  crew,  called  us  to  go 
the  voyage  to  India.  Upon  this  he  laid, 
**  that,  in  order  to  be  perfeftly  ealy,  he 
"  muft  have  his  wife  and  children  on 
"  board."  When  this  was  refufed  him,  he 
begged  again  to  be  fet  on  fliore,  promifing 
by  all  that  wa^  facred,  that  he  would  be- 
come a  capuchin.  I  foon  faw  that  Httle 
was  to  be  done  with  him,  and  left  him, 
dire£iing  my  officers  to  take  particular  care 
of  him,  efpecially  that  he  fhoald  not  be  ill 
treated. 
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ffeated.  The  next  morning,  at  feved 
o'clock,  as  he  was  Aanding  by  the  main-' 
ctiains,  he  Tuddenly,  bidding  his  ihipmates 
ferewel,  Sprang  overboard ;  fortunately,  one 
of  the  Tailors,  who  was  leaning  out  of  a 
porthole  between  the  decks,  caught  him  by 
the  hair  of  his  head»  or  he  Would  have  beeii 
carried  away  by  the  flream.  When  be  was 
£ife  on  board  again,  1  had  him  put  in  irons 
for  four-and-twenty  hours,  after  which  he 
ièemed  to  have  come  to  his  fenles  again.  I 
took  this  opportunity  of  afking  him  who  he 
was,  and  further  particulars  about  hts  pa- 
rentage, fituation,  &c.  His  ilory  was  as 
follows : 

**  He  was  born,"  he  faid,  **  at  Lieges  and 
'*  had  early  been  educated  there,  by  the  Je- 
**  fuits,  for  a  learned  profcffiou,  and  had  even, 
"  in  ibme  meafure,  engaged  himfelf  in  their 
"  fraternity.  Afterwards  he  had  left  Liege, 
"  and  had  lived  for  a  long  time  in  Cw- 
"  many,  particularly  at  Prague.  He  then 
••  met  with  a  German  nobleman,  who 
"  made  him  tutor  to  his  children.  A  littjc 
**  lime  afterwards,  he  became  acquainted 
"  with  a  young  woman,  whom  he  n;iarricd, 
"  and  by  whom  he  had  three  children.  Af^ 

ter 
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•'  ter  his  marriage,  he  went,  with  his  wife, 
"  to  refidc  at  a  place  in  Germany^  where  he 
••  had  a  comfortable  livelihood  for  himfelf 
•*  and  his  family,  till,  after  having  lived 
"  for  feveral  years  in  happiueis,  he  was 
-  **  overtaken  by  a  tnisfortune,  which  in- 
'*  volved  them  all  in  diftrefs  and  mifêry. 
"  Among  his  books,  he  had  one,  entitled, 
"  ha  Pierre  Pbilofophaley  which  was  moft 
'*  ftriflly  prohibited  at  that  place.  His 
'•  wife  being  once  in*  converlation  with  one 
"  of  her  neighbours,  on  fuch  fubjefts,  faid, 
*•  in  the  fimplicity  of  her  heart,  that  her 
**  hufband  had  that  book  in  his  poffeffion ; 
•*  upon  which  the  other  begged  to  look 
"  at  it,  and  afterwards  to  borrow  it,  pro- 
•*  mifing  to  return  it  the  next  day ;  but  in- 
••  ftead  of  keeping  his  word,  he  carried  it 
*'  direöly  to  the  officers  of  juftice  j  who 
"  immediately  feized  upon  the  property  of 
**  the  unfortunate  delinquent,  and  would 
**  equally  have  fecured  his  perfon,  had  he 
"  not  iaved  himfelf  by  flight.  Upon  this, 
**  he  returned  to  Liegfy  to  fee  whether  he 
**  could  not  raife  fome  money,  for  the  affift- 
••  ancc  of  his  diftreflcd  family,  left  behind 
'•  la  Germany-y  not  fucceeding  in  this,  he 
VOL.  II.  c  "  went 
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**  went  to  Maefiricbtt  intending  to  enlift  as 
**  a  foldier,  but  he  had  there  been  inveigled 
**  away,  by  one  of  the  under-crinips,  em- 
**  ployed  by  the  perfons,  who  procure  ré- 
"  emits,  for  the  Dutch  Eaft-India  Cotti- 
*'  pany's  fervicc,  iu  which  he  had  been  in- 
"  duced  to  engage,  and  had  thus  become 
"  a  foldier,  on  board  of  the  fliip  Owmtr- 
«  kerkr 

After  we  lofl;  fight  of  the  illand  Madeira, 
'we  had  ftiff'gales,  from  the  north  and  n!e. 
which  carried  us  fwiftly  along,  and,  on  the 
I  ft  of  April,  we  pafied  the  tropic  of  cancer, 
without  any  thing  worthy  of  notice,  except 
that,  on  that  day,  the  fea  appeared  very 

"turbulent,  with  ftrong  ripplings  of  currents. 
The  heat  was  not  very  confiderable,  for  the 
thermometer  did  not  reach  to  70*  in  the 
warmeft  part  of  the   day.     Our  fick  wcfe 

'  3a"ily  Vecovering,  and"  we  had  every  profpeö, 
that  we  fhould  flibrtly  be  without  a  fingle 
man  unfit  for  duty. 

At  nine  o'clock,  a.m.  on  the  4th  of  Api'il, 
we  faw  the  ifland  iStf/,  the  northwefternmóft 

'  of  the  Cape  Verde  ifl'ahds.  We  here  èame 
to  a  deter rrilnation  of  touching  at  St.  Jago, 
to 'fee  whether  we  cpuld  not*  get  a  fupply 

of 
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of  \4rater,  and  of  refreQimcnts,  for 'our  fick^ 
and  for  thofe  who  h£^d  recovered,  but  vreze 
weakly^  and  were  thr^dtened  with  the 
fcurvy. 

A  fliort  time  before"  oooiij  .we  faw  thé 
Hland  Benavijla,  along  the  eaft  iide  of  which,- 
we  failed  at  two  leagues  dillance,  and  to- 
wards the  evening*  we  loft  fight  of  it  again* 
.  The  next  morning,  at  fnnrjfe,  we  faw 
the  iÜand  Mayo,  and  we  failed  to  thé 
call  ward  of  it,  at  the  diftance  of  a  ihort 
league^ 

All  thefe  iflands  appeared  very  b;trreni 
and  burnt  up.  Neither  trees,  nor  grafs, 
were  to  be  feen ;  nothing  but  bare  rocks* 
and  breakers  on  all  fides,  which,  however, 
appeared  not  to  extend  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  league  from  the  fhore. 

Having  palfed  this  ifland,  we  fleered  for 
that  of  ^/.  JagOf  and  running  in  fight  of  it^ 
and  cloie  in  with  the  ihore,  we  made  the 
point  of  Porto  Praya\  which  equally  appear* 
ed  very  arid  and  fcorched,  and  the  hiilaf 
were  even  become  r?d  from  the  paicUiog 
climate.

PrayOy  we  fkw  an  inlet,  or  bay,  which  is 
called  the  Falfe  Bay  of  Praya. 

In  the  deepeft  part  of  this  bay,  there  was 
a  little  grove  of  cocoanut- trees,  and  a  few 
houfes  ;  but  a  heavy  furf  broke  all  along  the 
Ihorc.  This  js  eafily  to  be  diftinguifhcd 
from  the  true  bay  of  Praya,  as  the  eaft  point 
of  the  latter  is  high,  fteep,  and  without 
breakers,  and  that  of  tbe,formcr  is  very  low, 
and  furrounded  by  heavy  breakers. 

We  ran  clofe  along  the  eaft  point  of 
Porto  Praya,  about  a  piftolfliot  from  the 
ihore,  and  let  drop  our  common  bower-an- 
chor, under  the  ftern  of  a  large  Englifli 
fliip,  in  eleven  fathoms,  black  landy  bottom; 
but  as  it  would  not  hold,  we  Jikewife  ran 
out  our  beft  bower,  to  which,  the  fhip  bore 
up. 

We  had  in  the  mean  time  been  driven,  by 
the  force  of  the  wind,  to  within  three  cables* 
length  of  the  weft  point,  which  is  nothing 
but  a  range  of  rocks,  fo  that  we  were  in  the 
utmoft  danger,  and  could  not  carry  out  any 
other  anchor  to  warp  us  off,  as  the  gale  was 
too  ft  rong. 

We  found  fix  fhips  lying  at  anchor  here  ; 
namely, 
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Damely,  an  EnglÜh  Eaft-Indiaman,  bound  to 
Bengali  two  French  veflels  for  Mauritius, 
and  three  Portuguefe  for  Brazil. 

Porto  Praya  is  fituated,  according  to  my 
obfervation  there,  in  north  latitude,  14*  50', 
at  the  moft  fouthern  part  of  the  ifland  St. 

Jogo- 

It  is  a  pretty  deep  bay,  formed  to  the  eaft 
by  the  bcforementioned  point,  whence  the 
land  trends  to  the  north,  to  the  deepell  part 
of  the  bay.  This  eaftern  fhore  is  very  high 
and  mountainous  ;  at  the  end  of  the  bay,  a 
little  to  the  weft,  there  is  a  vtvy  indifFerent 
fortification,  upon  a  little  eminence,  which 
is  called  the  caftle,  and  upon  which,  th«. 
Portuguefe  enfign  is  hoifted,  when  any  (hipr 
arrive. 

The  land  then  turns,  in  a  foutherly  direc- 
tion, with  high  mountains,  ending  in  a  range 
of  rocks,  very  little  elevated  above  the  fur- 
fece  of  the  fea,  which  form  the  weft  point  of 
the  bay. 

Almoft  in  the  middle,  between  the  weft 
point  and  the  caftle,  about  two  cables'  length 
from  the  ftiore,  there  is  a  fmall  ifland,  which, 
by  the  eye,  appears  to  be  about  thirty  feet 
perpendicular  out  of  the  water.  It  is  flat  at 
e  3  top. 
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top»  like  a'  table,  arid  about  eight  hundred 
feet  in  circumference,  by  computation'. 
The  French  call  it  njle  aux  Cailles.  Thff 
ftamen  who  die  in  the  harbour,  are  buried 
there. 

Boats,  but  no  ihips',  can  pafs  between  this 
ifland,  and  the  weft  ihore ;  the  paiïage  is 
filled  with  fiinken  rocks. 

The  ciftern,  whence  the  Ihips  take  in 
flieir  water,  is  at  the  bórtom  óf  the  hill  upoft 
which  the  caftle  is  built ;  and  in  common 
leafons,  if  drawn  dry  in  the  evening,  is  fbll 
again  the  next  morning,  though  the  water 
itfelf  is  not  very  good,  being  mofC  or  Icfe 
brack  ifli. 

The  town  of  Fraya  confifts  of  a  few 
fcattercd  huts  of  wood  and  clay.  There  are 
no  more  than  two  or  three  brick  buildings, 
which  even  can  fcarcely  be  called  houfeg, 
^nd  which  are  inhabited  by  the  governor  aftd 
vice-governor. 

There  is  nothing  very  attradive  in  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  whole  ;  and  the  dry  and 
parched  look  of  the  country,  indicates  iuffi- 
ciently  that  it  is  fituatcd  in  the  middle  of  the 
torrid  zohe. 

Beiüg  coufitied  on  board,  partly  by  ill 
health. 
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health,  and  by  the  dangerous  fituation  of  my, ' 
ihip,  which  required  my  conftant  prcfence, 
I,  did  not  go  on  ftiore  to  fee  every  thing  my- 
felf,  but  1  noted  down  the  information  I  re- 
ceived from  my  ofBcers. 

As  foon  as  we  were  fafe  at  anchor,  and 
had  faluted  the  king's  fla^  with  feven  guns,  ' 
and  were  anfwered  with  the  fame  number, 
I  fent  the  boat  on  ftore  with  my  officers,  to 
inform  the  governor  of  my  arrival,  and  to 
xcqueA  that  I  might  be  fupplied  with  water 
and  refrefhmcnts. 

They  brought  me  information  in  return, 
that  no  refreflimcnts  were  to  be  procured  at 
^he  ifland,  it  not  having  rained  for  more 
than  nine  months;  and  that  the  dillrefs  fo^ 
provifions  was  fo  great,  that  the  inhabitants 
were  in  great  danger  of  pt-rifhing  with  fa- 
mine, if  the  ihip  with  provilions,  which  had 
been  long  ago  written  for  from  Poriuga/,  did 
not  fpeedily  cnake  her  appearance  *  ;  that 
there 


*  This  dtaoght  was,  in  tffefi,  followed,  in  the  fame  year, 
by  a  gcaend  &mine  in  (he  Cape  Ferde  jflands,  in  wliich  many 
Inindreds  of  people  periflied  for  want.  The  commander  of  a 
Z>utch  (hipi  which  touched  at  St.  Jag»  during  this  didrefsful 
icafon,  received  feveral  of  the  natives,  with  their  wives  and 
c  4  children^ 
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there  was  very  little  water,  for  that  the 
crews  of  the  ihips  which, lay  at  anchor  here, 
were  employed,  night  and  day,  in  drawing 
out  the  leaft  water  that  came  into  the 
ciftern  ;  Co  .that  if  we  could,  at  moft,  obtaia 
two  leagers  a  day,  we  might  think  ourlelves 
very  well  ofFj  and  this  quantity  was  no  more 
than  we  wanted  every  day,  for  our  con- 
fumption. 

As  loon  as  they  landcdj  they  were  con- 
du£ted  by  the  centinel,  whofe  mufquet  was 

children,  who  fold  tbemUvei  to  him,  in  order  to  efcape  the 
dreadful  confe quences  of  want.  He  carried  them  to  the  Caft 
tf  Cmd  Hef€,  and  fold  them  there ;  but  when  the  government 
VIM  informed  of  ir,  he  was  ordered  to  redeem  them  at  his  own 
expence,  to  cany  them  back  to  tbdr  native  country,  and  to 
bring  a  cenjficate  from  the  Portuguefe  governoTf  importing  the 
execution  of  thefe  orders.  The  circumflances  of  thefe  Ulandt 
feem  not  to  have  been  ameliorated  iïnce ;  for,  in  1 793,  when 
the  Lion  flopped  at  Sl.jMgt,  on  her  outward  paflkgeto  China,  the 
ïfland  was  in  an  abfolute  flate  of  famine.  Little  or  no  rain  had 
bllen  there  for  about  three  years  before.  The  rivert  were,  al- 
moft  all)  entirely  dry.  The  furface  of  the  earth  was,  in  gene- 
ral, deflitute  of  herbage.  The  greatefl  part  of  the  cattle  had 
abrady  periflicd,  not  lefs  ttirough  drought,  than  want  of  food. 
Of  the  inhabitant:,  many  had  migrated,  many  were  bmifhed 
to  death.  It  is  remarkable,  that,  in  oppofition  to  the  prefent 
parched  and  defolate  flate  of  thefe  illands,  the  frequent  fhower, 
which  weie  obferved  by  the  firii  navigators,  who  touche'l  at 
this  identical  place,  the  ifland  of  St.  Jag»,  induced  them  Iq 
give  it  the  name  of  Pluvialii.    T. 

without 
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without  a  lock,  to  the  governmcnt-houte, 
which  made  a  very  wretched  appearance, 
where  they  had  to  wait,  till  the  governor  was 
in  readiuels  to  receive  them,  '^'hey  thought 
that  he  bad  6rA  to  drefs  himfelf*,  as  they  faw  . 
frlothes  carried  in  doors. 

At  laft  being  conducted  in,  they  were  re- 
ceived by  his  excellency,  without  a  coat, 
and  in  his  waiftcoat,  having  his  hair  turned 
up  fmooth  over  the  head,  and  making,  upon 
the  wholf,  a  ftrange  figure  *.  He  men- 
tioned, among  other  things,  that  the  out- 
ward-bound Eaft-India  Company's  fhips, 
Honkoopy  the  Veldboent  Zuidbeveland^  and 
Bothland,  had  lain  at  anchor  here,  from  the 
22d  of  January  till  the  12th  of  February 
laft,  that  they  had  brought  many  fick  with 
them,  and  left  many  dead  behind  them. 

The  furniture  of  the  chamber  of  audience, 
confifted  of  two  chairs,  a  fmall  table,  and 
two  little  pifturcs  hung  againft  the  wall :  in 
the  middle,  it  was  divided  acrofs  by  a  mat,

and 
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4Dd  tbc  part  on  the  other  fide  lèrvcd  for  z 
kitchen. 

They  were  then  carried  to  the  vice-go- 
Tjcrnor,  who  jUvas  drefled  in  a  red  cloth  coat, 
with  goM  lace,  and  a  large  pair  o£  ^e£ïacles 
upon  his  nofe.  His  abode  was  alfb  fiirnifhcd 
ibmethiiig  better.  Againft  the  wall  hung 
three  watches,  and  a  little  wooden  cuckow- 
clock,  which  he  faid  had  been  given  to  him 
by  a  Dutch  captain.  In  one  corner  of  the 
room  lay  feveral  folio  books,  which  feemed 
to  be  in  a  very  fhabby  condition. 

Wherever  they  came,  they  were  impor- 
tuned by  the  common  people  for  ailiftance 
of  provifions.  There  was  even  a  Portuguefe, 
vho,  by  his  drefs,  feemed  to  be  an  officer, 
and  who  offered  one  of  my  men  ten  Spanifli 
dollars,  to  be  taken  on  board  my  fhip,  pro- 
miiing  to  do  the  duty  of  a  common  failor,  if 
he  could  but  get  away  from  this  wretched 
country,  where  he  expefted  in  a  fliort  time 
to  die  of  hunger. 

As  I  now  found  that  neither  any  refrcih- 
pients,  nor  any  water,  were  to  be  procured 
here,  I  determined  to-depart  with  all  Ipeed, 
and  profecute  my  voyage.  I  left  two  letters 
to  be  forwarded  to  Holland,  one  of  which 
was 
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was  for  the  direftors  of  the  Eaft-India  Gom- 
pany,  iuforming  them  of  the  fituation  óf  my 
fliip  and  crew.  I  fcnt  the  governor  twoor  threo 
ffbeele,  and  fome  ilockfifh,  to  induce  htaj  to 
take  particulai'  care  of  my  letters ;  he  re- 
ceived my  prefent  with  many  thanks,  and 
affijied  me,  he  would,  without  fail,  difpatch 
the  letters  by  fome  opportunity  for  Europe. 
On  the  ;th  of  Appil,  early  in  the  morning, 
we  began  to  heave  our  anchors;  but  the 
common  bower  came  home  without  a  ftock, 
and  with  all  the  fbrce  we  could  bring  to  man 
die  capf^an,  we  could  not  move  the  beit 
bower  ;  we,  therefore,  determined  to  cut  the 
cable,  to  get  the  ihip  out  of  her  dangerous 
fituation,  which  we  did,  and  got  under  iail 
about  half  paft  feven  o'clock. 
'  The  firft  day  after  we  left  Si.  Jago,  it  blew 
hard  from  the  n.e.  but  the  wind  flackened 
in  the  following  days  ;  though  we  retained 
the  N.E.  tradewind  till  the  ï4th  of  April,  in 
4"  north  latitude ;  where  we  met  with 
calms  and  variable  winds,  accompanied  by 
thunder,  lightning,  and  heavy  ftiowerg  of 
rain. 

,   We  availed  of  this  opportunity  to  catch 

fome    rain-water,    and,  for  two  mornings 

running, 
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mnniiig,  we  fecured  fêven  or  eight  leagers, 
though  the  heavy  rain  did  not  lail;  longer 
than  two  hours  each  time.  This  allowed 
me,  with  greater  eaiè,  to  give  the  men  plenty 
of  water;  by  which  I  had  the  good  fortune 
to  find,  that  in  a  hot  and  unhealthy  climate, 
whce  the  thermometer  was  frequently 
al  .e  82",  my  (hip  was  without  a  (ingle  fick 
man,  except  one  of  my  lieutenants,  and  a 
gunners'  mate,  who  had  both,  for  years 
before,  been  valetudinarians. 

To  the  circumftance  of  being  able  to  give 
them  a  plentiful  allowance  of  water,  I  chiefly 
iattributed  the  healthinels  of  my  crew,  dur- 
ing the  remainder  of-the  voyage;  and  I  have 
found,  by  experience,  that  no  more  water  is 
expended,  byhaving  an  open  water-caik  upon 
deck,  than  when  the  crew  are  put  upon  an 
allowance  of  ten  muts  *  per  day,  if  care  be 
taken  that  none  of  it  be  Ipilt,  or  unn?cefla- 
rily  expended,  which  may  eafily  be  preycntr 
ed  by  placing  a  centinel  at  the  water-caik. 

The  reafon  why  the  men  derive  more 
benefit  from  it,  in  this  way,  is,  that  the  fame 
quantity  then  (<;rves  them  for  four  or  five 

'      *  About  two  pints  and  a  b^lf*    TV 

draughts. 
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tlra^pits,  which  they  otherwife  confumc  at 
once,  in  the  morning  (the  time  when  the 
allowance  is  given  out),  partly  out  of  greedi- 
nefe,  ol-  from  the  thirft  which  they  have  fuf- 
fered  during  the  night,  and  partly  becaufc 
they  have  no  means  of  keeping  the  re- 
mainder of  their  allowance.  Hence,  when 
they  have  thus  drank  up  all  at  once,  in  the 
morning,  they  muft,  in  a  burning  climate, 
endure  the  moft  dreadful  thirft,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  four-and-twenty  hours, 
which  is  not  a  little  aggravated  by  the  fait 
and  dry  nature  of  their  provifions. 

I  likewife  took  particular  care  that  every 
thing  was  kept  clean  and  neat  between  the 
decks,  and  conftantly  fumigated  with  gun- 
powder, juniper-berries,  and  frankincenfe, 
as  well  as  fprinkl«^  with  vinegar.  When 
the  calms  and  heat  were  exceffive,  I  had  two 
or  three  quarts  of  lemon-juice,  put  into  a 
leager  of  water,  which  proved  very  refreih- 
ing  to  the  crew,  and  I  mixed  gentian-root, 
jefuits'  bark,  and  orange-peel,  in  their  al- 
lowance of  fpirits :  all  which  had  a  decided 
good  effeö  upon  the  health  of  my  people. 

Calms,  light,  variable,  and  contrary 
-winds,  and  currents,  which  laft,  I  found,  by 

two 
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two  oblérvations,  fèt  ftroogly  tothciwrtJi* 
tveilward,  accompanied  us>  before  we  palFed 
the  line,  till  the  a5th  of  April,  on  which  day* 
at  noon,  we  were  in  o"  50'  ibuth  latitude. 

This  was  a  day  of  joy  and  merriment.  '1 
had  fbme  hogs  and  iheep  killed,  and  likewüè 
fbme  excellent  foup  made,  to  which  a  fuifi- 
ciont  quantity  «f  lemon-juice  was  added  ;  and 
their  good  cheer,  both  at  noon  and  at  night, 
whioh  "was  encreafed  by  hadf  a  pint  of  punch» 
ivhi^  I  gave  to  each  man,  fo  exhilarated 
the  crew,  that  all  was  boifterous  joviality, 
with  repeated  fongs,  and  uncouth  dances,  ib 
that  we  rather  feemed  to-he  at.a  country- 
-wake,  than  on  board  of  a  ihip,  bound  oaa 
diftant  voyage. 

-My  >fatis^£lion  was  enhanced  by  the  rc' 
•fledion,  that  we  had  not  one  fick  man  oïl 
'board,  and  that  all  the  people  looked  as  hale 
and  frsOi,  as  if  they  were  juft  come  from 
Ihore. 

•  As  foon  as  we  had  paffed  the  line,  the  fea 
fwarmed  with  üih^  albieores,  bonitos,'flying- 
£fh,  and  (harks ;  and  we  caught  a  gr^C 
many^-which  proved  a  feafonahle  and  agr.o«-< 
able  refrefhment  to  the  crew. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  we.  had  paÜeditèfl 
Abroiiios 
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'jihroJbos  fhoals,  and  the  next  day  the  iflands 
of  Trmidai  and  Afcenfifm;  I  wilhed  much 
to  have  fecn  the  laft,  but  could  difcover  no 

appearance  of  knd,  not  even  any  birds» 
which  made  mc  think,  that  we  were  more  to 
the  eaftward  than  we  computed. 

Two  days  afterwards,  in  231*  fouth  lati- 
tude, under  the  tropic  of  capricom,  we  loft 
the  eaft  tradcwind,  and  met  with  variable 

"wïndsj'mcftly  from  the  s.w.  with  which  wc 
fteered-ff.E.  till  in  zSi",  thence  e.s.e.  till  m 
33°,  theneaftby  fouth,  till  in  34§*,  bebg 
the  latitude  of  the  weft  fioint  of  Falfe-hay^ 

'and  laftly  ea{1;,in  a  dirëft  lihe  for  the  iamc. 
On  the  ■  1 9th  of  May,  we  law;  for  the  firft 
thne,  the  birdscatled  capei-pigbons*.  Theiê 
birds- belong  to  the  genus  of  gulls,  andare  of 
iheiize  of  our  fea-gülls,  bat  have  not  fuch 
long'and  pointed  WingSj-aiid  are  heavier  of 

■  -flight.  The  head,  and  the  back  of  the  neck, 
are  qnrte  blabk,  as  is  ihe  tail,  and  the  end  of 

'the' wiiigs,  Vhich-  are  otherwife,  together 

''^ith''the-batk,  variegated  With  black  and 

'■'fl^hiWfpdts ;  -the  brèaft'ahd  bel!y  are  entirely 
white..  Thefe  birds  are  met  with,  in  large 

*  A  diverfitjr  of  the  fpedes  Amt/  eatarrhaSu,    T. 

'flocks, 
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flocks,  both  to  the  eaft,  and  to  the  weft,  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  cfpeciall)'  in  ftormy 
weather. 

Befides  thefe,  we  faw  likewife  a  number 
of  other  birds,  moft  of  which  belonged  to 
the  genus  of  gulls.  Of  thefe,  the  mantel- 
meeuwen *  were  the  handibmeft  ;  they  are 
about  half  as  large  again  as  the  former,  of  a 
fnowwhite  colour,  with  black  wings.  Like- 
wife  another  fort,  of  the  fame  fize,  which 
were  wholly  black,  with  yellow  bills. 

We  faw  alfo  the  dead  body  of  a  noord- 
iaper,  or  Ipermaceti-whale  -f-,  floating  by 
us  i  we  guefled  it  to  be  fifty  feet  in  length  : 
a  great  number  of  cape-pigeons,  and  other 
iea-birds,  were  fitting  and  feeding  upoii  it. 

Till  the  23d  of  May,  we  had  almoft  con- 
tinually had  the  fineft  and  moft  agreeable 
weather  that  can  be  defired  at  fêa,  and  which 
had  only  been  interrupted,  now  and  then, 
though  very  leldom,  by  a  ftiort  ftorm. 

We  now,  however,  began  to  experience 
a  change.  The  wind  blew  harder  from  day 
to  day ;  the  fea  ran  higher  ;  the  fun  was

fbmetimes 
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Sometimes  hidden  from  us  for  entire  days ; 
tlie  cold  encreafed  fo  much, '  that  the  ther- 
mometer declined,  at  times,  even  in  the 
middle  of  the  day,  to  56"  ;  fo  that  all  con- 
jpired  to  prove  to  us,  that  the  winter,  or  bad 
monloon,  is  as  unpleafant  in  thefè  parts,  as 
the  months  of  November  and  December  are 
in  Europe  j  I  muft,  however,  except  froft, 
but  inftead  of  it,  we  had  violcnf'ihowers  of 
rain  and  hail. 

Although  the  winds  blew  hard,  and  often 
cncreaied  into  a  ftorm,  with  a  high-running 
fea,  yet  they  ihortened  our  paffage,  as  they 
■were  constantly  favourable. 

On  the  29th  of  May,  however,  the  wind 
had  encreafed  to  fuch  a  pitch,  that  although, 
with  refpefl  to  the  point  whence  it  blew, 
it  was  favourable  for  us,  we  w^cre  obliged 
to  lye  by,  as  the  mountainous  waves  were 
no  more  to  be  avoided,  and  threatened  to 
overwhelm  us  at  every  time  ;  in  addition 
to  which,  the  head-way  of  the  fhip  was  fo 
great,  that  we  could  Icarcely  fteer  her. 

The  next  day,  the  wind  abated  a  little,  1q 
that  we  could  again  make  fail,  and  follow 
our  courfe. 

■     We  had,  however,  a  continuance  of  high 
VOL.  II,  D  winds, 
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winds,  efpecially  from  the  h.w.  with  rain  qn4 
dark  weather ;  and  Ibmetimes  it  fuddenl; 
veered,  with  a  violent  fquall,  to  the  S.W. 
after  which  it  generally  grew  more  calm. 

From  the  25th  of  May  to  the  3d  of  June, 
we  had  failed  over  a  fpace  of  three  hundred 
and  forty  German  leagues  j  at  noon,  oa 
that  day,  the  wind  began  to  encreaie  in  vi<h 
lence  fromthe  wcftward,  and  in  the  evening, 
it  had  grown  into  a  florm,  with  dark  rainy 
weather,  fo  that  we  were  obliged  to  hand 
al'moft  all  our  fails. 

This,  however,  was  nothing  com[Mired 
to  the  next  day,  the  4th  of  June,  when, 
about  eight  o'clock,  a.m.  the  temped  bkw 
with  fuch  dreadful  violence,  and  in  lucl) 
heavy  iqualls,  that  it  exceeded  all  delcription. 
The  stupendous  waves,  which  leemed  to 
reach  the  clouds,  broke  againfl',  and  fome- 
times  over,  the  ihip  with  fuch  force,  thfit  had 
we  not  had  a  fluih-deck,  that  is,  one  t^t 
lies  even  from  ftem  to  Acni,  I  do  not  believe 
that  we  fhouid  have  preicrved  one  of  oor 
'mafts,  not  to  iky  any  thing  of  worfe  ac- 
cideuts. 

Fortunately,  both  wiod  aad  fea  began  to 
abate 
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abate  towards  the  evening,  we  fliould  other- 
have  palfed  a  very  dh'ttial  night. 

After  midnight,  when  the  wind  had  veer* 
ed  to  s.w.  the  weather  cleared  up  a  little  ; 
aad  we  again  fèt  our  fails,  and  purflied  our 
courie,  without  having  fuffered  any  material 
damage. 

We  had  favourable  wcfterly  winds,  al- 
though generally  blowing  hard,  with  hazy 
weather,  till  the  8th  of  June»  when  they 
changed  to  s.e.  with  the  new  moon,  and 
thus  turned  againft  us  exaflly  a  day  too  fbon ; 
as,  by  all  figns,  namely,  the  variation  of  the 
compafs,  the  feeing  of  feals,  trumpet-weed^ 
petrels  and  pintados,  and  the  change  in  the 
colour  of  the  water,  we  were  warranted  in 
our  expefïations  of  feeing  land  the  next  day. 

The  9.E.  and  eail  winds  continued  till  the 
15th  of  June,  when  it  fell  calm.  But,  to- 
Dvards  noon,  we  got  a  breeze  from  the  s.w. 
with  which  we  endeavoured  to  make  fome 
northing,  as  we  found  ourfelves  in  the  fouth 
latitude  of  ^si°- 

On  the  17th,  we  experienced  a  fudden 
change,  and  a  heavy  fquall  from  the  weft 
and  H.w, 

As  we  thought  ourfelves  fo  near  the  land, 
s  2  we 
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we  durft  not  ftand  on  with  this  wind,  which 
was  accompanied  by  thunder,  lightning,  and 
hail,  but  towards  evening,  we  took  in  all  our 
fails,  except  the  main  and  mizen  ftayfails, 
under  which  we  lay  by  during  the  night. 

The  fea,  forced  on  by  the  violence  óf  the 
rain  and  hail,  ran  fo  high,  and  broke  with  fo 
much  violence  againft  the  fides  of  the  fliip, 
that  (he  was  frequently  under  water  to  lee- 
ward, as  far  as  the  hatches,  and  the  yard- 
arms  fwept  the  futfacc  of  the  fea. 

This  weather  continued  till  the  19th,  when 
the  wind  abated  a  little,  and  enabled  us  to 
make  fail.  In  the  forenoon,  we  fleered 
N.E.  in  order  to  make  the  land.  In  the  af.^ 
temoon,  we  &w  two  feals  and  a  whale, 
which  made  us  expea  to  difcover  the  land 
every  moment ;  but  the  weather  growing 
hazy,  and  the  evening  beginning  to  fall,  we 
a^ain  loft  all  hope  of  it. 
"in  order,  however,  that  we  might  not 
overlhoot  the  land,  we  judged  it  advifablc,  to 
bring  to,  and  wait  till  daylight. 

We  founded  with  a  line  of  one  hundred 

and  fifty  fathoms,  but  found  no  bottom.    But- 

at   half  pad  nine  in  the  evening,  we.^got 

ioundings 
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foundings  in  ninety  fathoms.  This  indicated, 
that  had  the  weather  been  clear.  We  fliould 
have  fèen  the  land  at  funfet. 

Unfortunately,  the  n.w.  wind  had  en- 
creafed  to  fuch  a  degree,  after  funfet,  that 
the  proximity  of  our  deftinedport,  was  of  no 
avail,  for  it  lay  in  the  exaél  direction  whence 
the  wind  blew ;  and  we  were,  on  the  con- 
trary, forced  to  make  fail  off  fliore,  not 
knowing  how  far  we  were  from  the  land, 
and  being  fure  that  if  the  wind  veered  round 
to  the  fouth  or  s.w.  we  fliould  runthe  greateft 
danger  of  lofingboth  the  ihip,  and  our  lives. 

We  were  driven  ■  along,  ou  the  reef  of 
Anguillas.,  in  this  ftorm,  from  the  northweft, 
'till  the  22d  of  June,  in  the  forenoon  of  which 
day,  .the  weather  abated,  in  fo  far,  that  wc 
could  fet  our  lower  fails,  and  the  main  top- 
fail  with  three  reeves ;  flattering  ourfelves 
with  the  hope  that  we  fhould  ibon  meet 
with  a  favourable  gale. 

This  was,  however,  but  of  fhort  duration, 
for  the  wind  again  grew  to  fuch  a  head, 
about  half  paft  two  o'clock,  p.m.  that  we 
were  forced  to  hand  all  our  fails ;  and  at 
four,  the  llorm  had  become  a  perfeél  hur- 
D  3  ricane. 
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ricane  *,  which  continued  to  fagc  with  Ihe 
greateft  fury,  till  about  midnight,  the  wiiid 
jnce0antly  veering  round  from  north  to  s.s.s» 
with  violent  hail,  thunder,  «tid  lightning. 
The  fty  and  the  lea  were,  in  appearance, 
fo  thoroughly  blended  and  Confounded,  that 
it  was  only  clofe  to  the  fhip,  that  we  Could 
diHinguiih  what  was  teatly  Tea..  We  feem- 
èd  to  be  enveloped  iu  impenetrable  obicurity, 
while  the  lurid  light  adorded  by  the  inceflant 
Hghtning  fhooting  clofe  down  by  the  (hip, 
ferved  only  to  perplex  and  dazzle  the  fight, 
an  '  to  encreafe  the  awefiilnefs  of  the  fcene. 
The  furges,  towering  above  our  heads,  fell 
upon  the  ftern  and  fides  of  the  veflel  with 
hideous  violence,  and  thrmtened,  every 
moment,  to  overwhelm  us  entirely  j  the 
force  of  tht!  waves  frequently  made  the  Ihip 

*  The  denomination  of  hurriune,  belongs  prapaij  to  tbu 
fpeciei  of  icmpcft,  io  which  the  wind,  blowing  with  the 
utmol>  fury-  does  not  come  from  any  fited  quarter,  but  runs 
round  from  north,  to  weft,  and  through  fouiEl,  to  ealt,  railing 
the  billows,  on  all  fides,  with  repf^eil  blafts,  and  acconnpanied 
with  violent  thunder  and  lightning,  fo  thjit  all  the  elementt 
feem  to  be  intermingled  in  onecorfu6on.  All  this  took  place 
in  the  hiirricaife  here  mentioned,  whh  th«  exception,  that,  is 
in  the  eij^ht  hours  which  it  continued,  the  wind,  tnflcad  of 
rnb'-irg  all  round  the  compals,  wss  confined  between  nordi 
sod  M.B,—S. 

heel 
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heel  fo  mtibht  ttiat  fhe  was  un'^er  water  on 
one  fide  as  far  as  her  maüs,  while  the  howl- 
ing wind,  bearing  perpendicularly  down  upon 
rfaem,  preifed  them,  as  it  were,  into  the  wa- 
ter, and  kept  the  Ihip  for  feveral  minutes 
feemingly  in  the  very  adion  of  overfetting. 

As  nothing  could  now  be  done,  by  the  art 
of  man,  we  were  forced  to  abandon  the  (hip 
to  the  power  of  the  winds  and  waves,  and 
the  mercy  of  heaven. 

In  this  tremendous  conjunfture,  we  owei 
our  prefervation,  next  to  God,  to  the  con- 
ftméïion  of  our  veïïë! ;  for  although  (he  was 
expofed,  without  any  guidance,  to  the  fury 
of  the  fca,  and  the  tempeft,  and  was  often 
wholly  overwhelmed  by  the  waves,  the  wa- 
ter could  not  penetrate  any  where,  but  flow- 
ftd  otf"  on  all  fides,  when  (he  rofc  again  i 
whereas  had  (he  been  a  deep-waifïed  (hip, 
(he  would  infallibly  have  been  water-logged, 
and  would,  at  leaft,  have  rolled  away  her 
taafts,  if  not  foundered. 

It  is  difficuft  to  conceive,  why  this  manner 
of  building  has  only  been  adopted,  for  the 
Eait-India  Company's  (hips,  by  the  chamber 
6f  Zealand  i  for  it  is  incontrovertable,  that  a 
flu(h-decked  (hip  is  much  more  able  to  with- 
s  4  (land 
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ftand  the  force  of  the  waves,  than  a  dcepf 
waifted  one. 

After  midnight,  the  ftorm  began  to  abate 
a  little,  but  the  wind  was  ilill  too  high  to  ad- 
mit of  any  fail  being  bent.  I,  however, 
direfled  the  flying  jibfail  to  be  fpread  in  the 
mainchains,  to  leeward,  in  order  to  give  the 
ihip  fome  flem,  againft  the  violent  rolling. 

The  next  day,  at  fix  o'clock,  a.m.  the 
high  wind  changed  fuddenly  to  a  dead  calm, 
which,  however,  lafted  no  more  than  four  or 
five  minutes,  when  it  again  blew  a  violent 
ftorm  from  s.s.e,  accompanied  by  hail ;  but 
it  fubfided  by  degrees  during  the  forenoon, 
after  which  we  purfued  our  voyage,  with  a 
fair  wind,  and  fine  weather,for  Fai/è-Bay. 

By  the  bad  weather,  which  had  thus  con- 
tinued for  feveral  days,  we  computed  that 
we  had  been  driven  a  great  way  to  the  eaft- 
ward  of  Cape  ^nguiilas :  but  on  the  next 
day,  being  the  24th  of  June,  about  one 
o'clock,  P.M.  getting  fight  of  the  land  of 
Africa,  we  found  that  we  were  much  more 
to  the  weftward,  than  we  had  reckoned,  fince 
we  had  firft  ftruck  foundings,  which  muft 
only  be  afcribed  to  the  currents  which  now 
fct  forwards,  or  towards  the  eaft. ,  What 
confirmed 
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confirmed  me  in  this  opinionwas,  that,  ac- 
cording to  a  journal  of  the  Ihip  Baarxande, 
commanded  by  that  very  iiiteltigeot  and  ex- 
perienced leaman.  Captain  Haringman, 
his  ihip.had  been  carried  one  hundred  and 
eight  leagues  more  to  the  weftward,  than  by 
her  reckoning,  in  the  ipace  of  fifteen  days, 
iince  fhe  had  firfi:  fallen  in  with  the  coaft  of 
_  Africa^  near  Punto  Primeiras. 

But  our  reckoning,  fince  ourlaft  oblerva- 
tion  at  the  ifland  StJ  JagOy  on  the  7th  of 
April,  differed  more  from  our  true  fituation  ; 
for  we  computed  that  we  had  failed  one 
hundred  and  thirty  leagues  more  than  we,  in 
reality,  found  to  be  the  cafe. 

The  next  morning,  we  endeavoured  to 
work  into{Ftf^-Bay,  but  were  firft  fruftrated 
by  its  falling  calm,  and  on  the  enfuing  day  by 
a  ftorm  from  the  n.w.  which  drove  us  out 
to  ièa,  and  prevented  us  from  making  the 
bay  again  till  the  2Bth. 

The  day  after,  we  were  fortunate  enough 
to  caft  anchor  within  the  bay,  on  the  weft 
fliore,  in  thirty-eight  fathoms,  about  a  league 
and  a  half  from  5//flo»'s-Bay,  which  we  could 
not  reach,  on  account  of  its  falling  calm. 
I  had,  at  this  time,  three  hundred  and  fifty 
men 
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men  on  board»  who  were  in  perfed  health, 
jukI  I  bad  loft  no  more  than  nine,  fincc 
leaving  Ztalandw 

On  the  next  day,  being  the  30th  of  June, 
the  wind  blew  hard  from  the  noi  th }  I  ftiould, 
nevertheieist  have  endeavoured  to  work  up 
to  the  anchorage,  if  1  had  then  known  that 
it  was  Jb  near ;  but  the  Company'»  chart, 
which  I  afterwards  found  to  be  of  no  ufe  to 
nw,  together  with  what  one  of  my  lieutenants 
told  me,  who  had  before  been  here  in  a  ibb- 
<»'dinate  ilatlon,  induced  me  to  think,  that 
this  could  not  be  eflfeded  in  one  day,  for 
which  rcafon,  3  chofe  to  remain  at  anchor 
where  I  was,  till  the  wind  became  a  little 
favourable. 

But  the  time  was  not  yet  come,  to  put  a 
period  to  our  wanderings  ;  for,  in  the  event- 
ing of  the  30th  of  June,  the  wind  again 
rapidly  encreafed,  and  at  half  pad  nine.. 
o'clock,  our  anchor  began  to  drag,  and  the 
Aip  fwung  with  her  head  towards  the  fhore, 
fo  that  we  had  only  time  to  cut  the  cable,  to 
come  round  before  the  wind,  and  put  to  fèa 
again,  being  in  the  utmoft  danger  of  llriking 
upon  the  rocks  of  the  we/l  point. 

The  Aorm,    which  drove  us  froan  our 
anchor^ 
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afietlof,  laftfd  till  the  5th  of  July,  when  it 
fubtided»  and  we  again  got  fight  of  the  coaft 
<ïi  Africa,  near  Rio  Duke. 

We  ftill  were  tormented,  fometimes  by 
ftorms,  a»d  lonnctimcs  by  contrary  winds,  till 
the  1 2th  of  July,  when  we  found  ourfèlvcs, 
at  daybreak,  under  the  caft  point  of  Fa^è- 
Bay,  called  the  Hanglip.  v 

Although  the  wind  then  blew  from  the 
S.W.  whh  'much  force,  and  the  fea  ran  very 
high,  wc  were  fortunate  enough  tff  weather 
the  point,  and  at  two  o'clock,  pm.  to  an- 
chor in  the  outer  road  of  Simon's  Bay  ;  but 
as  it  then  fell  calm,  we  could  not  get  &r- 
ther;  and  though  we  made  every  exertion  to 
warp  in,  we  could  not  effeél  it.  The  refi- 
dent  of  the  bay,  came  on  board  of  me,  the 
iame  afternoon,  and  I  delivered  the  Com- 
pany's papers  to  hioi' 

On  arriving  here,  we  counted  twenty-five 
men  on  the  ficklift,  ten  or  twelve  of  whom 
were  down  by  external  accidents,  and,  as  be- 
forefaid,  nine  had  died  fince  our  departure 
from  ZealanH. 

The  next  day,  being  the  1 3th  of  July, 
wc  warped  in,  between  the  Ro9man's  Rock, 

and 
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■and  the  Ark,  which  is  equally  a  rock  above 
water»  and  anchored  in  twelve  fathoms. 

Falfe  -  Bay  is  a.  large  and  deep  iuIct, 
fituated  to  the  foutheaft  of  7d^/<r-Bay  and 
Capetown  and  caftle.  Its  weft  lide  is  form- 
ed by  a  range  of  mountains,  which  run  from 
the  hion%  Mountain,  fouthwaid,  and  termi- 
aate  in  the  fea,  feven  leagues  off,  with  a 
low  pohit,  upon  which,  however,  there  are 
two  middling  high  hills,  by  which  it  is  dif- 
tinguilhable.  This  ridge  makes  a  bend, 
from  Smon'i  Bay,  to  the  northeaftward, 
nearly  a  league  and  a  half  in  length,  and 
ends  at  a  place,  where  there  is  a  poil  of  the 
Company,  called  Muizenhurg.  Thence,  for ' 
three  leagues  caft,  the  beach  is  bcfet  with 
low  iandhills,  at  the  end  of  which  it  trends 
foutheaft,  for  about  two  leagues,  till  it  reaches 
a  chain  of  high  mountains,  which  form  the 
boundary  of  Hottentot  Holland^  and  termi- 
nate in  the  fea,  two  leagues  farther  to  the 
foutb,  in  a  very  remarkable  hill,  called  the 
HangKp. 

The  mouth  of  the  bay,  from  the  HaHgUp, 

to  the  weft  point,  which  -lie  eaft  and  weft 

from  each  other,  is  full  four  German  leagues 

broad  % 
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broad  Ï  its  extent  inland  may  be  a  little 
more. 

Along  the  weft  fliore,  where  there  is  every 
where  good  anchorage,  as  well  as  in  the 
middle  of  the  bay,  though  in  deep  water, 
there  are  feveral  bights,  which  are  alio  call- 
ed bays,  as  Bit^a/o-Bay,  Kalk,  or  Ume,  Bay, 
&c.  in  which  fliips  may  lie  at  anchor,  but 
they  are  no  where  Sheltered  from  the  fonth- 
eaft  winds,  except  in  Simon's  Bay,which  runs 
farther  in,  and  is  covered  by  two  rocks  at 
the  entrance,  upon  which  the  foutheaft  fwell 
of  the  Tea  breaks,  and  behind  them,  fhips  lie 
Iheltered  from  all  winds,  or,  as  our  feamen 
expreis  it,  fea-blind.  Twenty  ihips  may  lie 
here  with  eafè,  at  once,  to  take  in  water  and 
refrefhments. 

Belides  the  Company's  hofpital,  their 
magazine,  and  fliambles,  there  are  only  four 
or  five  houfes  here,  one  of  which  is  inha- 
bited by  the  refident,  who  had  formerly  the 
rankof  junior  merchant,  but  was  now  book- 
keeper. 

The  hofpital  is  an,edilicei  in  which  one 
hundred  patients  can,  with  eafe,  be  ad- 
mitted. It  is  built  upon  the  brow  of  a  hilL 
It  has  a  triple  front  towards-thc  fea.  The 
apart- 
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apartments,  which  are  lofty,  and  without 
ceiling,  are  very  airy.  In  the  center  is  a  large 
£}uare  court ;  fo  that  the  lick  here,  have  aH' 
ways  frcih  air,  which  contribute»  largely  to 
their  recovery.  The  hospital  at  the  Capft 
as  we  have  before  obierved  *,  is  dcAitute  of 
this  advantage ;  whence,  likewifc,  twice  as 
many  of  the  patients  die  there  a&  here. 

The  hoCpital  formerly  ftood  up<«i  the 
beach,  where  now  the  magazines  and  wotIe- 
ihops  are  placed  ;  thefe  laA  form  one  long 
building,  which,  however,  -is  only  twenty 
feet  in  breadth. 

We  found  two  Engliffi  flïips  lying  at  an- 
chor here,  liound  to  Madras  and  Betaal. 
On  board  of  one  of  them,  had  embarked» 
Lieutenant  General  Clavering,  who  was 
fent  out  to  take  the  command  of  the  military 
in  Bengal^  in  behalf  of  the  king ;  he  was  ac- 
companied by  Colonel  Monson,  and  other 
officers  J  there  were  likewi^  ^me  counfel- 
lors  of  juilice  on  board,  for  Bengal^  where 
the  Engliih  pofleHions  were  about  to  be  put 
upon  a  different  footing. 

Befides  thefe,  there  were  three  French 
ihips  anchored  in  the  bay.     The   largeft,

commanded 
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commanded  by  }A.  oe  St.  HaMRE,  w«a 
bound  to  •S«r«/,  «nd  had  on  board  M.  oz 
Breincourt,  French  conful  of  that  place. 

This  ihtp,  called  the  Duf  iArrat^  had 
been  built  for  the  king*  and  to  carry  ^venty- 
fbuF  guns,  but  (he  was  now  private  property. 

The  captain,  although  not  in  the  fervicc 
of  the  king,  but  only  in  that  of  private  indi- 
viduals, when  he  firft  came  here,  Ibme  tims 
t>^Ëue.  had  be«u  much  diflatisBed  that  his  ia? 
lute  had  not  bfco  returned,  although  the  gCH 
veniment  had  taken  care  to  apprize  him* 
before  he  faluted,  that,  according  to  a  refolu- 
tion  of  the  council  of  India,  they  were  not 
allowed  to  return  the  lalute  of  any  French 
ihip,  not  ill  the  king's,  or  Company's,  {ervice. 
This  gentleman  was  highly  affronted  at  this, 
bccaufe  he  Conceived,  that  his  having  re- 
cently been  favoured  by  the  king,  with  an 
order  of  knighthood,  was  a  fufiicient  quali- 
ücation,  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  king's  officer, 
and  he  threatened  to  take  fatisfa6lion  for  the 
flight  put  upon  him,  by  attacking  the  £aft- 
ludia  Company's  Ihip  Alktmade^  which  lay 
at  anchor  here. 

Whether  the  government  were  afraid  that 

be  would  put  this  menace  in  execution,  and 

thereby 
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thereby  endanger  a  Company's  fliip,  or  whe- 
ther any  other  reaibns  fwayed  them  to  change 
their  refolution,  I  cannot  tell;  but  only, 'that, 
to  make  an  end  of  this  difpute,  the  Alkemade 
received  orders  to  return  the  Frenchman's 
ialute,  a  long  while  after  it  was  made,  with 
an  equal- number  of  guns.   ■  - 

The  inhabitants  of  the  Captj  complained, 
in  general,  of  the  infotent  behaviour  of  the 
French,  who,  it  was  faidj  were  much  more 
favoured  by  the  government,  than  any  other 
nation.

Jii  VERY  thing  being  in  due  order  on  board 
of  my  fhip,  and  (ay  prcfence  hot  being  fiir- 
ther  neceflary,  I  made  an  engagement,  on 
the  14th  of  July,  with  thfec  gentlemen,  to 
ride  to  the  Cape. 

We  fet  off  about  one  o*dock  ;  the  road 
6r{l  led  along  the  beach,  the  Tea  being  on 
our  right,  and  a  high  ridge  of  mountains 
on  our  left,  which  hung  over  us.  After 
riding  for  about  an  hour,  we  came  to  a  place» 
which  is  called  the  JVelzand^  or  ^ickfand. 

The  mountains  here  take  a  large  bend 
inland,  and  form  a  fandy  valley,  which  ex- 
tends to  the  feaöiorc,  and  is  peculiarly  dan- 
gerous for  travellers,  as  it  docs  not  unfre- 
quently  happen,  that  people,  ignorant  of  the 
circumftancc,  getting  into  the  loole  fand,  are 
in  great  danger  of  finking  into  it,  and  being 
buried  alive,  if-  fpeedy  afliftance  be  not  at 
hand  to  extricate  them. 

Two  days  before  I  pafled  here,  an  Eng- 

lifliman,  who  belonged  to  one  of  the  (hips  in 

the  bay,  got  iuto  this  place  with.hia  horfe,  in 

,     the 
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the  evetun^'  and  he  would  nit^  probably 
have  loft  his .  Uie»  had  be  not  inftaatly,  as 
fooa  as  he  felt  his  horfe  linking  under  him, 
iptang  ofT  and  got  away,  whUe  the  animal 
was  prefently  Cwallowêd  up  in  the  fandj  and 
ftiflcd,  without  bi$  ridef  being  able  to  give 
hiflHi  -any  alüftaiitcew 

As  I  did' -not  £nd  any  one^,  who.had  been 
Hiclined  to  examine  this  part  with  accuracy, 
or  who  could  give  any  reafon  for  the  phe-; 
nomenon  of  the  faiïd  being,  fp  -Ipofê^  as  to 
iwaiiowup  thofe  who  attempteid  (locals  over 
h,  «nd  xniy  own.  time,  and  qpportujiity, would 
not  peruoat  hk  to  ufe  my  poor  abilities  for 
this  fnxnpak,  i  am  wholly  ignorant  of  the 
caufes  -to  whidkihefe  circuoiilabces  are  to  be 
attributed.     . 

Tire  fnrcft  moAK  ^of  avoidi^  <the  danger 
of  tlüs  road,  'li^hich  is  abODit  a'q'uaiter  of  a 
DutÈh  mUe  Jongi>  is  by  riding  clofe  down 
by  the  fea,  or  even  through  the  Dbrf,  where 
the  ground  is  hard  ;  though  hero,  likewife^ 
prudence  muft  be  uied  ;  fcx  if  one  ride  too 
far  through  the  waves,  there  is  no  little  dan- 
.ger  of  being  cairied  away  by  theiiK 

A  too  great  fear  for   the  Weiaiondj  -had 

nearly  coft  my  Iccohd  lieoteuant  his  life ; 

E.  2.  foE 
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fin-  riding  too  far  tfarau^  Ave -water,  fae  got 
oot  of  his  depdi  with  41»  horfe,  and  the  «li- 
mal  fwatn  away  from  under  him ;  foctu- 
nately  he  was  an  adept  in  the  art,  and  he 
{avcd  his  Ufe  by  fwicnmiBg,  reaching  the 
fliorc  at  the  lame  time  with  his  horJe. 

Nothing  is  produced  in  ttus  fandy  vaHey, 
but  in  fome  places»  a  few  green  bufties,  which 
ibmewhat  relemble  the  broom  that  grows 
upon  our  downs. 

Belides  this  fVelxand^  there  is  snodier 
fm^Ier  paflage,  wbidiis  «qually  dangerous» 
from  the  (iune  ctrcumftances,  and  lies  about 
halfway  between  this  «nd  &iiwn's-Bay. 

Having  pafled  this  dangerous  ijxit»  at  Ad] 
gallop,  in  order  to  run  the  le&  peril  x>f  fink- 
ing in,  wc  came,  a  ihort  half  hour  After* 
wards,  to  a  place  called  Mmztnéurgbfyrhxch 
is  a  poft  of  the  Company,  who  keep  two  or 
three  men  conïbtntly  on  the  look-out  here, 
for  the  purpofe  of  ieoding  immediate  advice 
to  the  Cape  f  of  the  arrival  of  fhips  in  Fal/è* 
Bay,  or  their  departure  from  it. 
-  There  are  ftables  here  belonging  to  the 
Company,  which  were  ereded»  in  the  years 
1755,  «»d'i756,  for  the  cavalry  of  the 
'country,  who,  ^poa  the  leaft  alarm  of  att 
enemy 
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lag  KaH  or  Lmc'H^yt  nnift  i&ftantly  repair 
thither,  with  ibme  light  arüücry,  to  prevent 
their  landing ;  or,  if  they  have  landed  in  fotne 
of  the  other  bays  higher  up,  their  paflage 
iarther  muft  here  be  dilputed,  the  place 
being  of  that  nature,  that  fifty  determined 
men,  may  flop  the  progrefs  of  feveral  thou- 
iands,  for  a  confideridsle  time  ï  for  the  road 
is  very  narrow,  with  high  mountains  on 
one  fide,  and  a  precipice  of  upwards  of  forty, 
&et  on  the  other,  the  bottom  of  which  is 
waflied  by  the  fea.  The  chain  of  mountains, 
which  half  inclofe  Fal/è-Ba.y,  likewife  termi- 
nates here. 

After  having  taken  fome  refreHiment,  we 

followed  the  road  which  leads  north  into  the 

country,  leaving  the  vineyards  of  Conftan- 

tia  *,  and  fome  other  farms  and  country- 

feats, 

*  TWe  coofift  of  two  bniu,  called  Grtat  and  Little 
ömfigmim.  Tbctr  annual  produce  is,  of  red  winci  about 
fijrty  [Mpes,  and  of  white,  about  ninety ;  yet  the  vintage  here, 
ai  in  other  places,  is  difFerent,  in  diScrcnt  yean-  Tbefe  two 
fimm  were  for  a  long  time  the  only  fpols  which  could  pro* 
duce  ttüi  delicate  wine ;  but  latfly  fome  other  htsr\t  in  this 
aSmBt,  and  in  a  few  other  placet,  hare  been  able  to  bring 
ibeir  wines  to  the  fame  degree  of  excellence.  But  at  the 
K  3  Company 
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feats,  whicb  lie  here  in  an  extcnfivc  hoUovr 
between  the  mountains,  on  th&  Icftfiile,  and 
the  landhilts,  which  arc  interfperfcd  over  a. 
large  plain  of  feveral  leagues  in  extent,  pro* 
ducing  nothing  fout  ibme  brufhwood,  and  a 
few  infïgnificant  thickets,  en  the  right  haad^ 
Eyery  thing  bore  a  barren  and  fandy  ap- 
pearance. We,  however,  met,  at  intervals, 
with  a  few^  rivulets,  running  down  from 
the  hills,  out  of  which  we  let  our  horlcs. 
drink. 

About  half  paft  five  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, we  reached  Cufetown.  I  immediately 
waited  upon  the  governor  of  the  colony,  Mr. 
vAK  Plettenburg,  audupon  Mr.  Hemmy, 
the  fecond  in  command,  to  acquaint  them  of. 
my  arrival. 

The  next  day  I  converfed  with  the  gover- 
nor, more  amply  than  the  preceding  even- 
ing, upon  the  fubjeél  of  the  fituation  of 
my  ihip  and  crew.  ,1  requeftedhJs  excellency 

Company  referved  to  tliemlelves  the  exclufive  fale  of  Con- 
Qanti»  wine,  which  confequently  was.confidered  as  contra- 
l>and,  and  was  not  to  be  bought,  nr  traufporied  to  Europe, 
under  that  name,  by  individuals,  they  hit  upon  the  expedient 
of  giving  their  wine,  which  in  point  of  goodnefs  does  not 
yield  to  ConAantïa,  tbc  nam^  of  ""^^  vtfitmuftb  wine.     T, 

to 
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to  aUow  me  to  remain  9.1  leaft  for  the  Ipace 
of  a  fortnight  where  I  was,  in  order  that  niy 
people,  whp  ha4  been  greatly  fatigued  by 
the  length  of  the  voyage,  and  efpecially  by 
the  continued  tempeftuous  weather  we  had 
experienced  for  the  laft  five  weeks,  might 
be  enabled,  by  the  rcfreihments  to  be  ob- 
tained for  theup,  to  r^qover  fufficient  ftrength 
to  encounter  anew  the  bpifterous  weather  of 
a  winter  in  the  fouthern  latitudes :  I  like- 
wift  begged  leave  to  fend  forty  or  fifty  men 
on  fliore  every  day,  in  order,  that  by  taking 
exerciie  ^mong  the  hills,  and  by  the  effe£ts 
of  the  land-air,  the  fcorbutic  tendency,  which 
already  began  to  manifeft  itfelf  among  them, 
might  be  combated.  In  both  which  in- 
ftances  the  governor  kindly  complied  with 
my  defires. 

On  the  following  Sunday  I  attended  di- 
vine fervice,  and  heard  a  moft  excellent 
difcourfe,  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Serrurieb, 
who  is  really  an  eloquent  preacher. 

Dining  that  day  with  Mr.  Ronnekamp, 
the  converfation  at  table  turned  upon  the 
ftate  of  defence  of  the  country,  and  as  that 
gentleman  had  accefs  to  the  fecret  affairs  of 
the  colony,  I  took  the  opportunity  of  atkiiig 
E  4  himj 
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him,  how  maay  men  capable  of  beftrmg 
armsj  he  computed,  could  be  muftered'  At 
the  Cape  f  He  told  me,  that  he  could  not 
determine  this  with  accuracy,  but  that  there 
were  full  onethouiaud  at  the  Cape,  and  twice 
As  many  of  the  country-people,  who  were 
enrolled,  in  order  to  take  up  arms  upon  any 
emergency  *.  As  lUtewÜè  that  the  num- 
ber of  the  colonics  could  not  be  afccrtain* 
ed,  for  that  the  colony  was  already  To  far 
extended,  that  the  more  dlftant  farmers,  re- 
quired forty  days  (or  rather  nights,  for  they 
always  travel  by  night),  to  ride  with  their 

*  In  order,  in  fucfa  i  cafe,  to  apprize  all  the  fimnen,  wl» 
Ure  difpcrfed  iar  and  wide  over  the  country,  of  the  impend- 
ing danger,  high  pofb  arc  creAed  all  through  the  land,  upon 
which  lights  aie  hoifled  at  night :  the  chain  of  them  begins 
U  the  callle,  the  next  flation  is  at  the  ZiiU,  or  Setk-iiya, 
and  fo  on  towards  the  country ;  upon  the  feeing  of  which 
Sgnals,  every  one  is  obliged  to  repair  armed  to  the  caftlc. 

When  a  yoath  is  arrived  at  the  age  of  &fteen,  he  mnft  be 
enrolled,  and  every  year  be  mull  refort  to  the  place  of  rendez* 
.  Tons,  in  order  to  perform  his  exercife.  On  this  occafion  be 
niuft  take  the  oath  of  allegiance.  When  a  faihcr  has  two 
fons  in  the  militia,  he  is  himlclf  exempt  from  duty.  Thefc 
reviews,  both  of  horfe  and  foot,  are  held  every  year,  in  the  * 
town  for  the  burghers,  and  at  Stilitain/cb  and  ZvJtUndmm  for 
the  tinnen  belonging  to  the  colony.  If  any  one  negled  to 
^>pear  u  the  rendezvous,  he  is  fined.    7*. 

waggons 
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waggons  to  the  Cape  i  and  that  thefe,  both 
ifi  their  manners  and  appearance,  more  tC" 
Jèmbled  Hottentots  than  ChriAians. 

Jis  I  had  not  much  time  to  fpend  at  the 
Cape^  I  arranged  my  affairs,  fb  that  I  could 
ttiake  9  little  excurfion  into  the  country  for 
four  or  five  'days.  For  that  purpole  I  made 
a  party  with  Mr.  Ernst  (whom  I  had 
known  as  lieutenant  of  the  cavalry  at  Ba^ 
tavia,  and  who  'was  now  here,  with  hi» 
wife,  on  his  paflage  to  Europe),  and  Mef> 
fieurs  Van  Wielingen,  and  Le  Sueur, 

Having  obtained  the  neceffary  permiifion 
from  the  governor  *,  we  left  Capetown^  at 
Dine  o*clock  in  the  morning,  taking  with 
us  a  (lave  to  attend  upon  our  horfes. 

Wc  firft  rode  to  the  ^oa/^- river,  which 
we  forded  at  half  paft  nine,  our  hories  go- 
ing into  the  water  as  far  as  their  bellies; 
for  the  river  had  been  encreafed  by  the 
heavy  rains,  and  the  flream  was  pretty 
ftrong. 

Thence  we  rode,  in  an  e.n.e.  direfllon,

to 
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to  the  tiger-Külley^  whcTQ  we  popped  at 
eleven  o'clock,  at  the  farm  of  one  Ek;- 
STEEN,  to  take  fome  refrcfliment,  confifting 
of  iome  bread  and  butter,  and  a  good  glafs 
of  wine. 

Our  road  had  hitherto  led  through  a 
fandy  plain,  upon  which  there  grew  nothing 
but  a  little  brufliwood ;  but  we  faw  many 
cultivated  tracts  of  country,  at  a  diftance, 
on  the  left  hand,  in  the  7ï^fr>  Mountains^ 

After  having  flopped  here  for  half  an 
hour,  we  again  mounted  our  horfes,  and 
took  our  road  a  little  more  to  the  eaftward, 
to  the  farm  of  Van  As,  fituated  on  the 
fiope  of  the  Boddelaary,  or  Ba//^ry-Moun- 
tairis,  which  we  reached  at  one  o'clock. 
The  man  and  woman  of  the  houfe,  received 
us  in  a  very  friendly  manner,  and  gave  us  a 
diffi  of  tea,  and  a  glafs  of  good  wine  *,  while 
our  horfes  were  baiting. 

Wc 

•  I  have  obferved  that  we  never  drank  any  wine  of  one 
xnd  the  fame  flavour,  at  two  difTcrcnt  places;  every  foil  that 
produces  wine,  gives  a  diftinft  tafte  to  it.  The  vines,  which 
are  planted  by  themfelvcs  like  currant-buAie;,  are  fet  in  rows, 
dote  feet  from  each  other,  and  when  they  are  pruned,  arc  not 
more  than  two,  or  two  and  a  half,  feet  above  the  ground. 
They  ate  planted  io  rows,  and  not  dofe  to  each  other,  in 

order 
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We  ftaid  here  for  ibmething  mores  than 
half  an  hour,  and  then  purfuiDg  our  journey^

order  To  afford  room  fbr  the  labourers  to  fo  between  them,  to 
weed  the  ground,  without  damaging  the  vines.  A  ihoufaDi 
«f  then,  it  i>  calculated,  wiH  produce  a  tcager  of  wine,  and 
fomedgaes  more.  Albbittk  van  db  Klapmuts^  had  a 
nneyard  clofe  to  his  houfe,  with  fifty  thoufand  vineplanti» 
wUch  yielded  him  annually  feventy  leagen  of  wine.  Ttto 
pre^f  of  tht  grapes  is  performed  in  a  more  fimple  mfviiier 
here  th^nin  Europe..  The  Haves  gather  them,  and  put  them 
into  a  vefleli  the  bottom  and  tides  of  which  are  bored  full 
of  hole*)  thisisfct  in  the  inlide  of  a  hrger  one,  upon  acrofs- 
piec«  of  wood  laid  at  the  bottom  of  the  latter  i  this  outGde 
veflei  has  a  fpigot  and  fóucet,  through  which  the  juice,  as  hit 
as  it  is  preflVd  out,  runs  into  a  tub  placed  beneath.  The 
grapes  being  heaped  up,  in  the  inner  veflèl,  to  the  brim, 
thfee  or  four  Haves,  after  having  wafhed  their  feet  in  a  tub  of 
water  flanding  at  the  fide,  get  upon  the  fruit,  and  h<^ding 
themfrlves  hit  by  a  rope  fixed  to  the  ceiling,  trample  upon 
it,  and  fqueeze  out  the  juice  as  Icmg  at  they  are  able.  Ib 
the  mean  time  the  mult  that  runs  out  is  put  into  large  higt) 
veflels  to  ferment.  If  the  aperture  be  obftrufted  by  grapes, 
or  ftalks,  fo  that  the  juice  cannot  eafily  run  out,  they  pu(h 
them  away  with  a  flick,  to  the  end  of  which,  a  few  brufha 
are  fixed.  The  trodden  grapes,  before  they  are  further  preff- 
ed,  are  put  upon  a  coarfe  Itrainer,  made  of  rattans,  or  which 
tlKy  are  rubbed  with  the  hand,  till  the  hufki  go  through  it; 
the  fbdks  remaining  behind,  which  are  throwfa  away,  as  they 
aiefuppefed  toniake  the  wine  aufiere  and  bitter.  The  hulks 
are  then  put  into  the  fermenting  vefiel,  which  the  next  moro- 
ing  is  in  full  fermentation ;  during  this  procefs  the  tliifJc 
pam  fubfide,  and  the  muft  ^wt  clear,  when  it  is  barrelled 

off. 
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«Tffpafled,  ióme  time  afterwards,  the  Keuyche, 
tff  Cologni-tTvw.  This,  as  well  as  many 
other  itreams  in  this  country,  little  deferves 
the  n^e  of  river ;  for  it  was  no  more  than 
a  little  rivulet,  which  could  be  paffed  on 
foot ;  yet  Mr.  van  Wielingew  aiTured 
me  that  it  was  fometimes  fwollea  Co  high, 
that  the  waggons  and  «xen  were  often 
obliged  to  tarry  for  feveral  days,  without 
being  able  to  pafs  it.  At  the  Cape  I  was 
told  by  Mr.  van  Schoor,  that  the  largeft 
rivers,  fituated  many  days'  journey  inland, 
alt  run  dry  in  the  good  monlbon,  in  Ja- 
nuary and  February,  although  in  the  bad 
monfoon  they  were  deep,  rapid,  and  im- 
paflabie  ftreams,  fb  that  the  waggons  were 
frequently  obliged  to  ftay  a  fortnight  before 
them.  Mr.  van  Imhof  had  projeéled  a 
plan  for  rendering  thfm  navigable,  but  it 

«fT,  being  firll  filtered  through  a  wicker  balket.  The  grounds 
Mnwioing  in  the  fermenting  vclTel,  are  afterwards  put  into  a 
fquare  vedcl  pierced  full  of  holes,  and  placed  in  a  ta^er  on* 
vim  a  fpigot  aid  foucet  at  the  fide  ;  at  the  top  there  u  a  fcreW 
of  wood,  or  metal,  by  meanE  of  which  the  lalt  drop  of  juice 
is  prefTcd  out  hotn  the  hufks.  From  the  dregs  and  hufks  that 
ittnain  over  from  the  laft  prefling,  brandy  is  difiillcd.  No 
yt»A  it  nfed  for  acedeniifig  the  feitnenntion.

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had  been  .dcatwilrated  that  it  vafi  whoUy 

About  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  we 
came  to  the  ^unxft^ M-SXK,  which  at  a  cUf- 
tanoe,  and  indeed  'dole  by,  speared  like  a 
whole  village.  It  Ues  among  the  mpua- 
tainj,  upon  the  gentle  declivity  óf  a  high 
ridge,  and  on  the  banks  of  an  ever-runniiig 
ibeam,  which  he  bas  led,  along  his  ^trm, 
between  two  brick  walls,  like  a  canal,  and 
which  turns  a  watcxmiU,  for  the  purpofe  of 
grinding  bis  corn. 

■His  dwelling- houle,  which  was  c^.a  coo- 
fidendde  fize,  had  four  or  five  .large  and 
faaod£>BK  rooms,  all  fumi^ed  in  a  neat, 
aod  even  in  a  coftl;y  flyle,  fo  that  it  more  re- 
fembled  a  gentleman's  villa  than  the  manfiofk 
of  a  burner. 

Twenty-five,  or  thirty,  paces  from  the 
corners  of  the  houfe,  he  had  four  large  barns, 
or  warcboufes,  each  one  hundr^i  and  fif^ 
feet  long,  in  which  he  houfed  his  corn  and 
wióe.  Two  of  them  were  :nosv  empty  ;  in 
the  third  were  full  one  hundred  and  fifty 
Jeagers  of  wine  ;  ^.nd  in,  the  fourth  fifteen 
or  fixteen  hundred  muds  of  corn,  twcnty- 
ieven  of  ivhidi  malu  a.Hf^Jand  laA,  and 
eighteen 
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■eighteen  ilaftöftïie  Cap'e  ï  each  «wribeing^ 
calculated  at  one  hundred  and  «gKty,  or 
ainety,  pounds  weight  Atnfterdarti,  according 
as  the  grain  be  heav)'  or  light. 

Between  thefe  he  had  a  blackïWikhs'  and 
carpenters*  workïhop,  'and  ■  a  tartwnght&* 
«oantrfaiElofy,  together  with  other  worftv 
people,  irccfcffary  for  fo  large  and  trouble- 
some a  concernv  But  few  -of  them  Vere 
Europeans,  thfr  largeft  ritrtnber  "were  orfeïi- 
'tal  flaves,  wna  had  feeft  hinft  'a  great  deal 
of  money.  Among  others,  "he  (hewed  me  a 
fkve,  ♦vho  underftood  finiths'  Work,  and 
teaking  of  tires  on  wheelbailds,  wiortl  he 
had  purchaled  for  fifteem  bundled  n^ffdcd- 
lars,  of  thi^  'tbotifo'nj  fix  hundred  gil- 
ders*.    — 

A  little  higher  up,  flood  a  range  of  build- 
ings, calculated  for  the  (laves,  of  whom  he 
had  full  two  hundred  ;  for  he  declared  to 
-me,  that  he  did  not  know  the  exaft  num- 
ber.   • 

Every  one  had  a  feparate  brick  dwelling 
to  fleep  in.  Thofe  that  Were  mar^d  were 
kept  apart  from  the  others  5  and  evety  pöT-

A  little  farther  were  two  ktaah^  <ir  iii- 
tlofures  for  cattle  ;  they  were  furrouiided 
by  high  ftone  walls,  of  eight  or  ten  feet,  and 
contained  each  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
acres.  The  flieep,  the  horfes,  and  the  horn- 
ed cattle  were  'confined  at  night  in  thefr,  ■ 
for  fecurity  againft  the  attacks  of  wild 
beafts,  efpeciaily  of  wolves  and  tigers,  who 
do  not  unfrequently  make  a  great  havock 
here,  among  the  fmaller-fized  cattle.  He 
calculated  the  numbers  of  his  fhoep  by 
thouiands ;  and  refpeéUng  his  horned  cattle,  a 
fmall  proof  of  the  numcroufnels  of  his  herds, 
was  his  informing  me,  in  a  carelefs  manner, 
and  as  if  it  were  a  circumflance  of  no  coft- 
£deration,  that  he  had  loft  one  hundred 
and  twenty  head  of  cattle,  a  few  days  be- 
fore, by  the  difcafes  called  the  klaauw  and 
tongziekte  *.

*  Thde  difcafes  of  the  caltle  are  peculiar  to  the  Cafe§f 
Giti  H^.  Id  the  ilaamttithie,  the  hoofs  of  the  cattle  grow 
ioofe,  fo  that  they  cannot  walk;  it  appears  to  proceed  from

In  the  Mgxieiu,  vefidet,  or  blad- 
ders, break  But  on  the  tongue,  difcfiargïng  a  tlün  Icborous 
atatter;  in  confêqucnce  of  tliii  diftcmper.  the  catde  camot 
eat,  but  grow  lean,  and  fometinies  die  ;  .the  &nnert  are  ac> 
cuftomed  to  rub  the  bladders  off  with  fait.  Bcfidcs  thtfe,  tbe 
caUle  are  liable  to  other  difeafes,  which  feoietiines  prore  fiUiL 
The  ilaat,  or  iUeJtütiu,  ia  a  ditbrdcr,  in  which  the  veini  all 
«rcr  the  body  become  extremely  tui^d ;  lettiag  of  blood  and 
violent  exerclfe  are  laid  to  be  ferviccable  in  it ;  tbe  flefh  of 
the  cattle  who  die  of  it,  it  not  eatable.  The  fiMifitiekit  begins 
by  tbe  fwclling  of  the  foot,  which  proceed*  by  dtjrees  to 
the  whole  body  ;  this  diforder  fometimes  bfts  for  three  dayt, 
but  at  other  times  proves  fiital  in  as  many  hours;  if  the  foot 
he  taken  off  tmmedialelyf  the  creatnre's  Kfe  tnay  be  fived : 
the  flefh  pf  fiich  an  aoiinal  is  likewife  not  eatable  :  it  fecma 
(o  proceed  from  np  other  caufe  than  the  bite  of  fome  ferpent, 
or  reptilci  wUcb,  .in  this  warm  quarter  of  the  globe,  is  but 
too  common.  The  hmxieite,  is  when  the  cattle  are  notable 
to  ftand  ;  it  comes  on  gradually,  and  is  flow  in  its  progrefe  ; 
after  the  death  of  the  animal,  the  bones  of  its  legs  are  found 
to  be  without  marrow,  inflead  of  which  they  are  filled  will» 
water.  The  horned  cattle,  as  well  as  horfes,  are  atflidcd 
with  the  ftrangury,  after  feeding  on  the  eupliorbi*  gmjlmdts^ 
which  contains  a  milky  juice,  that  does  no  injury  to  the  fio* 
mach  and  bowels,  but  corrodes  the  bladder,  and  efpecially 
'  obfiruAs  the  urinary  paflagcs ;  if  the-penis  be  prelTed,  this 
vifcid  ma'tta  is  fqucezed  out ;  the  pea&nts,  therefore,  dtber 
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'  BéHdtè  this,  he  was  owner  of  feven  or 
eight  other  farmsi  upon  which  he  had  placed 
ilewardsa  who  managed  them  in  his  behalf, 
upon  hire.  Some  of  thefe  produced  corn, 
lomé  winej  and  Ibme  Were  fimply  deAioed 
for  paftlirage; 

With  all  this*  Melè  could  neither  read 
nor  write ;  but  having  a  good  memor;^,  he 
had  the  whole  in  his  head  of  what  was 
neceflary  (of  the  due  managemeiit  of  his 
extenfive  concerns,  for  which  any  other 
would  requite  a  number  of  books,  and  a 
great  deal  of  writing. 

He  was  a  native  of  PruJ^a,  and  had  ar- 
rived at  the  Captf  many  years  ago,  in  a 
very  low  ftatJon.  Underftanding  the  burn- 
ing of  lime,  the  making  of  bricks,  and  fbme- 
thing  of  agriculture,  he  had  entered,  as 
head-lervant,'  into  the  fervice  of  the  former 
proprietor  of  this  farm,  but  which,  at  that 
time,  had  not  by  iar  the  iame  extent  as  at 

prcb  it  out,  or  with  a  flnw  pufli  k  back  again.  When  the 
cattle  are  fupplied  with  good  and  ftcfli  water,  this  difeale 
cuMiotget  the  upper-hand ;  but  ia  rummer,  when  the  water 
it  ttuck  tod  impure,  fo  that  it  cannot  dilute  tbc  peccant 
matter,  the  cattle  die.  As  a  remedy  for  tfiii  diitemper  the  &r> 
men  frivc  tbcir  cattle  a  teacup-full  of  powdered  oAricb  eg^ 
IttaUs,  mixed  with  viiiegir,    T. 
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prefcnt.  When  his  mafter  died,  he  mar- 
ried the  widow  (which  does  not  unfre- 
quently  happen  in  this  countiy),  and  extend- 
ing his  enterprizes  from  day  to  day^  he  at 
length  obtained  from  the  Company*  the  ex- 
clufive  farm  for  the  fale  of  wine  and  fpiritu- 
ÜUS  liquors,  by  which  he  cleared  one  hun- 
dred thouiand  gilders  *  in  one  year,  chiefly 
by  the  arrival  of  the  French  fleet  at  the 
Cape.  This  enabled  him  to  undertake  flill 
more  important  objcfls,  fo  that  he  once 
bought  up  all  the  wine  produced  in  the 
country,  which  amounted  to  fome  thoufands 
of  leagers.  Though  this  did  not  conduce 
to  the  benefit  of  the  public,  yet  it  Sufficiently 
ihews  the  fpirtt  of  enterprize  which  animated 
the  man. 

Two  things  in  him  excited,  in  particular, 
both  my  admiration  and  furprize.  In  the 
firft  place,  his  ileady  love  for  his  king,  of 
whom  he  always  Ipoke  with  the  deepell  re- 
{pe6t  and  affeftion  ;  he  decorated  the  chim- 
neypieces,  and  other  parts  of  his  houle,  with 
the  arms  of  his  ibvereign,  and  cherifhed  a 
fond  attachment  to  his  pcrfon.    The  other

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cifCumftancë  I  ïillude  to^  was  hls  gratitude 
towards  his  wife,  by  whofe  means,  he  in-, 
variably  declared,  he  had  become  the  maii 
he  was ;  he  would  not  luffer  her  to  be  pfot 
to  the  leaft  trouble  in  any  thing,  however 
trifling;  and  was  anxious  that  (he  ihould 
live  entirely  at  her  eale,  and  take  every 
divcrfion  in  her  power  :  he  even  took  upon 
faunfelf  the  csre  of  managing  the  houfes,  fo 
that  his  wife  had  her  time  entirely  to  herfelf» 

Finding  that  he  li>oke  with  much  in- 
telligence»  relpefting  the  fituation  of  the 
country,  as  I,  in  {sl&,  had  before  been  in- 
formed was  the  cafe,  i  afked  him  his  opi- 
nion of  the  plan  at  prefent  in  agitation,  of 
exporting  the  produce  of  the  Cape  to  Hol- 
land, He  afTured  me,  that  this  would,  in 
time,  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  colony,  and 
moft  probably  alfo  to  the  Company  j  but 
that  to  effc&  this  purpofe,  other  means  muft 
be  put  in  practice,  and  better  arn::i^ements 
made,  than  had  hitherto  taken  piace. 

In  the  firft  place,  he  ffiid  that  the  Com- 
pany ought  to  ere^  ftorehoufes  in  variüus 
parts,  where  the  produce  of  the  country 
could  be  received,  from  time  to  time,  when 
Fa  the 
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the  hrmen  had  epportunitles  of  omveyin^ 
it  from  tbetr  ferms,  to  thofe  places,  in  the 
good  lêa&a,  or  as.  ibon  as  the  harveft  waa 
got  in*  in  January  and  February ;  for  the 
rivers  and  roads  were  at  that  time  the 
eaficft  paflable :  whereas  the  conveyance 
was  otberwiie  both  difficult  and  expentlve  : 
and  that  the  com  would  ftand  the  Com- 
pany in  much  lels,  if  this  method  wer» 
adopted, 

Furthec,  that  the  tithes,  which  the  Com- 
pany exaöed  of  the  corn  grown,  were  of 
detriment,  inftead  of  produciog  an  advan- 
tage for  the  farmers ;  who,  for  inflance» 
grew  £ve  hundred  muJs  of  corn,  only  de- 
clared one  hundred,  which  they  fold  at  a 
high  rate,  while  the  other  four  hundred 
were  difpofed  of  at  a  much  lower  price 
under  the  hand,  by  indire£t  means,  in  ordei 
to  avoid  payment  of  the  tithes  *, 

That 

*  Van  Rbmbh  told  n»,  that  the  tithes  oa  the  wioe  were 
calculated  at  three  rixdollan  per  leager. 

That  further,  the  Company's  dutlei  conGiled  in  two  and 
a  half  per  cent  on  (he  tale  of  iininoveaUe  property ;  but  diat 
buildingt  «eAed  fince  the  year  1 7^0,  were  charged  twice  as 
much  i  (huf  five  per  cent. 

That 
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That  the  fervants  of  the  Company,  at 
irïie  Capty  to  whom  the  purchafe  is  con- 
fided, fliould  a6l  more  diiintereitedly,  and  not 
fo  arbitrarily  towards  the  farmers,  whom 
jthey,  in  fafl,  were  even  apt  to  defraud. 

That  the  ovcrfeers  of  thefe  ftorthoufes 
would  be  aUe  to  avail  of  the  beft  opportu- 
nities for  purchafe,  when  the  produce  was 
at  the  cheaj^if  i  houfing  it  in  them,  tQl  the 
^ime  of  difpatching  it  to  the  Cape. 

That,  cQieci^lly,  Ibp h  ftorehoufes  ought  to 
jbe  eredcd  at  M^Jfet,  or  MHp:if>  and  Saidanha, 
Bays,  as  the  Company  could,  in  both  places, 
fetch  the  produce,  direct,  by  their  Üiips, 
inftead  of  Its  beipg,  a$  at  prefent,  firft  con->- 
veyed  tp  the  ftfjfrtf  by  fend-carriage,  where 

That  tbc  fanning  of  the  vine  confiHs  bemn,  that  whoever 
It  the  fikmier,  hat  the  exclfiGve  righi  of  fcllTng  wine  and 
r[»rituoiu  liquort  in  fm^r  qtuiDtitiet  tl«n  b^  the  half-awm  i 
that  ferdgiien  arc  obliged  to  yty  fivp  rixdotlart  to  him  for 
jticfa  Icager  which  thej  taj^  awvf ;  09f  own  nation  ii  ex- 
empted herefrom,  but  tbtiy  may  not  buy  wine  froin  any  other 
perfoB,  u  long  ai  their  Olip  hat  not  received  tier  difpatrhes ; 
but  if  there  be  any  time  afterwardt,  they  tnay  purchaic  it  of 
other  individuals. 

The  Cape  wines,  at  Ibe  country  peoplelay,  mull  be  tw'ce 
diawn  off  the  leet  every  year,  without  any  other  pr^pnuion 
fjfan  being  fumigated  with  brimflone. 

F  3  'hc^  " 
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their  lêrvants*  who  muft  all  derive  their  ■ 
emolument  from  it,  receive,  or  reje^  it,  at 
their  own  good  plcaiure  *. 

And  finally,  that  the  land  all  round  the 
above  b^ys,  was  very  fit  for  the  produ^oii 
of  corn  J  uay,  better  than  in  other  parts  j  fo 
that  one  mud  fown,  commonly  yielded  an 
cncreale  of  fixty  or  fevcnty,  while,  at  mofi: 
other  places,  between  ten  and  twenty,  and 
ibmetimes  thirty,  muds  was  the  ufiial  bar- 
veft  from  one  mud  of  feed.  That  the  Com- 
pany would  doubtlefs  be  able  to  purchafe 
wheat  there  ^t  one  rixdollar  per  mudi 
whereas  they  now  paid  eighteen,  twenty, 
and  ibmetimes  twenty-fbur,  rixdollars  per 
cartload  of  ten  mttds,  becaufe  the  conveyance 
by  wheel-carriage  is  fo  expcnfive  to  the 
^rmcrs,  that  they  could  not  do  it  at  all, 

'*  Van  WiBLiHGB»  was  of  opinion,  tlut  if  the  Com- 
pany would  allow  <L  fociety  of  ten,  gr  i.  dozen,  farmers,  of 
fome  property,  to  be  formed,  for  the  purpofe  of  undertaking 
the  cultivation  of  the  land  at  Mu/cU-^ay  %  who,  without 
having  any  thing  to  do  with  the  fberiff  of  the  diftrJA,  might 
xak.e  a  many  Hottentots  into  their  fervice  as  they  liked,  and 
pay  them  what  wages  they  couid  mutually  agree  upon,  with- 
f>}it  his  interfrrcoce ;  the  beneficial  effeAs  of  fuch  a  meafurf 
would  fpeedily  be  perceived.

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if  they  did  not  receive  the   above  prices 
per  cartload  *, 

I  ihouid  have  liked  to  have  ftayed  a  little 
longer  with  this  man,  that  I  might  procure 
farther  information  from  him  on  thele  iute- 
refting  topics ;  but  it  was  evening,  and  we 
had  to  ride  a  good  hour  before  we  could  reach 
the  plgce  where  we  were  to  pafs  the  night. 

We  left  Melk's  eftate  about  half  paft 
five  o'clock,  and  at  half  paft  lix,  we  came  to 
Albekttn's  farm,  lying  at  the  foot  of  a  ' 
mountain,  called  de  KlapmutSf    where  we 
pafled  the  night. 

I  found  in  this  farmer  unadulterated  na- 
ture. Sincerity,  frietidlinefs,  and  benevo- 
lence, were  die  amiable  qualities  of  himfelf, 
bis  wife,  his  two  ions,  and  two  marriageable 
daughters. 

They  laid  before  us  the  beft  of  what  they 
had,  and  the  ingenuous  cordiality  of  thefe 
happy  and  unoffending  children  of  nature, 
feemed  to  me  a  true  pifhire  of  the  period 
whence  <

*  Di  Vot,  together  with  other  ixmxn  whom  I  converfiy) 
with  on  the  fubjefl,  told  me  the  fame  thing  ;  alfo,  thar  every 
caitloaid  i|  reckoned  at  thinevn  hundred  pounds  wdght. 

P  4  when 
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when  humanity  and  benevolence  reigned 
in  the  earth,  and  falfity  and  deceit  were 
finknown.  I  could  not  fufficiently  admire 
the  fincere,  the  arttefs,  affe^ion  which 
snauifeiled  itfelf  in  the  father^  mother^ 
brothers,  and  fiflers,  and  formed  the  fi^icity 
of  the  whole  family  ;  an  afl%^ou,  which, 
however  ftrongly  dieted  by  nature,  and  en- 
forced by  religion,  we  may  ofteit  fcefc  for 
in  vain  among  our  European  countrymen. 
Happy,  thrice  happy  mortals,  who,  fituatecj 
at  the  extremity  of  the  globe,  amidil  the 
wilds  of  Africa,  formerly  (o  barren  and  de- 
iblate,  though  now  fertilifed  and  embellifhed 
by  your  labour,  can  lead  a  life  of  content  and 
innocence  I  I  was  frequently  fo  wrapped 
up  in  thefe  thoughts,  that  I  (parcely  heard 
what  was  faid  to  me. 

Ttie  next  day,  at  nine  o^clopk  in  the 
morniiig,  we  left  this  agreeable  place,  tp 
ride  on  to  SulUnbofcbt  where  we  arrived  at 
ten. 

This  is  a  pleafant  viljagc,  confining  of 
forty  or  fifty  houfes,  built  along  two  broad 
ftreets,  which  are  planted  with  trees  on  both 
fides.  The  church,  which  ftands  at  the 
north,  end  of  the*  village,  is  a  fiuall  but  neat 
edifice, 
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edifice,  having  fufficient  room  for  a  congre^ 
gation  of  full  two  hundred  people :  a  cir- 
cular Ipace  round  it,  walled  off,  is  the 
{Churchyard,  and  'the  entrance  is  through  a 
handfome  iron-gate.  A  rninjfïer,  a  clerk, 
and  a  fexton,  belong  to  this  church. 

The  houfc  of  the  landdrofty  or  (herifF,  of 
StelUnbofchf  which  office  was  then  filled  bj 
Mr.  Beroh,  deferves  equMly  to  be  taken 
police  of,  on  account  of  its  fpacious  and 
handfome  apartments. 

After  having  walked  through  the  village, 
and  flopped  for  about  half  an  hour  at  the 
houfe  of  Mr.  VioN,  we  proceeded,  at  eleven 
o'clock,  for  the  farm  of  the  widow  Grobn- 
EHWALD,  Ijring  a  ihort  half-hour's  ride  to 
the  uorthcaft,  i.t  the  foot  of  a  range  of 
mountains,  which  make  here  a  hollow,  or 
tul-de-fact  called  Jan  Jonkerjhoek, 

We  dined  here,  and  about  two  oclocfc 
fct  out  again  for  Hottentot  Holland.  Our 
way  led  us  firft  back  through  Stellenbofcb, 
and  then  to  the  fouth,  over  fcveral  ridges, 
which  are  high  enough  to  deferve  of  them- 
felves  the  name  of  mountains,  but  which 
)rere  low  in  comparilbn  to  the  towering 
lummits  of  thole  on  our  left  hand,  which 
were, 
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were,  for  a  great  part,  covered  witlj 
more. 

Having  proceeded  full  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  ibuth  from  Stelknhafcb,  we  pa0êd  the 
^JyOT  StellenbofcbiTVitt^  This  runs,  with 
a  rapid  ftrcam,  over  a  bed  of  large  pebbles, 
which  have,  from  time  to  time,  being  waïh- 
ed  down  from  the  mountains,  hy  the  torrents. 
Notwithftanding  its  rapidity,  it  is  very  ihal- 
low,  for  in  fording  it,  the  water  did  not  rife 
higher  than  the  knees  of  our  horfes. 

Thence  the  road  led  along  ibme  unculti- 
vated fpots,  till,  at  half  paft  four  o'clock, 
we  reached  a  large  an^  deep  hollow,  which 
is  called  bet  Moddergat^  or  the  Mudbole.  In 
it  lay  ieven  farms ;  which  produced  much 
wine,  and  but  very  little  corn. 

About  half  paft  five  o'clock,  riding  round 
the  foot  of  the  Heldere^  or  Clears  Mountain^ 
we  entered  Hottentot  Holland^  and  prefcntly 
afterwards  we  came  to  the  farm  of  De  Vos. 

Hottentot  Holland  is  a  flat  country,  and 
has  derived  its  name  from  its  refemblance, 
in  this  relpcft,  to  our  own. 

It  lies  within  a  range  of  hills,  that  ftir.. 

roDnd  it  on  the  north,  eaft,  and  fouth.     To 

the  weft,  a  flat  iandy  beach,  of  full  half.» 

Dutch 
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I>^iteh  mile  ia  breadthj  extends  along  the 
fide  of  Faife-Bzy.  4 

I  computed  this  traÖ  of  country  to  be  , 
about  four  Dutcft  miles  in  circumference ; 
it  contains  eight  farms,  or  cultivated  ipots 
of  ground. 

In  the  beginning  of  this  century.  Gover- 
nor VAN  SBR  SfEL  had  appropi'iated  to 
himfelf  the  whole  of  this  diftrifi,  or  had 
granted 'ibmc  parts  of  it  to  his  particular 
favourites,  among  which  was  one  parfba 
S  ■,  of  whom  it  was  faid,  by  old  people, 
who  had  known  him  in  their  youth,  that  he 
laboured  with  more  zeal  in  extending  and 
improving  his  vineyards  and  cornfields  upon 
earth,  than  the  fpiritual  vineyard  to  which 
his  vocation  'ought  to  have  rendered  him 
inore  attentive. 

He  was  once  preaching  at  the  Capty  and 
iearing  feveral  'carts  ride  by  the  church, 
he  fuddenly  flopped  in  the  middle  of  his 
fcrmon,  and  called  out  to  the  clerk,  **  Pri- 
•*  thee,  my  frjepd,  look  out,  and  fee  whether 
•*  that  is-  my  wine  which  is  going  by." 

The  objeft  of  Mr.  van  der  Stel  was, 
that  all  the  corn  and  wine  wanted  by  the 
Company,  Ihould,  in  time,  be  only  furniQied 
by  him,  or  his  minions  and  dependants»  that, 

by 
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tf  tint  means,  the  cdonifts  m^ht  be  im* 
poveriflted  ;  his  maxim  being,  that  people  \n 
fi.  Aate  of  indigence  and  dependence,  are  th? 
ealïéft  to  bjs  governed  *. 

The  farm  of  De  Vos  was  the  place  wher* 
we  intended  to  pals  the  night ;  it  is,  in  fa£t, 
the  firft  that  pccure  on  entering  Hottentot 
HoUand  from  the  fide  .of  Stellenbofih.  Air 
though  it  was  alreadj'  d^rk,  and  five  of  us 
came  together,  for  a  £)n  of  the  widow 
Groenbnwald  hi^4  joined  us,  in  order  to 
fliew  us  the  way,  we  received  %  hearty  wel- 
come from  this  hofpitabU  countryman,  and 
were  fbon  as  ea^  and  familiar  together,  as 
if  we  had  known  each  other  our  whole  lives. 

We  (Aferved  no  derangement,  or  extrsgr* 
idinary  buftle  in  the  fan^ly^  on'^cpqunt  of  fa 

■*  Since  die  abufc  of  authority  by  Govcnior  yAV  des 
Stel,  and  by  feveral  othcft  of  the  Company'}  fervants,  tbey 
Itave  been  firiAly  prohibited  fiwp  holding  any  ^nns.  Itt 
lieu  thereof,  fennl  perqiufitn  hare  been  aljowed  them ;  fuch 
as  the  JJpen/ier,  or  puireyof ,  five  per  cent  on  all  wares  import- 
ed or  exported,  the  coUeAor  hu  two  and  a  half  per  cpnt  09 
the  monies,  the  ftorekeeper  four,  the  commlpiry  of  tt^  hpfi»; 
.  tal  fiye,  and  the  infpe^or  of  the  auéiioDi  five  pec  cpot,  on  a[| 
^oods  fold  by  audion ;  and  all  this,  bedde  their  ufual  moittlily 
ikUry.  So  that  it  is  only  fome  few  of  the  higher  people  in 
office  that  have  a  fmall  villa  for  thdr  pleafure  near  the  Cape^ 
but  whence  do  commodiiiei  may  be  carried  out,  or  <hfpofed 

•f.  r. 
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many  unMtpeÖed  guefts.  A  good  fupper  of 
uiae  diOies,  and  comfortable  feparate  beds 
for  each  of  us,  proved  that  we  were  not  the 
firft  who  bad  experienced  tbe  holpitality  of 
thefc  honeft  people. 

As  the  chief  inducement  for  my  making 
thU  little  «xcurfion,  was  to  obtain  fome 
knowledge  of  the  fituation,  and  the  produce 
of  the  country,  as  well  as  to  difcover  what 
could  conduce  to  the  furtherance  of  the  plan 
of  the  Company  in  agitation,  before  alluded 
to,  and  on  which  head  I  was  fure  of  procur- 
ing much  better,  and  more  impartial,  infor- 
mation from  the  coxmtry  people,  than  from 
the  Company's  fervants  at  the  Cape,  I 
equally  made  particular  enquiries  concern- 
ing the  fame  of  this  De  Vos,  who  appeared 
to  me  to  be  a  man  of  found  judgment. 

What  Melk  had  told  me  the  day  before, 
gave  me  an  opportunity  of  making  my  en- 
quiries with  greater  exaftnefs.  Without, 
however,  that  I  named  the  other,  De  Vos 
told  me  the  fame  that  he  had  done  with  re- 
fpcö  to  Mujcle  and  Saldanta  Bays,  ■  equally 
from  his  own  experience,  having  been  at 
both  places  feveral  times.  He  added,  tliat, 
in  particular,  at  Mu/ck-Bay^  there  was 
tnuch  excellent  corn-ground,  and  that  there 
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vere  Helds,  which  \jfoiiId  admit  of  an  hun- 
dred muds  of  fted-corn  being  fown  in  one 
patch, '  without  any  intervention  of  barrea 
<kr  unprofitable  ibil. 

He  thought,  likewife,  that  there  was  a 
fife  birth  for  fliips  in  the  bay,  where  they 
might  even  be  flieltered  from  -the  e.s.e. 
wind  *.

*  Thit  harbour,  though  rather  open  to  the  eallerly  vinds* 
•od  Dot  reforted  to  by  Oiips  except  in  cafes  of  neceffity» 
night,  in  many  refpeAs,  prove  verf  vftfui  were  it  better 
known.  Spakkkam  informs  ut,  that  there  is  a  good  fandy 
bottom  for  anchorage^  and  a  fmall  creek  or  inlet  to  the  fouth- 
welt,  nritli  depth  of  water  fuificient  for  a  fbip,  and  a  rill  of 
frefh  water  running  into  it.  On  the  north  fide  of  the  bay, 
there  is  a  flat  Ihore»  where  boati  may  appproach  with  fafety. 
In  the  journal  uf  the  voyage  of  the  Dutch  admiral  P.  van 
CaBXDBK,  there  is  an  account  of  the  firft  diicovery  of  this 
bay;  that  commander  returning  in  160I1  with  two  Ihips,  from  -

lo  the  Caft  tf  Gted  Hife,  and  likewife  caft  anchor  in,  and 
gave  names  to,  Vletfib  or  FUP»  fiay,  and  Vifeh  or  Bi/k  Bay, 
calling  them  from  the  nanire  of  the  fupplies  of  proviCons  thoy 
obtained  in  each.  The  narrow  policy  of  the  Dutch  £a(l-In- 
dia  Company  has  always  been  direfled  to  prevent  the  true 
'  fiiustfioa  of  the  whole  of  this  coafl  from  becoming  known.

Littl^  tIierefore,caii«ithceitalDty  belkidof  it;  but  ifrecure 
hubouis  be  4ifcoreml  along  U,  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  them  vauld  be  ver7  important.  Farther  to  the  caftward, 
ii  '^««f  or  BlttUmètrg's,  Bay,  which,  though  it  is  only  an  open 
road,  is  fpacioni,  and  affords  good  anchorage  for  the  largeft 
fhips,  iheltered  from  the  nonhcafl,  vic&,  and  fouth  winds; 
there  ii  plenty  of  firlh  water,  the  bay  abounds  in  filh,  and  the 
rocks  are  covered  with  exceUent  oyflen.  The  fineft  timber 
grows  in  the  ndghbourbood  of  tbefe  bays;  and  if,  inflead  of 
having  i^  brought  by  land-carriage  to  the  Otpe,  a  navigation 
were  efbblifhed,  the  difference  would  be  immenJê,  both  to  the  ' 
ftllers  and  to  the  buyers.  Among  the  various  forts  of  timber^ 
either  unkoownf  or  extremely  rare  in  Europe,  the  following 
abound  here,  vb.  getlitat,  or  yellow  wood  {ilex  erteea),  which 
is  of  a  yellow  colour,  almoft  like  box,  and  of  a  clnfe  texture ; 
it  is  nfed  for  making  of  furniture;  hackuhoia  {*Ua  cafti^)i 
rmdetlft,  at  red  alder  (tuntnia  capenfii)  ;  the  keurtbimm  (f^htr» 
cafemfa);  xmarie  jpur/nul,  or  black  ironwood  [gardenia  ntb- 
•Mm«) ;  vwattbafi  (r^tna  vilUfa)  ;  and  ihern^ut,  or  ihorn- 
wood  {Mlim/a  nihtica)  j  wMch  are  all  ufed  in  the  conftruAion 
of  «aggons  and  their  appurtenances;  e£mhi)ut,  the  afli  [eh- 
itrgia  eafcvfis),  which  is  hard  ai)d  of  a  clofe  texture,  and  is 
ufed  for  making  of  tools  and  implements  of  various  kinds  ; 
*fynb9Mly  olive  wood  (o/m  EMnfea),  which  is  a  heavy,  Urong 
wood,  of  a  brown  colour,  ufed  in  the  conflruftion  of  mills; 
mUe  catjt^ering  {£arJtnia  tbanbergia),  a  ftrong  kind  of  wood 
ufed  for  clubs ;  JUnibtul,  or  flinkwood,  which  \s  a  beautiful 
brown  wood,  like  wo/iwrrrw-wiM^;  houfehold  furniture  of  all 
kinds  is  made  of  it ;  it  is  fufceplible  of  the  fineJÏ  polifh,  and 
has  the  valuable  property  of  being  proof  again  ft  the  attacks  of 
worms  J  it  has  iu  name  from  the  excrementitious  odour  which 
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f^ Hottentot  HoUanJ,  in  which  it  zppestod  tö 
me,  that  a  ihtp  might  lie  Aeltered  from 
both  wiiid  and  iëa,  to  take  in  the  produce 
of  the  countiy,  as  well  as  what  might  be 
conveyed  hither  from  the  interior  parts. 

To  ascertain  this,  I  particularly  queftioned 
De  Vos,  who  frequently  went  thither  to 
fifh,  refpeéling  his  opinion  oa  the  fubjeft. 
He  gave  for  anfwer,  that  with  regard  to  the 
lying  of  a  fhip  there,  he  conceived  that  there 
was  a  fafe  birth  in  twenty  and  Iels  fathom 
water,  and  a  good  iandy  bottom,  in  the 
ibutheail  or  good  mpnfoon ;  but  that  the 
ihore  was,  in  moft  places,  lined  with  a  range 
of  funken  rocks,  although  not  in  ib  unin- 
terrupted a  chain,  but  thatthere  w^re  ibme 
palfages  between  them,  through  which  fmall 
veflels  might  reach  the  fliore,  to  load  goods. 
This  was  confirmed  to  rat,  when  I  returned 
to  the  Co^f,  by  old  Mr.  Kersten,  who  had 
many  years  lived  as  rcfident  at  Ftf^-Bay, 
and  had  leen  a  large  Englifh  (hip  anchor 
in  lafety  at  the  place  in  queilion.

It  is  certain,  that  if  the  conveyance 
óf  produce  to  the  Cape  could,  in  this  man-. 
Aer,  be  made  ealy,  it  would  afford  a  conü^ 
derable  advantage  both  to  the  Company, 
td  tht  eoionifls  of  this  diftrid,  and  to  others 
fituated  over  the  mountains.  The  diC* 
advantages  which  the  coloni(^s  labour  un« 
der  at  prefent,  will  plainly  appear,  if  we 
confider '  that,  according  to  the  untverlat 
teflifflony  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  diftri^, 
the  expence  of  the  conveyance  of  every 
cartload  to  the  Cape^  which  is  at  the  diftance 
»of  twelve  Putch  miles,  muft  be  calculated 
at  fix  rixdollars,  lb  that  the  farmers  here 
cannot  poffibly  fell  the  cartload  of  ten  mads 
of  wheat,  or  of  one  leager  of  wine,  for  the 
Étme  price,  as  thofe  who  have  their ,  fettle- 
ments  from  three  to  five  Dutch  miles  from 
the  Cape*,

f!K<kJI>n.  Thb  h»gh  rate  is  chieiy  caufed  by  the  fcarcity  of 
wood  required  for  the  conflruAion,  which  the  Company 
former]}'  ufed  to  have  fent  from  N^ianJ.

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If  we  fuppolê  that»  of  the  fix  rixdollars 
per  cartload,  here  iaved,  only 'the  half  be  to 
the  benefit  of  the  Company,  and  thé  other 
half  to  that  of  the  colonifts,  it  would  be  iuf- 
ficient  to  compen&te  for  the  little  trouble 
V'hich  the  accurate  inveftïgation  of  this 
matter  would  occafion. 

Although  Hottentot  Hoüand  has  few  corn- 
fields, and  is.  chiefly  ufed  for  the  cultivation 
of  the  vine,  this  would,  neverthelefs,  make 
a  difference  of  three  rixd<^lars  upon  every 
leager  of  wine,  for  a  cart  can  load  but  one 
leager  at  a  time :  and  the  lands  fituated  over 
the  hills,  which  almoft  all  produce  more 
corn  thaft  wine>  would  reap  the  benefit  of  it 
upon  their  grain. 

Yet  as  all  this,  unfortunately,  does  not 
agree  with  the  felf-intcreft  of  the  Com- 
pany's fervants,T  firmly  believe,  that  thefe 
meafures,  calculated  for  the  mutual  advan* 
tage  of  the  Company,  and  of  their  colonifU,, 

not  now  prafUfed,  but  mofl  of  the  timber  wanted  is  brou^^ 
^ith  much  trouble  and  inconvenience,  over  the  mountainsi 
'  from  an  cxtCnfive  fbrefl,  fituated  feveral  days'  journey  from 
the  Caft;  and  it  may  not  t)f  cut  wiibout  a /pecial  jiertnUSoa 
from  Uic  government.

'  •  Thcfe  caures,  lod  perlupt  the  Ibjrincneft  of  the  dircftitnl 
ia  Holland,  and  their  confidering  the  Caft  33  a  fubonUiutf 
e^bUfhoicat,  have  been  the  iiieaas,  u  we  ihall  hereafter  have 
occalion  to  notice,  of  its  being  a  yearly  chat]|e  upon  them,  in- 
ftead  of  yielding  any  revenue.  In  the  hands  of  a  mare  enter- 
prifing  nation,  it  may  perhaps  be  rendered  a  colony  of  mors 
intrin&c  and  territorial  value,  than  even  its  relative  importance/ 
as  a  place  of  refrclbment,  and  refort,  for  the  navigation  of  the 
Indies.  Of  the  numerous  catalogue  which  may  be  formed,  of  . 
'articles  for  trade,  adually  to  be  met  with,  oreafy  to  be  introduc- 
'cd  into  this  country,  none  but  its  com  and  wine  have  hitherto 
made  any  figure  in  the  records  of  commerce.  Peas,  beans,  and 
butter,  indeed)  are  fometimes  exported  to  the  Indies :  thefirmcnv 
who  have  a  tolerable  Ihare  of  palhnv-ground,  make  from  2,094 
to  3,'5ootf.  of  butter  annually,  which  they  carry  to  the  Otpt  ia 
onedr  two  joumies,  and  difpofe  of  it  to  the  town's  people  at 
from  three  to  fix  (livers  per  pound,'  who  refell  the  greateft 
put  to  the  {hips  at  a  profit  of  from  so  to  loopercent.  The 
wool  of  thdr  fheep,  though  extremely  coarfe,  has,  in  one  or  two 
infbnces,  been  manufaAurcd  into  common  cloth,  and  inight per^ 
h^  be  brought  into  ufe  for  the  confumption  of  the  country  peo> 
pie.  An  inconfiderafale  quautity  of  oil  is  procured  from  the  Jeab 
and  penguins,  which  abound  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Caftf 
and  tbe  Ikins  of  the  former  are  much  uled  in  the  cdotiy  i  but 
the  fpetmaceti,  and  other  whales,  which  are  e^>cGially  mnarfc- 
'ibly  enmerotts  in  S$.  Btltam  and  Saldttéa  Biy^  have  Utbettcr - 
been  wholly  aegleAed.  An  article,  however,  which  has  of 
late  been  exported  from  the  Cef,  is  gum  alot ;  it  is  procured

ene-cMrd  of  folid  gam ;  it  is  packed  in  wooden  boxes,  cqo- 
laining  ham  three  to  five  na.  and  is  fold  at  the  C^pe  for  thre* 
■Bd.four  Aivets  per  pound.  Thé  C^pe  aloe  is  more  tranfparcDt» 
jkkI  equal,  if  not  fuperioT)  in  quaJityt  to  thofc  forti,  fold  un- 
der the  denominations  of  «loe  fuccoCrinc,  and  aloe  hepatica. 
Alinonds  are  iiliewife  produced  here,  and  are  bought  by  llie 
Aipfi'  oSccri  to  carry  for  falc  to  BmtmvtH,  Tobacco  is  fooie- 
timn  cultivated  by  cbe  i^antcrs  for  tbeir  awn  ufc,  and  bemp 
by  tbe  Hottentots,  for  the  parpoCeof  fnnoaking,  inftcadof  the 
'fermer;  but  Beitl)ef  have  ever  been  thought  of  at  articles  of 
trade.  The  wax-fiirubs  {a^iea  fmerjfiJUf  and  ardifJia) 
aRsrd  a  fidiftance  refembliog  bees'-wax ;  the  berries  of  them, 
which  are  qtiite  black,  are  covered  with  a  grey ifli  powder :  they 
aie  gathered  when  ripe,  in  the  month  of  Mivch,  and  boiled  till 
thk  whke  powder  \i  nwked,  and  floats  on  the  furface  of  thr 
vater,  like  fot;  this,  when  fkiramed  off  and  cooled,  grows 
Aard,  and  refetnblei  grey,  impure  wan ;  it  is  ofed  by  the  far- 
^ners  for  candles,  which  burn  better  than  thofe  made  of  tallow : 
Miglit  not  the  ufe  of  it  become  more  extended  >  From  the  wi- 
.jR^  fliJdJiM  gum  arabic  might  be  coUefled.  The  camplior-<ree 
.  {laurut  eamphara)  lias  tiecn  brought  liere  from  tlie  Eafl-Indics, 
-and  has  thriven  very  well,  yet  no  pains  have  heen  taken  to 
cncreafe  the  numljcr,  or  to  coUeft  any  camphor.  Turmeric 
(isrnnna  ioiga)  might  be  cultivated  here,  for  it  is  found  in 
■  the  Company's  prdcn.  The  mulberry-tree  {mem  nigrm) 
'flouriikes;  and  might  not  filkworms  be  reared  here?  The 
olive-tree  {'Ua  Eitropea)  b  common  on  the  hUls  near  the  town> 
and  i[)  other  placcj,  growing  wUd ;  iti.fruiC  is  faid  feldom  to

come  to  maturity;  Will  not  cukitratian  and  care  alter  thii? 
Orchilla-wced  may  alfo  be  procured  at  ihc  C  pe,  which  has 
otherwife  been  cxcUifivcly  imp:)rted  from  the  Canaries,  but  i( 
has  not  hitheno  been  fought  after,  and  perhaps  it  w  very  little 
koowD  that  it  does  exill  here.  InMgaftrms  of  fqvcral  foru  are 
enumerated  among  its  produaijns,  by  the  different  hotanifts 
who  have  explored  this  cnuntry  ;  but  the  mannfadure  o£  in« 
digo  has  never  bee»  attempted.  We  have  the  afltirance  of 
Le  VAiLL4Nr,  that  in  the  diliriA  of /^«wrwtoihefwife  called 
t\a,X  <^  i\x/Mr-mid-tv>entji-ri'aeT),  indigo,  as  well  ai  fugar  and 
cotton,  might  be  cultivated  wt^i  fuccefs:  in  this  dillriA,  be- 
fides  com  aad  wine,  the  planters  have  engaged  in  the  raijtng 
for  the  Cape  marfcet,  where  they  have  no  competitor!,  all 
kindt  of  fruit,  lemona,  oranges,  limes,  fiiad^ocks,  figs,  pome- 
granates, &.C.  they  are  fold  at  four,  five,  and  Hx,  rixdollars  the 
hundred,  and  are  eagerly  purchafed.  Though  this  is  one 
(rf  the  moll  fertile  and  pleafant  pans  of  ihe  colony,  it  is  but 
thinly  inhabited*  and  contains  no  more  than  forty  or  fifty 
hnat ;  much  land  in  it  lies  wafte :  the  rivers  which  traverfe 
it  fall  in:o  the  fn-f  river,  and  this  into  the  bay  of  St.  Helena, 
at  its  fouihern  part.  By  ihefe  channels,  the  produce  of  this 
diftriA,  together  with  thai  of  the  neighbouring  one  of  Zviari- 
Und,  might  be  carried  to  the  bay,  where  (here  is  good  anchor- 
age for  Slipping,  and  whire  it  would  be  eafy  lo  enablilh  re- 
pofitories,  whence  the  pafTage  by  fea  to  the  C^/k  would  be 
quick  and  eafy.  SalJtmiia-Üay,  which  is  well  known  to  be  a 
mod  excellent  and  fpacious  harbour,  might  likcwifc  ferve  for 
ancnterport  for  that  part  of  .Zwtfr/.'fini/ which  adjoins  to  it, 
and  is  loo  far  from  the  Berg-t\\er  to  fend  its  produce  that 
way ;  and  this  would  be  the  more  ufeful,  as  a  permanent  fer-

in  the  begioning  of  this  century,  by  Governor; 
A.  VAN  DKK  Stel,  for  his  own  pleafure, 
but  at  the  cxpence  of  the  Company,  which 
afterwards,  together  with  other  additional 
circumftauces,  was  the  caufe  of  his  being  re- 
called to  Europe,  by  his  employers.  The 
whole  of  this  cafe  may  be  amply  feen  in  the 
memorial  which  he  drew  up  of  it,  and  the 
contra-memorial  of  the  colonics,  whpm  he' 
,  bad  treated  in  a  very  unrealbnable  and  un- 
juft  manner,  fending  fome  of  them  prilÓners 

frefhment  of  fliips,  that  might  not  be  able  to  put  into  Taik- 
Pay.  It »  furprilÏDg  that,  notwitbftandiiig  the  many  fwarms 
of  beet,  which  fly  wild  about  the  countiy,  no  hives  have  yet 
been  introduced,  nor  any  honey  ar  wax  collected  i  Dr. 
Sr  ARK  MAK  lays,  that  he  neither  faw  nor  heald  of  any  one' 
that  kept  home-bees,  except  a  young  lad,  thefim  of  acolonifïi 
near  Cmfimtia,  who  ufed  fometimet  to  fet  out  empty  chefls' 
and  boxes,  in  which  a  w>'*^  Avarm  would  fettle  without  fail 
ia  the  fp^ce  of  a  kw  days;  but  the  liquorilh  lad  foon  de- 
flroyed  the  hive,  and  confumed  the  honey  almofl  immediately. 
Irory,  though  elephants  are  now  very  fcarce  near  the  Cape, 
is  a  commodity  that  may  aifo  be  procured  here.  Even  oftrich 
feathers,  which  fafliion  hai  rendered  an  ahnoft  indifpenfable 
article  of  drefs  to  onr  fair  countrywomen,  may  be  added  lo 
the  lill  of  maiketabie  wares.  In  Iliort,  though  it  is  fcarcely 
pqltible  that  all  thefe  üiould  fucceed,  as  articles  of  trade,  yet 
trials  may  be  made,  and  encouragements  offered ;  while  the 
enumeration  of  them  fulEces  to  fhew,  of  what  ïmportaace  this 
folony  may  be  rendered  by  an  aAive,  enterprifing,  and  libe- 
ral nation.     T.

and  impoveriniment  of  all. 

He  had  called  this  ièat  Vergeleegeny  be- 
caufe  it  is  ütaated  full  twelve  or  thirteen 
hours*  ride  from  the  Cape»  nearly  in  the  ^ 
deepeft  part  of  the  vaUey  of  Hottmtpt  HoU  - 
Umd. 

The  front  of  the  houfe  faced  the  eaft.- 
Before  it  lay  a  large  garden»  of  a  regular 
o^gon  form,  incloled  by  a  wall.  The 
v^alk  which  led  up  to  the  houfe,  was  border* 
ed  on  each  fide  by  orange  and  lemon-trees  %• 
but  the  outer  avenue  was  planted  with  large 
oak-trees  j  they  were,  however,  lefs  in  fize 
than  thofe  of  Europe ;  between  thefe,  ftood 
almond-trees,  which  were  then  in  blolfom, 
and  did  not  contribute  a  little  to  embelUni 
tbofe  pleafant  walks. 

To  the  fouth,  was  a  fimilar  long  and, 
broad  avenue,  but  bordered  with  cheftnut- 
trees,  the  fruit  of  which  was  very  good. 

To  the  .north,  lay  a  large  wood  of  very 
ancient  oaks,  which  extended  aifo  to  the 
weft :  it  had  been  more  extenfive,  but  the 
prefent  owner  of  the  eflate,  one  Vlok,  had. 
had  a  confiderable  part  cut  down  and  cleared, 
in  order  to  have  a  full  profped  over  the  flat

country  into  ■  Taljê-Bay,  and  A^  Tkf*r  trar 
now  only  bounded  by  the  high  mountaiuSof. 
'  Simon*s-Ba.y  and  the  weft  fhore. 

Along  the  back  of  the  houle  ilood  a  tenr- 
of  very  high  and  largo  camphor-trees, -whicii, 
with  their  evergreen  foliage,  aSbrded  a 
pleaiant  fummcr  proipcft,  even  in  winter^. 
The  leaf  of  this  tree  refembles,  in  fomc 
iAea{lire,  that  of  the  orange  and  bay>trce, 
and  has  the  fame  glofly  green  hoe;  it  is, 
however,  much  mailer :  when  taken  in  the 
mouth,  or  bruifed  between  the  fingers,  it  has 
a  Arong  camphorated  taAe  and  fmell.  The. 
wood  of  the  tree  is  nfed  for  all  kinds. of* 
cabinet-work,  and,  when  poUnied,  is  of  ai 
light  brown  colour,  with  black  veins ;  bub 
it  is  fold  at  a  dear  rate. 

The  dwclling-houfe,  not  to  fay  anything 
of  the  other  buildings,  9s  flave-houica,  ware- 
houfes,  ftables,  &c.  is  a  handfomc  edifice, 
though  of  oiily  one  ftory  (as,  in  iaft,  all  the 
countryhoufes  here  are,  as  well  as  moft  of  the 
houfes  at  Capetown)^  with  a  long  and  broad 
gallery,  which  is  the  fitting  and  eating-room 
of  the  family,  and  many  large  apartments 
on  each  fide. 

The  garden,  the  buildings,  and  the  planta- 
tions. 
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tions,  all  bore  very  evident  figns  of  the  magT 
niBcence  and  wealth  of  the  founder,  who 
ipent  large  fums  of  money  upon  this  fpot  j  ■• 
but  every  thing  is  now  much  decayed,  at 
the  fucceeding  proprietors  did  not  poflefs  the 
iame  means  as  Mr.  vam  oer  Stbx.,  to 
keep  it  in  proper  repair. 

The  Lauretts-nveTf  the  largeft  and  moft 
rapid  which,  we  had  met  with  in  this  little 
cxcurfion,  runs  juft  without  the  woods  bc^ 
longing  to  this  eflate.  We  had  to  crofs  it 
twice,  and  for  want  of  bridges,  which  ^o 
a  convenience  unknown  in  this  country,  we 
forded  it  on  honeback,  the  water  reaching 
up  nearly  as  high  as  our  faddles. 

Having  taken  a  view  of  every  thing,  as 
well  as  thc^  fliortnefs  of  time  would  admi^ 
we  rode  away  at  eleven  o'clock,  and  in 
half  an  hour  we  returned  to  the  farm  of  Ds 
Vos ;  whence,  after  having  dined,  and 
heartily  thanked  our  friendly  entertainer, 
we  took  our  departure  at  half  paft  one 
p'clock. ,  At  four,  we  rode  paft  StelUnhofcè, 
9nd  at  half  paft  fix,  we  came  to  Alsertyn's 
ffirm,  near  the  KJapmuisy  where  we  took  up 
opr  night's  lodging. 

^J^e  next  morning,  about  nine  o'clock, 
we 
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we  lefï  theiê  honeit  and  hofpitable  people; 
on  our  return  to  the  Cape,  dined  by  the  way 
upon  t»-ead  and  butter  and  a  glafs  of  wine, 
in  the  open  air,  not  far  from  Tijfw- Valley, 
on  the  banks  of  a  little  rivulet,  and  in  the 
middle  of  a  grove  of  low  trees,  and  arrived 
at  the  town,  at  half  paft  four  o'clock,  in  the 
afternoon. 

I  was  informed,  upon  my  arrival,  by  Mr. 
Hemmy,  that  the  muftering  of  my  crew, 
and  difpatch  of  my  velTel,  would  take  place 
on  Friday  next,  the  2gth  of  July*. 

On 

*  rJo  more  than  fiftwn  days  had  ihus  elapfeii,  from  the 
time  of  my  arrival  in  Siw«'s-B3y,  to  that  of  my  difpatch,  in 
which  the  crew  had  to  refrelh  thcmfelves,  and  recover  from 
the  fatigues  of  a  lon^  and  boLderouj  paiTage.  It  iiiay  caHly  be 
conceived,  that  their  bodies  could  not,  in  fo  fliort  a  timei  b? 
fully  divefted  of  the  bad  humours,  and  fcorbmic  Tnalter,  which 
had  been  accumulated  in  them,  in  (he  confiderable  fpace  of 
time  they  had  been  on  board,  oamely,  from  the  6[h  of  Janu- 
ary, the  day  I  received  them  at  Ramim:k.ni.  till  the  i];h  of 
July  ;  and  this  was  very  apparent  afterwards,  when  I  was  at 
fea ;  for  in  a  few  days,  the  ufual  {liip^'  difeafes  manifefted 
thcmfelves  on  board ;  as  likc^vife  continued  fevc»,  which 
were  immtdiaiely  followed  by  a  total  proftration,  arifing 
from  ihe  impure  ftate  of  the  whole  frame,  and  the  corruption 
of  the  fluids  j  thefe  fevers  were  alfo  iccompanied  by  the 
fcurvy,  which  foon  likewife  made  its  appearance.  It  is  true> 
that  the  tnoll  and  worft  ficknefs  occurred  among  thofe  of 
my  crew,  who  had  been  feat,  for  a  few  days,  as  a  help,  on 

board 
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Od  Wcdnefday,  the  ayth,  I  rode  in  the 
forenoon   to  the  Company's  ^rden  called 

board  of  the  fhip^-*»— ;  this  veffel  had  airiTcd  iX  theCaft^ 
with  eighty  Tick ;  clantinefi  fecmed  to  have  been  very  lictle 
attended  to  on  board  of  her,  for  Ihe  wu  between  the  decks  ü 
choaked  with  filth,  that  fome  of  my  officers  alTared  me,  thep 
had  ncvef  fèea  fo  much  dirt^  not  eren  on  boardof  any  French 
ihip-  Tboogb  it  ii  probable^  that  my  men  were  infeAed  by  the 
Sick  of  this  veird,  it  is,  howerer,  rearooable  to  conclude,  that 
tbüt  bodies  were  not  in  a  perfcA  flate  of  health,  nor  thrir 
fuid*  wholly  purified,  or  this  contagion  couU  nerer  Iutc  - 
(iread  fo  rapidly  among  them. 

I  Ihould,  therefore,  be  of  opinion,  that  the  outwsrdbound 
jlüpt  Aoidd  flop  longer  at  the  Cafe,  and  flay  there  four 
«•cks,  inftead  of  a  fortnight,  in  order  that  by  a  proper  length 
«f  tunc  to  reircfli,  the  bodies  of  the  fatlors  might  be  flmnft^ 
of  their  accumulated  peccant  matter.  Returning  thus  on 
board  in  good  healrh,  and  with  renewed  Arength,  they  would 
not  oely  be  able  to  cope  with  tbc  filigues  of  the  remainder  of 
tbevoy^,  but  arriviag  in  the  Indies,  with  a  hale  and  healthy 
fruDC  of  body,  ihcy  would,  in  fome  meafure,  be  able  to  wUh- 
fiaod  the  firft  attacks  of  the  unwholeforae  climate.     . 

It  may,  perhap*,  be  objeAed  to  this,  that  the  additional 
cbai^  to  be  incurred  by  a  longer  flay,  would  confiderably 
cncitafe  the  {hip's  expcnces.  But  this  is  of  little  Importance, 
for  the  articles  of  refrefliment  procured  at  the  Cafe,  do 
not  colt  much ;  my  fhip,  the  Ouwerhrif  confumed  during 
her  flay:

Thus  a  Ihip  flaying  half  a  month  longer,  would  only  «- 
pend  twice  that  fum. 

Ni"w/ana, 
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f^e^tand,  which  is  about  one  Dutch  mile 
and  a  half  from  the  Cape,  where  the  gover* 
nor,  Mr.  van  Plettenbeko,  then  was,  in 
order  to  take  leave  of  his  excellency. 

On  the  following  Saturday,  the  Com- 
|»ny's  hoy,  the  Neptune,  commanded  by 
Captain  de  Haas,  came  to  an  anchor  in 
TaSk-Bxy.  This  veflel  had  left  the  harbouc 
on  the  20th  of  May,  with  goods  for  Fa//è' 
Bay ;  when  at  fea,  ihe  had  been  overtaken 
by  a  violent  ilorm,  and  driven  upon  th« 
xctf  of  ^Hguiilas,  where  flie  continued  to 
fwcrve  about  till  the  zizd  of  June ;  on  the 
evening  of  fhat  day,  the  fame  on  which  we  , 
bad  been  harafTed  by  the  dreadful  hurricane 
before  de&ribed,  fhe  rolled  away  all  her 
three  maASp  She  was  then  driven  to  the 
ibuthward,  as  far  as  41",  and  got  iight  of 
the  iflands  Dma  and  Marfeveen.  They  had, 
for  a  great  part  of  the  time,  been  in  want  of 
water;  bot  tfaey  fortunately  had  plenty  of 
wine  on  board,  ib  that  they  kept  themielves 
alive  with  bread  and  wine. 

The  next  piorning,    being  Sunday,   -the 

31ft  of  July,  Ï  fet  off,  at  eight  oVlock,  in 

company  with  Mr.  Ernst,  for  Ftf^-Bay, 

where  we  arrived  at  one.     We  found  my

'lïiip  in  good  condition,  and  ready  for  Tea  j 
but  the  wind  blowing  from  the  s.E.  for  this, 
and  the  two  following  days,  we  were  pre- 
vented from  failing. 

This  morning,  came  to  an  aftchor  here, 
the  Company's  ihip  P— — ,  Captain  S  ■, 
Tvho  had  failed  from  Goeréet  on  the  12th 
of  May,  for  the  chamber  of  Delfty  with  two 
hundred  and  nine  men,  of  whom  twenty- 
eight  had  died  on  the  paflage,  eighty  w.ere 
now  coufiued  by  licknefs,  and  the  remainder 
■were  moiUy  un6t  for  the  ihip's  duty :  and 
;as«  for  want  of  hands,  they  were  incapable 
of  mooring  the  ihip,  or  taking  in  their  fails, 
I  diredly  fent  them  lixty  men,  to  affift  them 
in  doing  this,  who  I  let  remain  on  board  her 
tilt  Tuefday  evening.

Wedncfday  morning,  the  3d  of 
Auguft,  the  wind  being  northweft,  wc 
weighed  anchor,  with  a  AiiF  gale,  accompa- 
nied by  hail  and  rain,  and  got  under  laïl  at 
eleven  o*clock,  a.m.  laluting  the  road  with 
feveu  guns,  which  was  returned  us  by  the 
Ihip  P  ,  with  five.  At  two  o'clock,  p.m. 
we  were  out  of  the  bay,  and  fteered  our 
courie  firft  in  a  foutherly  direflion,  for  fear 
the  wind  fhould  come  round  to  that  quarter. 
At  this  time  my  crew  coufiiled  of  three  hun- 
dred 
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dred  and  twenty^hrèe  men,  all  feemihgly  ia 
good  health. 

The  next  morning;  the  wind  iliU  blew 
hard  from  the  n.w.  and  we  faw  a  fail  lying 
by  to  the  s.w.  with  a  Prince  of  Orange's  ^ 
flag*  flying  from  her  mizen-topmallhead. 
We  pafled  her  at  the  diftance  of  a  quarter 
of  a  league,  and  ihould  have  hailed  her,  but 
the  high  wind  made  us  think  it  not  fafe  to 
approach  near  enough  to  underftand  each 
other. 

On  the  9th  and  loth  of  AuguH:,  we  had 
violent  thunderftorms  in  the  evening  j  the 
claps  of  thunder  were  fo  loud  and  inceflant, 
that  the  ihip  fliook  by  their  expIoHon ;  and 
the  flalhes  of  lightning  fliot  between  the 
mafts,  and  fo  clofe  along  the  hull  of  the 
fiiip,  that  we  were  apprehenfive  of  the  I06 
of  the  former,  and  of  fire  in  the  latter. 
Large  hailftones  fell  at  the  fame  time,  ac- 
companied  by  rain,  and  a  high  wind ;  yet 
we  fufFcred  no  great  damage  from  this  con- 
cuflion  of  the  elements. 

I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  iron  fpindies  for 
the  vanes,  which  are  generally  ufed  at  the

topouUfc* 
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to|Hnaft&e&ds,  are  very  bad  ia  thundef- 
ftorms,  as  they  cannot  but  attract  the  ele^ric 
Blatter;  the  topmails  of  my  ihip  had  not 
Hich  fpindles,  but  knobs. 

On  the  loth,  at  fix  o'clock  in  the  even-' 
ing,  when  the  thunderAorm  was  at  the 
highcft,  we  faw  the  meteors  called  Caftor 
and  Pollux,  upon  the  topfallyardarms,  which 
gave  a  clear  light,  and  appeared  like  fmall 
lambent  flames ;  ihortly  after  which  the 
Aorm  abated. 

We  iikewiie  faw  them,  on  the  mizen  and 
maintopfail-yards,  on  the  5th  of  September, 
at  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  when  we  had  a 
lowering  Iky,  with  thunder  and  lightning> 
but  not  fo  violent  as  at  former  times. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  month  of  Auguft, 
the  fcurvy  began  to  appear,  more  and  more, 
among  the  people;  aiid  on  the  ift  of  Sep- 
tember, we  loll  two  men  by  it,  who  had 
only  begun  to  complain  the  day  before,  and 
who  died,  as  it  were,  in  the  midil  of  their 
ufual  occupations.  This  fqon  convinced 
me,  that  my  fears,  refpefting  the  ill  confe- 
quences  of  the  too  fiiort  ftay  of  my  men  at 
the  Capty  were  not  imaginary.  Since  my 
departure  from  that  place,  I  had,  however, 
given 
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given  the  whole  of  the  fhlp's  crew  ibup, 
made  of  frefh  mutton,  twice  a  week,  and 
}iad  made  the  foldiers  exercise,  when  it  was 
good  weather,  every  day,  to  keep  them  in 
motion* 

Bat  this  was  only  a  commencfemcnt  of 
9ur  fufferiilgs.  It  was  not  alone  the  fcurvy 
which  manifefted  itfelf  on  boar4,  but  like- 
wife  a  moft  malignant  putrid  fever,  which 
attacked  a  great  number,  fo  that,  oh  the 
loth  of  September,  we  had  one  hundred  on 
the  ficklift.  The  loldiers,  and  fuch  iailors 
who  had  not  before  been  at  fea,  were  chiefly 
the  yiftims  of  this  diforder ;  but  it  attacked, 
in  particular,  thofe  who  had  been  on  board 
of  the  ftiip  P . 

The  firft  iymptoms  xif  the  fever,  and 
which  'occurred  fbme  days  before  it  actually 
came  on,  were  a  violent  headache  and  pains 
in  the  ilomach,  debility,  and  lofs  of  appe- 
tite. Some  died  during  the  firft  fit  of  the 
fever  ;  others  two  or  three  days  afterwards. 
A  ftrong  putrid  fmell  was  perceived  even 
before  they  died,  and  many  of  the  bodies 
emitted  io  dreadfiil  a  ftench,  in  half  an 
hour  after  the  breath  had  left  them,  that 
they  were  forced  to  be  inftaataneoufiy  com- 
.  VOL.  II.  H  mitted 
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mifeted  to  die  deep.  Iinmedktel/  after  ihat 
death,  and^  in  fbme  cafes,  even  before  it» 
the  bodies  were  blotched  with  black  nnd 
bhiei&  rpots,-  especially  upon  the  oeck  mod 
breaft,  which  indicated  an  entire  corruption 
of  the  whole  fyftem. 

The  following  is  a  relation  of  the  com- 
mencement, prografs,  and  tennination,  o£ 
this  ficktrefs,  ai  couched  in  the  report  con-« 
ceming  it  made  to  me  by  uj'  furgeta^  Mr* 
Im  Vimkz. 

<*  This  epidemic  began  in  the  latter  part 
**  of  the  month  of  Auguft,  and  did  not  end 
'( tilt  the  begiiimug  of  Odober.  The  fuf- 
**  fèren  firft  felt  a  chilly  diivcring ;  then 
*'  a  UAleflhefs  and  pain  in  the  joints  ;  this 
**  was  fbfiowvd  by  a  flu&ing  beAt  exter- 
"nally,  but  interoally  they  always  com- 
*'  plained  of  ca^.  Some  had  a  vie^nt 
*^  fever,  with  a  throbbing  pulfatioa ;  others 
**  no  fever  at  &tl,  with  a  low  and  weak 
"  puUc.  In  general,  they  were  overconiA 
**  by  a  fiuUeB  <]ebUity,  ia  ib  hr,  that  (bmie 
**■  who  endeavoufcd  to  keep  up,  fell  ^wn 
**  from  ^eaknefs.  Sorac  had  their  tifoal 
**  and  natural  evacuations,  others  none  at  «11.

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**  lowlfli,  and  verj  fiurp.  In  the  begtoning, 
**  the  tongue  wss  wfaitifit,  but  afterwards 
**  coverol  with  a  brown  coat,  «nd  with  a 
*<  black,  flime  over  the  teeth.  la  the  ni^t, 
**  they  were  very  reftlefe,  and  generally  de- 
**  lirious.  Some  had  violent  retchings  on  the 
'*  (econd  day,  and  brought  up  3  blackiÜt 
•*  matter;  yet  the  patients  felt  no  eafe  from 
''  it,  but  experienced  a  great  degree  of 
**  arauety,  accompanied  1^  profv fe  perfpira- 
«<  tion.  On  the  tturd  day  they  got  a  hie- 
**  cough,  with  a  cdd&efs  of  the  extremities-; 
"  ibme  bled,  at  the  iamc  time,  coiHOiafly 
*"  from  the  nofe ;  and,  at  laft,  ihey  UA  xhe 
**  |)ower  of  jeftentioa  of  thór  urjae  ftnd  «»- 
"  crefiaents,  which  J&ey  voided  involufltft- 
•*  rijy  J  «bek  eracuatkx»  wc«e  of  »  dark 
**  bvewA  colour,  and  intolerably  fetid ;  st 
'*  laft,  a  ipnStttt  cold  and  clammy  fweat 
*'  came  upon  them,  at  which  time  they  died. 
^'  I  «cajxüned  ióiaeof  them,  «ftetr  jthey  were 
**  dead,  who  were  foU  -of  pni^c  blotches, 
"x»  the  breaft  and  iace;  I  iav  two,  who 
"  had  a  blackUh  fpot,  of  the  fixe  uf  «wo 
**  handbreadths,  aloc^  and  under  tjbe  jQiort 
**  ribs,  St  the  place  «here  the  liver  Hes, 
**  wiiiciiisAccjXain  fign  of  thc«ntire  mor* 
ba  !*  tificatioa 
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"  tïBcation  of  that  part ;  and  thefe  bodiélS 
'*  were  fo  putrid,  that  they  could  not  be 
**  kept  on  board  half  an  hour  after  the  de- 
.•*  ceafe.  Some  of  the  patients,  who  had 
"  immediately  complained,  or  given  thcm- 
••  felves  in  as  ■  fick,  got,  on  the  fifth,  or 
•*  feventh,  day  of  their  illnefs,  a  Marrhtea  j 
•*  which  in  fbme  was  critical,  or  favourable, 
•*  and  in  others  fymptomatic,  or  incidental : 
**  the  diarrhma  critica  feldom  lafted  longer 
•*  than  three  or  four  days  ;  they  voided  % 
*'  quantity  of  dark  brown  and  blackifli  mat-- 
**  ter,  and  the  fever  then  left  them  entirely  j 
**  thele  patients  were  far  gone  in  a  decay  of 
"  ftrength,  and  the  worft  was,  that  they 
•*  continually  relapfed,  even  four  or  five 
**  times :  three  times  were  the  ufiial  run : 
"  and  by  thefe  continual  reïapfes,  many 
"were  alfo  attacked  by  the  fcurvy,  by 
"  which  feveral  of  them  died.  Thofc  who 
*•  got  a  diarrbeea  fymptomaticat  had  a  violent 
•*  colic,  together  with  very  fetid  anid  loofc 
**  ftobl&,-fometimes  accompanied  by  the  eva- 
«•  cuation  of  a  flimy  matter,  with  ftreaks  of 
.'*  blood  running  through  it.  Some  of  thefe 
■ "  patients  were  attacked  by  a  violent  vomit- 
"  ing,  hiccough,  and  convuUions,  and,  laftly,. 
«  they 
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-•*  tbey  fell  into  .a  profiife  cold  •andckmmT' 
"  fweat,  in  which  they  died.  Fe^fr  tof  thofe 
'*  who  had  the  diarrhaa  fymptótnatica  rc- 
"  covered,  except  when  the  fymptoms  werfc 
**  not  very  violent.  Some  had  their  criiis, 
"  or  rather  metaftafis,  with  a  fwelhng 
*'  behind  the  ears,  upon'  the  bread,  '  or 
**  fhoulders,  which  changed  to-a  fuppuration, 
"  whereby  they  were  cured.  Others  again 
"  fek  violent  pains  in  the  fhoulders,  knees, 
"  or  feet,  which,  after  having  lafted  two 
"  days,  left  them,  and  they  recovered; 
*•  Thofè  who  tried  to  keep  up,  and  waited 
**  two  or  three  days  before  they  gaye-  «henn* 
"  ièlves  in  as  patients,  almoft  all  died  within 
"  the  fourth  day  after  they  carhe  under  my 
('care,  Thefe  were,  in  general,  full  of 
■**  puilulous  fpots,  and  half  an  hour  after  their 
••  deceafe,  the  abdomen  turned  quite  black, 
**  which  is  a  certain  fign  of  an  entire  raorti- 
"  fication  of  all  the  vifccra  of  the  belly. 
**  From  the  time  of  its  commencement,  tilt 
*'  the  2d  of  Od^ober,  when  it  ceafed,  twenty- 
"  nine.men  died  of  this  difeafe,  befide  thofe 
"  who  were  carried  off  by  the  fcurvy,  and 
(•  other  diforders."  » 

I  attribute  this  dreadful  epidemic  to  no 
^H  3  «thet 
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«thcr  caufe,  tban  that  my  health/  tteti, 
whoiA  1  iènt,  zi  abovemeiitiohcd,  as  a  bclp» 

on  board  of  the  üüp  P ,  caught  the  in*- 

fcöion  tbores  •ipeoüüly  fiiice  the  indtvi* 
juftls  v/ïm  bad  been  on  board  of  her,  were 
the  firft  who  Were  attacked  by  it 

Tbc  prevalence  of  thU  (icknefs  otcafiohed 
£>  ttuch  difmay  imong  thofe  who  renaained 
ia  health,  that  they  imagined  that  the  ihtp 
was  infe^cd  with  the  plague,  ai>d  I  had  the 
greateil  dif&fulty  to  convince  them,  and 
dfpecially  my  officersj  of  the  Contrary,  by 
daily  going  myfelf  to  vifit  the  fick,  to  foe 
that  they  were  pr<^i«rly  treated^  and  to  en» 
crtkut^ge  and  conible  the  poor  fuffercri,  as 
much  as  lay  in  my  power. 

The  faitors  who  had  becd  tnUcb  at  ica» 
«■etc  the  laft  who  were  attacked  by  this 
disorder,  and  they,  for  tbft  moft  part,  re«  " 
covered'  , 

By  this  dreadful  and  malignant  difeaië, 
as  well  as  by  the  fcorvy,  1  loft  fbrty*two 
men  of  my  crew  in  September,  and  at  the 
elofe  of  that  month,  1  had  iïill  one  hundred 
and  eight  confined  by  fickneis. 

In   this    Situation,   fo  diftre&ful    to   me, 

we  fcarcely  kaew  how  to  proceed.    The

idifëafê ;  but  it  may  caiUj  he  conceived,  that, 
vhere  the  nuDober  vas  fb  great,  they  could 
not  attend  to  every  individual,  with  that  en- 
tire ibticitttde»  which  the  nature  of  the  di£- 
temper  feemed  particularly  to  require. 

Befide&  this,  thofe  medkinea  which  wera 
Ac  mofl  neceirary»  were  foon  coufumed  % 
and  what  is  a  moft  (haTneful  negled  in  the 
oqu^praent  of  the  Company's  fhips,  at  leafl 
at  the  chamber  o£  ZealanJ^  as  I  experienced:- 
it  myfelf  in  both  my  voyages,  there  was 
not  a  fingk  drop  c^  white  wine-vinegar  to 
he  found  on  board,  which,  in  theiê  cafes,  is 
au  article  of  the  utmoft  ncceflity,  and  yet» 
perhaps,  it  is  charged  in  account  to  tho 
Company.  However  it  be,  this  is  certain, 
that  the  want  of  it  was  the  oecafion  that 
ïBany  crf'our  ^k  died. 

NntwithOanding  aM  this,  we  yet  thought 
ourfelves  fortunate,  that  we  rnet  withfine  wea- 
ther, in  running  down  through  the  foiitbem 
latitudes,  fo  that  the  grating  and  airholes 
could  always  remain  open,  by  which  the 
Mntapaioatiop  of  the  air  was  greatly  «node- 
H  4  ratc4i 
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rated ;  while,  on  my  part,  I  took  efpecial 
care'  that  the  fick-ward,  which  was,  as 
uTual,  between  the  fird  and  Tecoad  decks, 
was  kept  clean  and  neat. 

The  air  in  it  was  continually  refreshed 
and  renewed,  by  the  opening  of  the  port* 
boles,  and  by  a  coolfail,  made  Hke  a  funnel, 
in  the  manner  of  M.  dv  Hamel  ;  and  at 
night,  when  this  could  not  be  done,  for  fear 
of  accidents,  the  ventilators  were  kept  con« 
ftantly  at  work. 

I  allowed  no  water  to  be  made  ufe  of  in 
cleaning  it  out,  that  the  moifture  might  not 
contribute  to  encrcafe  the  contagion ;  and 
on  the  other  hand,  daily  fumigations  were 
made  with  juniper- berries  and  frankinccnfe, 
likewife  by  burning  of  gunpowder,  and 
pouring  of  vinegar,  on  red-hot  bullets. 

The  cribs  of  the  fick  were  iprinkled  with 
vinegar,  and  the  patients  were  dire^led  to 
wafli  their  hands  and  faces,  and  rinfe  their 
mouths  with  it,  every  morning. 

Their  vifluals  confifted,  one  day,  in  rout- 
ton-broth,  with  lemonjuice ;  the  next,  in 
rice-porridge  ;  and  the  third,  in  bread  and 
beer,  with  wine  ;  and  in  the  morning  they 
had  grouts,  with  Spanifh  wine. 

TbQft 
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Thofc  wlio  recovered  were  put  to  a  (epa* 
rate  meis,  and  thcfe  were  allowed,  for  the 
firft  tco  days»  nothing  but  fpoonmeat,  peeled 
barley,  and  peas,  without  their  ration  of 
pork  or  beef,  becaufe  their  ftomachs  werö 
much  too  weak  to  digeft  thele  lafl.  It  alfo 
appeared,  that  thoie  who  had  eat  a  little 
pork  or  beef  in  fecret,  fell  immediately  ill 
again. 

To  fuch  as  remained  in  health,  I  gave 
every  day  a  quartern  of  wine  (which  they 
did  not  receive  ellc  but  three  times  a  week), 
and  1  caufed  bitters  to  be  put  into  their 
ufual  moining  and  evening  drams,  in  order 
to  oppofe,  as  much  poflible,  the  comraencc» 
ment  of  corruption. 

Our  Ibuthern  navigation  was  very  good  i 
we  met  with  no  bad  weather  of  any  coufe- 
quence,  but  the  winds  were  almoft  always 
too  flack,  to  admit  of  a  quick  palfage, 
although  it  was  in  the  w inter- fcaibn,  ii| 
thele  latitudes. 

When,  on  my  former  voyage,  I  palTed 
this  way,  in  the  month  of  January,  which 
is  here  the  middl?  of  liiram^  r,  we  met  with 
much  harder  winds,  and  often  with  violent 
ftorms,'  during  which  we  were  frequently 
obliged 
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obliged  to  lie  l^,  wbkb  did  not  once  baf^n 
this  time. 

On  tho  2d  of  Septombn*,  in  the  after- 
noon, we  thought  that  we  £iw  the  ifiand 
Amfierdami  but  could  not»  en  accoont  t4 
the  hazineis  of  the  weather,  be  certain  of  it; 

On  the  5tb,  we  iaw  a  good  deal  of  lea* 
weed,  which  made  us  conclude  that  we  had 
paflêd  the  iflands  of  Amjierdam  and  St.  Pm^ 
or  were  to  the  eaftward  of  them  :  the  more 
ib,  as  the  variations  of  the  campais.  and  two 
lunar  obfervatitxis,  which  I  had  made»  ac- 
Cordmg  to  the  manner  of  M.  ox  LA  Caillk, 
corroborated  the  conje(2ure. 

Upon  *confidering  thefe  circumftances, 
we  determined  to  bear  away  for  the  ZjOfid 
êftbe  E,«ndragty  in  New  Holland,  in  order  to 
COTTcd:  our  reckoning,  and  to  fleer  for  tb^ 
Hland  of  yava,  ib  as  to  fair  in  with  its 
to  the  eaftward  of  the  Straits  of  Skmh, 
But  we  were  fruflratod  in  our  hopes  of 
feeing  this  land,  by  the  fbutheaA  tradewind, 
which  we  now  met  with,  and  which  car- 
ried us  too  far  to  leeward ;  wherefore, 
on  the  25th  of  September,  we  changed  our 
conrfe  to  n.e.  and  bore  away  afterwards  in 
a  norther]y  track,  availing  likewise  of  the 
v^riatioii 
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'Variatioa  of  tlte  compaÉ,  in  order  to  get  te 
«H^  eftftward  of  the  Straits  of  Sunda ;  for  I 
found,  by  ieveral  jottrnals,  that  there  was*, 
-variation  of  2i*  north,  at  the  eaft  end  of 
"yavay  and-  b^  ray  own  experience  I  knew 
that  there  was  no  variati<m  at  «U  at  the 
.Straits  of  Sunda. 

On  the  26th  of  that  month, we  pafled  tbe 
latitude  in  which  the  Trials  Rocks  arc  laid 
down. 

On  the  4tb  of  03ober,  a  large  bunch  o£ 
green  weed  floated  hy  the  ihip,  and  the  next 
day,  lulf  an  hour  before  iunrife,  we  dii* 
covered  the  fouih  coaft  of  Ja^a.  • 

The  part  which  we  (aw  ihewed  like  a 
Very  long  ifland,  feemingly  about  eight  or 
niiie  leagued  in  length,  and  appearing  to 
ilretcb  out  to  the  nortbeaftward,  motlty  in 
an  equal  direflion,  and  of  a  moderate  height* 
The  weA'  point  appeared  craggy  and  broken, 
and  the  eaA  point  run  gradually  round  in  a 
circular  (tisspt :  this  was  the  ifland  called 
Nouffa  Bar«a. 

Juft  after  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
we  iaw,  a  little    to  the  weftward  of  this 
land,    the   ipiry    fumcnit   of  a  mountain, 
which  appeared  above  the  clouds,  and  look- 
ed 
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€d  of  a  blue  colour,  but  underneath,  we 
could  not  fee  any  land  :  this  •  mountain  wai» 
higher  than  any  one  I  had  eVcr  feen. 

The  land  which  appeared  afterwards, 
during  this  day,  was  high,  bare,  and  ftony, 
"with  a  rocky  fliore ;  and  in  fome  places 
Ihoals  and  rocks,  which  Teemed  to  extend 
•about  a  league  from  the  land. 

The  next  day,  at  eight  o'clock,  a.m.  we 
thought  we  faw  the  Hoomjhoofdy  or  the  Hern, 
being  a  high  mountain.  To  called,  n.e,"  by 
K.  from  us.  The  coaft  was  ftiU  higher, 
,  and  equally  bare  j  but,  a  little  before  noon; 
we  perceived  ibme  trees  upon  the  tops  of 
the  hills.  At  half  pall  two  o'clock,  p.m. 
we  were  abreaft  of  a  large  opening,  which 
feemed  to  run  far  inland,  and  appeared  to 
us  to  be  the  mouth  of  a  river.  The  land 
fhewed  here  in  four  ridges,  lying  behind 
each  other,  riling  gradually  higher,  in  pro- 
portion as  they  were  more  inland,  and  all 
of  them  being  wholly  covered  with  thick 
woods.  At  four  o'clock'  we  faw  a  building 
clofe  to  the  ihore,  which  looked  like  a  fort ; 
this  edifice,  together  with  fomc  habitations 
which  we  faw  adjacent  to  it,  I  then  thought 
copftitwted  the  old  city  of  Mataranfj  at  leaft 

the 
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the  observation  óf  the  Hoomjht^afdy  and  the 
diftance  we  had  fince  failed  along  the 
coaft,  indicated -as  much;  but  his  excel- 
lency, Governor  VAN  der  Parra,  told  me 
afterwards  that  that  city  lay  ferther  in- 
land. At  eight  o'clock  we  had  ibundings 
iii  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  fiithoms, 
llueifii  clay.  At  night,  havti^  little  or  no 
wind,  we  made  no  progreis,  but  floated 
about  without  any  determinate  diredion. 

At  daybreak  the  next  morning,  being  the 
yth  of  Oftoher,  wc  could  but  juft  fee  the 
land,  and  I  according  fteered  again  diredly 
for  it.  At  eight  o'clock,  we  diicovered  a 
very  low  coaft,  which  began  at  a  middling 
elevated  point,  where  the  high  land  termi- 
nated. 

This  low  land  was  entirely  covered  with 
trees,  among  which  wc  perceived  fevcral 
groves  of  cocoa-nut,  and  arcca  trees,  the 
fhore  was  bordered  by  a  white  beach» 
againft  which  the  fca  rolled  without  in- 
terruption. 

At  ten  o'clock,  wo  faw;  among  the  wpods, 

»vcry  high  tree,which  fpread  out  its-branches 

Terjr  far,  and  appeared «  at  a  diilance,  like  a 

beacon  ] 
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bctcoD ;  and  {torn  the  naftfaead  we  ^HberU* 
ed  fevenl  negrecs,  or  villt^cB. 

W«>  here  law  high  huid  st^o,  tkcngh 
the  lovr  land  continued  all  aloQg  before  it, 
till  three  o'clock,  r.M.  when  ire  agrö  £iw 
nothing  but  low  land  with  treea. 

We  &iled  along  the  ihore,  from  eight 
o^cbck,  A.M.  tiU  fanfet,  at  thedülaace  of 
aleagne,  over  the  depth  ofthm'tjr  or  fattf 
^thonos,  black  &ndjr  ground,  Ükc  £oe  go»* 
powder.  " 

The  land  which  we  beheld  in  the  mon^ 
ing  of  tbe  eighth  ef  Oidober,  fiiemd  ]üm 
a  double  range  of  broken  hflls»  of  a  nüd*  . 
dlii^  beigbt.  Shortlj  afterwards  we  iaw 
the  appearance  of  an  Hbod,  in  the  ».w.w* 
on  each  fide  of  which  there  was  a  de^ 
inlet,  with  high  motmtains  inland  j  we  con- 
ceived that  thefe  were  Maunce  and  Dtri  Je 
Pries  B^s.  We  Ucewife  &w  «  high  cap^ 
and  land  «.ir.  by  K.'whojs,  «t  three  o'dodCf 
».M.  bore  due  nmji  £-om  -us.  |u£t  beyond» 
and  eaft  of  this  cape,  lay  a  rock  above  ntal^fv 
vSg/OBi  vhoch  the  £ea  hn&ke; 
'  Heace  -^Sat  oaaft  ftietchcd,  as  &r  as  «r 
«Duld  ^  HE.  li^  K.  -sad  «tur.w.  Ibeiiig 
tolerably 
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tolerably  high  land»  covered  with  trees* 
We  iailed  along  it,  two  and  a  half  leagues 
from  Ac  ihore,  and  iaw  a  heavy  furf  break- 
ing upon  it.  Our  depth  of  water  was  fort/ 
and  finty-Hve  Ëuhoms. 

At  üu&t  we  Aeered  weft,  but  Ending  ths  . 
depth  decreaüng,  we  edged  gradnajfy  away 
ta.the  {buth,  as  far  as  5.5.W. 

At  daybreak,  the  following  moaning,  be-* 
ing  the  9th  of  OAober,  we  found  cnarfelves 
clofe  under  a  woody  ifland.  We  here  per-v^ 
eeifed  that  the  fouth  coaft  of  yavm,  inftead 
ef  being  laid  down,  in  the  Company's  chartt» 
with  requidte  accuracy,  is,  on  the  contfary, 
placed  very  crroneoufly  j  fbr,  with  the  courfê 
which  we  had  Aeered  at  night,  we  cwght, 
according  to  the  charts,  not  ooly  not  to  have 
approached  the  land,  but  to  have  bore  away 
from  it  more  and  more.  I  am  not  the  oaXjf 
one,  who  has  been  deceived  in  this  reipe3^ 
for  having  accidentally  on  board  a  joomai 
of  the  CoHipaay's  ihip  ZuiSevekaJ,  com- 
manded by  Captain  Haipman,  I  feuad  the 
lame  occiirFmcc  nt>t«d  d&wa  in  it,  at  tb« 
lame  place. 

It  i&  roUly  to  be  lamented»  thAt  &  power- 
Ail  a  body  m  the  Ëaft'Jbdia  Com{Mtiy,  ao^  ' 
whole 
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whoiê  profpcrity  fo  much  depends  upon  tna 
iafe  and  pro^rous  voyages  of  their  (hips,, 
ihould  trouble  themfelves  {o  little  with  the 
improvement  of  navigation  in  general,  and 
the  correélion  of  their  charts  in  particular. 
I  could  adduce  many  inflances  of  their  fault- 
tinefs,  both  with  refpetfl  to  the  Indies,  and 
to  the  coaft  of  Africa.  Other  nations  pur- 
fue  this  objeft  with  indefatigable  aHiduity^ 
efpecially  the  Englifh,  whofc  maps  are,  in 
general,  iii6nitely  preferable  to  our's. 

On  the  9th  and  loth  of  Oöober,  we  had 
very  little  profpefl  of  the  land,  by  rcafon 
of  the  continual  rain,  accompanied  by  vio- 
lent thunder  and  lightning,  which  we  ex- 
perienced thofe  days  ;  except  that  we  faw, 
at  inrervals,  the  blue  furamits  of  the  mouu- 
talns  breaking  through  the  clouds.  Here  wq 
caught  a  dorado,  which  afforded  us  as 
agreeable  refrelhment. 

On  the  following  days,  and  till  the  1 4th 
of  the  month,  we  had  continual  rains, 
moftly  with  dead  calms ;  or  elfe  the  little 
breezes  which  wc  had,  were  in  general 
wefterly. 

But  on  the  15th,  the  wind  blew  fo  hard 

from  the   weft,  that  we  could  not   even 

carry 
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cany  a  topf^l,  with  two  reeves ;  this  was 
accompanied  by  a  itrong  current,  fettiug  to 
the  eaft,  fo  that  we  continually  loft  ground. 
"We  therefore  determined  to  bear  away  to 
the  Ibuth,  in  order  to  get  into  the  eafterly 
tradewiiid  again,  and  to  run  down  lb  far  to 
the  weftward  .with  it,  that  we  could  make 
the  Straits  of  Sunda. 

On  the  2oth,  findiag  that  we  had  ad*  ' 
vaneed  far  enough  for  this  purpofe,  we  again 
.fteered  north  ;  on  the  22d,  in  the  morning» 
we  got-  fight  of  the  weft  point  of  yava ;  at 
tiine  o'clock,  p.m.  we  fucceeded  in  gaining 
the  pa&ge  between  Janja  and  Prince's  . 
Ifland,  and  at  ten  we  anchored  clofe  to  Nev» 
Ifland. 

On  the  evening  of  the  eniiiirig  day,  we 
reached  the  fecond,  and,  on  the  day  after* 
the  third  point  of  Java.  On  the  25th  we 
dropped  anchor,  at  night,  clofe  to  the  point 
-  of  BantatOy  whence  we  ..fet  fail  the  next  day 
at  noon ;  and  on  the  28th  of  October,  we 
anchored,  at  four  o'clock,  p.m.  in  the  road  of 
Batavia,  whence  feven  ftiips  bad  failed  the 
Ëune  morning  for  Holland^  being  the  firft 
divifioa  of  the  return-fleet.

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CHAPTER    IV. 

Departure  from  Batavia  for  Samarang. — Pajs 
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■  A  few  days  afterwards,  it  was  determined 
that  the  voyage  thither  fliould  be  made  by 
way  of  Macajfer^  in  order  to  fetch  Mr, 
Bernard  van  Pleuren,  the  fecond  of 
that  fcttlement»  who  was  eleöed  governor 
of  jimbiynay  and  to  carry  him  to  his  new 
appointment. 

The  fhip  being  made  ready  for  this 
voyage,  I  received  my  diipatches,  on  the 
aJ  of  December,  from  the  governor  gene- 
ral, with  orders,  to  fet  fail  the  next  day  for 
Samarang,  where  I  was  to  receive  direflions 
at  what  fadories  in  Java  I  was  to  touch,  in 
order  to  take  in  my  cargo. 

We  had  on  board,  fixty-five  European 
iailors,  twenty-five  lafcars,  fifty-one  foldiers 
for  the  fettlement  at  MacaJJer^  and  nine 
paflengers  ;  namely,  the  bookkeeper,  War-  , 
N£S,  his  wife  and  two  children,  ÏQxSamarang\ 

.  Eufign  BoUDON,  his  wife  and  fon,  'for  Ma- 
coffer  i  and  Enfign  Fetter,  with  Kramer, 
a  matrofs,  for  Amboyna. 
#  We  (ailed  on  the  3d  of  December,  at 
nine  o'clock,  a.m.  from  the  road  oiBata- 
^na.,  ileering  firil  for  the  ifland  Edam,  af- 
terwards for  the  point  of  Carawang,  and 

'  jl2ience,   in  eighteen  and  twenty  fethoms 
I  2  water^ 
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.  Watct;  in  order  to  pais  the  reef  of  Stièrj, 
at  a  tolerable  diftancc. 

Having  wt;atbered  the  reef  about  five 
o*clock,wc  fleered  towards  the  fhore,  in  ordttr 
to  get  into  more  flioaly  water ;  and  at  ten, 
y.M.  we  came  to  an  anchor,  in  ten  fethoms, 
as  I  did  not  judge  it  prirfcnt  to  attempt 
paHing,  during  the  night,  the  rock  which  lies 
three,  or  three  and  a  half,  leagues  from  the 
point  of  PamanoekaTtt  and  on  which  the 
Ca/iU  of  Weerden  was  wrecked. 

In  the  night,  and  on  the  following  ixf, 
it  blew  hard  from  w.n.w.  with  a  high  fea, 
by  which  the  fliip  ftrained  very  much,  as 
ihe  rode  at  anchor,  lb.  that  we  iaw  no  chance 
of  weighing  our  anchor ;  while,  in  the  mean 
time,  it  was  dangerous  to  lie  here.  If  the 
wind  veered  to  the  northward,  which  would 
alio  have  much  delayed  the  profecation  of 
our  voyage.  We  accordingly  determined 
upon  cutting  tht  cable,  which  we  did,  and 
fet  fail,  fleering,  about  ten  o'clock,  aj«. 
for  the  point  of  Indramaye^  and  afterwards 
along  the  reef  of  Ckeribon,  till  laving  paff- 
ed  it,  we  ileered  eafl,  during  the  night. 

On  the  following  day  we  difcerned  little 

of  the  land,  on  account  of  the  hazy  weather, 

exce|tt 
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except  Mount  Tsgai^  which  is  a  vdcano, 
but  of  which  we  faw  nothing,  as  it  was 
covered  with  thick  clouds,  from  its  liimmit, 
halfway  down. 

The  next  day,  tie  6th  of  December,  at 
daybreak,  we  got  fight  of  two  hills,  clofely 
refembling  each  other,  and  called  the  Two 
brother/ ;  and  a  little  more  to  the  eaftward 
the  hjU  of  Sam^rangf  which  is  fbmewhat 
}arger  and  h^ber ;  which  are  the  landmarks, 
by  which  the  chief  iettlement  of  this  go« 
vernment  is  dïftinguifhed.  We  anchored  in 
the  road  of  S^maroftgi  at  eight  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  and  I  went  on  ihore  the  next 
day,  to  deliver  the  Company's  papers  to  Mr. 
Robert  tan  sek  Bvrq,  the  governor,  and 
to  receive  further  orders. 

Refpecling  the  navigation  from  Batavia  ■ 
to  Santarangf  the  following  dire£tiom  may  be 
of  iervice. 

On  leaving  the  roed  of  Batavia,  fteer  for 
the  ifland  of  EJam  i  then  between  that  and 
the  ifland  l^yden,  or  elfe  between  Leydm 
and  Enkhuizen  j  and  afterwards  round  Point 
Carawang,  and  fo  far  from  the  Ihore,  to 
have  offing  enough  to  pais  the  ree^  which 
rui>s  out  from  Senary ;  the  lead  is  in  this 
Ï  3  refpeél 
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reipeft  the  beft  guide,  fince  you  muft  not 
fuffer  it  to  flioal  more  than  ten  fathoms,  till 
this  reef  be  pafled,  of  which  you  may  be 
certain,  in  the  daytime,  when  the  high 
trees  of  Sedary^  which  are  a  few  fingle 
trees,  ealily  to  be  diftingut(hed  on  account 
of  their  height,  bear  s.s.w.  and  iu  the  night, 
fteering  to  the  eaft,  in  twelve  fethoms  water, 
it  deepens  when  you  arc  paft  the  reef ;  upon 
which  fteer  more  foutherly,  keeping  how- 
ever your  depth,  into  the  bight  of  Pama^ 
noekatit  till  the  water  fhoaJs  to  ten  and  nine 
fathoms,  when  you  muft  fteer  again  more 
eaft,  in  ordet  not  to  approach  too  near  the 
ftiore  of  Java ;  you  may  be  fure  you  wi^ 
then  run  clear  of  the  rock,  upon  which  the 
Cajile  of  Woerden  was  loft,  although  there 
is  Hxteen  fathoms  water  clofe  to  it :  but  the 
fafeft  is  to  anchor  here,  during  the  night. 
Having  doubled  the  point  of  Pamanoekan, 
fteer  for  that  of  Jndraymaye^  in  teq,  eleven, 
twelve,  and  thirteen,  fathoms  water ;  upon 
approaching  the  laft,  be  fure  to  keep  in 
thofe  depths,  to  avoid  falling  upon  the  reef 
of  Ckeribofty  w^hich  having  pafled,  fteer  as 
much  to  the  ibuthward  of  eaft,  as  to  retain 
nineteen  or  twenty  fathoms  depth  j   or  in 

the 
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Ac  daytime,  keeping  within  light  of  the 
ihore,  till  you  begin  to  near  Pamalcmg^ 
when  you  muft  ftcer  {o  for  off  fliore  as  to 
double  the  rock  which  lies  n.e.  by  n.  from 
that  place:  you  will  then  come. in  fight  of 
the  hills  of  Taga/t  Samarang,  and  the  Two 
Brothers  ;  when  the  laft  bear  due  fbuth,  . 
fteer  for  the  Ihore,  and  afterwards  along  it, 
tilt  the  enfign's  Aaff  of  Samarang  bears 
S.S.E.  and  let  drop,  your  anchor,  in  five,  or 
four  and  a  half,  fathoms.  All  along  the 
north  coalï  of  Java,  the  bpttom  is  a  fbft 
clay. 

This  government,  which  is  one  of  the 
moft  lucrative  for  the  Company's  (ervants 
which  they  have,  was  twenty  years  ago  only 
a  commandery ;  but  it  was  changed  into  a 
government,  upon  the  confiderable  acqui- 
fition  of  territory  made  by  the  Company, 
along  the  feacoafV,  by  cei&on  to  them  by  the 
soESOEHDENAM,  at  the  couclufion  of  peace, 
during  the  government  of  Mr.  Harting, 
who  terminated  the  war  of  Java,  in  which 
the  empire  was  fpUt  into  two  parts,  one  re- 
maining under  the  soesoehoenam,  and  the 
other  becoming  fubjeft  to  the  prefcnt  reign» 
jng  fnltan,  Manko  Boeni. 

1 4  It 
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It  is  of  thfi  utmoft  importance  to  the 
Company  that  this  eflabliOiment  be  well 
governed,  on  account  of  the  immediate  re- 
lation which  it  has  to  the  two  abovemen- 
tioned  Javanefe  princes,  who  nounfli  the 
moil  implacable  enmity  towards  each  other. 
The  Company  would  not  wifli  to  fee  a  tcr- 
cnination  of  their  mutual  hatred,  for  as 
long  as  it  remains  in  force,  they  retain  the 
fecure  poiTefnon  of  their  acquiétions  along 
the  feacoaft  ;  and;  though  not  nominally, 
they  arc  always,  in  reality,  likewïTe  maf- 
ters  of  the  inner  parts ;  for,  upon  uniting 
with  either  of  thefe  two  princes,  they  can 
make  the  balance  lean  fb  much  againft  tho 
other,  that  they  are  both  conAraincd  to  re- 
main quiet. 

This  was,  in  faö,  their  objeft,  in  fo- 
menting the  diffcntioa  which  aroie  be- 
tween the  80E80EHOENAM  and  Mankq 
^ENi,  and  whence  the  war  of  j^ava  ha<i 
its  origin. 

The  laft-named,  a  prinpe  of  the  imperial 
family,  and  a  defcendant  of  the  former 
flOESOEHOENAM,  wanted  tq  have,  as  an 
appanage,  a  certain  territory,  the  province 
Mataram,  which  had  already  been  allotted 

to 
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to  the  hereditary  prince  Masseyc,  Ion  of 

the  SOBtOEHOENAM. 

This  Mabssyd  was  of  a  fhort  Aature, 
and  aa  excellent  difpofition;  he  gloried  in 
the  circumAance  that  he  had  never  killed 
an  European,  except  in  battle.  Manelo 
BoENi,  on  the  contrary,  and  his  fon  and 
heir  apparent,  more  than  once,  caufed  the 
captive  Europeans  to  be  pounded  in  their 
rice-blocks  ;  or  he  cut  olF  their  genitals,  and 
forced  them  into  their  mouths.  The  laft- 
znentiooed,  in  particular,  {hewed  himfelf  aa 
implacable  enemy  of  all  Europeans;  and 
being  of  a  moft  cruel  and  bloodthirily  tem- 
per, the  Company  will  probably  not  remain 
long  unmoleAed,  if  he  ever  come  into 
power,  provided  the  fear  of  the  soesoe- 
HpENAM  do  not  prevent  him  from  attack- 
ing them. 

As  Mataram  was  an  extenfive  and  wealthy 
diilrid,  which  the  Company  did  not  wifh 
to  fee  remain  under  the  power  of  the  soe- 
soehoenam,  they  clandeflinely  encouraged 
Manko  Boeni  to  require  it  at  the  hands  of 
the  SÓESOEHOEHAM.  The  Company  did  this, 
agreeably  to  their  adopted  iyftem,  of  weak- 
ening the  empire  as  much  as  po0ibl<  in 
ordfr 
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order  to  prcfcrve  their  pofleflions  in  yava 
with  greater  eafe ;  and  they  fecretly  pro- 
mifed  Manko  Boeni  to  maintain  hinn  in 
iüs  pretenfions. 

Immediately  hereupon  he  left  the  court, 
and  retired  to  his  domains,  where  he  di- 
rcdly  rofe  in  arms  againft  the  emperor,  and 
began  a  civil  war. 

The  Company,  in  order  to  fave  appear- 
ances, and  to  render  their  condufl  more  de- 
fcnfiblc,  than  if  they  had  openly  eipoufed 
the  part  of  Manko  Boeni,  offered  thcm- 
felves  as  mediators  between  thefe  two 
princes,  forefeeing  that  the  soesoehoenam, 
who  relied  upon  the  fuperiority  of  his  power, 
far  from  being  conceding,  or  placable,  would 
rejeél  all  overtures  of  peace,  and  profccuting 
the  war  with  vigour,  would  endeavour  en-? 
tirely  to  fubdue  his  opponent. 

Exaftly  as  they  forefaw,  the  emperor  re- 
jeöed  all  offers  of  conciliation,  and  entered 
eagerly  into  a  war  which  was  to  end  in  his 
dircomfiture  and  difgrace. 

There  was  now  the  moft  urgent  necefllty 

for  the  Company  to  efpoiife,  in  earneft,  the 

quarrel  of  Manko  Boeni,  partly  in  order 

to  perfcverc  in  their  propofpd  (yftem,  and 

partly 
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■partly  to  ,  fccure  themfèlves  from  the  ill 
-will  which  would  infallibly,  and  not  un* 
reafbnably,  be  entertained  againft  them  by 
the  soESOEHOENAM,  as  he  ibon  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  manoeuvres  they  had  put 
in  praflice,  to  kindle  thofe  flames  of  difcord. 
And  if  Manko  Boeni  were  fubdued,  the 
power  of  the  soesoehoekam  would  there- 
by be  (6  much  augmented,  that  the  Com- 
pany would,  in  all  probability,  have  flood  ia 
need  of  the  exertion  of  all  their  power,  to 
fland  againil  his  attack. 

Fortune  favoured  their  arms  j  and  though 
incalculable  fums  were  expended  in  the  con- 
teft,  they  attained  their  obje^ — the  divilioD 
and  reparation  of  the  empire. 

Aconfiderable  part  of  the  provinces  of  tSè 
empire  of  Java^  among  which  Mataram 
was  one  of  the  principal,  was  given  to 
Manko  Boeni,  under  the  title  of  Sultan  % 
the  whole  of  the  northeafl  coafl  of  the  iiland 
was  ceded  to  the  Company,  upon  condition 
of  their  paying  a  yearly  acknowledgement 
of  twenty  thoufand  rixdollars  *  to  the 
soESOEHoKNAM*  who  retained  poiTeffion  of 
the  remainder  under  his  former  title.

The 
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■Hie  jiariffliflion  of  Ais  government  was 
further  extended  by  the  conqucft  of  the  land 
or  Balambouang,  fituated  at  the  moA  eaftern 
extremity  of  yava. 

This  province,  the  produfliotw  of  which 
can  never  yield  the  Company  a  fufficicntcom- 
penfiition  for  the  blood  and  trcafurcs  which 
it  eofts,  would  doubtlefs  have  never  become 
an  obje£i  of  their  ambition,  if  the  cupidity 
of  one  of  their  fervants  had  not  excited  in 
them  the  deiïre.of  poffeÜïng  it.  Setting  no 
limits  to  his  luil  of  wealth,  he  rather,  as 
ordinary  m«thod«  could  not  furfcit  his  ra- 
pacity, put  the  intereft  of  his  employers  to 
the  hazard,  than  to  fufïêr  bis  bouQd]?fs  thirft 
of  gold  to  remain  unfatisficd. 

The  plaufible  pretext  by  wl^eh  the  go- 
vernment in  India,  and  ^terwards  the  di-t- 
reélion  in  Holland,  were  itiiliga^ed  to  dif- 
tnrb  the  tranquillity  of  this  cpuntry,  which 
they  had,  far  fo  many  years,  looked  upon 
,  with  fo  much  iodiflference,  was  th?  repre- 
leatation,  that  there  wa«  rc^ibi)  to  fe^r  that 
the  English  wftnt«<)  to  take  poirejlioq  of  it  \ 
nay,  that  an  expeditfofi  fpr  that  purpole  wasi 
already  fèt  on  loot,  and  was  expe^ed,  or 

h^4 
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had  arrived,  «t  the  Strftits  of  BaK;  that  they 
had  probably  ah-eady  landed,  and  would  in 
«önfequencfe  eftablifli  themfelves  in  time,  on 
the  ifland.  There  was  fome  truth  in  this  re- 
port, bat  the  Company  would,  in  all  likeli- 
hood» never  have  begun  that  ruinous  war, 
had  it  not  been  for  thefc  jntercftcd  inftiga- 
tions ;  far  their  conapeiitors  would  not  have 
found  it  an  eafy  matter  to  eftablifh  their 
trade  here,  notwithilanding  this  was  (o  much 
iulifted  on  a.t  Samarang, 

In  this  manner  was  this  empire,  formerly 
fe  redoubtable,  fplit  into  three  parts ;  and  it 
has  thereby,  not  only  become  a  lefs  dan- 
gerous neighbour  to  the  Company,  but  is 
likewife  entirely  under  their  controul,  by 
means  of  their  holding  the  balance  be- 
tween the  two  abovementioned  potentates. 
Even  the  prince  who  has  the  greatefl  right 
to  the  throne  is  not  appointed  heir  to  the 
crown,  without  the  confent  of  the  Com- 
pany ;  and  the  nomination  of  the  prime 
minifters  of  both  the  princes  is  likewile 
made  by  the  Company. 

The  capital  city  of  the  soesoehoemam 
is  Soerf  Car/a,  comm^only  called  yo/ff»  and 
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is  {ituated  about  two  days*  journey  inl^d, 
^buthcaft  from  Saramang. 

That, of  the  fultan  has  the  name  of 
lyyokje  Carta^  and  lies  five  days'  journey 
fouthweft  from  Samarang»  at  the  fouth  fide 
of  Java,  in  the  province  of  Mataram  *. 

To  the  government  of  yava's  Northeafi 
Cmfit  the  feat  of  which  is  at  Samarang,  belong 
all  the  factories,  commonly  called  refidencies, 
which  the  Company  poflcfs  from  Oelopom- 
fang^  as  far  as  the  province  of  Ckerièm^ 
which  lad,  in  the  fame  manner  as  Bantam^ 
is  under  the  immediate  adminïftration  of  the 
government  at  Batavia. 

The  feacoaft,  thus  ceded  to  the  Company» 
and  belonging  to  the  government  of  Sama~ 
rang,  extends  from  Oelopampang  to  tagaï^ 
full  one  hundred  German  miles  in  length : 
the  breadth  inland  is  various,  running  farther

"  jeAing  from  the  high  land.  It  is  placed  by  the  Dutch  maps

"  We  fleered  to  the  wcAward,  along  the  caaft  of  Java, 
"  and  on  the  loth,  at  noon>  we  anchored  off  Paffiarviang,  in 
**  twobthoms,  diftant  from  the  Ihore  half  a  league;  theen,- 
**  trance  of  the  river  bvaring  s.w.  The  coaft  hereabouts  k  fo 
*<  flioal,  that  large  fhips  are  obliged  to  anchor  thrèe  or  four 
"  miles  from  the  land.  As  foon  as  we  were  at  anchor,  I  got 
"  in  my  boat,  and  went  on  fbore.  The  banks  of  the  river, 
"  near  the  entrance,  were  mud,  on  which  grew  a  Jew  man- 
*'  grave-bulhes.  Among  them,  we  few  hogs  running,  and 
**  many  were  lying  dead  in  the  mud,  which  caufed  a  moft 
"  intc^erable  ftench,  and  made  me  heartily  repent  having 
*'  come  here  ;  but  proceeding  about  a  mile  up  the  river,  tlie 
"  the  courfe  of  which  was  ferpentine,  we  found  a  very 
**  plealant  country,  and  landed  at  a  fmall  and  well-coii- 
*'  flniAed  fort.  The  houfes  at  Paffntnaang  are  neatly  built, 
*'  and  the  country  appears  to  be  well  cultivated.  The  pro- 
*'  duce  of  this  (ettlement  is  rice,  of  which  they  export  large. 
*•  quantUies.    There  are  but  few  Dutch  here;  the  Jivacefe 
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Oehpampang  is  the  firft,  begianïng  from 

the  eaft.     This  fettlemenc  was  ouly  efta-

*'  are  nuOwnmii  and  their  chief  Cm  with  confidenUe  fplen- 
«  dour.  The/  have  good  roads,  and  pofb  are  cfbbllflied 
"  along  the  coaA ;  and  it  appears  to  be  a  buTy  and  wdl-regu« 
*■  Uted  fettknicnt.    Latitude  7"  jfr  foutb. 

"  The  next  day,  about  aoon,  we  lailed  {  and  on  the 
**  13th  in  the  evening,  anchored  in  S§iarnbajfTaaAt  in  fevea 
"  fithons :  the  flagthiff  bearing  s  jW.  dilbnce  from  the  fiiore 
*'  one  mile.  Wc  found  riding  here  leven  fquare-rigged,  and 
**  feveial  fmaller  vefTels.  Srmraiaja  ii  one  of  the  nrnfi  pkabnt 
**  places  I  ever  fkw.  It  is  fituated  on  the  banlts  of  a  fiver, 
**  and  i(  a  mile  and  a  half  diHani  from  the  fea-fliore,  fo-that 
**  only  the  fl)^;flalF  can  be  feen  from'the  road.  The  river  is 
"  navigable  up  to  the  town  for  vcfleii  of  leo  tons  burthen, 
**  and  the  banit  on  one  lïde  'n  made  convenient  for  tracking. 
'*  The  Chinefê  carry  on  a  confiderable  trade  here,  and  have 
*'  a  town  on  the  fide  of  ttie  riv6r  oppoCte  to  5Mr«^«r«.  The

•■  hours.    Latitude  of  Griffu  j"  Kf'  fouth. 

"  ThenavigationthRHightheStrdttofAflbArabfointricate, 
"  that  with  the  little  opportunity  I  had,  I  am  unable  to  un- 
'*'  dertake  a  defcription  of  it.  The  next  day,  September  the 
**  itih,  having  pafled  the  fliaits,  we  bore  away  to  the  wefl- 
*'  ward,  along  the  coall  of  Java.  We  had  regular  foundings 
"  all  the  way  to  Samarmg,  off  which  ptacc  we  anchored  on 
**  tbexsd,  in  the  afternoon  ;  the  chttrch  bearing  i.e. diOancfiv 
**  from  ibe  fhoK  half  a  league,  depth  of  water  two  fathoms. 
«  Thi 
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Mi(hed  after  th©  war  of  BalamBouang,  andis 
under  the  diredion  of  a  junior  merchant. 
It  is  cxpefted  that.it  will  yield  a  confider- 
able  quantity  of  rice,  but  it  has  not  hitherto 
been  able  to  furnifh  any. 

Sourab^a  is  the  next ;  the  thief  of  which 
has,  at  prefent,  the  rank  of  fenior  merchant, 
and  the  title  of  commander  of  the  eaftern 
diftrict.     It  moftly  yields  rice. 

Upon  this  follows  Grijfee,  where  the  re- 
fident  has  the  rank  of  merchant,  and  the 
chief  produce  of  which  is  alfo  rice. 

Samanap,  fituate  on  the  ifland  oi'Madura, 
is  the  refidence  of  a  junior  merchant.  It 
yields  no  article  óf  trade  that  I  know  of,

the  iflaud  in  whidi  it  lies. 

Hièn  follows  Remóangf  where  fwoierly  a 
junior  merchant  was  ftationed,  but  the  chief 
'has  now  the  rank  of  merchant.  It  yields 
^t  and  tind>cr,  and  is  the  place  where  the 
£nall  veflèk  of  the  Company  are  built  *. 

At  a  little  diAance  from  Rembang  lies 
yoanay  which  is  under  the  contxoul  of  a 
junior  merchant.  It  yields  rice  and  timber, 
likewife  a  little  indigo  and  cotton-yarn. 

Then  comes  yapara,  where  the  refident 
has  the  rank  of  merchant.  Its  produAions 
are  the^me  as  tho&  o£  yaaaa. 

The  next  is  Samarattg,  the  refidcnce  of' 
the  governor  of  yava,  for  the  Company. 
The  chief  produce  of  its  diftriCl  is  rice  and 
cottos-yarn. 

Farther  on  is  Facalongay  governed  by  a 
junior  merchant,  and  yielding  fugar  and 
rice. 

And,  laftly,  the  mofl  to  the  weAward, 
Tagal,  where  a  merchant  is  the  refident, 
which  produces  rice. 

Befides  the  refidents  at  thefè  places  along

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the  cosi^,  thofe  at  the  courts  of  the  soesoe- 
HOENAM,  and  the  fiiltan,  are  alfb  fubordi- 
nate  to  this  governmcnt.  There  are  two 
at  each,  the  firft  having  rank  offenior  mer- 
chant, ai>d  the  fecond  that  of  merchant ; 
with  the  difFerence,  however,  that  at  Soera 
Carta  the  firft  is  a  captain  in  the  military, 
while  at  D'Joije  Carta,  they  are  both  be- 
longing to  the  coT^%o{  pennijis. 

The  Company  maiutian  a  body  of  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  in  the  fervice  of 
each  <^  theiè  princes,  nominally  as  a  body- 
guard in  honour  of  them ;  but  this  number 
was  not  complete  when  I  was  at  Samarang, 
there  being  a  great  want  of  men  in  this 
government  *. 

Both 

•  The  whole  eftabliOinient  of  the  Company,  in  the  go»em-; 
ment  of  Java's  Iftrtbiaft  Ceafi,  confined,  in  1776  1777,  of 
X34perfom  in  civil,  and  i)  in  ecclefiafticnl,  emplojmenu ; 
3S  fui^«onsand  affiftants,  109  belonging  to  the  artillery,  a63 
fêamen  and  mariiiej  employed  on  fliorei  itjjó  foldien,  and 
30  mechanics ;  in  all  «104$  Europeans.  The  governor  ha>  x 
very  lucrative  office;  it  is  eÜimated  to  yield  from  80  to  100,000 
rijcdollais,  or  nearly  ao,OOo/.  flerling  annually.  He  is,  there*- 
fore,  generally  fuperfeded  in  two  or  three  yean*  and  mufl,  in 
his  turn,  make  room  for  a  more  unfledged  fucceObft  that  each 
may  have  his  due  {hare  of  the  good  things  of  the  land.  The 
greateft  part  of  this  immenfe  revenue  accrues  from  (he  trade  < 
which  the  governor  is  en^^led  to  cuiy  on»    His  ofienfible 
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Both  thcfc  Javanefc  princes  have  a  ftunl* 
bcr  of  children,  by  means  of  the  many  coii" 
cubines  they  take,  (6  that  the  portion  of 

emoluments,  belldcs  his  falary,  confifl  in  Vb  °f  >">  allowance  of 
fire  per  cent,  wbich  is  granted  to  the  Company'i  fervants ;  the 
left  being  diflributed  in  various  propoitioiis  to  the  inferior 
officers,  on  all  the  import  and  export  duties,  and  other  teiri- 
torial  fources  of  revenue  of  the  Company,  and  in  a  yearljr 
contribution  levied  from  the  ftrand-regentti  as  they  are  call- 
ed, or  native  magiftnies  of  the  fevenl  diftriAt,  amounting  tO- 
gether  to  I171]  Spanllh  dollars.  Befidcs  the  articles  men- 
tioned by  our  author,  a  large  quantity  of  lentils,  called  here 
eaJJoHg,  which  are  much  ufed  for  the  confumption  of  the 
common  people,  withfome  cardemoa  {theamuittimcemfaiSKM)^ 
ginger  (amomum  xianiier),  and  turmeric,  are  exported  ftom 
this  colony.  They  are  moflly  employed  in  the  country- trade. 
Part,  however,  of  its  produce  comes  to  Europe.  In  17^8, 
the  following  good»,  brought  from  Java\  }iwtbeafi  Coafi,  were 
fold  in  Holland,  viz. 

30,ooo/j.  of  indigo,  at  ƒ.6  (11/.  fterling)  per  Zï.  which 
flood  the  Company  in/.l  10  (2^.  <)d). 

50,000^.  of  turmeric. 
a.nd  65,000/^.  of  cotton-yarn. 

On  the  other  tufld,  this  colony  takes  a  large  quantity  of 
opium  (to  the  amount  of ƒ.1, 500,000,  or  about  136,000/. 
fhrling,  annually),  111k  clothes,  India  piccegoods,  and  Euro- 
pean  manufóctures,  on  all  which  large  profits  accrue  both  to 
the  Company  and  to  their  fervanti.  The  llatcments  of  Go- 
vernor Mossel,  make  the  yearly  receipts  of  the  Company 
here  amount  to ƒ.400,000,  and  the  charges  to  ƒ.380,000;  but, 
'n  1779,  the  former  were  ƒ.4.J6,874,  and  the  latter  only 
/'.28i,873,  fliewing  a  favourable  balance  of  ƒIS5,00I.  or 
about  14,000/.  flerling,  which  makes  a  handfome  appearance, 
if  we  cotifidcr  the  heavy  eflablifliment.     T.

A  HE  moft  favourite  divcrfions  of  the 
Javanefe  emperors,  are  combats  between 
wild  beafts. 

When  a  tiger  and  a  buffalo  are  to  fight 

together   for  the  amufement  of  the  court» 

they   arc  both  brought    upon  the  field  of 

combat  in  large  cages.    The  field  is  fur- 

* rounded 
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rounded  by  a  body  of  Javanefe,  four  deep, 
with  levelled  pikes,  in  order  that  if  the 
creatures  endeavour  to  break  through,  they 
may  be  killed  immediately ;  this,  however, 
is  not  fo  eafily  cfFeöed,  but  maity  of  thefe 
poor  wretches  are  torn  in  pieces,  or  dread- 
fuDy  wounded,  by  the  enraged  animals. 

When  every  thhig  is  in  readinefs,  the 
jCage  of  the  buffalo  is  firft  (^ened  at  the  top, 
and  bis  back  is  rubbed  with  certain  leaves, 
jffhich  have  the  fingular  quality  of  occafion- 
ing  an  intolerable  degree  of  pain,  and  which, 
from  the  ufe  they  are  applied  to,  have  been 
called  buffalo-leaves*  by  our  people.  The 
door  of  the  cage  is  then  opei>ed,  and  the 
animal  leaps  out,  raging  with  pain,  and 
roaring  moft  dreadfully. 

The  cage  of  the  tiger  is  then  likcwife 
<^ened,  and  fire  is  thrown  into  it,  to  make 
the  beaft  quit  it,  which  he  does  generally 
running  backwards  out  of  it. 

•  By  the  Javanefe  they  are  called  iamaJu.  They  (Hoj 
like  nettles,  but  much  more  violently,  and  even  To  as  to  caufe 
an  infiatnmaiion  in  the  (kin.  On  every  vrin  they  have  fliarp< 
pointed  prickles,  which  arc  traofparent,  and  eantaia  a  fluid 
that  occafioat  the  irritation.  Dr.  TbunB£kg  fays,  it  is  a 
fpecies  of  nettle,  before  unknown,  to  which  he  jave  the  name 
of  Brtitajlimulani,     T, 
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As  Toon  as  the  tiger  perceives  the  bufïalo^ 
he  iprings  upon  faim ;  his  huge  opponent 
Aands  expecting  him»  with  his  horns  upon 
the  ground,  to  catch  him  upon  them,  and 
throw  him  in  the  air  :  if  the  buffalo  fuccced 
in  this,  and  the  tiger  recovers  from  bis  iail, 
he  generally  lofes  every  wilh  of  renewing 
the  cotpbat :  and  if  the  tiger  avoid  this  Brfl 
attempt  of  the  buffalo,  he  fprings  upon  him, 
and  feizing  him  in  the  neck,  or  other  parts, 
tears  his  flefii  from  his  bones  :  in  mofl  cafes, 
however,  the  buffalo  has  the  better. 

The  Javanefe  who  mufl  perform  the 
dangerous  office  of  making  thefe  animals 
quit  their  cages,  may  not,  when  they  have 
done,  notwithflandiug  they  are  in  great 
danger  of  being  torn  in  pieces  by  the  en- 
raged beafls,  leave  the  open  fiiace,  before 
they  have  faluted  the  emperor  feveral  times, 
and  his  majefly  has  given  them  a  fignal  to 
depart ;  they  then  retire  flowly,  for  they 
are  not  permitted  to  walk  fafi,  to  the  circle, 
and  mix  with  the  other  Javanefe, 

The  emperors  fometimes  make  criminals 

condemned  to  death  fight  with  tigers.     In 

futh  cafes,  the  man   is  rubbed  with  Sorri, 

or  turmeric,  and  has  a  yellow  piece  of  cloth 

■•  put 
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put  round  him»  a  kris  is  then  given  to  him, 
and  he  is  conduéled  to  the  field  of  combat. 

The  tiger,  who  has,  for  a  long  time,  been 
kept  failing,  falls  upon  the  man  with  the 
greateft  fury,  and  generally  ftrikes  him  down 
at  once,  with  his  paw,  but  if  he  be  fortunate 
enough  to  avoid  this,  and  to  wound  the 
animal,  fo  that  it  quits  him,  the  emperor 
then  commands  him  to  attack  the  tiger ; 
and  the  man  is  then  generally  the  vi6tim  i 
and  even  if  he  ultimately  fuccccd  in  killing 
bis  ferocious  aotagoniil,  he  muil  lüfier  death, 
by  the  command"  of  the  emperor. 

An  officer  in  our  Company's  fervice,  who 
had  long  been  Rationed  at  the  courts  of  the 
Javaneie  emperors,  related  to  me,  that  he 
was  once  witneis  to  a  moft  extraordinary 
occurrence  of  this  kind,  namely,  that  a 
Javanefe  who  had  been  condemned  to  be 
torn  in  pieces  by  tigers,  and,  for  that 
purpofe,  had  been  thrown  down,  from  the 
top,  into  a  large  cage,  in  which  feveral 
tigers  were  confined,  fortunately  fell  cxaflly 
upon  the  largeft  and  fierceft  of  them,  acroft 
whofe  back  he  fat  aftride,  without  the  animal 
doing  him  any  harm,  and  even,  on  the  con- 
trary* 
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trary*  appearing  intimidated ;  while  the 
others  alio,  awed  by  the  nnufoal  pofhire  and 
appearance  which  he  made,  dai-ed  not  at- 
tempt to  deftroy  him  ;  he  could  not,  how* 
ever,  avoid  the  punifliment  of  death,  to 
which  he  had  been  condemned,  for  the  em- 
pcTor  commanded  him  to  be  fhoC  dead  in  the 
cage. 

According  to  tlie  ftipuhtions  of  the  lafl 
treaty,  the  Company  determine  which  of  the  ' 
fens  of  either  emperor  fhall  fucceed  his 
father,  who  is  then  nominated  heir  to  the 
crown ;  they  equally  appoint  the  pangorang^ 
or  prince,  who  has  the  admin  iftration  of 
the  empire,  iüid  is  firft  waring  or  prime 
minifter. 

Tbc  Company's  pofleffions  along  the 
caaSt,  are  alio  divided  into  regencies.  A 
Javanefe,  of  fomewhat  more  than  common 
birth,  is  appointed  regent  in  each,  by  the 
Company,  under  the  denomination  of  tom- 
magongt  to  whom  the  determination  of  dif- 
putes  of  fmall  moment,  among  his  fubordi- 
nate  Javanefe,  is  left ;  they  may  even  in- 
flifl:  corporal  puni/bment,  but  not  death ; 
crimes  which  require  the  laft  being  only 
adjudicable 
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adjudicable  by  the  nativa  coancU  at  Sama-m 
rang. 

Tbcj  muft  likewifc  take  care  that  the 
Javanefc  inhabitants  deliver  the  produce  of 
their  laud  to  the  Company,  or  rather  to 
tbemfblves,  in  order  to  convey  it  afterwards 
to  the  feveral  refidencies,  or  fa£b3ries. 

A  certain  contingent,  or  aflelTment,  of 
produce,  is  laid  upon  each  of  thele  regents, 
which  they  muft  be  attentive  to  furnifli 
punAually,  or  they  run  a  rllk  of  being  dif^ 
miffed. 

The  Company  pay  a  fixed  price  for  cTcry 
article.  That  of  the  rice  is  ten  rixdollars, 
or  twenty-four  gilders,  for  every  coyang  of 
3,400  pounds  weight  * ;  but  when  the  har- 
Teft  fails,  they  fometimes  pay  five  rixdollara 
fiiore  i  or  when  the  wants  are  very  large,  as 
in  the  year  1773»  when  the  fcarcity  of  this 
grain  at  Batavia,  occasioned  by  a  certaia 
occurrence  relpeftiug  the  firft  adminiftrator 
in  the  grain- magazine,  was  very  great ;  or 
when  feveral  iuccccding  harvcfls  have  iailed, 
orders  are  then  given  to  the  refidents  to 
buy  the  rice  immediately  from  the  oativeSy

and 
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and  the  ccy^ng  then  ftands  them  in  6fty 
rbtdoUars. 

Samarat^  alone  has  a  depatti,  who  is 
higher  in  rank  than  the  tommagangSy  and  a 
prince  of  the  blood»  or  pangorang.  He  has 
however,  no  jurifd^dlion  over  the  other  re- 
gents, than  alone  over  thofe  who  are  withia 
the  diftriél  of  Samarmg  itfelf.  He  is  like- 
wife  the  chief  of  the  native  council. 

1  was  once  in  company  with  this  prince, 
at  the  houfe  of  the  governor  of  Samarang, 
who  gave  an  entertainment  that  evening, 
on  the  occafion  of  the  birthday  of  his  little 
■  boy.  The  depatti  was  placed  next  to  tha 
governor,  at  his  right  hand ;  he  appeared  to 
me  to  be  a  man  of  full  fifty  years  9f  age, 
rather  above  the  ufual  ftature,  thin,  and  of  a 
brown  complexion  ;  he  had  little  beard,  ^ 
grave  deportment,  and  was  very  fcdate  in 
convcrfation,  without,  however,  any  affec-- 
tation. 

He  was  drefled  in  a  fhort  brown  coat^ 
with  filver  buttons,  and  filvcr-edged  button- 
holes ;  the  fleeves  let  tight  to  the  arms,  be- 
low the  elbow,  as  &r  as  the  wrlds.  Under 
this  he  wore  a  chmtzfaron,  which  reached  to 
the  ground.  On  his  ïttt  he  had  large  üippers, 
Iquare- 
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iquarë-toed,  and  turned  up.     His  cap»  or 

headband,  was  made  of  white  linen,  which 
having  been  much  beat,  and  prepared  with 
ilarch  made  of  rice,  was  as  tranlparent  as 
gauze.  He  was  addreilêd  by  the  governor 
by  the  title  of  towang  depatti^  and  treated 
with  great  refpeft.  His  dalm^  or  dwelling, 
ftandfi  on  the  Pafcibaan^  near  the  houfc  of  the 
governor,  whom  he  is  likewife  obliged  to  ac- 
company, when  he  goes  to  reHde  at  Boeyangy 
about  half  a .  league  farther,  where  he  has 
alfo  a  manfion  clofe  to  that  of  the  governor. 

On  the  occafion  of  this  feftivel,  two  of 
the  elders  of  the  church  at  Samarang^  the 
fifcal,  and  the  lieutenant  of  the  artillery, 
danced  a  reel,  for  the  diverfion  of  the  com- 
pany. 

I  only  notice  this  circumftance  to  fliew 
that,  in  thefe  parts,  no  fuch  rigid  difcipline 
prevails,  with  refpeéi:  to  the  conduél  of  el- 
ders of  the  church,  and  no  luch  fcandal  is 
occaHoned  by  their  dancing  in  public,  as  at 
Gromngen  *,  although  the  parfon  was  himfelf 
one  of  the  ipeöators,  and  highly  applauded 

*  Mr.  Stavdkikvs  here  alludes  to  the  auftere  and  puri- 
tanical fpirit  which  prevails  among  the  calvinifts  in  the 
Unitnl  Provinces,  aad  proverbially  fo  at  Groninge»,  the  chief 
tovn  of  the  remotcft  of  the  feven.    T. 
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tÈe  agility  of  their  dancers,  £^ing  with  Solo* 
uoN,  that  there  was  **  a  time  to  weep,  and 
**  a  time  to  laugh  ;  a  time  to  mourn,  and  a 
**  time  to  dance." 

The  town  of  S^narang  lies  on  the  eaft 
£de  of  the  river  of  the  fame  name,  which 
takes  its  rife  about  three  Dutch  miles  inland, 
and  ^Us  into  the  &a,  about  two  hundred 
roods  below  the  place ;  at  its  nioyth,  it  i$ 
not  more  than  three  hundred  and  thirty,  or 
ibrty,  feet  broad.  A  bridge  is  thrown  over 
■it,  leading  from  the  town  to  the  uiual  refi- 
dence  of  the  governor,  which  is  called  the 
Vryberd  (freedom"),  and  is  a  large  and  hand- 
forae  building.  The  Chinefe  and  Javanefe 
campons,  or  fuburbs,  are  onthe  fame  fide  of 
the  river. 

This  river,  like  all  others  in  Java,  has  a 
bank  l^lng  before  iis  mouth,  which  is,  in 
fome  places,  compoled  of  foft  mud,  and  in 
others,  of  hard  fand.  At  low  water  there  is 
■fcarcely  more  than  one  foot  water  upon  it. 

Here,  as  well  as  all  along  the  coaft  of 
yava^  the  tide  riies  but  once  in  four-and- 
tweiity  hours.  In  the  bad  mooiooTi  {kwaade 
moujfan)^  or  when  the  weft  winds  blow,  it 
is  high-water  in  the  day-lime,  and  low- 
water 
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watex  at  night,  and  during  the  good,  or  eaft, 
monlbon,  the  contrary  takes  place.  When 
it  is  low-water  without  the  banks,  the  rivers 
are  at  the  hïgheft  ;  and  the  moon  fecms 
to  have  no  influence  at '  all  here  upon  the 
tides. 

The  fortifications  of  Samarang  are  in  the 
fame  {late  as  all  thoie  of  the  Company 
which  I  had  opportunities  of  feeing,  to  wit» 
moft  deplorably  bad.  The  walls  which  iur- 
rouad  it,  and  connect  the  projections,  which 
can  fcarcely  be  called  angles,  are  low  and 
ruinous. 

The  moil  remarkable  obje£i  which  I  faw 
at  this  place,  was  a  temple  of  the  Chinefe, 
which  is  a  middling-large  building,  with 
two  courts  before  it  j  it  is  decorated  within 
with  the  gigantic  images  of  their  gods,which 
are  ftroagly  gilt,  and  make  a  fpiendid  ap- 
pearance. 

Samarang  has  a  fmall,  but  neat,  church ; 
near  it  is  an  elegant  tomb  of  Mr.  Tout- 
XEMOND,  formerly  head  adminiArator  and 
&cond  in  command  here. 

The  w^rehoufes  and  workfliops  ftand  in 

a  row,  all  under  one  roof,  projeding.  out» 

and  covering  a  piazza  before  them,  full 

three 
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three  hundred  feet  in  length.  They  are 
to  the  fouthweft  of  the  town,  by  the  river- 
fide. 

The  guardhoufe,  which  has  been  lately 
crciSed,  has,  befides  the  place  for  the  pri- 
vates, two  large  apartments  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  officers,  whoare  upon 
duty. 

The  govern  ment-houfe,  which  was  for- 
merly the  refidence  of  the  governor,  and 
where  the  feveral  offices  are  aöually  held, 
is  near  the  river,  and  faces  it.  There  are 
three  campons,  or  fuburbs,  the  Chinefe,  the 
Javanele,  and  the  Bouginefe,  of  which  the 
two  firft  arc  to  the  weftward,  and  the  laft  to 
the  eaftward,  of  the  river. 

When  the  garrilbn  of  Samarang  is  com- 
plete, it  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
men,  befides  an  Independent  company  of 
dragoons,  which  are  under  the  command  of 
a  captain  lieutenant ;  all  the  other  military 
of  the  place  are  fubjeö  to  the  orders  of  the 
captain  commandant  of  Samarang. 

On  the  i6th  of  December,  after  having 

taken    on    board    one    hundred    coyangs  of 

rice,    for    account   of  the    Company,    and 

fifty  for  mylelf,  1  received  my  difpatches 

from 
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jTrom  Mr.  van  der  Bukg,  vAth  jorders  to 
iail ,  for  Japara.  Going  'on  boaL'd  in  the 
evening,  I  immediately  weighed  anchor* 
and  fet  iail  with  a  flack  land  wind,  fleering 
pfFfliorc,  in  order,  not  to  be  embayed  in  the 
bight  of  Japara,  by  the  wefterly  wind  ;  and 
that,  if  it  veered  to  the  n.w.  fo  as  to  ren- 
der it  dangerous  to  touch  at  Japara,  I 
might  have  offing  enough  to  ftretch  out  to 
fca,  withoutlide  of  the  ïfland  Martdelique^ 

The  next  morning  we  could  not  difcern 
the  land,  by  reafon  of  the  hazineft  of  the 
weather  ;  but  at  noon  we  got  fight  of 
Vijfchersy  or  Fijher's^  Ifland,  bearing  s.e. 
three  and  a  half  leagues  off.  This  is  a 
imall  and  low  ifland,  about  two  leagues  and 
a  half  s.w.  from  Japara^  and  particularly 
diftinguifliable  by  two  or  three  high  trees, 
which  grow  upon  it. 

The  wind  blowing  raoftly  from  the  n.e. 
during  this  day,  we  could  not  reach  Japargy 
though  we  already  perceived  the  flag  flying- 
at  that  fettlement.  At  nine  o'clock,  p.m. 
we  came  to  an  anchor,  in  eighteen  fathoms 
water,  to  avoid  being  mifled,  dufiing  the 
oight,  by  the  currents. 

vol.  n.  I,  Oa 
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On  the  1 8th,  at  three  o'clock,  a.m.  wfe 
again  got  under  weigh,  and  at  üinrlfé  we 
were  ftill  about  three  leagues  diftant  from 
the  road  of  Japara.  At  ten  o'clock  we 
caft  anchor,  clofe  to  the  eaft  fide  of  th» 
ifland  De  Nis  ;  though  in  the  good,  or  call, 
monfbon,  the  anchoriilg-place  is  fomewhat 
more  to  the  eaftward,  and  clofe  to  the  op* 
^  pofite  fliorc. 

One  may  paft  both  to  the  north  and  to 
the  ibuth  of  this  ifland,  but  the  pafTage  to 
the  fouth  is  more  dangerous,  ou  account  of 
the  narrownefs  of  the  channel. 

Behind  this,  and  a  little  to  the  s.e.  lies 
another  ifland,  which  is  furrouuded  by  very 
dangerous  flioals,  and  contra£b  the  extent  of 
the  road  of  yapara. 

From  the  ifland  De  Nts,  tlie  water 
fhoals  gradually,  Aril,  from  five  to  two  and 
a  half  fathoms,  and  when,  in  this  lafl  depth* 
Tou  are  abreafl  of  the  foul  ifland,  it  then 
leflens,  by  degrees,  to  fix  feet,  when  you 
are  clofe  to  a  high  rock,  called  the  fTahi/th, 
or  l^baU,  whence  it  flioals  more  and  more, 
with  fome  funken  rocks,  to  the  mouth  of 
the  little  river  of  Japara,  where  there  is 
two 
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two  feet  water»  and  lefs,  and  which  is  about 
140,  or  150,  feet  over.  The  fburce  of  this 
ih-eatn  lies  no  more  than  a  fhort  league  up 
the  country. 

On  entering  the  rivulet,  on  the  north 
fide,  lies  a  little  gentle  eminence,  about  fifty 
feet  high,  on  the  weftcrn  part  of  which 
Aands  a  fbaall  triangular  fort,  one  baftion 
whefeof  points  to  the  fêa,  and  the  other 
two  to  the  land  ;  in  the  middle  of  the  cur- 
tain which  connefls  the&  two  laft  is  the 
gate  :  this  fort  is  mounted  with  feveral 
pieces  of  cannon  of  diiferent  calibers ;  it 
is  built  of  ftone,  and  is  kept  in  good  repair : 
the  garrifon  confiAs  of  one  lerjeant,  two 
corporals,  and  fixteen  privates.  The  reft 
of  the  eminence  is  ufed  for  a  burying- 
ground,  in  which  the  eufign-ilaiT  isr  erected. 

On  the  fouth  fide  of  the  rivulet,  are  Itmie 
Javanefe  hetifes  andchuts,  and  about  fixty 
roods  from  its  mouth,  it.  is  croflèd  by  a 
bridge. 

On  the  north  fide  is  the  boufe  of  the  refi- 

dent,  oppofite  to  a  large  plain,  planted  with 

ihady  trees,  and  railed  round.     It  has  ic- 

veral  handfome  apartments,  fiimiflied  neatly 
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and  elegantly,  in  the  European  ftyle.  Ort' 
the  left  hand  of  it  is  a  pleafant  bower,  'or 
pavilion,  of  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  . 
eighteen  in  breadth,  and  ten  in  height,  ió 
clofely  interwoven  with  flowering  fhrubs, 
that  it  is  impervious  to  light  fhowers  of 
rain.  At  the  end  is  a  grotto ;  and  when, 
on  an  evening,  the  whole  is  illuminated, 
it  forms  a  very  charming  coup  d'ceil.  The 
laft  evening  of  my  ftay  at  Japarsj  we  fupped 
in  the  pavilion,  which  was  lighted  up. 

About  a  mile  and  a  half  above  the  fet- 
tlement,  the  ftream  turns  a  fawmill,  which 
iaws  the  yearly  quantity  of  four  or  five 
thoufand  large  logs  of  timber,  into  planks, 
which  are  called  millplanks.  The  water 
is  carried  to  the  mill  through  a  brick  chan- 
nel, and  a  dam  is  made  acrofs  the  rivulet  to 
prevent  it  from  running  off,  till  there  is 
fuiHcient  to  turn  the  mill. 

One  Dutch  mile  inland,  lies  the  ancient 
Javabefe  city  of  yapara»  called  Old  yapara, 
which  was  formerly  the  refidence  of  the 
fovereigns  of  an  empire  of  that  name.  The 
tomb  of  one  of  them  is  fiill  in  exigence  j 
it  contains  the  body  of  the  emperor,  that 

of 
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óf  his  moft  beloved  wife  on  the  right  hand, 
and  of  two  other  of  his  wives  on  the  left» 
together  with  feveral  of  his  children.  The 
fiiape  of  thefè  graves  is  oblong :  the  ajv- 
proach  to  them  is  through  a  fort  of  portico, 
encloföd  by  a  railing,  in  a  large  Covered  - 
apartment.  Over  the  graves  of  the  em- 
peror and  his  mofl  beloved  wife,  a  large 
piece  of  linen  is  flil}  continually  expanded, 
which  covers  them  both  ;  ilnd  they  are 
ftrewed  every  Friday  with  frcfli  flowers. 

Not  far  from  this  is  an  old  and  ruinous 
Moorifh  temple,  of  ftone,  with  fuch  beautiful 
fculpture  of  imagery  and  foliage,  that  the 
art  and  ingenuity  of  the  Javanefe  of  thole 
times  excites  our  admiration.  This  temple 
is  at  leaft  three  hundred  years  old. 

At  the  feafide,  about  two  miles  from 
jFapara,  the  relidcnt  has  a  wooden  furamer- 
houfe,  in  a  pleafant  grove  of  cocoa-nut-trees, 
whence  there  is  a  very  fine  profpeél  out  to 
iêa,  and  of  the  neighbouring  iflands.  We 
here  caught  a  Bying  fquirrel. 

The  aftual   refident  at  "Japara   is  Mr. 

William   van   der  Beke,  a  native  of 

Sluke  in  Flanders^  aged   upwards  of  forty 

years  :'  he  is  a  man  whofe  life  is  devoted  to

J  had  to  ihip  ibvea  hqndrod  «nt)  fifty  milt 
planks  at  this  place;  and  having  t^kftn  thefii 
on  board,  1  took  my  leave  of  the  wcirthy 
refident,  with  muoh  regret,  oa  the  aiftof 
December»  1774*

X!jARLY  on  the  morning  of  the  ^^A  of 

December,  1774,  we  weighed  anchor,  and 

put  to  ièa,  in  prder  to  proceed  to  Joana» 
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where  I  was  to  take  in  the  remainder  of 
the  cargo. 

The  next  day,  at  ftinrlfe,  we  found  our- 
fclvcs  abreaft  of  the  Idznd  Mandeliguet  often 
called  the  DuivelJkKp,  or  Devits  Rock,  be-' 
caufe,  .in  the  caft  monfoon,  (hips  arc  de- 
tained here  a  long  time  hy  contrary  winjls 
and  currents,  before  they  can  weather  it. 

This  ifland  is  fmall,  but  of  a  middling 
height,  fo  as  to  be  fcen  a.t  the  diftance  pf 
Eve  or  ÜX  leagues.  It  lies  about  half  a 
league  from  the  coaft  of  Java;  between 
which  and  the  ifland  there  is  a  paffagc,  in 
three  and  a  half,  or  four,  fathoms  water, 
but  it  is  too  narrow  to  be  fafe,  and  fhips 
therefore  very  feldom  pafi  through  it.  At 
this  place,  we  buried  the  third  man  who 
we  Jjad  loft  fince  our  leaving  Batavia^ 
■  Having  palTed  the  ifland  MandeKque,  we 
iailed  round  the  reef  which  ftretches  out 
more  than,  a  .league  and  a  half  from  the 
point  of  Fayo  (between  which  and  Point 
Lejem,  lies  the  bight  of  ,,RemSang  and 
yoana)y  towards  the  road  ofjoana,  but  not 
being  able  to  get  fight  of  the  enfign-HafF  of 
that  fcttlement,  we  anchored,  at  funfet,  in 
the  outer  road. 

The 
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,  The  enfuing  day,  the  24th  of  Deccmlier,- 
failing  farther  in,  we  dropped  our  anchor  iii 
^ree  and  a  half  fathoms  water,  the  bottom 
being  loft  mud. 

Having  feen  all  fafe  on  board,  I  went 
with  the  Company's  papers  to  the  refidency» 
where  I  arrived  at  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
nooa 

The  river  of  y^ana  flows-  out  of  a  large 
inland  take,  into  which  feveral  fmall  flrcams 
di&harge  themfelves.  It  is  called  the  in- 
land fea,  and  difembogues  its  fuperfluous 
lyatcr,  moftly  through  this  river,  which, 
after  running  a  coufiderablc  way,  with  many; 
finuofities,  falls  into  the  fea  about  four  leagues 
to  the  weftward  of  Rembang, 

It  is.  one  of  the  largcft  and  moft  navi- 
,  gable  rivers  along  the  whole  north  coaft  of 
yava,  being  at  the  mouth,  and  a  great  way 
up,  beyond  the  refidency,  twenty  and  more 
feet  deep.  Its  breadth  is  about  two  hundred 
feet. 

In  the  bad  monfoon,  the  afRux  is  much 
more  violent  than  in  the  good  monfoon: 
The  water,  as  is  the  cafe  with  all  rapid 
ftreams,  is  turbid  ;  but  when  it  has  flood 

ftill 
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ftill  Ibme  time  in  pots»  or  cafksj  jt  beomi» 
very  clear  and  pteaiant. 

Sailing  Qp  this  river  with  the  boats 
called  permayangs,  into  Che  inland  fea,  there 
a  a-  paHage  along  feveral  other  rivers,  to 
Samarengy  and  thence  farther  up  the  coun- 
.  try.  This  navigatipn  may  be  performed  in 
two  or  three  days ;  and  it  b  efpecially  availed 
of,  in  the  bad  mon{bon,when  the  voyage  by 
lea,  round  the  ifiand  Mandtltque^  requires  too 
Icmg  a  time»  and  is  much  too  dangerous  for 
iiaaaU  craft. 

A  broad  mudhanky  upon  which  there  is 
jibmetiiiies  lefs  than  a  foot  water,  lies  be* 
lore  the  mouth  of  the  river  of  Joana.  From 
its  mouth  to  the  refidency,  which  ftands  full 
z  league  up,  on  the  weft:  fide,  it  runs  be- 
tween low  and  .  fwampy  grounds,  which 
are  uacultivatcd,  and  produce  nothing  but 
bruniwood  :  they  are  fometimcs  inundated 
when  the  river  fuddenly  ri&s,  after  heavy 
rains. 
^  The  town  oSJoana  commences  juft  above 
the  refidency.  It  coofiils  of  two  rows  of 
boufes  built  along  the  river,  about  a  quar.» 
ter  of  a  Dutch  mile  iu  length.  At  the  far- 
ther 
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ther  end  lies  the  PafeéèMtn^  and  not  ht  from 
it  is  the  dwelling  of  the  tommagsng. 

On  the  oppo(ite  fide,  upon  an  Ifland» 
formed  by  the  river,  of  about  half  a  Dutch 
mile  in  circumference,  ilands  the  Chinofi» 
campon. 

The  odge,  or  fort,  of  yodtia»  is  a  re- 
doubt, with  four  deini*ba(lions,  in  which 
are  the  ricc-warehóufes,  the  barracks  for 
the  foldiery,  and  fome  buildings  wbÏQh  iêrvft 
for  a  kitchen  and  other  oflSce^  for  the  re- 
fident.  The  houfe  of  the  refident  IboÜ 
formerly  within  the  fort,  but  it  has  been 
pulled  down,  and  a  new  o«e  ha«  been 
built  of  freeftone,  without  it,  oa  the  caA 
£de,  which  is  kept  in  excellent  repair. 

This  manfion  was  conl1:ni£ted  ac<:ording 
to  Ae  plan  and  drawing  of  the  engineer 
Haak  ;  throughout  India  X  have  not  fecn. 
any  building  that  equalled  it  In  grandeur 
and  boldnefs  of  architeóhire*  Ic  confift^  of 
two  pieces,  oppofite  to  e^h  other,  which 
are  connected  by  a  lofty  docne  of  fuU 
twenty-five  feet  diameter,  fupported  by  four 
columns  of  the  Tufcan  order.  Both  thefe . 
pieces  are,  however,  but  of  one  Aory ;  they 
^9  fixty  feet  iong,  aud  twenty-five  broad, 
W«h5» 
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within  the  walls.     One  of  them  farms  3- 
fingle  hall  of  the  fame  dimenüohs.    The 
other  is  divided-into  three  apartments  ;  the 
middle  ohe«  which  is  twenty-five  feet  in 
depth,  and  about  fixteen  in  breadth,  is  op- 
pofite  to  the  door  of  the  great  hall,  and  to 
Ü«  great  dome  : .  it  is.  fitted  tip  as  a  chapel ; 
the  entrance  to  it  is  through  a  han<}rome'. 
arch,  or  portico  :  on  each  fide  of  it  is  a.  large 
<*hamber,  of  the  fame  fize,  making,  together: 
with  the  chapel,  the  length  of  the  whole 
boilding  on  this  {ide,  and  the  fame  as  that 
of  the  great  -hall.'  The  walls  of  all.thefe 
:fpartments  are  beautifully  Auccoed,  adorn- 
ed with  lumptuous  gilt  corniflies,  and  the 
roofs  arc  concave,,  being  iffainfcótéd,  aud 
cunoufly  adorned  with  carved  usagery. '. 
"•  Behind  this  pile,  {lands  a  building,  coii- 
Stru&cd   entirely  of  wood,   provided  with 
three  handlbmie  rooms,  and  above  thelc  is 
one  large  apartment  for  the  unmarried  fe- 
male flaves,  and  which  might  therefore  be. 
called  the  fera'glio.     From  this  edifice,  therr 
is  a  moft  delightful  view  backwards,  over' 
the  padJee,  or  rice,  fields,  jnterfperfed  with 
fmall  groves,  and  termiijated  by  the  diflant. 
and  lofty  mtnintains  f^.^apara. 

'         \rx 
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In  the  "front  of  all  ftands  a  handfomC 
ialoon,  built  clofe  to  the  rivërfïde,  and 
equally  erected  at  the  expence  of  the  pre- 
iênt  relident.  It  is  of  an  oblotig  o6lagon 
fhape,  and  is  ftuccoed  on  the  fides  and 
Yoof,  but  the  cornilhes  are  not  gilt.  A 
large  balcony  projeAs  from  it  towards  the 
■river,  the  only  inconvenience  of  which  con- 
•fifts  in  the  fwarms  of  mofquitos  which  inr 
,feft  it  every  evening. 

Theaftual  rcfident  is  Mr.  Philip  Wil- 
liam Neuwith,  a  native  of  FrieJknJ, 
■twenty-eight  years  of  age,  a  moft  polite 
and  friendly  man.  He  fcrved  as  lieutenant 
in  the  navy,  under  the  admiralty  of  Amfter- 
Jamy  and  obtained  his  difcharge  from  that 
■fervice,  with  the  rank  of  captain.  A  few 
months  after  he  flrfl  came  here  as  chief, 
he  had  the  misfortune,  that  the  lodge,  or 
.fort,  was  furprizcd  early  in  the  morning, 
by  a  gang  of  banditti,  on  which  occafion 
feveral  Europeans  lofl  their  lives,  and  fome 
warehoules  were  burnt  down  ;  on  the  fame 
day,  however,  he  fuccecded  in  expelling 
them  from  the  fort,  by  the  affiftancc  of 
ibme  faithful  Javanefe,  Chinefe,  and  Mand- 
faarefë,  who  were  lying  here  with  their 
*  '  vefiels ; 
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veOels ;  and  the  freebooters  fled  on  alt 
fides,  kaving  behind  thtm  ievetal  de&d^ 
and  fcVeral  were  taken  priioners,  who  were 
immediately,  and  fummarily,  put  (0  death, 
without  any  form  of  trial. 

The  emoluments  of  this  refidcncj  amount 
«nnually  to  fixteen  thoufand  rixdoUars  *, 
and  more.  They  proceed  from  the  iür- 
pJus-weight  of  the  rice,"  delivered  by  the 
native  regents  to  the  Company,  and  from 
the  cheap  rate  at  which  this  article  is  pur- 
chafed,  not  to  mention  what  he  himfelf 
buys  up,  and  difpofes  of  to  individual,  for 
at  leaiï,  fifty  per  cent  profit ;  likewife  from 
the  colle^ion  of  the  timber  yearly  furnÜhcd 
to  the  Company,  at  a  fixed  price,  and 
which  coils  him  no  more  than  the  la- 
bourage,  which  is  very  cheap  here,  as  he 
has  only  to  fend  two  or  three  hundred  Ja- 
vancle  into  the  woods,  to  fell  the  trees,  and 
hew  them  into  logs. 

The  conftruflion  of  (hips,  likewife,  affords 
contiderable  gain  to  the  prefent  refidetit; 
for  both  timber  and  labour  coft  him  little  ; 
for  a  Javanefe  maftcr'fiiipwrighc  earns  no 
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more  than  about  fix  duièeltjes,  or  two-penny- 
pieces,  a  daj,  fait  aiÏÏibmts,  four,  and  the 
comm(Hi  labourers^  two. 

He  lately  built  a  fnow  of  one  hundred 
and  one  feet  in  length,  according  to  the 
model  of  the  Hates'  armed  fiiow,  the  Ze* 
fhyr,  of  Rotterdam^  which  was  fitted  up  in 
as  handfbme  a  manner  as  I  ever  law  fuch 
avelTel.  He  offered  it  for  fale  at  twenty 
thoufand  rtxdt^lars,  and  afterwards  took 
eighteen  thouiand. 

There  are  alfi>  profits  attached  to  the 
Bhandaary^  or  form  of  the  duties,  which 
accrue,  nominally,  to  the  Chincfe,  but,  iii 
reality,  to  the  refident. 

A  few  days  before  the  new  year,  every 
Javaneie,  who  bad  the  leaft  connefiion, 
either  with  the  Company,  or  with  the  re- 
fident, came  to  make  prefents  to  him,  con* 
filling  chiefly  (rf  poultry,  eggs,  fugar,  fruit, 
&c.  Thofe  who  were  of  a  higher  order» 
foch  as  the  Chineic  captain,  brought  roll»  of 
&tin. 

On  the  firft  of  January,  1775,  a  lalute 

of  one  and  twenty  guns,  was  fired,  at  fun^ 

rile,  from  Ibme  fmall  pieces   of  caimon, 

planted  before  the   faloon.     On  this  oc" 

cafion. 
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I 
cafïoti,  an  European,  a  ftrong  and  corpulent 
man.  who  afted  as  gunner»  met  with  a 
terrible  accident.  PaiHng  before  the  muz* 
ale  of  one  of  the  guns,  the  priming'  of 
which  had  fla(hed^  without  difchargmg  the 
piece.  It  went  off  the  inftant  he  was  before 
it,  and  blew  him  upwards  of  fix  feet  for- 
wards i  the  loading  had  fortunately  been 
rammed  down  without  a  wad,  fo  that  he 
was  no  otherwife  hurt,  than  by  being 
dreadfully  burnt,  on  his  fide,  arm,  and 
belly,  fo  that  he  was  not  cured  when  I 
Jefc  the  place. 

Two  hours  afterwards,  came  three  Ja- 
vanefe  regents,  or  tommagongSj  belonging  to 
the  diftricl  of  this  faélory,  to  congratulate 
the  relident,  on  the  new  year,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  :  Sallamat  taon  baro  Tou- 
njoang  alii  cajji  eu  mour  panjang  ;  that  is, 
«•  much  joy  with  the  new  year,  God  grant 
Ï*  you  a  long  life." 

The  firft  of  thefe  regents,  who  was  tom-^ 
magong  over  part  of  the  province  of  Pattit 
appeared  to  me  to  be  a  man  of  full  fifty 
years  old.  He  had  grey  hairs,  and  a  little 
beard.  Mr.  Neuwith  told  me,  that  he 
was  citeemed  one  of  the  moft  intelligent 

of 
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of  the  Javanefè.  He  was  even  thought  lb 
much  of,  that  the  soesoèhoenam  wanted 
much  to  have  made  him  adminiftrator  of  his 
empire,  but  he  declined  the  dignity,  pre- 
ferring to  be  a  common  regent  in  the  Com- 
pany's pofTeffions,  than  a  powerful'  ftatef- 
maii  under  an  arbitrary  monarch  ;  for  the 
miuifters  of  thofe  princes  are  not  only 
liable  to  incur  a  fpeedy  difgrace,  and  to  be 
difmiffed  from  their  offices,  but  they  are 
often  degraded  to  the  rank  QÏbattari^  which 
is  little  different  from  the  condition  of  a 
flave,  obliged  to  perform  the  moft  menial^ 
and  moft  toilfome,  ofHces  ;  while  it  is  very 
feldom  that  the  Company  come  to  fiich  ex- 
tremities. 

His  drefs  conlifted  of  a  fhort  coat,  or 
jacket,  of  deep  red  velvet,  which  came  a 
little  below  the  hips,  and  was  faftened  with 
little  iilver  buttons,  round  the  body,  under 
the  arms,  and  round  the  wrifts.  The  lower 
part  of  this  jacket,  below  the  buttons,  wais 
fiiffened  out  all  round.  Under  it  he  woi'e 
z  faran^  in  the  country-fafliion,  round  his 
body,  which  hung  down  to  his  heels,  and 
was  made  of  Javaiiefe  painted  cloth.  His 
kris  was  in  a  fheath  of  gold,  beautifully 
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worked,  and  the  handle  was  made  af  cajoU 
telli^  which  is  reckoned  the  moft  coftly 
wood  produced  in  the  Indies;  it  is  very 
icarcc,  of  a  greyifh  colour,  with  thin  black 
veins  running  through  it,  and  of  a  very 
hard,  clofe,  and  fine  texture.  His  cap  was 
of  purple  velvet,  bordered  with  narrow  fil- 
ver  lace.  Like  moft  Javauefc  of  diftinftion, 
he  fpoke  little,  and  with  a  becoming  gra- 
vity. 

The  next  regent  was  the  uncle  of  the 
prefent  soesoehoenam,  and  equally  regent 
of,  the  province  of  Patti,  The  fimplicity  of 
-this  man  was  as  remarkable  as  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  former;  and  the  refident  was 
always  able  to  do  whatever  he  pleafed  in 
the  province  ot  Patti,  as  the  latter  was  very 
eafily  perfuaded  to  every  thing. 

The  third  regent  was  the  tammagong  of 
Joana,  a  large,  comely  man,  whofe  good- 
nature was  piöured  in  his  open  and  friend- 
ly countenance  :  in  underftanding,  how- 
ever, he  was  alfo  not  to  be  compared  to  the 
firft. 

There  was  likewife  another,  who  was  re- 
gent of  Caylam,  as  well  as  a  native  of  the 
place.  The  other  Javancfe  would- not  ac- 
knowledge 
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knowledge  him,  or  any  of  the  Caylammers, 
to  be  of  their  own  race,  or  true  Javanefe, 
&yiug  that  they  were  produced  from  the 
unnatural  conneftion  of  a  woman  with  a 
dog'  Indeed,  the  whole  time  that  tliey 
were  together,  I  did  not  perceive  that  one 
of  the  other  regeulB  condeicended  to  addreis 
a  üngle  word  to  him. 
.  Each  regent  had  his  patti^  or  fiib-regent,' 
with  him  ;  but  while  the  former  {at  upon  a 
chair,  the  latter  was  obliged  to  fit  upon  the 
floor,  upon  his  heels,  and  when  called  by 
his  tiiperior,  to  creep  along  the  ground  to 
him,  and  lit  down  at  his  feet,  waiting  till 
he  was  plealed  to  fpeak,  or  to  üTue  his  com- 
znands. 

At  feven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  thefé 
regents  came,  with  a  number  of  fervants, 
with  mufical  inftrumcnts,  &c.  to  fupper  to 
the  refident's  houfe.  Before  fupper  we  had 
mufic  and  dancing  in  the  European  ftyle ; 
but  after  it,  feveral  Javanefe  dancing  girls 
were  fènt .  for,  with  whom  each  of  the  re- 
gents,  and  after  them  their  pattis^  danced, 
or,  a»  they  term  it,  tandacked,  in  their 
felhion,  to  the  found  of  their  own  mufical 
M  2  inftrumentsi 
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inftrumentc,  gomgoms,  boudas,  and  a  klntl 
of  violins,  which  continued  till  late  at  night, 
when  they  all  left  us  f<x  their  owti  houfes. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  I  went,  with  the 
refident,  to  pay  a  vjfit  to  the  tommagong  of 
yoana.  He  received  us  dreffcd  in  ftate, 
and  durmg  the  playing  of  goiïigoms,  and 
other  inftruments.  His  favourite  wife,  and 
the  wife  of  his  fon,  together  with  his  mo- 
ther, likewife  came  and  drank  tea  with  us. 
A  large  lilver  plate  with  confeftionary  flood 
upon  a  fable  near  us,  and  each  took  what  he 
liked  of  it. 

On  the  14th  of  the  &me  month,  we  were 
invited  to  iiipper  by  the  fame  regent,  who 
gave  au  entertainment  on  the  occafion  of 
the  marriage  of  his  daughter,  which  had  ^ 
been  folemnized  fome  time  before.  The 
refident  had  caufed,  at  his  defire,  the  pro- 
viiions  to  be  dreffed  by  his  own  people,  in 
the  European  manner,  fo  that  there  was 
little  or  no  Javanefe  viftuals  to  be-  lecn. 
After  fupper,  feme  dancing  girls  were  again 
introduced,  with  whom  the  tommagmg  and 
his  fons  tattdacked.  Their'  wives  were  not 
prelcnt  at  this ;  and  when,  a  Ihort  time  be- 
fore 
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fore  the  company  broke  up,  they  came  in, 
care  had  been  taken  that  the  dancing^  girls 
were  gone  before  they  entered  the  room. 

During  ray  ftay  at  yeana^  we  had  very 
unfavourable,  windy,  and  rainy  weather,  by 
which  the  loading  of  my  ihtp  was  delayed; 
and  I  was  deprived  of  the  pleafare  c^  taking 
a  journey  hiland,  to  the  inner  lea,  or  to  th« 
orovince  of  Pattiy  which  the  tsmmagong 
ftrongly  urged  me  to  do,  fo  that  I  did  not 
go  farther  than  about  a  Dutch  mile  and  a 
half  up  the  country,  to  one  of  the  country- 
feat?,  or  gardens,  of  the  refident,  who  has 
four- of  them. 

At  laft  the  fhip  receivod  the  comptement 
of  her  cargo,  having  taken  in,  both  from 
this  place  and  from  Rembang,  one  hundred 
and  fifty  coyangs  of  rice,  befides  a  quantity 
of  logs  and  planks. 

On  the  2 1  ft  of  January  I  went  on  board, 
with  the  Company's  papers,  but  it  was  not 
till  the  24th  that  I  couU  leave  the  road, 
being  obliged'  to  wait  till  then  for  thirty 
Icagers  of  water,  which  could  not  be  fhipped 
before,  on  account  of  the  ftormy  weather. 

On  the  24th,  at  elqven  o'clock,  p.m.  we 

weighed  anchor,  and  left  the  road  of  yoana,

experiencing  much  difficulty  in  getting  the 
ihip  afloat,  as  flie  lay,  at  leaft,  two  feet  Tunk 
in  the  mud. 

The  next  day  in  the  morning,  at  funrifc» 
we  were  abreaft  of  the  point  of  Lejfevmf 
whence  we  (leered  dircÖ  caft,  in  order  to 
run  in  fight  of  the  iljand  Luhok^  commonly 
called  the  _Baviaaat  or  Baboon^  but  we  did 
not  fee  it,  as  we  paiTed  it  in  the  following 
night. 

^This  iiland  is  not  large,  but,  as  I  was 
informed,  extremely  populous.  Seventy  or 
eighty  veiTels  go  continually  to  and  fro,  be- 
tween it  and  the  coafts  of  Java  and  Borneo, 
As  ^  as  I  know,  the  inhabitants  have  no 
connexion  with,  and  are  independent  of,  the 
Company. 

On  the  2.6th  of.  January,  at  funrife»  .we 
£lw  the  hill  of  Radiona,  which  is  a  high 
mountain,  fituated  far  inland,  in  the  ifland 
of, yava  I  as  Hkewifè  part  of  the  ifland 
oF  Madura^  whence  we.  took  our  laft  ob- 
fervation  of  the  land,  fteering  for  the  ifland 
Solombo, 

Along  the  coafts  of  Java^  from  Joana,  as 

iar  as  the  point  of  Grijft  (where  the  land 

.turns  firft  to  the  fouth,  to  Smrabaya,  and 

then, 
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then,  behind  the  iflarid  Maduray  in  an  eag- 
erly direilion,  to  the  Straits  of  Bd/r',  through 
which  it  Aretches  to  the  fouth  again,  as  far 
as  the  fbuthern  Indian  ocean),  there  is  no 
danger  to  be  avoided.  One  may  fail  with- 
out appreheafion  along  the  fhore,  at  the  dis- 
tance of  one  or  two  leagues  from  the  land, 
only  taking  care  to  ftccr  clei^  of  the  pro- 
jecting points. 

Many  high  mountains  lie  inland;  the  fore- 
land'is,  on  the  contrary,  low,  but  may  be 
feen  at  the  diflance  of  three'  and  a'h'alf,  or 
four,  leagues. 

■-  I  faw  the  land  of  Madura  eight  or  nine 
leagues  off;  but  the  eaftern  part  of  it,  it  is 
iaid,  is  viHble'at  fifteen,  and  more,  leagues' 
diftahce. 

We  failed  till  the  28th  of  January,  eafl 
and  north,  without  feeing  any  land.  In  the 
morning  of  that  day,  at  funrife,  we  difco- 
vercd  two  iflands,  from  the  mafthead,  bear- 
ing H.N.w.  which  we  conceived  were  the 
little  Pulo  Lautjy  'or  /Ttf/w-lflands,  We  at 
firfl  thought,  that  they  were  the  Nduffa 
JJnas.  But  whichever  they  Were,  this  is 
certain,  that  neither' the.oiic,  nor  the  other* 
.  M  4  '     .  ar« 
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are  placed  in  their  true  fituations,  in  the 
Company's  charts. 

Much  ftrefs  ia  laid,  among  the  Company's 
iervants,  upon  the  great  danger  of  the  na- 
vigation to  the  eaftward  of  Batavia,  which 
may  pofübly  be  encouraged  underhand,  for 
political  rcafons,  by  perfbns  in  power ;  but 
I  did  not,  in  fad,  find  it  ib  bad,  at  leafl:  as 
far  as  Celebes^  or  Macajfer,  as  is  pretended. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  charts  of  thefe  parts, 
^hich  the  Company  give  to  their  veiTels, 
were  corre£t ;  it  is  this  that  makes  the  na* 
vigation  fo  dangerous.  None  of  the  illanda 
which  I  met  with,  except  the  group  called 
the  Hen  and  Chickens,  are  laid  dpwn  in  their 
true  latitudes,  as  may  be  proved  by  ray  \o^- 
book,  and  thofe  of  other  fhips.  This  inac* 
curacy  not  only  renders  thefe  charts  ufclefs, 
but  likewife  extremely  dangerous  j  for  in- 
£t?ad  of  being,  as  they  ought,  the  fureft 
guide  and  dependence  of  the  navigator,  they 
miflead  him,  and  become  his  ban;.  .  It  is 
not  impollible,  but  thia  may  be ,  purpofely 
left  fo,  and  that  it  is  an  adopted  opinion, 
that  it  is  better  to  cxpofe  a  few  fliips  to 
^he  danger  of  fliipwreck,  than  to  correal 
errors, 
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errors,  which  might  operate  to  render  the 
navigation  towards  the  Spice  lilands  difficult 
and  hazardous  for  other  nations ;  for  it  can- 
not be  pretended,  that  this  notorious  faalti- 
ncfs  is  unknown  to  the  Company,  fmce  the 
commander  of  every  vcffcl,  on  his  return  to 
Batauidj  muft  deliver  a  journal  of  his  voyage 
to  a  mafter-mapmakor,  or  hydrographcr, 
fpecially  appointed  for. that  purpofe  ;  and  no 
one,  who,  in  any  degree,  deferves  the  name 
of  ièaman,  can  pafs  over  "Tuch  grofs  mif^ 
takes,  without  noting  them  down  in  his  log- 
book :  for  my  own  part,  at  leail,  1  have  {ctn, 
and  bad  in  my  polTeilion,  for  a  long  time, 
feveral  logbooks,  in  which  the  feme  errors, 
which  I  have  juft  noticed,  have  been  equally 
mentioned. 

The  government  at  Batavia,  moreover, 
ftriftly  enjoin  the  commanders  of  all  veflels, 
not  only  duly  to  note  all  fuch  matters  in 
their  logbooks,  but  likewife  to  give  a  parti- 
cular account  thereof  to  the  governor  gene- 
ral, or  to  the  chief  of  the  fettleraent  where 
they  arrive,  agreeably  to  the  reiblution,  to 
that  purpofe,  taken  on  the  loth  of  Decem- 
ber, 1771 ;  and  yet  the  chartt  have  never 
beea 
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been  altered,  fince  'that  period,,  no  more 
than  before. 

The  next  Say,  thé  zgth  of  January,  at 
four  o'clock,  P.M.  we  faw,  from  the  top,  an 
ifland,  bearing  n.e.  which,  from  its  latitude; 
we  iuppofed  was  that  called  Rotterdam, 

This  morning,  one  of  our  beft  failors, 
being  vpoa  the  foretopfail-yard,  looking  out 
for  the  land,  was  feized  with  the  epilepfy, 
and  fell  down,  firft  upon  the  railings  of  the 
fhip's  head,  and  afterwards  overboard ;  he 
funk '  inftantaneoufly,  without  there  being 
any  po0ibility  of  faving  him. 

The  above  ifland  was  ftill  vifible  from  the 
mafthead  the  following  morning,  as  we  had 
made  but  little  progress  during  the  night. 

At  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  we  came 
ill  ^ght  of  another  ifland,  paft  which  we 
jailed  at  the  diAance  of  three  leagues  and  a 
half,  and  recogfiifed  it,  without  any  doubt, 
for  that  of  Rotterdam  ;  fo  that  the  iflands  of 
the  preceding  evening  muft  have  been  tho 
Noujfa  LinaSf  although  there  was  a  differ- 
ence of  four  or  five  leagues  in  the  latitude. 

On  the  3ift,'at  lunrife,  we  got  fight  of 

four  or  five'  fmall  tflands,  called  the  ff^ft  and 

Chickens^ 
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Chickens^  and  could  juft  Tee  the  Hland  Atf- 
terdam  from  the  mafthead,  bearing  n.k.w. 
We  hence  fteered  our  courfe,  in  order  to  rua 
in  fight  of  the  iflands  the  SaJmas* 

From  thefè  iflands,  a  large  bank  ftretches 
out,  to  the  ibutbward,  full  five  leagues, 
upon  which  there  is  a  very  uneven,  rocky 
bottom,  with  a  depth,  in  fbme  places,  of  iix^ 
atid,  in  others,  of  twelve,  twenty,  and  more, 
fathoms.  This  is  called  the  Laars»  or  Boot, 
and  ^11  the  Oiips,  which  fail  to  the  eaftward, 
run  over  It,  in  order  to  avoid  taking  the 
large  circuit,  which  they  would  have  to  do, 
if  they  failed  round  its  fouthern  extremity,   , 

At  four  o'clock,  p.m.  we  came  in  fight  of 
thofe  iflands,  bearing  due  eafl;  from  us, 
which  differed,  *  at  leaft,  two  points,  from 
their  fituation  as  laid  down  in  the  charts. 
We  immediately  fleered  i.e.  in  order  to 
keep  at  a  good  diflance  fcom  them,  and 
not  to  pafs  the  Boot  in  too  fhoal  water ;  at 
the  beginning  of  the  firfl  watch  we  fteered 
E-s.E.  and  at  midnight,  conceiving  that 
we  had  pafied  them,  due  eaft:  we  con- 
tinually founded  with  a  -  line  of  forty  apd 
fifty  fathoms,  but  found  no  bottom,  fb  that 
we  had  pafled  to  the  fouth  of  the  bank. 

The 
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The  next  day,  being  the  ift  of  Februaiy, 
we  difcovered,  a  little  before  funrife,  the 
ToninSt  or  Tunny  Iflands,  which  are  three  in 
number,. but  which  we  now  faw  in  one, 
bearing  N.  by  w.'  as  likewife  the  iflands  the 
SaKnaSy  bearing  n.w.  by  w.  We  then  fleered 
K.^.E.  for  the  iflands  the  Three  Brothers, 
Vhich,  together  with  the  ifland  Tanakeke» 
we  got  fight  of  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.m.  the 
latter  bearing  eafl,  and  the  former  e.n.s. 

Keeping  this  courfe,  we  fteered  for  'iüe 
northernmoft  of  the  Three  Brothers ;  ihortly 
afterwards  we  faw  the  high  land  of  Celebes, 
and  found,  at  noon,  by  a  good  obfeivation 
of  the  fun's  altitude,  that  all  thefe  parts  lie. 
twenty  minutes,  or  five  leagues,  more  to  the 
fouthward,  than  they  arc  laid  down  in  the 
charts. 

At  half  paft  one  o'clock,  p.m.  we  ftruck 
foundings  in  fifteen  fathoms,  upon  the  bank 
of  Tanakeke^  acrofs  which  wc  pafled  in  four- 
teen fathoiUs,  ftceriug  between  the  northern- 
moft and  middlemoft  of  the  Three  Brothers, 
but  ran  within  a  cable's  length  of  the  firft,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  reef  that  ftretcbes  out 
into  the  middle  of  the  channel,  from  the 
other.  Wc  afterwards  fteered  for  the  ifland 
GaliJJing^ 
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GaïiJJingt  and,  at  funièt,  we  anchored  at  the- 
dUlance  of  a  league  from  it. 

On  the  2d'*of  February,  we  weighed 
anchor,  and  got  under  fail,  in  order  to  work 
up  to  the  eaftward,  for  the  road  of  Macajfer, 
but  were  prevented  from  making  much  pro- 
grcls  by  the  light  winds  and  contrary  cur- 
rents. 

At  four  o'clock,  p.m.  the  intendant  of 
equipment,  X^^^^''*  came  on  board,  with 
an  order  from  the  government  at  Macajfer^ 
to  pilot  the  ihip  in ;  but  half  an  hour  after 
.funfet,  we  again  came  to  an  anchor,  not 
having  advanced  more  than  half*  a  league 
,  during  this  whole  day. 

The  following  day,  we  continued  to  ply 
as  before,  without  being  able  to  reach  the 
road,  though  we  advanced  a  little.  On  the 
4th  of  February,  however,  we  were  enabled 
to  anchor  in  the  outer  road,  though  not 
without  danger,  as  the  intendant  of  equip- 
ment, who  a6ted  here  as  pilot,  had  the  im- 
prudence, notwithllanding  it  was  already 
dark,  to  attempt  carrying  the  ihip  into  the 
inner  road^  and  thereby  run  her  aground 
upon  the  rocky  ihoal,  that  extends  about  an 
eighth  of  a  league  from  the  fouth  end  of  the 
ifland 
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Hlïtnd  Ly  Ly,  although  I  repeatedly  admo- 
ntffied  htm  of  the  danger ;  but  after  having 
been  aground  for  more  than  half  an  hour,  I 
bad  the  fatisfa^ion  of  bringing  her  off 
again. 

On  the  5th,  at  daybreak,  we  again  went 
to  work,  and  fucceeded  this  time,  ib  that,  at 
noon,  wc  let  drop  our  anchor  before  Fort 
Rotterdam^  which  we  iaiutcd  with  thirteea 
gun»,  and  were  anfwered  with  five.

J.  HE  road  of  Macafer  is,  m  the  good,  or 
foutheaft,  monfoon,  one  of  the  fiiieft  which 
I  have  iëen  in  India,  and  is  very  fecurc. 

The  iflands  Great  Ly  Ly  and  Lttile  Ly 
Ly,  with  their  reefs,  defend  it  from  Ibuth- 
wefl  to  north  ;  and  I  conceive  that  there  is 
a  fafe  anchorage,  clofe  under  Great  Ly  Ly^ 
in  the  bad  monfoon,  and  when  the  north- 
weft  winds  blow  violently. 

The  entrance  of  the  road  is  between  the 

abovementioned  ifland  of  Ly  Ly^    and  a 

fiinken  rock,  which  lies  full  a  quarter  of  a 

league 
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ïcaguc  fouth  from  the  point  of  the  reef  of 
Ly  Ly^  clofc  to  which  jou  müft  keep,  be- 
caufe  ill  a  ftill  fea,  there  is  no  appearance  of 
the  rock  ;  but  when  there  is  any  fwell,  the 
fea  may  be  feen  breaking  upon  it  from  a 
diflance,  as  foon  as  you  have  palfed  the 
'three  Brothers.  Ir  failing  up,  you  muft 
keep  between  the  middlemoft  and  northern- 
moft  of  thefe,  and  clofer  to  the  latter  than 
to  the  former,  becaufe  there  is  a  reef  which 
ftretches  out  from  the  middlemoft,  and  you 
muft  then  fteer  b.n.s.  and  n.e.  by  e.  for  the 
ifland  Galtffing^  as  beforeinentioned,  over  un- 
equal depths  of  feventccn  to  eleven,  fixteen, 
nineteen,  and  twenty-two,,  fathoms,  grey 
&nd,.with  fmall  Ihells. 
'  The  little  ifland  of  Galijjing  lies  a  quar- 
ter of  a  league  from  the  ftiore,  to  which  it  is 
united  by  a  reef,  which  Hkewife  ftretches  on 
each  fide  a  fhort  quarter  of  a  league  from  it : 
it  is  foon  difcovered  to  be  an  ifland.  As  fboJi 
as  you  are  abreaft  of  it,  Qreat  Hertebeejien, 
Qt  Stag  Ifland,  appears  in  (he  north  ;  you 
then  fteer,  with  the  wind  large,  N.n.E.  you 
then  fei  more  fmall  iflands  to  the  northward, 
jAamely,  ths  fouthernmoft  and  northernmoft 
of  the  Barrings^  Little  Hertehe^en,  or  Stag 
Ifland, 
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Ifland,  Darnels,  or  DevtTs  Ifland,  and  after- 
wards the  ifland  Ly  Ly,  for  which,  as  iaid 
before,  you  then  fteer ;  and,  laAly^  for  the 
anchoring-place. 

The  depths  along  this  navigatipn  are  un- 
equal, but  they  are  confined  between  ten  and 
twenty-two  fathoms ;  the  bottom  is  fand, 
and  fandey  clay..  The  currents,  which  muft 
be  carefully  attended  to,  when  it  is  necefiary 
to  work  up  for  the  rbad,  (èt  to  the  n.e.  and 
s.w."  Care  muft  likewife  be  taken  in  work- 
ing up,  not  to  ply  too  much  to  the  weft- 
ward,  as  there  are'  ilinken  rocks,  upon 
which  there  are  no  more  than  fixteen  or 
eighteen  feet  water :  yet  there  is  no  danger, 
if  the  Great  Herte6ee^en,  or  Stag  liland,  be 
not  brought  to  bear  more  eaftcrly  than 
H.fE.  You  muft  ply  to  weftward  with  the 
landwinds,  and  anchor  till  the  feawinds 
blow,  when  you  muft  bear  up  for  the  ihore,- 
taking  likewifc  advantage  of  the  currents. 

When  you  have  palled  the  ifland  Galt^ng, 
you  may  run  pretty  clofe  in  with  the  fhbre, 
till  you  get  near  the  place  called  bet  Witte 
Grt^t  or  the  White  Tomb^  then  look  out  for 
the  rock  which  forms  the  Southern  fide  of 
the  entrance  to  the  road ;  if  you  fee  no  fiirf 
vox.  II*  N  breaking 
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breaking  upon  it,  fteer  a  little  mofc  off  Ihort, 
till  the  ifland  Great  Ly  Ly  bears  m.n.b.  or 
N.E.  by  N.  and  you  will  then  avoid  the  dan- 
ger of  falling  upon  it.  The  fouth  latitude  is 
about  5'  40'. 

After  the  fliip  was  moored,  I  went  on 
ihore,  at  five  o'clock,  p.m.  with  the  Com- 
pany's papers,  and  waited  firll  upon  the  go- 
vernor, Mr.  Paul  Godfrey  van  der 
Voort,  and  afterwards  upon  Mr.  Bernard 
VAN  Pleuren,  late  fecond  in  command  of 
this  government,  but  now  the  governor 
ele6t  of  Amboyna ;  for  the  purpoie  of  convey- 
ing whom  to  his  government  my  fliip  had 
called  at  Macajfer,  I  requefted  of  both  thcfc 
gentlemen  that  all  poiÏÏble  expedition  might 
be  ufed  in  the  difpatch  of  my  veffel,  as  there 
was  great  rcalbn  to  fear,  that  the  eaft  mon- 
fbon  would  foon  iet  in,  which  would  be  the 
occafion  of  a  very  long  voyage  j  and  they 
both  promifed  me,  that  I  (hould  be  dif- 
patched  with  all  fpced. 

The  environs  of  this  place  arc  very  pleaC- 
ant;  it  lies  in  an  extenfive  plain,  which 
reaches  to  the  foot  of  a  high  range  of  moun- 
tains, fituated  feven  or  eight  Dutch  miles  to 
the  eaflward,  and  which  divides  this  part  of 
'  Celebeit 
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Celebes^  lying  to  the  wcftward  of  the  bay  of 
Boni^  and  ibuth  of  the  gulph  of  Tominu  into 
two  parts.  This  range  is  called  the  moun- 
tains of  Bontain^  becaufe  the  Ibuthern  part 
of  it  terminates  in  the  diflriél  of  that  name. 

This  plain  is  covered,  as  fax  as  the  eye  caa 
reach,  with  rice-fields,  and  paftu  re-grounds, 
which  are  interfpcrfed,  here  and  there,  with 
fmall  groves  of  fruitbearing  or  Ihady  trees, 
and  watered  by  drains  made  out  of  the 
larger  rivers  which  defcend  from  the  moun- 
tains. - 

The  fealons,  known  here,  as  throughout 
the  eaft,  by  the  denomination  of  monfoons» 
are  the  fame  as  at  Java  j  the  foutheaft  mon- 
fbon  being  called  the  good,  and  the  north- 
weft  the  bad  one.  The  lirft  brings  always 
(at  leaft,  in  the  country  weft  of  the  above 
ïange  of  mountains)  a  clear  fky,  and  dry 
Weather ;  the  laft  is  accompanied  with 
violent  winds,  and  continual  heavy  rain : 
but  to  the  eaftward  of  the  ridge,  the  exaft 
contrary  takes  place;  for,  while  the  eaii 
monfoon  brings  on  fair  weather  to  the  eaft- 
ward» nothing  but  gufts  of  wind  and  fliowers 
of  rain  are  to  be  met  with  to  the  weftward; 
fo  that  the  different  feafons  of  iummer  and 
N  2  winter 
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winter  are  felt,  at  the  fame  time,  at  no 
more  than  eight  Dutch  miles  diftatice  from 
each  other. 

The  chief  produflion  of  the  ifland  Celebes 
is  rice,  of  which  it  yields  more  than  a  fuf- 
ficiencj  to  maintain  its  own  inhabitants, 
though  they  arc  very  numerous;  but  it  is- 
not  fo  good  as  the  Java  rice.  Much  cotton 
is  likewiie  produced,  of  which  the  inhabi- 
tants make  women's  drefles,  which  are  held- 
to  be  the  £neft  of  ail  India  *. 

*  Thefe  gannents  are  called  tmAtgi\  they  are  red 
chccquered,  mixed  with  blue,  but  dull  coloured ;  tbey  reach 
from  head  to  foot,  and  ire  often  fold  from  fix  to  ten  Spanilb 
dollars  a-piece.  The  Bougioefc  often  import 'cotton  from  the 
illaad  B^,  boib  raw  and  fpun  into  yam  :  at  B^  thejr  do  not 
undcrUand  packing  cotton,  but  ftuff  it  in  balkets.  The 
Bouginefe  likewife  manu^Aure  beautiful  lilk  belts,  in  which 
they  fix  their  krifles ;  alfo  a  Und  of  paper,  from  the  inner  bark 
of  a  fmall  tree,  in  which  they  wrap  their  fine  catnbsys;  thcf 
often  dye  this  paper  of  various  colours,  and  export  much  of  it 
to  AfaniHa,  and  many  other  places;  it  rcfemhlcs  the  Otaheite 
doth.  They  make  fire  arms,  but  cannot  make  gunlocks- 
they  alfo  caQ  fmall  brafs  gun),  which  they  call  rwiimJtim;  tlw 
larger  ramiakiu  is  about  Gx  feet  long,  and  carries  a  half-pound 
ball.  They  are  curious  in  fillagree  work,  both  in  gold  and 
filver.  Captun  Fobheit  was  informed,  that  they  Jailed  in 
their  paduakans,  or  prows,  to  the  northem  parts  of  Itevi  HI- 
lanJ,  probably  Carpentaria-Bajf  to  gather  fea-fwallow  (Ucit 
(k  merjt  which  tbey  fell  to  the  annual  Cbinefe  junk  at  Mxt^tr  i 
dtey  Cud  alfo  that  gold  was  to  be  got  there.    7*^ 

Gold 
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Gold  is  likewüè  found  in  the  kingdom  of 
tiOefae,  and  in  the  eaftem  parts  of  the  ifland, 
which  is  partly  colle£led  for  the  Company 
at  Gorontaio» 

The  üavetrade  is  alib  much  proliscated 
here,  moft  of  the  eaftera  lettlements,  Bata* 
tiia^  and  yavot  being  provided  with  flaves 
from  CfkAes.  They  are,  in  general,  kid- 
napped, and  fold  in  fecret  to  the  European^ 
who  carry  them  away  in  their  fliips  *, 

Of  the  various  nations  who  inhabit  Celebes, 
the  Bonians,  or  Bougincfe  *{',  and  the  Ma- 
caflers,  are  the  moft  known ;  the  latter  are 
the  moft  conliderable  of  thofe  who  have  been 
forced  by  the  arms  of  the  Company  to  enter 
into  alliance  with  them  ;  their  lands  likewife 
lie  near  thofe  of  the  Company,  and  they  are, 
therefore,  better  known  in  hiftory,  than  the 
more  diftant  kingdoms  and  nations. 

The  Bouginefe,  at  preient  the  moft  pow- 
erful nation  in  Celebes,  though  a  century  ago 

*  About  one  hundred  flares  are  annually  purctufed  at 

Jdacaffir  by  tbe  Dutch  Company)  for  their  ovn  fervice,  and 

CiHivcyed  to  Batavia  ;  the  whcde  remainder  of  this  iniquitous 

traffic  it  in  the  iiands  of  private  individuals  and  free  inhabitants 

.  pf  thofe  two  places-    T. 

t  Called,  in  general,  Buggejii  by  the  Ea^jUlh,    T, 

s  3  thcjr 
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they  came  iu  no  comparifbn  with  the  Ma- 
calfcfs,  who  were  then  the  moft  celebrated 
and  potent  nation  of  the  ifland,  are  of  a  mid- 
dle ftature,  ftrong,  and  mufcular»  and  of  a 
lightbrown  complexion ;  there  are  fome  of 
them  who  are  even  nearly  as  fair  as  Euro- 
peans, efpecially  among  the  women,  who 
have  pleafing  countenances,  expept  that 
their  nofes  are  rather  flattifti- 

The  Macaflers,  on  the  pthor  hand,  are 
aof  fo  handlbme,  but  have  a  more  manly 
and  more  martial  appearance ;  they  poiTefs 
likewife  more  courage,  and  are  greater  ene- 
mies of  treachery,  while  the  Bouginefe  will 
uevcr  attack  their  adverlaries  openly,  but 
always  endeavour  to  deftroy  them  by  trea- 
chery ;  they  will  even  take  away  the  lives 
of  fuch  as  have  never  offended  them,  if  they 
can  do  it  wit;Hout  being  difcovered,  be  it. 
only,  as  they  flightingly  %,  to  try  whether 
their  krifTes  ar?  good ;  to  which  diabolical 
temper  the  Europeans  at  Macafer  often  be- 
come the  vifliras,  as  even  happened  dprmg 
my  very  fliort  ftay  there. 

Their  kriiïes  and  aflagays  are.  In  general, 
poilbned,    as  ^e  likewife  the  little  darts 
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which  they  blow  through  their /hib^/Vj,  or 

wooden  tubes. 

Their  drefe  confifts  in  a  piece  of  cotton 
cloth,  red  or  blue;  wound  round  the  body, 
and  drawn  tight  between  the  legs.  The 
upper  part  of  the  body  is  naked.  Upon  the 
head  they  wear  a  piece  of  cotton,  like  an 
handkerchief,  with  which  they  cover  their 
hair,  which  is  very  long,  and  quite  black. 
Neither  men,  nor  women,  fuffer  any  hair  to 
grow  upon  any  other  parts  of  the  bodyj  but, 
as  .is  cuftomary  with  all  the  Mahomedaiis  in 
India,  they  pluck  it  out,  by  the  roots,  as 
{oofx  as  it  appears. 

Their  food  is  rice,  fifli,  and  pifang,  and 
.their  drink  water;  though  they  have  like- 
wife^^mr^,  or  palmwine. 

The  Bouginefe  women  are,  in  general, 
much  handfomer  than  thofe  of  any  other 
Indian  nation.  There  are  fome  among 
them,  who,  for  the  contour  of  their  faces, 
would  be  efteeraed  beauties  even  in  Europe  ; 
and  did  they  but  poflefs  the  lilies  and  rofes 
of  our  northern  fair,  they  would  be  equal  to 
the  handforaeft  of  the  fex.  They  are  all 
moft  ardently  addiéled  to  the  fenfual  pleafurcs 
pf  love  i  and,  goaded  on  by  the  hotteft  fires 
"         .  N  4  -       of 
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of  luft,  are  ingenious  in  every  refinement  of 
aniorous  enjoyment;  on  this  account,  die 
Bougineib  gi^ls  are  preferred  throughout  the 
eaft,  for  concubines,-  both  by  Europeans  ^ 
and  by  Indians.  Mr.  van  Pleuren,  who 
had  refided  here  for  eight  years,  and  fcveral 
other  credible  people, ,  informed  me,-  that 
among  thefe  women,  and  thofe  of  Macajfer, 
were  many  who,  in  common  with  fome  of 
the  Portuguefe  women  at  Batavia,  poffeiTed 
the  fecret  of  being  able,  by  certain  herbs  and 
other  means,  to  difqualify  their  inconAant 
lovers  from  repeating  the  affront. to  them, 
infomuch,  that  the  offending  part  ihrunic 
entirely  away;  with  other  circumftances, 
which  decency  requires  that  I  fliould  fup- 
preis. 

The  religioir  univerfally  received  here,  is 
that  of  Mahomet,  which  allows  the  men 
four  legal  wives,  if  they  can  maintain  them; 
but  if  they  do  not  like  each  other,  they 
'  feparate  with  as  much  eafe  as  they  before 
became  united; 

Their    burials    are    performed    Without 

much  ceremony  :  the  body  is  wrapped  in  a 

piece  of  white  linen,  and  laid  in  the  grave, 

upon  which  fome-  fweetfcentcd  flowers  are 

ftrewn. 
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ftrcvfil,  and  two  ftones  crcöed,  oije  at  the' 
head,  and  the  qther  at  the  feet. 

This  is  the  whole  of  what  the  ftiortnefs  of 
my  ftay  allowed  me  td  colleft  refpefting  the 
charaéiers  and  cuAoms  of  thefe  people,  (a 
renowned  throaghout  the  eaft  *.

The  BugguelTes  are  a  bigb<fpiriled  people,  and  defenre  the 
cbaraAer  given  of  Malays  in  general  byM.  Foivcb,  in  his 
Travels  of  a  Philofopher:  "  fond  of  adventures,  emigradoo, 
*■  and  capable  of  undertaking  the  moft  dangerons  enterprifes.**^ 
The  word  Bugguefa  has  become,  amongfl  Europeans  in  the 
eafl  of  India,  an  exprelfion  meaning  the  liftne  as  foli3ier,  juft 
as  fq>oy  is  in  the  well.  The  people  of  CtUhti  are  very  in, 
duftrious ;  they  are  alio  adventurous  merchants )  their  prowa 
go  weftward  to  BencMlen,  Malatia^  and  as  iar  as  Jebtin  and 
QWtf,  northward  to  Mimilla,  and  fouthward  to  Nrm  HelUind, 
and  the  BuggueHes  often  find  their  way  to  the  Spiee-iflands,  in 
fpife  of  the  vigilance  of  the  Dutch.  The  BuggueOes  write 
'heir  language  iiwa  left  to  right,  in  a  charafter  peculiar  to 
themfclvcs  :  on  the  fcacoaft  tbey  univerfaJly  fpeak  the  Malay 
tongue,  aad  have  many  Malay  phrafes  in  their  language.    The 

laws 
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Fort  Rotterdam^  which  was  built  by  the 
MacaiTers,  ■  with  'thé  afliftance  of  the  Por- 
tuguefe,  lies  about  eight  hundred  feet  Yrom 
the  beach,  oppofite  to  the  roaJ,  where  a 
pierhead  extends,  which  ferves  for  unload- 
ing of  the  üiips,  and  clofe  to  which  there  is- 
fifteen  or  fixteen  feet  water. 

The  plan  of  this  fort  has  been  publiflied 
in  the  Lhes  of  the  Governors  General  of  In- 
dia, and  the  ichnography  of  it  remains  ex- 
actly the  fame. 

The  church  has  been  neatly  rebuilt  afew 
years  ago,  and  has  room  for  two  hundred 
perlbns.  The  feat  of  the  governor  is  wholly 
gilt,  and  is  under  a  canopy,  oppoHte  to  the 
pulpit. 

The  walls  of  the  fortrefs  are  high  and 
ftrong,  and  conftruélcd  of  rockftone.  With- 
out the  landgate  there  is  a  large  plain,  on 
the  north  fide  of  which  is  fituated  the  negree, 
or  village,  called  Vkardingen^  where  moft 
of  the  Europeans  refide.  The  ftreets  crofs 
each  other  at  right  angles,  pointing  to  the 

laws  of  tbe  inhabitants  of  Cilettt  are  adminnered  according  to 
old  CDtloms,  handed  down  fram  their  anceflors,  and  reuined  in 
tbe  memory  of  thetr  old  men  {eran  tue) ;  though,  in  fomc; 
parti,  they  are  -committed  to  writing :  in  dubious  cafes  they 
refer  to  tbe  Koran,  if  applicable^    T, 

four 
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four  cardinal  points  :  moft  of  them  are 
hroad,  and  io  med  of  tolerably  good-looking 
houfes.  At  the  end  of  one  of  them,  ftands 
the  orphan-houfe,  which  is  a  large,  but  very 
ruinous,  building.  The  Chinefe  all  live  to- 
gether here,  in  one  ftreet,  which  is  named, 
?fter  them.  Though  it  is  called  the  negree, 
pr  village,  it  rather  deferves  the  appellation 
pf  town.  It  is  palifadoed  all  round,  and  is, 
at  night,  clofed  by  gates,  where  a  watch 
.  is  conftantly  kept. 

Without  the  village  of  J'^laardingeriy  to  the 
^uth,  there  is  a  row  of  buildings,  which 
bound  it  on  that  fide,  and  where  likejvife 
(he  houfe  of  the  governor  ftands  at  prefent. 
The  Bouginefe  and  Malay  campons  are  not 
fer  from  it. 

The  campOH  Baro,  where  moft  of  the 
natives,  and  (bme  Europeans,  live,  is  fouth 
of  the  fort :  there  are  likewife  a  few  brick 
houies  in  it. 

Between  it  and  the  fort  is  the  burying-- 
ground,  where  every  European  of  any  con- 
"fideration  has  a  feparate  grave,  with  a 
tombftone  over  it,  ftuccoed  white,  and  in- 
fcribed  with  the  names  of  thofe  who  lie 
bijried  there,  or  to  whom  the  grave  belongs. 
The 
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The  fervïccs  of  religion  were  admlniftered 
hj  a  clergyman  of  the  name  of  De  Graaf, 
gi  moil  excellent  man,  and  one  of  the  beft 
whom  I  met  with  in  all  India.  He  was  an 
enemy  to  all  diflentiou ;  he  ceafed  not,  as 
long  as  any  difcord  reigned  between  any  of 
the  members  of  the  congregation,  to  wliich 
he  was  a  faithful  paftor,  before  he  had  con- 
ciliated matters,  and  yet  he  was  never  found 
to  intermeddle  in  affairs  that  did  not  become 
him.  He  was  wholly  free  from  that  fpiritual 
pride,  which  is  obfervable  in  fo  many  of  the 
iacerdotal  order.  In  converlation  he  was 
friendly  and  amiable ;  never  dogmatical, 
and  never  inclined  to  condemn  his  fellow* 
mortals.  In  company  he  was  both  pleafant 
and  inftru£live ;  and  nothing  indecQrous,  or 
incompatible  with  purity  of  morals,  was 
ever  heard  when  he  was  prefent.  In  Ihort, 
he  was  a  man  who,  as  far  as  could  be  judged 
from  his  aöions,  fought^  in  every  refpeél,  to 
follow  the  golden  rule,  of  loving  God  and  his 
neighbour,  I  have  given  a  more  ample 
ilfetch  of  this  worthy  man's  charadier,  as  it 
is  very  rare  that  fuch  minjfters  of  the  goipel 
^e  met  with  in  India. 

^he  office  of  governor  is  here  a  very  in- 
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tricate  and  important  one.  The  concerns  of 
the  Company,  which,  in  all  their  other  fettle- 
ments,  except' Ternate,  are  confined  to  the 
fpeculations  of  commerce,  are  here  of  a 
very  different  nature!  ConAdered  fuperfi* 
cially,  Macaffer  has  been  a  prejudicial  cila- 
blifhment,  as  it  is  an  annual  charge  upon 
the  Company  of  ninety  thoufand  gildecs ; 
but  if  we  confider  it  more  attentively,  it  is 
one  of  thofe  polfeflions  which  are  of  the 
greateft  importance  to  the  Company,  for  the 
prefervation  of  their  exclufive  ipice-trade. 
The  fituation  of  Celebes^  in  the  proximity  of 
the  iflands  which  produce  thoie  invaluable 
articles,  the  power  of  the  nations  who  in- 
habit it,  and  their  bent  towards  navigation 
and  commerce,  early  induced  them  to  enter 
into  this  trade,  even  long  before  the  arrival 
of  the  Europeans  in  thefe  regions.  Thej 
carried  the  fpices  they  obtained  to,  the  then 
emporiums.  Bantam  and  Malaccay  where 
they  were  fetched  by  other  merchants  from 
the  weft  of  India,  and  being  conveyed  by 
the  Red  Sea  to  Alexandria^  or  by  caravans  to 
AleppOy  they  finally  found  their  way  to  Eu- 
rope. 

Exclufive  of  the  jealoufy  which  the  Com- 
pany 
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(any  muil  naturally  haVé  entertained  of 
thefe  competitors  in  fheic  fpice-trade,  a 
further  motive  for  apprehenfion  prefented 
itfelf  in  the  attempts  made  by  the  Portu* 
guefe,  their  hereditary  enemies,  to  eftablifll 
themfelves  hereloy  which  the  Dutch  pof- 
feflions  in  the  Moluccas^  and  neighbouring 
idands,  would  continually'  run  the  rifk,  upon 
the  leaft  change  of  fortune»  of  being  wrefted 
from  them,  or  at  leaft  kept  in  a  conftant 
ftate  of  alarm  and  difquiet. 

This  at  laA  produced  a  determination  in 
them,  to  remove  the  evil  at  once  ;  in  which 
they  very  happily  fijcceeded,  in  the  year 
1667»  under  the  conduft  of  Governor 
Speelman,  as  general }  when,  among 
other  advantages.  Fort  Rotterdam  was  ceded 
to  them,  which  before  bore  the  name  of 
Oedpngpmdangi  corruptly  called  by  us  Jan 
Pandan  • ;  but  we  muft  confider  that  the 
war  was  then  only  waged  againft  the  Ma- 
caflers,  or  the  kingdom  of  Goach,  and  that 
the  princes  of  Boni,  Sopng,  &c.  were  at  that

time 
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time  very  infignificant,  and  had  united 
tbemfelves  to  the  Company  by  the  famous 
Boni  contraö,  which  was  concluded  on  the 
i8th  of"  November,  1667,  and  to  which  the 
Macaflers  were  afterwards  compelled  equal- 
ly to  accede.  Since  that  tISie  the  fyftem  of 
policy  adopted  by  the  Company  has  been 
to  exalt  Boni,  and  to  humble  GoacA ;  and  in 
later  times  this  condu^  became  the  (burce 
of  many  wars. 

But  in  order  to  throw  more  light  upon  the 
affairs  of  Maca^r,  it  is  ncce0ary  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  principal  kingdoms  and 
ftates  of  Celebes^  and  to  have  a  fketch  of  their 
hiftory  down  to  the  prefent  time.  A  manu» 
Icript  on  this  fubjeft  has  fallen  into  my 
hands,  which  Mr.  Blok,  formerly  governor . 
of  MacaJJ'er,  compofed  from  authentic  re- 
cords, and  continued  down  to  his  time^  that 
is,  till  1759 ;  in  order,  however,  not  to  re- 
peat too  much  of  what  Valentyn  may 
already  have  written,  whoft  account  of 
Macajfer  I  have  not  by  me,  I  fhall  only 
ftate  the  moft  prominent  part»  of  the  hif- 
tory of  Celebes  fince  the  beginning  of  the 
prefent  century. 

CHAP- 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

Account  tf  the  Kingdom  of  Macassbr.— ri«tr

X  HE  empire  or  kingdom  of  Macajfer, 
which,  before  the  conqueft  of  it  by  the. 
Dutch,  was  fo  clofely  united  with  thofe  of 
telh  and  Sandrabony,  that  it  made,  as  it 
were,  but  one  ftatc, ,  extended  along  the  fea- 
poaft»  from  Boeleboeky  in  the  bay  of  Bonit  to 
the  point  c^  Laffem  (called  Laffoa^  in  our 
maps),  and  thence  weftward  to  the  point  of 
Touratfiy  or  Tahake^y  and  along  the  weft 
coaft,  northward,  to  Tanette,  or  Aganondje, 
and  reached  inland  as  far  as  Boni  and 
Sopingy  through  the  whole  of  which,  the 
original  language  of  the  Macaflers  then  pre- 
vailed. 

The  kings  of  Goacb  and  Telia  are  both 
called 
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called  kings  of  Macajfer,  although  each  is  a 
feparate  ftates*  taking  their  names  from  their 
relpeélive  capitals,  Qoach  and  telb. 

The  ancient  fabulous  traditions  of  Ma- 
caffery  according  to  a  manulcript,  tranflated 
out  of  their  language,  of  which  I  had  the 
perufal,  make  mention  of  four  kings,  before 
the  coming  of  Toemanoerong,  which  fig, 
nifies,  one  defcended  from  heaven. 

It  happened,  as  thefe  traditions  relate,  at 
a  certain  time,  after  the  death  of  thefe  four 
kings,  that  a  beautiful  woman,  adorned  with 
a  chain  of  gold,  defcended  from  heaven, 
and  was  acknowledged  hy  the  MacalTers  for 
their  queen,  under  the  aforefaid  denomina- 
tion of  TOEMANOERONO. 

Upon  hearing  the  report  of  the  appear- 
ance upon  earth  of  this  celeftial  beauty,  the  / 
king  of  Bantam  went  thither,  and  fought 
her  hand  in  marriage,  though  he  had  before 
wedded  a  princeis  of  Bontain.  His  fuit  was 
granted,  and  a  fbn  was  begotten  in  this 
marriage,  of  whom  Toemanoerono  was 
two  or  three  years  pregnant,  (o  that  the 
child  could  both  walk  and  talk,  imme- 
diately after  he   was   born;    but  he  was 
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very  much  diftorted  in  fliape.    His  name 

was  TuEMA'SALIMGABERIENa.      When  he 

was  grown  up,  he  broke  the  chain  of  gold, 
which  his  mother  had  brought  with  her 
from  heaven,  in  two  pieces*  after  which, 
ihe,  together  with  her  hufband,  and  his 
brother,  vanifhcd  in  a  moment,  taking  with 
her  the  one  half  of  the  chain,  and  leaving 
tlie  other»  and  the  empire,  to  her  fon.  This  ' 
chain,  which  the  Macaflers  ibmetimes  fay 
is  heavy,  fometimes,  light,  at  one  time,  dark 
coloured,  and  at  another,  bright,  was  ever 
afterwards  one  of  the  principal  regalia  of 
the  kings  of  Gsach^  till  in  the  revolution 
of  Grain  Bontalancas,  it  was  loft,  as 
l^was  informed,  together  with  feveral  other 
regal  infignia. 

The  manufcript  I  alluded  to,  traces  the 
origin  of  the  princes  of  Goacb  from  this 
fon  of  ToiMANOERONG,  who,  togethcf  with 
his  three  fucceffors,  it  is  added^  did  not  die, 
but  vanifhed  in  the  fame  manner  as  their 
parents ;  and  the  eighteenth  king  after  "him 
began  his  reign  under  the  name  of  Paducca 
SiRi  Sultan  Shah  Badin  Ismael. 

Although  this  king  did  not  long  occupy 
the 
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the  throne,  he  waged  a  furious  war  againil 
the  king  of  Bonif  who  was  reinforced  by  the 
arms  of  the  Company. 

He  was  depofcd  by  the  nine  eftates  of  the 
country  of  Goachy  and  they  eleded  in  his 
ftead  the  king  of  Tello^  who  was  called 
Mappa  Orangie,  but  as  king  of  Goach  he 
took  the  name  of  Paducca  Siri  Sultan 
Sira  Joddeen.  < 

In  the  year  1718,  the  Macafler  prince, 
and  afterwards  famous  rebel,  Caraihg,  or 
Grain  Bontalancas,  fled  from  Goach, 
having  killed  a  daughter  of  the  former  king, 
and  ibught  an  afylum  among  the  Dutch, 
living,  under  the  Company's  proteÖion,  in 
the  campon  Bare,  He  afterwards  yent 
from  here  to  Sumbawat  and  alUfted  in  the 
war  which  raged  between  the  Sumbawers 
and  Baliers,  in  which  the  king  of  the  for- 
mer was  killed.  He  wedded  the  daughter 
of  this  prince,  who  was  afterwards  queen 
of  Sumbawüt  and  whofe  mother,  marrying 
with 'the  king  of  Goacky  perfijaded  her 
daughter  to  be  divorced  from  Crain  Bon- 
talancas, and  to  marry  a  prince  of  iSttfli- 
èaiBa. 
In  the  yean  724,  the  king,  SiraJoudeen, 
o  2  gave 
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gave  up  ehtirely  to  his  Con  the  kingdom  of 
Té//Of  and  taking  upon  hirafelf  the  fole  ad- 
miniftration  of  that  of  GoacA,  foon  gave  lb 
much  umbrage  to  the  Macafler  princes,  and 
efpecially  to  Bontalancas,  that  the  latter, 
who  was  become  both  furious  and  defperate, 
from  his  forcible  feparatiou  from  his  wife, 
formed  a  refolution  of  taking  ample  revenge 
upon  the  king.  In  order  to  compafs  this 
purpofe,  he  procured,  not  only  feveral  of 
the  difcontented  Macafler  princes,  but  like- 
wife  many  Bougineie  of  high  rank,  to  take 
part  in  his  conipiracy  ;  and  he  afterwards 
entered  into  the  moft  folemn  engagement 
with  the  famous  pirate  Aroe  Soenkakg, 
and  his  captain  TouAssA,  to  dethrone  the 
kings  of  Goach  and  £<;»/,  and  wholly  to  expel 
the  Dutch  from  Celebes, 

Accordingly  he  kindled  the  flames  of  war, 
in  the  year  1734,  in  Bontairty  whence  they 
foon  fpread  far  and  wide.  In  the  beginning 
of  the  war,  Bontalancas  gained  many 
advantages,  and  made  fo  much  impreffion 
upon  the  king  of  Goacb,  that  on  the  5th  of 
November,  1735,  ne  fled  from  Goach  to 
Telh  ;  upon  which  the  Macafler  eftates  im- 
mediately cleÜed  his  grandfon,  furnamed 
Malawangbse 
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Malawangese  Abdul  Haerman  Shoer, 
twentieth  king  of  Goack.  But  he  likcwife 
was  forced  to  yield  to  the  arms  of  the  rebels, 
and  abandon  his  capital,  which  was  imme- 
diately taken  pof^ffion  of  by  Chain  Bon- 
TALANCAs  ;  whilc  thc  king,  together  with 
a  confiderable  number  of  MacafTers,  fled  as 
far  as  Fort  Rotterdam»  where,  in  the  year 
1^39»  he  put  himfelf  under  the  protedlion 
of  the  Company. 

Grain  Bontalancas,  being  maftcr  of 
the  country  of  WaJJa,  and  of  part  of  the 
kingdom  of  BoRtf  came  down,  a  ihort  time 
before,  to  the  northern  provinces  of  the 
Company,  and  cauied  himfelf  to  be  Inftalled 
king  of  Goacb. 

Soon  afterwards,  he  fummoned  Fort  Rot- 
terdam, in  the  name  of  thc  three  united 
empires  of  Bordf  Go^h^  and  Wadjo.  But 
the  governor  not  being  fpeedy  enough  in 
his  determination,  the  whole  force  of  Goach 
and  Wadjo  foon  appeared  upon  the  plain  be- 
fore the  fort.  The  g^rrifon,  reinfOTced  by 
a  body  of  Bouginefe,  who  were  attached  to 
the  Company,  and  by  the  Company's  fub- 
je6te,  marched  againft  the  enemy  the  lame 
^ay,  being  the  1 6th  of  May,  1739,  and  iHiXy 
03  inj 
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ing  upon  them  with  great  fury,  loon  put 
them  to  flight,  and  throwing  up  a  battery  of 
fixteen  pieces  óf  cannon,  where  a  good  num- 
ber of  them  took  poft,  they  returned  in  tri- 
umph to  the  fort. 

The  enemy,  on  the  other  hand,  in- 
trenched themfelves  againft  us,  and  daily 
Ikirmifhes  took  place,  till  on  the  I4.th  of 
July,  when  the  country  being  fufficiently 
dry,  that  the  artillery  could  be  tranlported, 
the  garrifbn  made  aiK)ther  &lly,  and  being 
joined  by  their  Bougineie  allies,  and  other 
auxiliaries,  together  with  the  Company's 
fubjeds  and  the  Macaflcr  refugees  before- 
mentioned,  they  fell  upon  the  enemy,  early 
in  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  July,  by  fur- 
prize,  and  after  an  obftinate  refiftance,  and 
a  bloody  battle,  which  laftcd  till  four  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  they  gained  a  complete 
viflory. 

«  This  viéiory  was  of  the  greater  import- 
ance, as  by  it  the  treacherous  hopes  of  the 
Macafler  refugees  were  fruftrated ;  for 
though  they  had  joined  our  troops,  they 
were  almoft  all  inclined  to  the  rebel  party, 
and  had  concerted  with  their  chief,  that,  as 
foon  as  the  balance  turned  the  leaft  in  his 
favour. 
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favour,  they  would  Join  him,  and  turn  them- 
felves  agaiuH  us. 

Three  days  after  this,  when  the  rebels 
again  tried  their  chance,  they  were  beat 
anew,  and  put  to  flight  by  our  troops,  leav- 
ing behind  them  many  dead  and  wounded. 
Ckain  Bontalancac,  who  had  thrown 
faimfelf  into  Goack  with  all  his  troops,  was 
himfelf  wounded.  Our  men  pursued  them 
hotly,  and  at^thrce  o'clock  in  the  after- 
poou,  they  came  before  the  town,  and  im- 
mediately threw  up  fome  batteries,  which 
were  ready  in  the  evening,  and  played  with 
fa  muph  cSéGt  during  the  night,  that  at 
four  o^cIock  the  next  morning  our  com- 
mander in  chief,  Admiral  Smout,  received 
intelligence  that  the  enemy  had  abandoned 
(he  town,  and  had  fled  to  the  mountains ; 
by  which  the  war,  on  this  fide  of  Celeiett 
was  put  an  end  to.  The  regalia  of  GoacH 
were  immediately  coUeöcd,  and,  together 
with  the  kingdonï  of  Macajfer^  were  re- 
lïored  to  the  monarch  who  had  laft  fled 
from  G»acb,  Abdul  Haerman  Shoer,  and 
to  the  regent  of  the  empire. 

Moftof  the  adherents  of  Grain  Bonta- 

f.AKCA«  then  came  in,  and  fubmiflively  en- 
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treated  for  pardon.  Among  them,  was  a 
man  of  upwards  of  a  hundred  years  of  age. 
Grain  Alamanpang,  a  younger  brother 
of  CsAiN  PoMLiAAN,  who  had  been  a  fu- 
gitive of  the  former  century.  On  furren- 
dcring  his  kris,  he  fpoke  as  follows  : 

**  1  have  beheld  this  city  of  Goach,  in  its 
"  proudeft  luftre,  when  it  ruled  over  the 
f*  whole  ifland  of  Celebes  ;  I  afterwards  was 
'f  a  witnefs  to  its  firil  humiliation,  when 
**  wc  were  fubdued  by  the  Company  ;  it  was 
"  then  thought  its  fame  and  honour  were 
**  greatly  tarniffied,  yet  it  was  ftill  populous 
•*  and  refpefled;  but  now  I  look  aropnd  me, 
"  and  behold  nought  but  ruins  and  diflio- 
**  npur.  I  furrendered  my  kris,  the  firft 
*f  time  at  Samhepot  once  more  at  Sourahay^t 
"  and  now  here,  for  the  third  time,  to  the 
•*  conquering  arms  of  the  Company  t  leave 
"  to  an  qld  man  now  the  only  confolation 
"  that  remains — to  die  in  peace." 

He  received  a  free  pardon,  and  his  kris 
was  reftored  tp  him. 

A  (hort  time  afterwards,  intelligence  was 
received  that  Grain  Bontalancas  had 
died  of  his  wounds. 

King   Abdul  Haerman   Shoer  dyiqg 
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on  the  27th  of  July,  1742,  in  the  feven- 
teenth  year  of  his  age,  his  blother,  Mappa 
Babassa,  a  child  of  eight  years  old,  was 
chofen  luccefTor  to  the  crown  of  Goack.,  un- 
Jer  the  guardianfhlp  of  the  regent,  Craim 
Madjennano.  Nothing  matCFial  occurred 
during  his  reign.  He  died  on  the  2 1  ft  of 
December,  1753,  and  was  fuccecdcd  by  his 
.ibn  Amas  Madina,  lurnamed  Pattema 
Tharie,  who  was  the  twenty-fccond  king 
of  Goachy  and  in  the  year  1758»  was  re- 
named Battaha  Goach,  by  the  regent, 
who  was,  at  the  fame  time, .  his  grand- 
father. 

Thus  far  the  manufcript  of  Mr.  Bloc 
What  follows,  was  related  to  me  at  Ma- 
cajfer. 

After  the  death  of  his  grandfather»  the 
regency  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  uncle  of 
king  Battara.  This  man,  urged  by  the 
ambition  of  enjoying  the  crown  himfelf, 
caufed  ib  much  vexation  to  his  nephew  and 
fovereign,  that  the  latter  abandoned  his 
kingdom  and  Celebes^  and  fled  to  the  weft- 
ward,  no  one  knew  whither. 

But  the  regent,  feeing  that  matters  were 
fiot  yet  fiifficieutly  r^pe,  nor  the  nobles  of 
Goach 

^'^^"^ 
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GeaeB  properij  prepared  to  admit  of  hit 
ofor'ping  the  érown  bïmfelf,  contrived  that 
a  younger  brother  of  the  king  ibould  b? 
exalted  to  the  thrcme  ;  ivhofe  life,  how- 
ever, he  equally  found  means  to  embitter 
lb  much,  that  he  alfb  quitted  his  di^it^ 
shd  cottutry  in  delpair  *.  Upon  this,  the 
art^I  regent  was  cpnfecrated  king,  and  h^ 
took  Bpon  himfelf,  at  the  Jame  time,  the 
office  of  regent,  or  prime  minifter,  in  or- 
der to  avoid  another's  playing  the  fame  part 
which  be  had  aéled  before. 

Thi»  jH-ince  was  on  the  throne  in  the 
year  1775»  when  I  was  there.  He  was 
defcribed  to  me  as  a  very  wife  monarch, 
who  diftributed  impartial  juftice  to  his  fab- 
jeAs,  and  kept  a  watchful  eye  over  ell  the 
Itreigu  relations  of  his  country ;  efpecially 
over  the  kingdom  of  Boff/,   for  which,  'm

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common  with  all  the  other  kings  of  Goack^ 
he  entertained  the  moft  inveterate  hatred  % 
for  its  prefent  profpcrity  and  power  were 
founded  upon  the  decline  and  ruin  of  i^jS" 
cajfer.  An  equally  deeprooted  mutual  hate 
exifts  at  Bom,  where  they  leave  nothing 
untried,  by  means  of  their  more  &xi&  con- 
nections with  the  Company,  to  humble  the 
power  of  Macaffèr,  and  reader  its  fidelity 
fiiipeéïed. 

An  inftance  hereof  occurred  in  the  year 
1770,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  prefent  go- 
vernor of  MacaffeVf  Mr.  van  der  Voort, 
The  king  qÏ  Boni,  having  received  informa- 
tion that  a  new  governor  was  expelled  froia 
Batavia,  caufed  an  intimation  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  king  of  Goach,  by  a  third  or 
fourth  hand,  that  one  of  the  fugitive  princes 
was  coming  over  with  the  governor, who  was 
to  be  reftored  to  the  throne  of  bis  anceftor% 
while  the  ufurper  would  be  takeu  piifoner^ 
and  lent  into  banilhment.  In  order  to  eStSt 
the  latter  purpofe,  it  was  alleged,  that  the 
opportunity  would  be  availed  of,  when  the 
king  of  Goach,  according  to  ancient  cuft(Mn« 
came  to  renew  the  oatfe  of  fidelity  to  tl» 
Cofnpaoy» 
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Company,  upon  the  acceffion  of  a  new  go- 
vernor *. 

This  prince,  deceived  hereby,  came,  at 
the  appointed  time,  to  Fort  Roiterdamy  not 
with  his  ufual  fuïte,  but  accompanied  by 
five  or  fix  thoufand  well-armed  meiij  and 
refiifed  to  enter  the  walls  of  the  fortrefs 
without  thefe  troops,  faying,  at  the  fame 
time,  the  reafon  why  he  came  in  this'  man- 
ner ;    but  when  the    Company's  fervant* 

*  The  oath  of  fidelit}',  and  alliance  to  the  Companj',  b 
talcen  by  the  kings  of  Caw^  and  of  £««,  with  the  following 
ceremonies :  The  king,  drefled  in  cloth  of  gold,  and  wear-

A 
chapter  of  the  Koran,  relating  to  the  izkirg  of  oaths,  is  thea 
readtothebing,  in  Arabian,  to  which  he  lifluis  with  great  atten- 
tion and  veneration.  He  then  folds  his  hands,  and  lays  them 
three  times  upon  the  book,  and  afterwards  upon  bis  head. 
Next  he  takes  his  kris  of  ftate,  and  dippii^g  the  point  of  it  tp 
t  filver  horn  of  water,  ftirs  it  about  with  if,  and  lets  a  few 
drops  which  remain  upon  the  point  fall  upon  hi»  tongue; 
by  which  the  oath  is  completed,  in  the  molt  folemn  mM- 
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pointed  out  to  him  the  groundlefliiefs  of  his 
fufpicions,  and  the  evident  fallity  of  his  in- 
formation, he  was  prevailed  upon  to  lay 
afidc  his  diftruft,  and  every  thing  pafled  oiF 
without  further  difficulty  ;  ib  that  the  king 
of  Boni  was  difappointed  iu  his  objefi. 
Yet  the  king  was  Co  fearful,  and  upon  his 
guard,  at  the  feaft  which  the  governor 
gave  that  day  to  the  native  princes,  that 
neither  he,  nor  his  attendants,  would  touch 
any  wine,  nor  any  of  the  provifions  which 
were  fet  before  them. 

I  iaw  this  prince  twice  ;  he  is  rather  cor- 
pulent, grave  in  his  appearance  and  convcr- 
fation,  and  attentive  and  referved  in  his 
manners. ' 

The  king  of  Goach  is  not  an  abfolute 
Ibvereign  :  he  is  fubjeft  to  the  laws  of  thé 
land,  and  may  not  perform  any  important 
regal  funftions,  without  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  the  body  of  nobilit/. 
Crimes  are  puniihed  according  to  laws,  and 
not  by  the  arbitrary  will  of  the  monarch. 
His  privy  counfellors  are  called  totnam  la- 
iangs. 

Every  negree,  or  townfhip,  has  a  chief, 
called 
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caOed  galarang:  this  rank  was  instituted 
by  the  eighth  king  of  Goacb,  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  sixteenth  century,  perhaps  at  the 
inftance  of  the  Portuguese,  who  firft  arrived 
at  CekbeSy  and  obtained  a  footing  there 
during  the  reign  of  that  king,  in  the  year 

His  fuccefibr  appointed  and  regulated 
meafures  and  weights  for  general  ufe ;  he 
£xed  prices  upon  the  articles  of  trade;  he 
mauuÊtdïured  gunpowder,  and  fïtft  mounted 
artillery  upon  the  walls  of  Goaph.  He  af- 
terwards, not  only  allowed  the  Malays  to 
fettle  in  his  ftatcs,  but,  together  with  other 
privileges,  he  granted  them  that  of  building 
a  temple,  and  openly  profefïïng  the  Ma- 
homedan  faith.  This  religion  gained  fb 
much  ground  here,  that  the  Macaflcrs,  by 
means  of  the  Malays,  difpatched  an  era- . 
baffy  to  Mecca^  to  fetch  a  fiadja^  or  prieft, 
from  that  place,  for  the  purpofe  of  inllruö- 
Ing  them  in  the  religies  of  the  Arabian 
impofter,  which  was  at  laft  univerfally  cfta- 
blilhed  throughout  the  MacaiTer  empire,  in 
the  year  1 603,  under  the  thirteenth  king, 
Suj^TAN  Allah  Oudeen  ;  and  three  years 
afterwards 
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afterwards  they  forced  the  people  of  Soni 
equally  to  fublcribe  to  the  do£lrines  o£  the 
Koran< 

The  power  ©f  Macaffer  was  at  its  higheft 
pitch  about  the  middle  of  the  laft  century, 
when  its  princes  not  only  ruled  over  almoil 
the  whole  of  Celebes,  but  had  likewife  ren- 
dered Loma,  Mandelly,  Bima^  Tambora,  Dom- 
fo,  and  Sangary  tributary  to  them,  and  had 
conquered  BouHn,  Bungay,  Gapt,  the  XuUa 
ifiands,  and  Sumbawa.  They  moreover  held 
the  government  of  Saleyer,  which  had  beeu 
given  to  Macaffer^  by  Baab  Ullach,  king 
of  Temate ;  they  were  in  ftriö  alliance 
with  the  inhabitants  of  B<üi,  and  coined  the 
firft  gold  coins,  which  were  probably  the 
gold  mas,  of  the  value  of  ibcty  Dutch 
flivers. 

About  that  time  alio,  the  alliance  be- 
tween Goacb  and  Telh  was  renewed ;  and 
thefê  two  ftates  were  fo  firmly  united  to- 
gether, that  it  was  a  common  iaying,  that 
there  were  "  two  lords,  but  one  people." 
By  the  articles  of  union,  it  Was  fettled,  that 
all  levies  and  contributions  from  conquered 
provinces,  &c.  £hould  be  divided  into  five 
parts,  two  of  which  were  to  be  given  to 
Ooacb, 
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Goacè,  and  two  to  Teüo,  while  the  fifth 
fiiould  fa\l  to  the  ihare  of  the  eMeft  of  the 
two  kings;  that  the  eldeft  of  the  kings 
fljould  always  exercile  the  office  of  regent, 
or  prime  miniftcr,  to  his  junior  colleague  j 
that  they  fliould  both  be  equal  in  dignity  ; 
and,  laftly,  that  they  ihould  both  enjoy  the 
title  of  JamhancOy  fignifylng  as  much  as 
emperor. 

The  empire  of  Macaffer  has  at  preient  fo 
much  declined,  under  the  influence  of  the 
powerful  arms,  and  the  artful  policy,  of  the 
Company,  that  the  king  of  Boni  is  now 
much  fuperior  to  Goacht  both  In  extent  of 
territory,  and  number  of  fubjefls  ;  although 
in  war  a  Macaffer  is  better  than  three 
Bouginefe,  on  account  of  their  martial  cha- 
racter, and  undaunted  courage,  which  not- 
withftanding  all  the  adverlities  which  have 
fallen  upon  them,  for  a  century  paft,  have 
never  been  fubdued,  or  dirainjfhed  *.

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It  is  wortliy  of  remark,  that  the  kings 
of  Mac^lfer  have  a  new  name  given  to' 
them  after  their  death,  and  that  their  fuc- 
ceflbr  muft  be  nominated  before  their  inter- 
ment. 

The  kingdom  of  Telh  was  bounded,  in 
Ac  year  1667,  to  the  north,  by  the  Coerees, 
two  iflands,  fituated  a  little  to  the  fbuth- 
ward  of  the  river  JMiww,  and  to  the  fouth 
it  reached  as  far  as  Fort  Rotterdam.  The 
intimate  conneddon  between  this  kingdom 
and  that  of  GoacJb,  has  before  been  men- 
tioned ;  and  both  have,  in  confequence, 
participated  in  the  fame  changes  of  for- 
tune. 

The  ninth  kmg  of  TeUo,  Abdal  Carie» 
died  in  January,  1709,  and  was  fucceeded 
by  his  fan,  Mappa  Orangie,  who  was 
clewed  king  oï  Goacb  in  the  year  1712,  and 
ruled  over  both  kingdoms  till  the  year 
1724,  when  he  gave  up  that  of  TeUot  to  his 

ptsbabty  gdming  it  the  total  emandpiHon  of  her  country 
froei  the  yoke  of  the  Company,  raifed  a  rebellion  againft 
it,  in  which  her  fore»,  were  fubdued,  the  dty  of  Gaaeh 
taken  by  aflault,  its  fortificaTÏóns  razed,  and  the  govern- 
tnent  new  modeUe^  fo  ai  to  be  entirely  confonnable  to  the 
view*  of  the  cosquKJoTi.  '  T, 
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fon,  Mah  Radja,  or  Radja  Movdsit. 
To  him  iucceeded,  according  to  the  records 
of  the  Company,  but  in  what  year  is  not 
mentionbd,  his  brother,  Mapfa  Ekoa,  or 
Japfbe  Obden;  Uiis  prince,  known  by  th» 
name  of  Ckaik  Tallo,  was  the  grand- 
&ther,  and  regent,  of  the  king  of  Gmc£» 
in  the  year  1759*  and  an  inveterate  enemy 
of  the  Company.  After  his  death,  his 
dati^ter,  the  prcient  reigning  queen,  fiic- 
ceeded  to  the  crown. 

The  kingdom  of  SstidraiêMi,  fying  within 
the  bounds  of  Macéf^,  on  the  weftern  coafi 
of  CeMet,  between  the  Company's  la.nds  at 
Gaitjofig  and  Poe/méanéefft,  is  finall  in  de- 
tent, yet  independant  of  Goêcè»  In  the 
lame  of  To£ha  Paris,  king  of  MeceffeTi 
in  the  b^inniag  of  the  £xteenth  century, 
the  qoeen  of  StnirtA^  cfttered  la  an  al- 
liance  with  the  MacafTers,  its  liberties  anti 
immumties  remaining,  however,  uaimpar- 
ed ;  and  (ince  that  time,  it  has,  as  well  as 
Tdh^  been  fubjeAed  to  the  ikme  fortunes  as 
Goacb. 

Map?a  DoELANO,  afterwards  king  of 

Gwubt  ruled  over  this  finall  ftate,  at  the 

time  of   the  war   condudod  by  General 

Speelman, 
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S^KÈLMAli,  kadf  together  with  his  noblet» 
accepted  and  üvore  to  the  engagements  with 
the  Company,  in  1667  and  1669.  The 
kings  of  SartdrahMt  are  moiUj  related  to  the

This  was  the  firft  blow- which  was  given 
to  the  greatnels  of  Bontt  although  they  wertf- 
able  to  bring  feventy  tiioufaild  fighting  meo' 
into  the  field. 

The  hatred  whichi  by  this  means,  was 
excited  among  the  Bouginele,  againft  the 
Macaflers,  was  greatly  inftrumental  to  Ihe 
fuccefs  of  the  arms  of  the  Cotnpany  agiiinib 
Macaffer.  Radja  Paï,acca,  &  Ëougindê 
prince,  whofc  exertions  in  particular  con- 
tributed much  to  the  co'mplbtiotl  of  the  cott- 
qucft  of-  Macaffer,  was  ■  afterwards  chc^n 
king  of  Bonit  by  the  eleftors,.  and  fendeced 
himfelf  (b  famous  and  powerful,  extending 
the  bounds  of  his  kingdom  in  every  .way; 
that  he  was  called  by  his  peo{Je  Tosneb 
SoMBAYA,  fig'nifying»  ü  king'-bifore  whom  all 
others  muji  humble  tbemfehes.  ^  . 

He  died  on  the  6th  of  April,  1696,  and 
was  fucceeded  by  his  fon,  Lapatooa,  as 
fifteenth  king  of  Bonu  who,  after  having 
been  the  caufe  of  much  uncafincfs  to  the 
Company,  died  in  the  year  171 3. 

His  daughter,  Battara  TodJA,  like  wife 

called  Arob  Toemoerang,  fucceeded  him» 

as  the  fixteenth  fovcreign  of  Banu     After 

reigning 
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itignii^  a  fliort  time,  flie  refined  tbc  g»^ 
vemment,  in  the  year  1715»  into  the  hand* 
jof  lier  faalf-brotfaer,  Lapadahy  Sadjatïj 
iorn^mcd  Tqapavnara  Aroe  Palacca  j 
Jbut  bis  ill..treatai:^it  of  his  üfter  and  her 
JtnÖAnd*.  whom  he  caufed  to  be  ramp^ed^ 
-ofi;Jbaal;en  mih  -ftièks»'  and  whom  he  thre^ 
JtuEo :  GonB'aeiDDnt  )at  -Bont^  .  without  any . 
(faadaw.'of  reaiöni.;oE  legal  pretence,  was£> 
imnch  dÜapprovüd  of,  and  relented  by  the 
nobles»  that  Ibortlj-afterwards,  on  the  :20th 
of,  January,  i7ap,  he  .was  not  only  depofed, 
'but,-together  with  hie. wife,  was  thrown  in- 
■te'  prifon.  After  this,  the  Bouginefe  again, 
gave  the  kingdom  to^ATTARA  Todja, 
.who,-  however,  direSly  refigoed'  it  anew,  to 
-her  eldeA  half*brother,  the  dethroned  king 
'of  Jacaci>f  SavpuaIiBe,  then  iurnamed  Ma- 
DANBANG  ;  he,  likdwife,  was  depofed  in 
-the.  year  1 7244  after  a  fliort  and  turbulent 
reign,  on  account  of  his;  difli^ute  conduét, 
«ld  hisyoungeftbrothery'TQPAWANOi,  or 
'Aroe  Mano,  dftcrwards  called  Craik  Bes- 
sEi,  waschofen  in  his  ftead'ï  on  the  fourth 
day  after  bis  appointment  he  Was  alfo  fet 
afide,  and-:in  his  room  fiATTAtiA  ToDjA 
Vvas  ch<^ên  queen  for  the  third  time ;  fhe 
becatne 
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became  «t  the  fame  time  datotta,  «r  quseft 
of  Loeètit  aod  not  long  afterwards  queen 
ef  Sopmg  alio  ;  her  huiband  was  appointed 
co-regcnt  with  her,  of  the  kingdoin  ;  he 
died  in  the  year  1725,  after  which  ihe  waft 
HMuried»  for  the  fourth  time,'  to  Aaos 
Katob,  who  wac,  fliortlf  after  hit  aup> 
tials  equally  made  c6-regent  of  the  king» 
dom.  But  the  queen  beiog  at  vftri&nec 
with  her  bothers,  one  of  whom  ïhe  hod 
cauied  to  be-  killed,  and  being  ^flmbf*' 
fied  with  Mr.  Govbivs,  at  that  time  the 
Company*6  governor  ^Maei^eryftcoAsamf 
to  S^ing,  where  ihe  caufed  her&lfto  be  in»- 
augurated  as  queea. 

Her  htifband.  the  regent,  Akos  Katob, 
DOW  thinking  himfelf  king  of  Som^  refolv;- 
ed  to  Aipplant  his  queen  aiid  confort,  and  to 
take  again  to  hie  bed  hè  firit  beloved  wife, 
Ck AIM  BoKTo  Majbkb,  wbou  he  had  nw 
padiated  in  order  to  marry  the  queen  ;  but 
'when  tfajt  delign  was  diicovered,  in  the 
jrear  1718,  be  was  immediately  decfared 
unworthy  ei  the  regentAip,  and  his  life 
"was  ib  mvch-codangered,  that  hè  was  obligr- 
ed  to  fly  i>y'  night  to  TeHo,  where  be  re» 
eeived  protcdion.  He  aftorwaixb  became 
^ooncé^ed 
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tötinelfted  with  Ckaik  BoHf  alaVC^a»,  and 
loil  bis  life  in  the  commotions  excited  by 
|hat  famous  rebel*  ' 

In  the  year  1730,  the  three  remaining 
brothers  of  the  queen  of  Bmif  came  from 
^outon,  whither  they  had  fled,  fot  fear  <£ 
their  filler^  and  took  refuge  under  the  pco» 
teélion  of  the  Company,  who  allowed  them 
to  refide  in  the  campon  Bora. 

The  queen,  in  the  mean  time,  continued 
di&ontented  with  the  Company,  becaufè  the 
province  of  Botttam  was  withheld  from  her  i 
while  her  meJanrangy  or  general  in  chief, 
jUid  her  tamtfrilafangst  or  privy  counlellors, 
{Conduced  every  thing  at  Bom  according  to 
(heir  own  wishes,  and  adhering  to  the  ene- 
mies of  the  Company  who  arofe  about  this 
time,  Asps  Sbehkang,  and  his  followers,  „ 
and  the  rebel,  Grain  Bontalancas,  they 
prepared  the  way  for  the  ruin  of  the  king- 
dom of  Bottit  which  was  e^fted  in  the  fol* 
lowing  manner : 

Arox  Sebnkakg,  a  difcontented  Wad- 
jorefe  prince,  had,  for  ibme  time,  together 
with  his  captain,  laut,  or  admiral,  tsujja, 
been  committing  piracies  f  be  had  taken 
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Pal^r.zv>A.C(ifiy^,zJX^  had  eveti  attached  the 
vcflèls  of  the  Company. 

Thefe  freebooters,  thercrfbre,  in  the  years 
1735  and  1736,  carrying  their  depredations 
to  a  great  cxce&,  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
'Mondhar,  ^d  Qajelie,  were  encopi^tered.  by 
the  cruifing  veflels  of  the  Company,  but  tp 
no,  purpoie  ;.ajid,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1736»  they  landed  in  fight  of  Fort 
Rotterdam,  on  the  adjacent  iflands,  belopg- 
ing  to  the  Company,  where  they  p!un4cred 
the  inhabitants,  and  burnt  their  houles* 
Upon  this;  our  government  equipped  fome 
veffels  at  Macajfer^  who  attacked  the  ^eper 
my,  but  the.  battle  was  flopped  by  the 
evening  comiüg  on ;  and  in  the  night,  the 
enemy  having  efFefled  their  purpofes,  cun- 
ningly gave  us  the  flip,  and  got  away  to 
Wadjoj  without  having  fuff^rcd  any  material 
dam^e. 

TheWadjorefe,  notwithftaudmg  the  earui. 
eft  reprefentations  of  the  Company's  fer-» 
vants,  daftinately  refufed  to  deliver  up  Aboe 
Sebnkang  j  and  the  Bouginefe,  in  confe- 
quence,  declared  war  againft  them.  But 
it  was  profccuted  with  very  little  vigour  j 

for 
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for  the'  general^  and 'the  counfellbrs  ofÊonil' 
as  we  have  before "  leeft,  were  in  collulion 
vrith.the  enemy;  whence  diïs  war  had  an 
tfOEartunate TÏifïue.  -  ■  •< 

;  The  queen  of  Bimi  perceiving  the  treach- 
ery» though  too  Ute,  fent  for  the  princes, 
har  ,hrotbers>  •  who  had  left  Bouton,  and 
weix  gone  over  to  the- Cotnpaay,  and  gave 
the  command  of  the  amiy  to  the  eldeft ; 
but  matters  had  already  taken  fi>  bad  a  turn, 
that,  there  was  fcarcely  any  poiHbility  of 
retrieving  them,  lb  that  they  were  com- 
pelled to  make  peace  witK  Wadjo» 

A  little  before,  our  people,  at  the  requeft 
of  the  Sopiug  nobles,  had  let  Arob  Ta- 
NBTE,  furoamed  the  Mad  Duke  *,  go  to 
Sopingy  to  defend  that  couiitry  againft  the 
Wadjorefe }  but  he, 'attending  little  to  the 
war  with  ff^adjo,  procured,  by  his  intrigues, 
.the  Sopiugers  to  depofe  their  queen,  and 
elefl  him  fbr  their  daloua^  or  lung*  in  her 

-  *  Of  this  Aro>  Tamst*  it  wu  related,  that,  like  the 
ancient  iahabilantï  of  Ctleiu,  he  was  a  cannibal,  and  re-' 
markably  fond  of  human  flefh,  fo  that  he  eren  ufed  to.

/aw,  with  pcf^ier  aod  latr,  cfleeming  it  the  moA  dcUdous 
mor&l  of  all.

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And ;  after  Which  be  Ufcewilè  eoiitriTe<li0 
have  bimfelf  ebofen  king  by  the  Bougincfc, 
of  which  ftle^Uon  ihey  gave  communicatioa 
to  the  Company*»  fervants  at  Fort  BattirJgMt 
but  it  met  with  their  marked  di&pprobation  ; 
and  wJien  the  ^eea  berlelf  came  forward, 
be  was  obliged  to  give  way  (o  her  by  flight. 

Upoo  thia,  the  Wadjoreie  made  them- 
iblres  maflcn  of  Bmi,  appointed  another 
queen,  acknowledged  the  rebel  CaAiN 
BoHTALAHCAe  for  iücg  of  Ooath,  and  de- 
clared tbemrdres,  in  thia  manner,  as  three 
united  countries,  and  enemies  of  the  Com* 
pany. 

In  the  month  of  April,  1739,  they  came 
down,  took  poOeffiaa  of  GMck,  and  fum> 
moned  Fort  Ratteritm  to  fiirrend:r.  What 
happened  afterwards,  1  have  before  related, 
in  the  account  1  have  given  of  GoaeA. 

When  the  Company  were  ikved  by  tha 
fortune  of  arms,' the 'next  ftep  to  be  takea 
was  to  relieve  feai;  but  this,  for  Ibme  un* 
known  reafon,  was  only  done  by  halves  j- 
for  when  the  Wadjorefe  were  twice  beaten, 
they  were  not  purfued  as  far  as  their  capital, 
T^firt ;  aad  tbo&  people,  who  refafed  to  re- 
new their  engagements  with  the  Company, 
were 
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were  üifièred  to  do  as  they  liked,  while  die 
dilputes  with  WaJ^o^  as  well  09  the  part  of 
the  Company,  as  oa  the  part  of  Bam^  remaia 
un£ïttled  to  the  prefent  day.  [Written  in 
the  year  1 759<] 

In  the  mean  time,  In  ordo*,  as  was  pre- 
tended, to  forward  the  reftoration  of  the 
public  traoquillity,  the  queen  of  Bom'  was 
prevented  from  profecuting  her  juft  claim 
agaloft  Akob  Tanbtb,  or  the  Jl£>^  Duke  i 
and»  to  her  further  chagrin»  thé  grant  oi  Bmt* 
tam^  which  province  had  been  giv«i  to  that 
princcÊ,  in  the  iame  manner  As  to  her  pre- 
deceilön,  as  a  reward  for  pall  iervices,  bf 
die  Dutch  government  at  Büiarna,  was  an-^ 
nulled. 

She  died  in  die  year  1749*  and  her  half- 
tvother,  Lama  Ossonq,  was  choien  fiic- 
GeOör  to  the  crown  of  Beru^  under  the  name  . 
of  Abdul  Zadsbab  Dja£ju.obdbbni  who 
wat  the  reigning  ki^  whai  I  was  at 
Ceieittf  in  1775.  He  was  then  a  man  of 
Inwards  cf  «^9  jtan  old,  and  be  dwelt  in 
ibe.  Boo^oeiê  campon,  which  is  not  &r 
from  our  town  of  Vhiardm§in^  and,  like 
oMft  of  the  native  vilhigesy  ii  a  place  of 
little  coufideration. 

He 
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Hé  did  uüt  ftiew  much  efteem  for  the 
Europeans ;  he  governed  bis  fubjeds  in  an 
arbitrary  manner,  wit)ï  much  leyerity,  aod^ 
paid  very  Httlc  regard  to  the  laws  of  the 
country,  which  he  always  explained  ac- 
cording to  his  will.    ■ 

All  criminals  are  accuied  before  the  king, 
-who  cocnmiilions  ■  bis  prime  minUler,  and 
one  or  two  more  of  the  nobles,  to  examine 
into  the  affair.  As  foon  as  a  report  is  made 
concerning  it,  if  the  culprit  be  thought 
worthy  of  death,  the  king  gives  a  fign  with> 
his  eyes,  and  he  is  immediately  carried  out 
and  killed  with  a  kris.  If  aggravating  cir* 
ftances  occur,  the  king  gives  dire&ions  for. 
a  more  fevere  puniihment ;  the  criminal  is. 
then  bound  to  a  tree,  and  he  is  pricked  full 
of  ikin-deep  'wounds  with  krilTes,  andrubbed 
with  fugar  or  molafles ;  the  whcJe  body  JS' 
foon  entirely  covered  with  ants,  and"  the 
poor 'wretch  is  not  relieved  by  deaths  before 
he  has  fufFered  the  greateft  torments.  But 
one  of  the  grandees  of  the  kingdom,  or  a 
mai}  of  noble  birthy  is  never  otherwife  put 
to  death  for  any  crime  than  by  the  more 
merciful  ^nethod  of  plürfging  a  kris  into  his 
bofom.  -      .  ... 

Mr. 
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Mr.  VAN  PtEüHiN  related  to  mc  the 
following  inftance  of  the  cruel  chara^er  of 
this  monarch,  which  had  occurred  about  two 
years  before. 

Two  princes,  grandfons  of  the  king,  be- 
came both  enamowed  of  the  iame  perfon, 
a  yoiing  prlncefs,  who  was  fcarcely  more 
than  twelve  years  old  ;  Qie  was  an  exquilite 
beauty,  polTeilèd  of  every  accomplishment 
that  an  education  at  the  court  of  an  eaftem 
monarch  could  procure  her.  Both  the 
lovers,  netwithftanding  their  earneft  foli- 
citations  that  ihe  would  make  choice  of  one 
who  (hould  be  the  favoured  youth,  could 
not  prevail  upon  her,  for  a  long  time,  to 
decide  between  them  ;  overcome,  however, 
at  length,  by  the  vehemence  of  their  en- 
treaties, the  at  lafl  declared  in  favour  of  the 
youngeft.  This,  as  might  be  fuppofed,  oc- 
caiioned  an  ■  implacable  enmity  between  die 
two  princes,  which  was  carried  to  liich  a 
height,  that  they  drew  their  krifles  againft  . 
each  other,  in  a  iblitary  place,  with  fuch 
fiiry,  that,  had  they  not  been  fortunately 
feparated  by  fbme  people  who  came  id  time 
to  prevent  a  fatal  eataftrophe,  they  would 
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probably  have  both  fallea  vi£tims  to  tbeif 
jealoufy  and  love. 

As  ibon  as  this  occurrence  came  to  the 
cars  of  the  kitig»  he  fent  for  both  princes, 
and  reproached  them  with  great  afperity, 
that  they  were  near  depriving  him  of  two 
of  bis  children,  by  their  rafh  and  foolifh  con- 
dud}  which  was  the  more  unpardonable, 
being  merely  for  the  fake  of  a  woman.  He 
then  commanded  them  immediately  to  dïG- 
xaiCs  their  animofity,  and  to  live  thencefor- 
ward together  with  their  accuAomed  frater- 
nal a^£lion* 

Thus  far  all  was  right.  He  next  fent  for 
the  young  princeÊ,  and  flernly  alked  her, 
how  flie  dared  to  avow  a  choice  between 
two  of  his  grandfons  ?  The  poor  girl, 
trembling  and  in  tears,  could  make  no 
other  reply,  than  that  (he  had  not  done  fo 
before  fhe  was  abfolutely  compelled  to  it, 
and  was  afraid  of  fatal  confequences,  if  ihc 
had  remained  obftinate  in  her  refufal. 

This  difculpation  was  of  no  avail  to  foften 
the  indignation  of  the  king ;  he  knew,  he 
faid,  a  way  to  preicrve  his  children,  both 
from  fuch  debating  love,  and  from  the  dan- 
gerous 
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gerous  conièquenccs  of  it,  and  that  it  would 
be  an  unheard-of  event  that  one  of  his  fons 
fhould  lofe  his  life  for  the  fake  of  a  boyifh 
attachment.  He  then  gave  the,  wonted 
fign  of  death,  and  the  wretched  objeét  of 
the  violent  love,  and  furious  "hatred,  of  the 
two  princes,  was  carried  out»  and  pierced  to 
the  heart,  without  there  being  any  one  found 
who  durft  pretend  to  be  her  advocate,  or 
that  her  youth  and  beauty  made  the  leaft 
impreflion  upon  the  obdurate  heart  of  the 
cruel  monarch.

AcfovtU  of  the  Kptgdam  of  Soping. — Skttch  of  itr

J.  HE  kingdom  of  Soping  was  ancienti/ 
one  of  the^  moft  powerful  (lates  of  Celebes ; 
it  lies  partly  along  the  weftern  fliore  of  the 
bay  of  Boni ;  to  the  north,  it  is  bounded  by 
the  great  lake,  called  'Tamparang  Laba  ;  and 
to  the  fouth,  it  borders  upon  Lamoeroe^  which, 
together  with  feveral  other  fmall  Aates, 
formerly  belonged  to  it,  but  which  after- 
wards became  either  independent  or  united 
to  Boni. 

It  yields  nothing  but  faddee.  In  the  year 
1661,  after  the  flight  of  Radja  Palacca, 
it  became  a  fief  of  Macajfer ;  but,  in  the 
year  1667,  it  was  reftored  to  its  liberty  by 
the  Company. 

The  kings  of  So^g  have  been  allied  by 
marriages 
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marriages  to  thofe  of  B«m  ftóm  time  im- 
memorial. The  Sopingers  pretend,  in  th« 
fame  manner  as  thofe  of  Mm:ajjtr  and  SW, 
that  their  firft  king  equally  deicended  from 
heaven.  After  him,  a  ferics  of  ibvereigns, 
as  well  kings  as  queens,  ruled  over  them, 
of  whom  the  prefent  reigning  king  of  Bam 
is  the  tweaty.fecond,  who,  with  the  confeut 
of  the  nobles  of  Sofmg^  governed  the  king- 
èava  by  means  of  a  viceroy;  at  preient, 
bowev«r>  namely,  in  1775,  it  is  again 
under  its  own  king,  who  married  the 
daughter  of  thé  king  of  B«m.  He  is  a 
faithful  ally  of  the  Company,  and  follows  in 
all  things  the  advice  of  the  governor  of 
t^afer^  although  by  the  bravery  of  his 
people,  iix  one  Sopinger  is  better  in  war 
than  three  Bougiuefe,  he  could  do  much 
more  than  the  king  of  BB/ti.  His  fon  is 
educajted  at  the  court  of  his  maternal  grand- 
&ther. 

The  part  which  this  kingdom  took  in  the 
troubles,  at  the  time  of  Chain  Bonta- 
LANCAs  and  Aroe  Tanete,  has  before 
been  mentioned. 

The  kingdom  of  Loeboey  or  Laeboe,  was 

the  molt  powerful  and  moA  extenlive  of  all

the  ftates  of  CeleheSy  before  tbofe  of  Mae^^er* 
and  Boni  attained  their  iubfequent  celebrity. 
It  Aretcbes  at  prelent  from  JPehpa,  the  ca- 
pital of  the  country,  to  Larompo,  being  an 
extent  of  about  twenty  leagues  -  along  the 
weftern  fliore  of  the  bay  of  Bentt  and  from, 
the  other  fide  of  the  city,  over  the  whole  of 
the  Ibutheaftern  part  of  Celebes^  between 
Bugguefs-^ay  and  the  eaflern  coaft  of  the 
ifland,  as  far  as  the  Alforele  will  fuffer  them 
inland ;  to  the  weft,  it  is  bounded  by  W4dJ0t 
and  to  the  north,  by  Toradja. 

The  land  is  fertile  in  paddee ;  it  yields 
likewife  good  irpn,  and  much  gold  is  found 
in  the  rivers  *. 

Mr.  Blok  had  not  obtained  any  informa- 
tion refpeéting  their  ancient  biAory  or  kings. 
The  £rft  king  of  whom  mention  is  made 
in  the  records  of  the  Company,  is  called 
Craih  Haroo  ;  he  was  (ubdued  by  the 
arms  of  the  Company,  at  the  fame  time 
with  the  Macaflers  at  Bouton. 

The  queen  who  ruled  over  the  country, 

•  The  gold  of  CtUitt  it  generally  got,  as  on  Sumaira,  from, 
the  beds  of  rivers  aad  torrents,  and  there  are  many  fpringt 
ifluing  fr.om  crevices  of  rocks,  that  bring  fome  gold  along 
with  ihe  ^aier,  which  running  through  a  velTel.  bottoincd 
with  fluid,  leaves  its  trcafure  behind.

when 
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when  the  account  of  Mr.  Bloc  was  written 
was  called  Tanralelb,  and  Ibmetimes 
AsHA  j  ihe  was,  at  the  iame  time,  queea 
of  Tanete ;  bat  (he  was  afterwards  deprived 
of  the  crctvn,  by  the  machinations  of  the 
king  of  Sen/,  pn  account  of  her  alleged  dif- 
Iblute  life  ;  for,  notwitbftauding  fhe  was  al- 
ready very  far  advanced  in  years,  ihe  had 
the  fiueft  men  daily  brought  to  her,  for  the 
iatisfadion  of  her  {hameful  liceutioufne^ ; 
while,  if  flie  met  with  any  one,  whom  fhe 
did  not  approve,  flie  had  him  immediately 
killed  and  thrown  into  the  river :  a  grand- 
ion  of  the  king  of  Boni  was  appointed  king 
in  her  Head. 

This  kingdom  is  likewilê  in  alliance  with 
the  Company,  and  confequently  dependent 
upon  them. 

The  kingdom  of  %tnete,  or  Aga  NgnJJja, 
fignifying  a  bridge,  or  ford,  lies  halfway 
between  Fort  Rotfer4am  and  the  bay  of 
Sorian,  It  is  bounded  to  the  eaft,  by  the 
principality  of  Mariovi^w^im  ;  to  the  north, 
by  Barroe ;  to  the  fouth,  by  Sageree ;  and 
to  the  weft,  by  the  fea.  It  flood,  in  for- 
mer times,  on  friendly  terms  with  MaGaJjer  % 
fifcerwards,  upon  a  war  breaking  out  be- 
0^4  tween 
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twten  them,  although  Tanefe  vos  con- 
quered, it  was  {till  reputed  iiidepeadent  and 
a  free  ally  of  Macaffer  ;  but  when  the  king 
gradually  began  to  extend  his '  power  over 
this  country,  it  was,  and  jufUy,  looked  upon 
as  a  Aate  dependent  upon  that  of  Macaffer, 
as  it  is  called  in  the  reports  of  the  con- 
ference of  Macaffer,  on  the  7th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1668. 

At  the  time  of  Mr.  Speelman,  one  king 
Ibrahim  reigned  here ;  who,  during  the 
peace  of  Bonaye,  joined  the  Company,  and 
was  received  as  one  of  their  allies,  after 
having  entered  into  and  fwom  to  the  en- 
gagements diftated  at  that  time  by  tho 
Company,  to  which  his  fucceflors  have  ev?r 
fince  adhered. 

The  prefent  queen.  Tanralelb,  upon 
Ikt  being  made  queen  of  Loehott  and  going 
thither,  gaVe  up  the  government  of  Tanete 
to  the  king  of  Boniy  and  to  the  Company } 
but  having,  fome  years  afterwards,  been 
driven  from  the  throne  of  Loekoe,  fhe  came 
back,  and  refumed  the  aijminiftratlon  of  her 
Dwti  ftate. 

Tine  country  of  Mandhar  borders  uprti  th? 
(ea,  to  the  wöft ;  upon  CajeHtt  to  the  north  j 
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upon  Bionangis,  to  the  fouth ;  aud  to  the 
eaft,  upon  a  trafl:  of  defert  mountains» 
which  afford  a  fecure  refuge  to  the  inhabi- 
tants» when  they  are  attacked  by  too 
.  powerful  enemies;  they  then  abandon  to 
them  their  dcferted  villages  on  the  icacoaft, 
and  do  not  return  to  their  habitations  till 
they  have  been  left  by  the  invaders. 

The  government  of  this  country  wa* 
vefted,  in  former  times,  in  ten  nobles»  or 
cilates,  who  had  all  entered  into  engage- 
ments with  the  Company;  three  of  them 
voluntarily  ;  the  feven  others  are  commonly- 
called  princes  of  the  feven  rivers.  They  for- 
merly were  IbbjeA  to  the  Macaiïèrs,  and,  in 
token  of  allegiance,  were  obliged  to  fend  a 
yearly  tribute  of  long  ftiielda ;  they  even 
were  forced  to  receive  a  governor  front 
Macaffer^  whom-  they,  however,  rejected, 
in  the  year  1658,  though  they  remained 
otherwiie  faithful  to  that  country. 

By  the  contraét  of  Bonit  the  Macaflers 
refigned  all  claim  to  the  dominion  over 
Mandhar ;  after  which  their  princes,  or 
cftates,  were  feveral  tiroes  fummoned  to 
enter  into  treaty  with  the  Company;  but 
%h»y  9^,  except  one,  ohAinately  refufed  to 
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do  it.  Oa  this  account,  tbej  were  made 
war  againft  by  the  Company,  and  by  the 
Bouginefc,  but  were  never  fubducd,  as  they 
always  fled  to  the  mountains  ;  but,  in  the 
-  year  1 674,  fearhig  that  they  fljould  be  at- 
tacked by  Radja  Palakka,  they  humbled 
them&Ives  before  the  Company,  and  figned 
and  fworc  to  the  engagements  required. 
Yet  they  never  much  obferved  them,  efpe- 
cially  not  thofe  articles  which  bind  them 
not  to  navigate  any  veflels  without  pafleg 
from  the  Company»  and  which  forbid  them 
to  admit  any  veiTels  into  their  harbours 
which  are  not  provided  with  (uch  paffes* 
Neverthelels  they  are  defcrving  of  praife 
and  efteem  for  the  refpeft  which  they  other- 
wile  pay  to  the  Company  and  to  Boni, 
an4  for  the  readinefs  which  they  fliewed  la 
pflifting  the  Company  In  the  laft  war. 

Toaijja,  as  pronounced  by  the  Macafl*ers, 
or  fFatf/Of  as  pronounced  by  the  Bouginefe, 
is  lltuated  north  of  the  river  Chinnanfe  Bonit 
which  divides  this  country  from  that  of 
Bonif  extending  to  Paneiee,  which,  though 
a  free  ftate,  is  efteemed  a  dependency  of 
JFadjo^  and  which  reaches  to  Cotenga.  Be- 
Jijnd  PanfJ^eff  and  Kjera.ff^adj'o  ilretches  north- 
ward* 
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wards  to  Jjarompo^  or  Loehoe.  To  the  wcl^ 
it  touches  upon  the  borders  of  AJja  Tam- 
Parangy  or  Sedeenring. 

It  is  governed  by  forty  princes,  or  regents, 
fimongft  whom  women  are  admitted  equallj 
with  men.  Thefe  nobles  are  alt  obliged  to 
remain  in  fVadjo  ;  yet,  when  requifite,  they 
are  allowed  to  go,  for  a  ihort  time,  to  their 
lands,  in  order  to  efFefl:  what  may  be  ncccf- 
lary,  but  as  Ibon  as  this  is  doqe,  they  mud: 
immediately  return  to  Waijo. 

The  forty  are  divided  into  three  dillind 
bodies,  or  eftates,  each  of  which  has  a  chief 
banner,  or  flag,  to  which  they  belong. 
Out  of  each  of  thele  three,  again,  two  chiefi 
^re  chofen,  one  for  warlike  affiiirs,  who  is 
ftyled  patarat  and  the  other  for  the  civil 
adminiftration  of  the  government,  ftyled 
fadenrang,  who  have  for  their  prcfident  the 
mattoua,  or  elected  king,  who  belongs  to 
peither  of  the  three  eflates,  and  conftitutcs 
the  fortieth  prince,  fo  that  each  divilion 
confifts  of  thirteen  members. 

Theiê  laft  feven  chiefs,  to  which  high 

authority  no  woman  is  admifüble,  form  an 

alTembly,  in  whom  the  chief  government  in 

fvery  thing  is  veiled,  in  the  name  of  the 

forty 
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forty  nobles  of  JFaJ/oy  except  in  the  point  of 
making  war  or  peace,  for  which  the  grand 
council  of  the  forty  are  affembled,  in  whofe 
del  berations  the  mattoua  has,  if  neceflary, 
a  double  or  carting  vote  *. 

Upon  the  deceafe  of  this  eminent  chief, 
the  three  eftatcs,  or  the  thirty-nine  nobles

•*  nobleman  who  prefides  at  the  eleftinn,  ij,  ff^mrjn  hrreimet, 
•*  WmJM  f«*,  iVrnjee  guaffi,  which  jigoifies,  ffarjm  »  bra»e, 
**  rich,  and  powerful;  intimating,  no  doubt,  that  be  fliall 
^  want  for  nothing.  He  then  accepts  of  the  government. 
*'  Befides  the  four  hi^h,  and  the  forty  inferior,  nobles,  there 
<*  is  flill  a  kind  of  freelmlders,  called  1^1,  n  in  Bni.  The

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6S  they  are  then  reduced  to,  are  equally 
airembled,  who  eled  one  of  their  own  body 
to  fucceed  to  his  dignity,  without  paying 
any  particular  attention  to  his  family  :  ^ut 
iïtch  regentfliips  of  the  forty,  as  happen  to 
be  vacant,  arc  filled  up  from  the  uearefl  re- 
lations of  the  decealêd  king,  provided  they 
arc  not  born  of  a  bondfwoman. 

Thefe  people  had  their  fhare  jn  the  gene- 
ral oppreffion  which  was  the  confequence  of 
the  extenfion  of  the  power  of  Macaffer^  but 
they  redeemed  their  freedom,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  hundred  cattis^  being  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  pounds  of  gold. 

They  live  very  peaceably  among  them- 
fclves,  and  follow  their  commercial  purfuits 
with  nujch  aÖivity.  They  are  the  greateft 
merchants  of  Celebes^  and  at  prefent,  alfo, 
the  richeft  and  moft  redoubted  nation  of  the 
ifland.  They  pay  no  regard  to  any  engage- 
ments either  with  the  Company,  or  with 
Bom^  alleging  that  they  have  been  cancelled 
by  the  laft  war  ;  fince,  after  that  time, 
Wadjo  has  encreafed  in  power,  in  proportion 
as  the  coufideration  of  Boni  has  declined. 
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CHAPTER  XI. 

Account  of  tbi  Kingdom  of  Tourattia.  —  The 
Country  o/ LiNOyss.— «Toukadja. — 7be  Peih 
f  Ie  called  Boadjoos. — 7^  Kings  of  Ereka 
and  Letha. — X^'  Ccuntry  of  Cajelii. — ïti 
Produlfions. — Toerongan.  —  lts  Dependenciej. 

— Va- 
rious petty  States  upon  the  IJland  Suhbawa.—

ToURATtEA  extends  from  the  river 
fTJKkOy  along  the  fca-coaft,  to  the  ibuth 
and  eaiï,  to  the  river  Tmo^  the  eaftern  bank 
of  which  belongs  to  Bontain  ;  it  is  bounded 
on  the  north,  by  Macajffer,  and  on  the  weft 
and  fouth,  by  the  fca. 

In  ancient  times  it  was  inhabited  by  a 
free  people,  living  under  feveral  independ- 
ent princes  ;  the  chief  of  whom  were  thofe 
of  Binano  and  Bankale.  The  country  of 
Linques  lies  between  the  two  laft  named 
ftates,  not  far  from  the  bay  of  Tourattea. 
By  the  contrad  of  Bonit  their  independence 
was  allowed  by  the  Company,  although  the 
king 
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king  of  Botti  looks  upon  them  as  his  (bb* 
jefb,  without  admitting  them  to  be  equally 
allies  of  the  Company. 

Touradja  is  a  large  country,  lying  inland, 
bordering  to  the  north,  upon  the  Alforefc 
mountains,  which  feparate  it  from  the  bay 
of  Tominee ;  to  the  caft,  upon  Loehoe  and 
WadjQ ;  to  the  fbuth,  upon  Sedeenring^  and 
to  the  weA,  upon  the  Mandharcfe  moun- 
tains. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  Touradjcfe  arc 
mountaineers*  and  idolaters.  Another  part 
live  upon  the  water,  and  their  vcfTeb  are 
continually  roving  round  Celebes,  the  ïfland 
of  Ende  and  Sumbawa»  Thefe  fubiiil  by 
fifhmg,  'by  the  preparing  of  tripangs  *,  and 
by  catching  of  tortoifes  for  the  fhells ;  they 
are  likewile  called  Beadjoos,  and  are  efteem- 
ed  flaves  of  Bot/,  or  of  Goacb  -j-.

>4>nnt  iflands.  Otiwn  4wA  cloCe  to  the  fea,  on  thefc 
iflands,  tbeir  houres  bdng  nifed  on  pofli,  a  little  difUnce 
into  the  fea,  aiw^s  at  the  mouths  of  rivers.  They  are  Ma- 
homedaiM.  They  have  a  language  of  their  own,  but  no 
written  chariAcr.  Many  Boadjoot  are  fettled  on  the  north- 
weft  coaft  of  BurntB,  who  not  only  üfli,  but  make  (kit,  and 
trade  in  fmall  boais  along  the  coati.  They  make  till  in  the 
following  manner  ;  they  gather  feawecdg,  burn  themi  make  a 
ky  of  afhes,  filter  it,  and  form  a  bitter  kind  of  fait  in  fquare 
IHoces,  by  boiHiig  it  in  pahs  nnads  of  the  bark  of  the  wmt jn^ i 
or  cabbage-tree  ;  tfacfe  pieces  of  fait  are  carried  to  marketf 
and  pafs  as  a  currency  for  money.  Thofe  fettled  on  the 
northweft  ceaft  of  Barneo  ufed  to  fuppty  the  EngUfli  at  Ba- 
Itmhangtui  with  rice,  foM'U,  aiuJ  other  provifions.  Many 
of  tliem  are  fettled  at  ihe  mouth  of  the  river  of  Fa^,  who 
employ  themfelves  chiefly,  in  catching  fmall  Ihrimps,  wilh 
handncTs,  which  they  puAt  through  the  mud;  the  fhrimps, 
after  being  well  wafhed  in  feawatcr,  are  cxpofnl  to  a  hot 
fun  ;  they  are  the'ii  beat  in  a  mortar,  and  made  into  a  kind 
of  pafle,  called  blanbong,  whii.h  lias  a  Arong  fntell,  and  is 
much  in  rcqueft  all  over  India.  Thefe  laft  Boadjoos  may  be 
called  fixed,  or  itationery,  compared  with  thofe  who  live  al- 
ways in  their  boats,  and  who,  as  ihe  monfoon  fhift*  on  the 
iQaadï  Btnut  aod  CtUbti,  Wik  Ihdr  fituarion  to  leewaid,  fo 
»s  to  be  alwa>s  ii«dcr  the  lee  of  the  land,  for  the  &ke  et  fine 
Weather.  MuQ  of  thofe  who  rove  round  CeJrits,  though  thqr 
cJu^c  their  fiiuatisn  wid)  the  niohfoeo,  eon&kr  Matfgk  aa 
tfaeir  hMie.  When  Caijtain  C^ktbbbt  l^r  at  Bmt^itt,  a 
AêêB.  «f  tnorc  ttuo  a  buodeni  &d  of  theit  boan  ansboreé 
there; 
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Cajelie  lies  upon  the  weftera  fhore  of 
Celebes,  lowarda  the  north,  between  Mand- 
bar  Mamoedjct  and  Sinlenfa,  which  is  the 
ibuthcrnmoll:  place  belonging  to  the  govern- 
jncnt  of  Ternate. 

By  the  treaty  of  Boni,  this  country  was 

there;  the/  were  from  twelve  to  eighteen,  and  twei^t/,  tons 
burden,  and  carried  from  fixteen  to  twenty  men ;  they  were 
all  under  Dutch  colours:  The  Boadjoo  boats  which  Cap. 
taia  FoKRBST  faw  at  the  little  Pai*ntefter\^^sA%^  betweea 
Btmb  and  Celtè*t,  were  about  £ve  or  fix  torn  burden  :  fevc- 
ral  had  women  and  children  on  board ;  and  their  women  are 
laid  to  be  capable  of  mana^ng  their  vei&U,  even  in  heavy 
leas :  they  lay  at  anchor,  fifhing  fer  the  fwallow,  or  fea-flu^  in 
feven  or  eight  fethoms  water.  They  fee  the  fwallow  in  clear 
water,  and  ftiike  it  as  it  lies  on  the  ground,  with  an  inflni* 
incDt,  confiding  of  four  bearded  iron  prongs,  fixed  along  an 
«Imoft  cylindrical  flonct  rather  fmaller  at  one  end  than  at 
the  other,  about  eighteen  inches  long;  an  iron  üiot  is  fixea 
at  the  end  of  the  ftone,  ncJLt  the  poiot  of  the  prongs. 
The  fwallow  is  dried  in  the  fmoke,  and  fent  Co  the  China 
n»rl(et.  They  alfo  dive  for  it,  thé  beft  being  got  io  deep 
water.  The  black  is  reputed  the  bcf{ ;  but  there  is  fome  of 
a  lighter  colour,  found  only  io  deep  water,  which  is  of  more 
value  in  China  than  the  black,  and  fold  even  for  forty  dol- 
lars a  picol  i  the  pieces  are  much  larger  than  the  general  run 
of  the  black  fwallow,  fome  of  them  weighing  half  a  pound. 
The  white  ii  tbc  word,  and  is  eafily  got  in  ihoal  water,  and 
on  the  dry  fand,  among  coral  rocks,  at  low  water  :  its  value 
is'  aboul  four  or  five  dollars  a  picol.  The  Boadjoos  are  very 
ufefol  to  the  Dutch  Eafl-India  Company,  in  carrying  intelli- 
gence fpeedily  from  plac«  to  pUce.    T, 
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ceded  to  the  king  of  Ternate ;  but  the  go- 
venunent  at  Batavia  afterwards  iffued  or- 
ders that  it  fliould  be  confidered  as  belong- 
ing to  the  government  of  Macajfer» 

It  ufed  formerly  to  yield  much  cocoa- 
nut-oij,  and  to  furniOi  as  much  of  this 
article  as  was  wanted  by  the  Company; 
but  fincc  the  year  1730,  it  has  been  lb 
much  ravaged,  firft  by  the  internal  dif- 
fentions  between  their  own  nobles»  and  af- 
terwards by  the  Mandharefe,  that  all  the 
cocoanut- trees  were  felled  for  the  purpofe 
of  making  btntings :  the  land  lies  now  a(- 
moil  uncultivated  and  defert»  and  is  fub- 
je£l,  for  the  grcatefl  part,  to  the  Mandha- 
refe. 

The  petty  kings  of  this  country  requcft- 
vik  the  aid  of  the  Company,  feveral  years 
ago,  againft  the  Mandharele  ;  upon  which 
fbme  veflèls  and  troops  were  fcnt  thither  j 
but  they  behaved  fo  ill,  that  the  natives  forclj 
repented  having  ever  had  rccourfc  to  tbei 
Dutch  for  afliilance. 

From  the  report  of  the  chief  pcrfons  em- 
ployed  on    that  occafion,  by  the  govern- 
ment of  M&caffir,  it  appears  that  the  coun^ 
try  was  then  very  produéüvc  in  paddeti  as, 
likewifa 
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lifcewife  that  it  yielded  much  gold,, and  that 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Pavrgi,  which  is 
fituated  upon  the  gulph,  or  bay,  of  Nominee, 
gold  is  found  by  digging  about  four  feet  under 
the  furfece  of  the  earth. 

Toerongan  is  fituated  inland.  This  ne- 
grce,  or  townlhip,  and  eight  others  apper- 
taining to  it,  bear  the  denomination  of 
Wawuco  Woele,  or  the  lejer  mottntams.  They 
were  formerly  all  free,  and  dependent  upon 
no  one  ;  afterwards,  and  poAerior  to  the 
conqueft  of  Samboupo^  fix  of  them  were  ad- 
mitted, at  their  earneft  requeft,  into  the  al- 
liance of  the  Company ;  and  not  long  af- 
ter, the  people  of  ^auraayoy  fituate  behind 
Goach,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  and 
ibme  others  in  thüt  neighbourhood,  were, 
equally,  at  their  own  deüire,  included  in  the 
treaty  of  Boni. 

In  time  of  war  thefe  places  are  of  great 
importance ;  but  moft  of  them  are  at  pre- 
iènt  united  with  Bom ;  as  is  the  cafe  with 
Boele-boeUf  and  its  appurtenances,  which  is 
fituated  in  the  bay  of  Bonit  at  and  near  the 
river  of  the  fame  name.  To  the  weft,  it 
has  JVauwo  Wo'ele ;  to  the  fouth,  the  river 
Cafa ;  to  the  north,  the  rivei;  'tanka ;  and^ 
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to  the  eafti  the  fliores  of  the  bay.  This 
country  is  likewife  fometimes  called  Telh- 
Bmpde  ;  it  has  three  chief  ncgrees,  or 
townfhips,  namely,  Boele-boele,  Lamantet  and 
RaJJa^  which  are  all  independent  of  each 
other. 

Before,  and  during,  the  war  of  1667, 
thele  people  were  the  faithful  allies  of  the 
Macaffcrs,  who,  by  the  treaty  of  Bom^  gave 
up  all  claim  to  this  country  and  its  inhabi- 
tants. After  that  war,  it  was  poÜTeflèd  by 
Radja  Palacca,  and  it  was  governed  by 
him  in  behalf  of  the  Company,  remaining 
one  of  their  moft  obedient  allies  j  but  after 
his  death,  it  continued  under  the  dominion 
of  Boni,  whofe  kings  now  look  upon  it  as 
an  appendage  of  their  crown. 

Thcfe  are  the  principal  matters  relative 
to  the  kingdoms  and  ftates  of  Celeèes^  which 
I  found  particularly  mentioned  in  the  afore- 
faid  manufcript  account. 

I  fliall,  in  conclufioui  iay  ibmething/  of 
the  more  diftant  countries,  which,  though 
they  do  not  peculiarly  belong  to  Ceiebes, 
have  much  relation  to  the  Company's  go- 
vernment at  Macajj'er. 

Bmtm  is  a  pretty  large  ifland,  lying  eaft 
of 
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of  Celebes^  of  which  I  fhall  fay  more,  in  the 
account  of  my  Voyage  from  Macajfer  to 
jimèoyna. 

The  kings  of  this  ifland  have  equally  ac- 
ceded to  the  treaty  of  Boni,  though  they 
have  not  conftantly  ftuck  to  it ;  for  in  the 
year  1752,  they  lufFered  the  Company's  ftiip 
Huji  en  Werk  (FTeft  and  Work)  to  be  plun- 
dered by  pirates,  for  which  the  Boutonners 
received  a  fevere  correflion  from  the  Com- 
pany, in  the  year  1755  ;  they  then  fought 
for  aid  from  Boni  and  Tfrnate,  but  not  fuc- 
ceeding  in  this,  they  began,  by  degrees,  to 
incline  towards  peace,  and  Ihewed  an  in- 
clination' to  keep  their  engagements  with 
the  Company,  without,  however,  either  re- 
newing them,  or  paying  the  penalty  which 
was  impofed  upon' them  by  the  Company, 
on  account  of  the  perfidioufnefs  they  had 
been  guilty  of. 

The  petty  ftates  which  are  fituatcd  on 
the  oppofite  ifland  of  Sumbatvay  viz.  Dima, 
Dompo,  Tambora,  Sangar,  Papékai,  and 
Sumbmjsa,  are  independent  of  each  other, 
but  united  together  by  a  defenfive  alliance, 
as  far  as  regards  their  polfeHions  on  the 
ifland  Sumbawa.  They  are  likewife  all» 
B  3  feparately, 
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fcparately,  the  alUee,  and  under  the  pro. 
teftion,  of  the  Company. 

Bima  lies  at  the  eaft  end  of  Sumèawa, 
about  forty-five  leagues  Couth  of  the  fouth- 
weft  point  of  CeUèes,  and  the  paffage  over 
can  be  effected,  in  a  good  veifel,  the  whole 
year  round.  It  is  a  free  ftate,  under  whofe 
jurifBidion  are  comprehended,  the  Straits 
pf  Sappy ^  the  whole  of  Mangery  at  the  weft 
point  of  the  ifland  of  £»</«■,  and  the  iflan4 
Coeaottg-apiy  which  laft  lies  a  little  to  the 
north  of  Bima. 

The  princes  of  Bma,  Dompo,  Itamiora^ 
^angar,  and  Papéiat,  have,  in  general,  ob- 
ferved  their  engagements  with  the  Com- 
pany pretty  well  j  but  thpfe  of  Sumbawa 
have  paid  little  attention  to  them,  by  the 
inftigation  of 'the  Macaflers  and  Wadjorefe, 
who  refort  in  great  numbers  to  thefe  iflands, 
cfpecially  the  latter,  who  are  great  mer- 
chants and  a,dyenturous  navigators,  and  with 
their  country-boats  they  keep  the  i«a  in  a 
moil  furprizing  manner  ;  they  are  even  iaid 
to  go  as  far  as  (he  Englifli  iettlement  at  ■ 
BencookTty  on  the  weft  coaft  of  Sumatra.  *

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Taffir  and  Coeti  are  two  little  Aates,  <Hr 
foports,  fituated  on  the  caft  fide  o(the  ifland 
Borneo,  and  were  anciently  conquered  b^ 
tbe  MacalTers  *. 

Their  princes  ufed  formerly  to  vifit  thefe 
places  alone,  or  only  accompanied  by  their 
j-clatives,  prohibiting  their  other  fubjcfts,  or 
allies»  from  going  thither.  But  theiê  ftates 
were  received  into  alliance  with  the  Com- 
pany in  the  year  1686. 

In  1726,  they  were  taken  by  the  famous 
fugitive  Wadjorefe  prince»  and  pirate,  Arob 
Seenkang,  and  have  ever  fince  paid  ao 
annual  tribute  to  him  -f. 

of  fpicn,  wax,  callia,  Tandalwood,  dollars,  and  the  cloth*  of 
Celtbtt,  called  cambays.    T.

\  Fapr  feems  now  to  be  eniiroty  freed  from  the  influeace 
sf  the  Dutch,  the  tribute  mentioned  by  tbe  author,  bdng- 
oftenfibly  required  for  the  protcöion  of  the  freedom  of  the 
port ;  and  in  1772,  when  the  Englifh  Eaft-lndia  Compapy's 
fiiip,  BriianMia,  was  there,  a  faAory  was  iatended  to  be  e(bk> 
blilbed,  chiefly  for  the  fail  of  opium,  and  Indoflan  piecegoods, 
and  the  purchnfe  of  the  precious  commodities,  fpices,  gold, 
wa»,  &c,  brought  thither  by  the  Bugguefles;  this  plan  was 
only  frullrated  by  a  c<Mnmotion  taking  place  in  the  town,  at 
which  the  Englijh  commander,  rather  necdlelsly,  took  th* 
aknn,  and  ijuittpd  the  country.  P«^  was  then  a  place  of 
1(4  ^at 
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pat  tnde ;  widi  two  Euhoms  water  on  the  mvddy  bir  vf  t 
river  that  led  up  to  the  town,  forty-five  miles,  the  tide  ma- 
iling a  good  way  up  above  the  town ;  this  ceufiftcd  of  about 
300  wooden  houles  on  the  noitb  fide  of  the  river,  moft  of 
them  inhafaiCcd  byBug|{ucfs  merchants :  the  boufe  andwoodea 
fim  of  the  fultan  was  on  the  fouth  fide,  a  vety  little  way  from 
the  river.  The  Briiamua  lay  about  fifteen  miles  off  the  rivo't 
mouth.  Id  fix  fiitbomst  muddy  ground.    T.

IAVING  given  an  account  of  the  prin- 
cipal matters  relative  to  the  allies  of  the 
Company,  I  fliall  next  prdceed  to  defcribc, 
the  Company's  own  lands,  which  belong  to 
the  government  of  Macajfer. 

Of  the  Company's  polTeinons  in  Celebes, 
Fort  Rfitterdam  is  the  chief.  It  lies  in  the 
kingdom  of  Macajfer^  and  belonged  formerly 
to  the  jurifdiÖion  of  7>/&.  It  is  on  the  weft 
coaft  of  Celebes,  in  the  fbuth  latitude  of 
5*  7',  and  is  tfce  head  fcttlcment  of  the 
Com-

'Company  here.  It  is  called  Otdjong  Pandang 
in  the  treaty  oïBoniy  by  which  it  was  ceded 
to  the  Company,  together  with  the  diftrii^ 
belonging  to  it,  None  of  the  contraös  point 
out  the  exaét  diftancc  to  which  the  jurifdic- 
tion  round  the  fort  ought  to  be  extended,  on 
which  account  the  Macaflers  endeavour  to 
circumfcribc  it  to  the  north  within  the  ex- 
terior bounds  of  the  town,  or  negree,  of 
ylaardingen  and  its  fuburbs ;  to  the  fouth, 
within  the  outward  line  of  the  cacnpon 
Bar9  \  ^and  Xa  the  eaft,  they  define  it  to  ex* 
tend  DO  farther  than  to  Setttuekui. 

The  difference  ia  this,  and  in  many  t^er 
l-efpe£ts,  between  the  Macaflers  and  the 
Company,  arifes  from  the  circumftance,  that 
the  treaty  of  Boni  remained  in  full  force 
after  the  conqueft  of  SaiaéoupOy  or  rather 
that  it  was  nevet*  altered  and  amended,  or 
Kt  Icaft  explained,  upon  the  change  of  aiFairs, 
although  the  Company  have  fince  been  three 
times  at  war  with  the  MacafTers,  and  the 
iflTue  has,  ever^  time,  been  fuch,  that  they 
had  only  to  prefcribc  their  conditions ;  yet 
this  neccflary  emendation,  it  feems,  has 
never  been  thought  of. 

The  preicnt  jurifdi^Hou  of  the  Coaapany, 
as 
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ag  claimed  and  maintained  by  them,  extends 
from  Sambottg  Java^  to  what  is  called  thq 
JG-aahy  thence  northward,  along  the  fait 
madhes,  behind  Bontualack»  as  far  as  tho 
river  Patinga  Loang,  not  far  from  Oedjong 

The  northern  provinces  include  the  lands 
of  MaroSf  with  the  half  of  Sodian,  and  Bar- 
ras, or  Cabbe  Stang ;  Labaccattt  with  Bon^ 
gero  and  Sageree^  which  are  the  plains  lying 
between  Tello  and  Tanete,  the  proper  gra- 
naries of  Celebes ;  then  the  places,  which 
are  fituated  between  thefe  plains  and  the 
mountains;  and  laftly,  the  mountain- vil- 
lages, or  negrees. 

Thefe  lands,  which  border  upon  each 
other,  have  the  fea,  to  the  weft;  Tanete 
and  MaroSy  to  the  north ;  LMttoeroet  to  the 
eaft ;  and  the  kingdom  of  Maeajer,  to  the 
fouth. 

They  were  all  conquered  during  the  reign 
of  the  Macafler king,  Allah  Oedeen,  who 
reduced  them  to  fervitude,  and  divided  them 
by  villages  and  lots  among  the  nobles  of 
Macajfer,  who  received  from  the  inhabi- 
tants, as  from  their  own  property,  the  tenth 
pf  the  produce,  and  the  ufual  feudal  fervices, 
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till  Oftobcr,  1668,  when,  upon  the  rupture 
with  the  Macaflers,  Maros  was  taken  by 
the  Company  and  their  allies  ;  but  it  fell 
again  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  on  the 
20th  of  November  enfuing  ;  however,  upon 
the  conqueft  of  Samboupo,  this  province  was 
alfo  fubdued  by  our  people. 

In  the  year  1736,  or  1737,  when  thcnorth- 
trn  provinces  were  overrun  by  the  rebel 
Grain  Bontalancas,  all  qf  them,  either 
voluntarily,  or  by  force,  abandoned  the  fide 
of  the  Company,  and  took  up  arms  againft 
them  ;  but  when  Maros  was  retaken,  in 
Auguft,  1737»  by  Governor  Smout,  mod 
of  the  chiefs  returned  to  their  former  alle- 
giance, while  the  others  abfcondcd,  though 
they  were  afterwards  purfuèd  and  taken, 
and  underwent  a  well-merited  puniihment. 

Thofe  who  returned  to  their  duty,  to- 
gether with  other  chiefs  newly  appointed, 
were  Tummoned,  in  January,  1738,  to  the 
fort,  where  thofe  who  were  guilty,  but  had 
returned  of  themfelvcs,  received  a  pardon  j 
and  all  of  them,  Labaccan  excepted,  ab- 
jured for  ever  the  dominion  of  Macajfeft 
and  were  accordingly  again  received  as 
faithful  fubjeds  to  the  Company. 

A  junior 
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A  junior  merchant  has  the  fuperintencl- 
cnce  over  all  thefe  provinces ;  he  refides  in 

that  of  MaroSy  between  the  palifadoed  fort 
called  Valkenburg^  and  the  negree,  Soeryje- 
rang ;  the  lands  around  the  Company's  pag- 
ger^  or  palifadoed  fort,  in  the  kingdom  of 
Tanete^  on  the  river  Pantjanay  are  alfo  under 
this  refident.  The  number  of  negrees,  or 
townrtïips,  over  which  the  Company's  juriC- 
diftion,  and  the  authority  of  the  refident  at 
Maros,  extends^  amounts  to  three  hundred 
and  feventy. 

For  the  government  of  the  inhabitants 
under  the  refident,  Maroi  has,  befides,  five 
native  regents,  who  are  elefled  by  the  elders 
of  the  people,  from  the  neareft  relatives  of 
inch  as  have  dled^  and  are  preferïted  Co  the 
governor  and  council  at  Macafier,  who- con- 
firm the  elcftion,  with  a  referve,  neverthe- 
lefs,  for  the  approbation  of  the  government 
at  Batavia. 

Stang  has  one  regent,  chofen  from  among 
the  natives,  who  is  called  Loma. 

Labaccan  has  alio  one  native  regent,  who 
has  the  appellation  of  Crain. 

Sageree  has  five  of  thefe  regents,  the  chief 
<  ff  whom  is  Crain  Mangalong. 

The 
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The  greateft  part  of  tho  inhabitants  ol^ 
thefe  plains,  however,  are  Bougiiiefe,  who 
are  vety  induftrious  in  agriculture:  the(ë 
again  have  their  own  peculiar  chiefs,  ^rho 
are  appointed  by  the  king  of  Boni  ;  but  they 
are,  as  well  as  the  fubje6;s  of  the  Company, 
liable  to  the  levy  of  the  tenth  part  of  tha 
rice-harveft. 

The  other  provincea,  lying  between  thefe 
plains  and  the  mountains, '  have  Hkewife 
their  own  regents,  appointed  to  rule  over 
them  in  behalf  of  the  Company,  moft  of 
them  under  the  title  of  Grain,  with  the  ad- 
jeftion  of  the  name  of' the  negree,  which  is 
under  their  authority.  Thefe  laft  furniih 
the  timber  and  bamboos  wanted  for  the 
Company's  poft  at  Soeryjerang^  and  logs  for 
repairing  the  wooden  pier  at  Fort  Rotter' 
dam. 

Befides  thefe  regents,  they  have  likewifc, 
among  themfelves,  feveral  inferior  chiefs, 
whom  they  call  galarengs.  They  live  quietly 
under  theirown  laws,  and  in  the  enjoyment  of 
their  own  religion  ;  and  perform  the  feudal 
fervices  required  of  them  by  the  Company, 
as  their  rightful  lord  paramount. 

To  the  fouth  of  Fort  RotterJ^f  on  the 
weft 
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weft  coaft,  the  Company  poflcis  the  fmall 
provinces  of  Poelem  Bankemg  and  Galtjsong, 
being  within  the  kingdom  of  Macajfer  pro* 
per,  between  the  fifhpools  of  Aing^  and  the 
river  Tfikoa ;  but  the  little  ftate  of  Sandra- 
bom  lies  in  the  middle,  Thele  plains  were 
fubdued  by  the  Company»  in  the  war  of' 
1667. 

The  inhabitants  of  both  thcfe  diftri(ft» 
make  good  foldiers,  and  thcfe  of  Galifsong 
are  efteemed  here  the  beft  feamcn  ;  when 
the  Company  want  failors  at  Macajfer^  they 
are  obliged  to.  fcrvc  without  any  other  pay 
than  their  fubfiftence. 

To  the  province  of  Galifsong  belong  the 
ifland  Tanakeke,  and  the  fmall  iflands  called 
the  Three  Brothersy  which,  eq^ually,  by  right 
of  conqueft,  are  the  property  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  the  inhabitants  of  them,  their 
fubjefts  ;  as  is  the  cafe  with  all  the  other 
iOands  which  are  fcattered  along  the  weft 
coaft  of  Cekhest  from  the  point  of  'tourattea 
to  'Tanete.  The  Macaflers  have  a  colony  of 
Touradjefe'upon  the  ifland  Great  Barnang', 
bnt  many  of  thefe  iflands  are  uninhabited ; 
feme  of  them  are  inhabited  by  the  fubje£ls. 
of  tbs  Company,  and  a  few  by  Bouginefe. 

Oa 
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On  the  {buth  coaft,  and  on  the  èaft  ihor& 
of  the  Bay  of  Bom\  the  Company  pofleis 
the  kingdoms  of  Bontüin,  Boele  Comha,  and 
Bera,  together  with  their  dependencies. 

Bontain  is  bounded  on  the  weft  by  tfie 
river  ïïwö,  which  divides  it  from  the  king- 
dom ofTouratieai  on  the  north  by  the  moun- 
tains, which  bear  its  own  name  ;  on  the  eaft 
by  the  river  Ka/eiongang  j  and  on  the  fbuth 
by  the  fea. 

It  was  anciently  confidered  among  the 
dependent  allies  of  Macajfert  and  was  ruled 
by  their  kings ;  bnt  it  has  twice  been  con- 
quered by  the  arms  of  the  Company  and 
their  allies,  and  was  ceded  to  them,  in  pro- 
perty, by  the  treaty  oï  Boni. 

It  is  a  very  pleafant  country,  and  is  fertile 
iu  rice.  .  There  is  a  larger  bay  for  fhips  and 
veflels  of  all  defcriptions,  and  the  people  of 
this  land,  and  thofe  of  Boele  Comba  and  Bera 
are  the  bcft  natured,  moft  peaceful,  and 
tradable,  of  all  the  fubjefts  which  the 
Company  have  in  the  whole  ifland  of  Ce- 
lebes *. 

This

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This  kingdom  was  once  given  by  the 
Company  to  Radja  Palacca,  as  a  reward 
for  the  great  fervices  rendered  to  them ;  but, 
from  default  of  male  heifs,  felling  again  to 
them,  it  was  afterwards  conlidered  as  a  too 

which  occurred  while  he  lay  lh*rc.  The  bay  he  deCcribes  as 
a  large  one,  where  Ibips  itiay  lie  in  perfeft  Ikfety  during  both 
the  monfoont :  the  foundings  are  good  and  regular,  and  the 
bottom  fofl  mud }  nor  is  there  any  danger  in  coming  in,  but 
■  ledge,  of  rockS)  which  are  above  water,  and  are  a  good  mark 
for  anchoring.  The  htghell  land  in  Hgbt  is  called  Btataim- 
Hill;  and  when  a  fhip  is  in  the  ofling,  at  die  diAance  of  two 
or- three  mile»  from  the  land,  fhe  fltould  bring  this  hill  north, 
or  N.^w.  and  then  run  in  with  it  and  anchor.  In  this  bay 
there  are  feveral  fmall  towns  i  that  which  is  called  Bentaim  lies 
in  the  northeaft  part  of  it,  and  here  is  a  fmall  pallTadoed  fort, 
on  which  eight  guns  are  mounted,  that  carry  a  ball  of  about 
nght  pounds  weight :  it  is  jull  fufRcient  to  keep  the  country- 
people  in  fubjefiioD,  and  is  intended  for  no  other  purpofe :  it 
liet  on  tbc  fouth'fide  of  a  fmall  river,  and  there  is  water  for  a 
Ihip  to  come  clofe  to  it.  Wood  and  water  are  to  be  procured 
here  in  great  plenty ;  likewife  plenty  of  freth  provifions,  at  3 
realboable  rate:  the  beef  is  excellent,  but  it  would  be  difficult 
to  procure  enough  of  it  for  a  fquadron.  Rice  may  be  had  in 
any  quandty,  fo  may  fowls  and  fruit';  there  arc  alfo  abundance 
of  wild  hogs  in  the  woods,  which  may  be  purchafed  at  a  low 
price,  as  the  natives,  being  mabomedans,  never  eat  them ;  and 
Atfa  may  be  caught  with  the  feine.  The  btitude  of  Btm^n- 
Hill  is  i*  jo^  ƒouth.  The  tides  arc  very  irregular;  com- 
monly it  is  but  once  high  and  once  low  water  in  four-and- 
twenty  hours,  and  (here  is  feldom  fix  feet  ditference  between 
them.    T.

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important  poffeflion  ever  to  part  with  it 
again,  without  the  moft  urgent  neceffity. 

It  is  governed  by  two  native  regents,  who 
bear  the  title  of  Grain ;  namely,  one  who 
rules  over  Bontatn,  and  one  over  Tompoboekt 
under  whom  there  .are  feveral  galarangs^  or 
village- chiefa.  All  thefe,  together  with  the 
ferjeant  who  commands  at  the  Company's 
faggefy  or  palifadoed  fort,  are  under  the 
authority  of  the  refident,  whofe  jurifdïöion 
likcwife  extends  over  Boek  Comba^  which 
was  alfo  anciently  a  ieparate  kingdom,  but 
was  brought  under  the  yoke  of  the  Macaf- 
lers  in  later  times. 

It  ftrctchcs  from  the  river  Kalekongang, 
which  divides  it  from  Bontahiy  to  Bera,  or 
rather  to  the  river  Banpangy  which  runs  be- 
tween them  Ï  to  the  north  of  it,  lie  the 
mountains  of  Kyndang,  which  feparate  it 
from  Bottit  or  rather  from  the  highlaiiders 
of  Touraayo ;  to  the  fouth,  it  is  wafhed  by 
the  fea. 

This  province  is  likewife  one  of  the  con- 
quefts  of  the  Company,  and  its  inhabitants 
are,  therefore,  their  fubjefts ;  and  they  have, 
together  with  thofe  of  Bontain^  the  fame 
duties  to  fulfil,  and  enjoy  the  fame  privi- 
leges, 
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leges,  as  thofe  who  dwell  in  the  Company's 
northern  provinces. 

■  Two  head  regents  arc,  in  like  manner, 
appointed  to  rule  over  this  difl;ri£ï,  namely, 
Crain  Gantarang  and  Craih  Oedjong- 
xowE,whohavefeveral^d/<wj«|'i  under  them. 

The  land  is  fertile  in  rice,  and  abounds  in 
game  and  extenfive  forefts ;  but  the  timber 
is  not  adapted  to  the  conftniélion  of  houïcs.- 

In  the  weft  monlbon,  the  road  before 
Boele  Comba  is  dangerous  for  fhips;  {mail 
veffels,  however,  can  run  into  the  river 
Kalekongangy  at  high  water.  At  or  near  the 
mouth  of  this  river,  Hands  the  Company's 
palifadoed  fort  Carolina,  in  which  the  re- 
hdent,  who  is  a  junior  merchant,  has  his 
abode. 

To  him  is  equally  entrufled  the  fuperin- 
tendence  over  Bera,  which  province  reaches 
from  the  river  Bampangy  eaftward,  along 
the  feacoail,  to  the  point  of  I^ajfem  (caUe4 
Lqffba  in  our  charts),  and  thence  northward 
to  the  point  of  Cadjang  ;  on  the  I^dtide,  it 
borders  upon  BaeU  Combat  Tourang^  and 
Kadjangy  belonging  to  Boek-boek, 

The  whole  of  this  country  was  ceded  to 

the  Company  by  the  treaty  of  Bmi,     It  is 

s  2  barren 
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barren  and  rocky,  and  yields  to  its  inhabi- 
tants nothing  but  ec6et  *  'm  the  room  of  rice^ 
or  bread;  ifthey  want/tuUrf,  they  muft  haTC 
recourfe  to  Boele  Comba,  or  Bima.  It  bas 
iome  woo4s,  froip  which  the  iahabitaDts,  and 
'thofe  of  Boek  Combat  obtain  middling  good 
timber  for  building  proas ;  the  chief  build- 
ing yards  of  the  Macaflers  were  formerly  at 
this  place  -f . . 

f  They  buiid  their,  proas,  which  they  call  fadnakam,  Tttf 
^ght)  by  dowUog  the  pUnks  together,  as  coopers  tlo  the  parts 
thkt  form  the  head  of  a  cafk,  and  putting  the  hark  ^  a  certain 
tret  between,  which  fwells,  and  then  fie  ttmbere  to  the  [danls, 
as  at  Bmhttf  %  bat  do  Mt  rabbet,  ■■  it  is  called,  the  planks,  as 
is  done  there.  In  Europe  we  build  reTerfely ;  we  let  up  the 
timber*  firfl,  and  fit  the  planks  to  them  afterwards.  They  are 
bigotted  to  old  models  and  fixtures  in  fitting  thor  veflcb :  the 
lai^eft  never  exceed  fifty  tons :  they  have  their  bow  lowcied, 
or  cut  down,  i*  a  very  awkward  manner,  fo  aa  to  be  often 
under  water }  a  bulk  head  is  railed  a  good  way  abaft  the  flem, 
to  keep  off  the  fea.  They  have  a  tripod  mafi,  with  a  high 
P«ated  fail :  tbri  tripod  mafl  is  made  of  three  flout  bamboos ; 
two  rifiug  from  ihc  fidfs,  and  one  from  the  fore  pan  of  the 
TeHcl,  lathed  together  at  the  top :  the  two  fint  abreafl  an 
bored  at  the  lower  ^nd  acrofs,  wiUi  boles  about  three  inches  in 
diameter ;  and  thefi;  holes  receive  the  two  ends  of  a  piece  of 
timber,  wbitih  goci;  acrofs,  like  a  main  thaft ;  on  (hele  the  two 
abreafi  parts  of  the  tripod  turn,  at  upon  a  hinge ;  the  fore  part 
of  the  mall  is  fixed  forward,  like  a  mainflay,  to  a  knee  a- 
imdthips,  with  a  forelock ;  by  unlocking  the  forelock,  the 
aa&  is  flruck  ta  a  noment.    T.

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The  men  of  Bera  are,  in  general,  good 
warriors,  both  at  fea  and  at  land ;  the  richeil: 
among  them  are  merchants  ;  the  others 
employ  *  themlelves  in  building  of  proas, 
and  in  manufacturing  a  ibrt  of  coarfe,  white, 
cloth,  from  the  cotton  which  grows  in  tolera- 
ble abundance  here  ;  a  fmall  annual  tribute 
of  thefe  cloths  is  paid  to  the  Company. 

This  country  has  ten  regents,  of  whom 
the  chief  is  Crain  Bera.  Theic  come 
once  a  year  to^  Fort  Kstterdam  to  diicbarge 
their  tribute.  '

J.  HE  iOand  Saleyer  lies  nearly  Ibuth  of  the 

point  of  Lafem,  fuH  two  leagues ;  in  tlie 

'  ilrait 
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faak  between  them,  are  the  Büc^eroom, 
called,  by  our  ièamen,  the  Boeferoens^  which 
are  three  rmall,  uninhabited  iflets. 

There  arc  fcveral  other  ïflands  which  lie 
round  and  near  Saleyer,  and  belong  to  it,  of 
which,  however,  only  two  are  inhabited, 
namely,  Bonaratte  and  Calauwe. 

The  Macaflcrs,  who  had  polTcflïon  of 
Saleytr,  made  a'ceffion  of  it,  by  the  treaty 
of  Boniy  to  the  king  of  Ternate ;  but  it  has 
iince,  in  the  lapfe  of  time,  and  by  flow  de- 
grees, been  wreftcd  from  the  Ternateiè,  by 
the  Company. 

Salter  is  very  mountainous  and  woody, 
and  there  are  many  deer  in  its  forefts.  It 
produces  ocbee  and  batta ;  the  lafl  is  a  ibrt  of 
millet,  which  coniïitutes  a  chief  part  of 
the  food  of  its  inhabitants.  Much  coarle; 
blue  and  white,  ftriped,  cloth,  is  made  here 
of  the  capaSf  or  cotton,  which  it  likewifp 
produces  f. 

This 

*  Captain  Fokkcst,  who  wat  call  away,  in  the  B«Mt» 
Jietch,  on  a  fmall,  defeit,  fandy,  ifland,  eaft  of  Saliytr.  tra< 
veiled  acrofs  the  latter  in  1763,  accompanied  by  the  refident. 
^tiey  were  carried  by  men  up  the  very  fteep  hilbi  that  run 
along  ttie  middle  of  the  ifland  firom  north  to  Touch,  on  bamboo 
1 4  \  chain, 
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This  ifland  is  governed  by  fourteen  re* 
gents,  who  refort  once  a  year,  in  the  month 
of  Oftober,  to  Fort  Rotier4am,  with  twa 
hundred  and  fifty,  or  three  hundred,  of  their 
countrymen,  to  perform  the  cuftomary  duties 
of  vaffalage,  and  to  fet  forth  fuch  difputes  as 
they  may  have  among  themfelvcs,  in  order 
tp  obtain  a  decifion  in  them. 

This  people  are  puftUanimpus  and  fervile, 
and,  at  the  fame  time,  quarrelibme  and  per? 
verfe ;  infomuch,  that,  if  their  £tuation  be 
not  exaöly  to  their  own  liking,  they  imr 
mediately  emigrate,  with  the  whole  of  their 
family,  to  another  country. 

A  junior  merchant  is  placed  here,  as  re- 
iident,  in  behalf^of  the  Company,  who  has 
his  abode  near,  or  in,  a  palifadoed  'pagger^ 
or  redoubt,  called  Defence^  which  lies,  as  I 
■was  informed,  in  5?  o'  fouth  latitude. 

The  beforementioned  iflands  Bonaratta 
and  Calauweyfcrt  given,  in  fief,  to  the  old 
Radja  Palacca,    He  made  ufe  of  the 

chain,  made  on  thefpot;  and  Ihcy  went  over  tbe  flat  lands  oa 
horieback;  He  computet  the  inhabitants  of  Saltjur  to  amount 
to  about  fixty  thoufand.  They  diink  much  of  a  liquor  ciiUrd 
fofforti  drawn  from  the  palm-tree:  they  burn  tallow  from  tbc 
tallowrtree,  as  in  CbiM,    T, 
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^rft*  for  a  place  of  eduoation  and  inftru&ioii 
for  his  dancing  girls }  to  wluch  purpoie  his 
fucceflbrs  in  the  kingdom  of  fioni  likewifc 
appropriated  it ;  heiice^  theje  iflands  are 
jnoftly  inhabited  Ijy  Bouglnefe,  and  \mX  ycvj 
few  S^leyers  are  fpund  upon  them. 

From  tbe&  fliort  Iketcbcs  and  defcriptionf 
of  the  nations  who  inhabit  the  great  idand 
pf  CeUbesy  may  eafily  be  deduced  the  differ» 
pnt  relations,  in  which  they  ibind  towards 
each  other^  and  towards  their  neighbours, 
both  with  reipcft  to  their  internal  policy, 
and  their  foreign  connexions;  and  hence 
may  likewife  be  fcen,  how  intricate  and 
troublefome  the  office  of  governor  of  Ma* 
pqfser  muft  be,  in  order  to  reconcile  the  jar- 
ring intereil  of  all  thefe  numerous  petty 
^tes  with  each  other,  and  with  the  intereft 
pf  his  employers. 

The  contract,  or  treaty,  of  Bonit  which 
has  been  fo  often  mentioned  in  the  preced- 
ing page8>  was  the  foundation  upon  which  the 
fuperftru6lure  of  the  Company*s  power  and 
influence  in  Celebes  was  ereÖcd  more  than  a 
century  ago.  Boni»  who  firft  entered  into 
this  engagement,  and  whence  it  has  always 
t«en  called  the  contca£l  of  Bonu  has,  for  thac 
reafon, 
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realbn,  been  ever  efteemed  the    firft   an4 
t^dcft  ally  of  the  Company.     It  was,  at  that 
^me,  in  danger  of  being  fubdued  by  the 
MacaiTere,  and  not  poffcffing  fufficient  power 
to  pppofe  fo  redoubted  an  enemy,  it  may, 
therefore,   be    eafily    conceived,    that   the 
Bouginefe  readily  embraced  the  opportunity 
of  entering  into  the  ftri^eft  alliance  with 
the  Company,  wbofe  power  was  lb  great, 
and  fo  renowned  throughout   India,    that 
whoever  were   their   allies,    might   divert 
themfclves  of  .9II  fear  of  being  maftered. 
This  was,  in  fa£i,  apparent  in  the  feque). 
Macafser  was  fubdued,  and  Boniy  beitig  thus 
freed  from  the  fear  of  their  hereditary  ad- 
verfaries,   encreafed,    more    and  more,   in 
greatnefs  and  luftre,  more  efpecially  during 
the  government  of  Radja  Palacca.    It 
became  an  adopted  political  maxim,  that 
Macafser  fhould  be  continually  kept  under ; 
and  this  has  been,  till  the  prefent  time,  ib 
ftriflly  adhered  to,  that  Boni '  has  been  ren- 
idered  fq  great  and  powerful,  that  it  is  at 
prefent  out  of  all  queftion  to  prefcribe  rules 
or  bounds   to  that   kingdom,  although  the 
miftake  is  now  moft  clearly  perceivable  :  It 
even  happens,  from  time  to  time,  and  evepy 
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jrear,  that  different  portions  ^f  territory, 
■which  appertain  to  the  Company  by  right 
.of  conqueft,  are  fuffcred,  by  the  negligence, 
or  indulgence,  of  the  governors,  to  be  wreft- 
ed  from  them  by  Boni,  under  fome  plaufible 
pretext  or  other  ;  while  thefë  encroach- 
ments are,  likewife,  afterwards  unaccouat- 
ably  ratified  by  the  government  at  Batavia. 
The  prifent  fovereign  of  Boni  has  brought 
it  fo  far,  that  one  of  his  grandlons  has 
afcended  the  throne  of  the  powerful  king- 
dom of  Loeboey  and  which  the  Company 
have  been  obliged  to  wink  at ;  perhaps  the 
dagger  to  their. interefb,  which  lies  in  this 
yaft  encreafe  of  the  power  and  influence  of 
the  Bouginefc  monarch,  has  not  been  fuifi- 
ciently  iufifted  upon  by  their  feryants,  or  it 
may  even  be,  that  it  has  been  reprelented  in 
a  favourable  light. 

Hereby,  and  by  fcvcral  other  circum- 
ftances,  the  authority  of  the  Company  has 
fo  much  declined  in  CeleheSy  that  their  pof- 
^flions  in  the  ifland  may  be  conlïdered  as 
very  inferior  in  importance  to  others.  Little 
regard  is  now  paid  to  the  treaty  of  Bom^ 
upon  which  every  thing  hinged  heretofore. 
The  king  of  Bom  has  even  prelumed  to  pre- 
'"'■■-  ■  ,  ■  fer 
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fer  a  clum  upou  the  campön  SarOy  t\aCe  te 
the  fort,  becaufe  he  refided  for  fome  time  ïn 
it,  when  he  had  fled  to  the  Company  for 
proteökwi  againft  his  fiftcr  Aroe  Palacca. 
It  is  not  impoflible,  that  when  this  prince 
is  dead,  other  darker  clouds  may  arife  ;  for 
this  is  certain,  that  all  the  native  princes  are 
jealous  of  the  footing  which  the  Company 
have  obtained  upon  the  ifland,  and  envy 
them  their  poficflions ;  and,  if  they  could 
but  remain  united  among  themfclves,  they 
would  not  let  flip  any  opportunity  of  freeing 
themfclves  from  their  dependeilce,  by  ex- 
pelting  the  Dutch  from  Celebes,  or  at  leaft 
curtaiHng  their  power  and  influence.  This 
it  is  what  conftitutes  the  moft  important,  as 
well  as  the  moft  difficulti.and  delicate,  part 
of  the  adminiftration  at  Macafser,  namely, 
to  infpire  the  principal  nations  with  jealoufy 
and  diftruft  of  each  other,  at  the  fame  time 
preventing  and  avoiding,  as  much  aspoffible, 
all  a3ual  hoftilities  and  interference,  in  order 
not  to  be  forced  to  join  either  one  or  the 
other. 

The  Company  are  not  only  menaced  on 

this  fide,  but  their  hereditary  rivals  in  trade, 

the  Englifli,  feek  likewife  to  cftablifli  them- 

felvcB 
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^Ivcs  here,  which  they  had  nearly  e^de<], 
about  the  river  of  Sadraboniy  a  few  years  ago. 
The  Bouginefe,  Wadjorefe,  and  Maiidha- 
refe  are  much  attached  to  them,  and  aflift 
them  in  the  purchafe  of  ipiccs  from  Ceram 
and  other  iflands.  Their  new  eflablifliment 
at  Balambangang  gives  them  opportunities  of 
Connection  with  the  merchants  and  other  in- 
dividuals of  the  different  nations  who  refort 
to  Pa^r  and  Soetiy  or  have  fettled  there, 
and  of  drawing  them  over  to  their  intefefts : 
and  if  they  were  to  perfevere  in  their  en- 
deavours, it  would'  be  very  difficult  to  pre- 
vent them  from  obtaining  a  footing  in 
Celebes  i  eQ>eciaIly  upon  coniidering  what 
happened  with  refpeft  to  the  little  £iigUfh 
floop  of  war,  the  SwalloWt  in'1768,  whofe 
ftay  at  Macafser  I  mentioned  in  ray  former 
voyage  J  and  thoughthe  circuraftances  at- 
tending it,  were  contradicted  to  me  now 
that  I  was  at  Macajity  it  was  in  fitch  a 
manner,  as  rather  confirmed  my  behef,  in 
the  credibility  of  Captain  Carteret  ;  if  a 
a  little  floop  of  twelve  guns,  with  a  {ick  and 
exhaufled  crew,  was  enough  to  caufe  fuch 
an  alarm,  what  would  be  the  event  if  a 
greater 
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greater   force   were    to    appear  in    theft 
ieas*. 

If 

•  When  Captain  Cakteket  reached  HacM^,  from  the 
South  Sea»,  his  (hip's  company  were  in  a  dying  condition, 
audit  wa>  in  order  to  procure  refrcflinient  for  them,  and  fhelter 
agf^aft  the  approaching  bad  monfoon,  that  he  touched  there 
Hi»  arrival  excited  the  greateft  alarm,  and  all  the  Hoops  and 
▼efTels  that  were  proper  for  war  were  fitted  out  with  the  utmoft 
c;<peditioii.  He,  however,  thought  to  have  been  an  over- 
natch  for  their  whole  fea-fbrcet  had  all  his  people  been  wdlj 
But  they  were  To  reduced,  that,  a  boat  having  been  difpatched 
on  ihore,  (he  united  (Irength  of  the  remaining  men,  was  oat 
fitflicient  to  weigh  the  anchor,  though  a  fmall  one,  in  order  U» 
proceed  ocarcT  to  the  town.  At  foon  as  it  was  known  who 
be  was,  he  was  commanded,  by  a  letter  Ironi  the  governor, 
*  infianily  to  depart  from  the  port,  without  coming  any  nearer 
**  to  the  town  ;  and  not  to  anchor  on  any  part  of  the  coaft,  or 
**  permit  any  of  his  people  to  land  in  any  place  that  was  under 
"  the  governor's  JurifdiAion ;"  and  notwithflanding  all  his  re- 
monftrances,  and  occular  demonflration  of  the  emaciated  and 
diflrefTed  lïalc  of  the  crew,  the  fhort  and  final  anfwer  of  the 
«kputies  of  the  governor,  who  brought  the  letter,  was,  **  dtat 
"  they  had  abfbluie  and  indifpenfable  orders  from  thdr  maf- 
"  ters,  not  to  fuffer  any  Ihip,  of  whatever  nation,  t*  flay  at 
**  that  port,  and'  that  thefe  orders  they  muft  implicitly  obey." 
To  this  Captain  Carteret  replied,  that  perfons  in  their  fitu*  ' 
ition  had  nothing  worfe  to  fear  than  what  they  fufferediBod 
th«,  therefore,  if  they  did  not  immediately  allow  him  the  liber- 
ty of  the  port,  to  purchafe  refrefhrnents^  and  procure  Ihettcr, 
be  would,  as  foon  is  the  wind  would  permit,  in  defiance  of  all 
their  menaces,  and  all  their  force,  go  and  anchor  dole  to  the 
(own  i  that  if,  at  UA,  he  llioald  find  hitnfelf  unable  to  compel 
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If  there  be  any  government  among  the 
Company's  poffcffions,  that  requires  a  chief, 
"who  is  a  man  of  knowledge,  and  of  found 
judgment,  vigilant  and  zealous,  in  difcover- 
iogeverymachinationanddefignthatare  con- 
certed in  the  furrounding  kingdoms  and  pro- 
vinces, it  is  that  of  MacaJJ'er.  As  thefê  qualities 
are  feldom  found  in  fuch  perfons  as  are  raifed 
to  the  head  of  affairs  from  the  deik,  or  other 
employments,  which  hqve  no  affinity  with 
the  art  of  government,  it  is  evident  that 
their  adminiftration  cannot  but  be  produc- 
tive of  the  moil  prejudicial  confequences  ; 
and,  for  my  own  part,  I  entertain  no  doubt 
that  there  have  been  governors  fent  thither 
from  Batavia,  who  have  never  become  ac- 
quainted with  even  the  names  of  the  greateft 

them  to  comply  with  requifitions,  the  reaforablenefs  of  which 
.  could  not  be  controverted,  he  would  run  the  Ibip  aground 
under  their  waits,  and  after  felling  thfir  lives  as  dearly  as  they 
could,  bring  upon  them  the  dtfgraceof  having  reduced  a  friend 
and  ally,  to  fo  dreadful  an  extremity.  It  was  not  till  after  he 
had  begun  to  put  his  threats  in  execution,  by  getüng  under 
£üJ,  and  proceeding  towards  the  town,  that  a  treaty  was  en- 
tered into  with  him,  by  which,  after  much  altercation,  he  was 
permitted  to  go  to  the  bay  of  Baitain,  in  order  to  procure  the 
iicceflary  fiipplies  of  provifions  and  water,  to  ere£t  an  hofpi- 
«al  for  his  fick,  and  to  find  flielter  from  the  bad  monfoon,  till 
tin  return  of  a  fit  feafon  for  failing  to  the  wellwa^.    T. 

part 
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paft  of  the  nations  with  whom  they  had  to 
deal,  much  lels  with  the  various  and  intri'* 
cate  conne^ous  iublifting  between  them 
and  the  Company. 

I  think  it  a  radical  defeat  in  the  manage^ 
ment  of  the  Company's  a^rs,  that  fcarcely 
ever  the  iècond  perfoni  in  any  adminülratiooy 
fuccecds  to  the  office  of  chief  governor,  in 
the  fettlement  to  which  he  is  attached.  He 
muft  incontrovertibly  poflefs  more  local 
knowledge,  than  one  who  only  knows  the 
place  by  name,  and  who  has  never  afMed 
et'the  deliberations  of  the  local  council* 
Yet  tha  mode  which  I  condemn  is  fi>  uni* 
verfally  adopted,  that  it  muft  even  be  fbr- 
mifed  to  be  a  niaxim  laid  down  by  perfbns 
m  high  authority,  the  motives  of  which  it 
is  impoffible  to  divine. 

At  the  fitme  time,  the  government  of 
Macajer  not  being  a  very  lucrative  one,  the 
governors  feldom  wifli  to  remain  long  in  it ; 
and  they  do  not,  therefore,  take  much  pains 
to  dive  deep  into  the  knowledge  of  a^irs, 
each  thinking  that  it  will  laft  his  time. 

Betides  what  the  Company  allow  the  go- 
vernor out  of  the  profits  upon  trade,  and  the 
territorial 
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èerritoriai  revenues  *,  there  are  other  private 
advantages,  which  help  to  make  out  his 
Dtherwife  iiiconnderable  income.  In  the 
firft  place,  the  coUcftion  of  the  tenth  of  the 
produce  of  the  earth,  at  which  the  govcrnar 
is  prefent,  one  year  in  the  northern,  and  the 
other  year  in  the  fouthern  provinces.  Se- 
condtyi  the  yearly  letting  oat  to  farm  the 
duties  on  articles  of  confumption,  for  a  pre- 
ference in  which  two  or  three  thoufand 
piafters  are  generally  given  as  a  prefent* 
Thirdly,  prefents  arc  likewife  given  to  the* 
governor  when  vacancies  txrcur  among  the 
petty  kings  of  the  oppofite  Iflands  by  their 
iucceflbrs,  to  procure  his  favour.  In  the 
fourth  place,  gifts  are  likewife  offered  by 
others,  upon  his  coming  to  the  government; 
as,  for  example,  by  thofe  of  Bera,  who  are 
obliged  to  prefent  him  with  a  new  proa, 

•  The  Dutch  Company  fupply  their  «ftern  fettlementi 
■with  the  cloths  of  Indoftan  at  33^  per  cent  advance  on  the 
prime  coft  [  whatever  they  fell  for  more  i»  the  profit  of  thdr 
icrvanti.  Five  per  cent  for  commiffion  ahd  delcredCTe,  on  the 
lale  of  all  articles,  is  divided  between  the  governor  and  the 
fecond  at  Maieajftr  \  the  former  has  likewife  an  allowance  of 
ƒ3000,  abotit  »7S^.  fterling  per  annum,  to  make  good  the  ex- 
pence  he  is  ^  in  catcttaining  the  native  prince*  and  gran> 
dees.     T. 
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made,  in  refpeÖ  to  fize  and  (hape,  accord- 
ing to  prefcribed  rules,  and  fuch  as,  being 
feiit  to  Bi'mat  or  Suméawa^  fometimes  fetches 
fifteecn  hundred  piafters.  And  otheré  of 
lefs  importance ;  the  mode  of  obtaining 
■which  is  not  known  to  me. 

The  other  head  fervants  in  the  Com- 
pany's employi,  at  this  place,  confifts  of  the 
following  officers : 

The  vice-governor,  'or  fecond,  who  has 
the  title  and  rank  of  fenior  merchant.  The 
trade  that  is  carried  ©n  here,  chiefly  relates 
to  his  department.  He  is,  at  the  lame  time, 
commercial  bookkeeper,  and  has  an  affiftant, 
who  writes  the  Company's  ledger.  As  is 
cuftomary  in  all  the  Company's  fettlements, 
the  fecond  in  command  is  prefident  of  the 
council  of  juftice,  and  of  other  boards.  All 
his  offices*,  however,  put  together,  yield  but 
little.  Mr.  VAN  Pleuren,  who  had  filled 
this  ftation  for  eight  years,  affured  me  more 
than  once  (and  I  have  no  reafon  to  doubt 
what  this  worthy  man  told  me  in  this  re- 
fpe(fl,  having  heard  it  confirmed  by  feveral 
intelligent  and  uninterefted  perfons),  that 
taking  one  year  with  another,  his  income 
had  not  exceeded  five  hundred  rixdoUars,  or 
twelve 
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iWelve  Hundred  gilders,  per  annum,  for  the 
*vhöle  time  he  had  been  the  fecoiid  at  Ma~ 
cajer.  This  futn  might,  indeed,  eafily  have 
been  quadrupled  by  unlawful  means  j  as,  by 
receiving  prefettts,  in  the  quality  of  prefident 
of  the  council  of  juftice  ;  by  giving  undue 
preferences  to  Chinefe  merchants,  or  others, 
in  the  difpofal  of  the  Company's  piecegoods ; 
by  winking  at  monopolies  in  trade  ;  and  by 
other  evil  means,  which  are  fufficiently 
notofiou3. 

The  commander  of  the  military  is  the 
third  in  order ;  he  has  the'  title  and  rank  of 
fenior  merchant. 

Next  follow  the  Jkebandar,  or  métftef  of 
the  port,  and  the  fifcal,  who  are  both  mer- 
chants in  rank. 

The  fecretary  of  police  and  cafliier,  the 
ivinkelier,  or  purveyor,  the  refident  of  Boek- 
combe  and  Bontain,  the  refident  of  Maros,  and 
^cfoldy-boekliouder^  or  paymafter,  are  junior 
merchants  in  title  and  in  rank,  and  thefè, 
together  with  the  preceding  officers,  form 
the  council  of  polity. 

The  refident  on  the  ifland  of  Saleyer,  has 

the  rank  of  bookkeeper,  equally  with  the  firft 

interpreter  in  the  MacaflTcr  and  Bouginefe

languages ;  the  latter  was,  at  that  time» 
thought  a  very  good  office;  he  has  two 
affiftant  interpreters  under  him. 

To  the  military  belong  further,  two  lieu- 
tenants and  fix  enfigns ;  of  which  laft,  one 
is  commandant  at  Biaia. 

The  lieutenant  of  the  artillery,  is  at  the 
feme  time,/a6rfei,  or  infpeflor,  of  the  forti- 
fications and  buildings,  and  may,  in  certaia 
]x>ints,  be  here  confidered  as  engineer. 

The  equipment  of,  and  controul  over,  the 
Company's  veflels,  which'  confift  of  ten  or 
twelve  paacéaSangs  *  and  floops,  employed 
in  cruifing  along  the  coaft,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent fmuggUng,  are  vefted  in  an  infpedor 
of  equipment,  who  has  the  rank  of  fea- 
lieutenant. 

The  'Company's  trade  here,  confifls 
chiefly  in  the  fale  of  piecegoods,  efpecially  of 
coarfe  cloths,  which  are,  therefore,  prohibit- 
ed  to  be  imported  by  private  traders.  At 
the  time  of  Governor  Mossel,  that  is,  in 
the  beginning  of  his  goverment,  1752,  b« 
calculated  that  th»  yearly  amount  of  the 
piecegoods  fent  to  Ctlebesj  was  one  hundred 

•  Country-TeflMi,  with  one  malt,  and  a  Urge  pointed 
(ail    r. 
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thouland  gilders,  upon  which  the  profits 
were  eftimated  at  forty  thoufand ;  but  as 
the  contraband  trade  with  the  Ënglifh  has 
greatly  encreafed  {ince  that  time,  and  the 
orders  from  Batavia  for  clothi  have  not 
been  properly  executed,  with  other  addi- 
tional inftuencing  circumftances,  this  vent 
and  the  coulequent  profits,  .are  much  cur- 
tailed. 

**  It  is  £)  impoflible,"  lays  Mobgel,  in 
his  State  of  India  **  to  prevent  fmuggltng  at 
*•  Macajert  on  account  of  the  many  creeks 
**  and  inlets  of  Celebes,  which  aiFord  oppor- 
''  tunities  for  a  contraband  trade,  that  I  hold 
"  it  expedient  and  neceflary,  that  all  private 
"  trade  from  the  fpicc-iflandfi  thither,  ccafe 
•*  and  be  prohibited,"  This  private  trade, 
however,  is  continued  as  heretofore,  at  leaft 
to  Amb<yna  and  back. 

Thb  free  or  private  trade,  is  chiefly  car- 
ried on,  from  Macajfer  to  Amboyna  and  Ba- 
taviar  in  rice,  flaves,  tripaagt,  and  the  cloths 
which  are  made  there;  from  Ambt^na  back» 
ipecie  is  moftly  brought ;  and  from  Batavia^  . 
provifions  and  fuch  piecegoods  as  are  not 
prohibited.

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The  little  that  the  Cpmpany  draw  from 
Macajer  and  its  appurtenances,  coijfifts  ia 
iixpanwood  of  Bima  •,  and  fome  cadjang, 
A  fhip  is,  at  prefent,  fept  thither  every 
year,  which  carries  a  cargo  from  Batavia^ 
'm  the  month  of  March  or  April,  and  rcr 
tyrus  to  the  capital  of  India,  by  way  of  Bima 
and  Sumbawa, 

*  In  1778,  jSojOOo/i.  Bima  fapanwood  Fas  fold  in  Hol- 
land, at  ƒ  15  per  loofö.  (equal  to  about  aS/.  per  cwt.);  and 
upon  (his  article,  the  profit  is  Juppofcd  to  be  between  fifty 
and  fixty  per  cent^  which,  however,  is  Scarcely  more  than 
enough  to  cover  the  charges  of  conveyance  to  Europe.  In 
April,  ijfig,  the  king  of  Siam,  whence  the  Dutch  ufed  to  re- 
ceive much  fepanwood,  but  the  trade  to  which  country  they 
bad  abandoned  for  fome  time,  fcnt  a  letter  to  the  governmeut 
at  Batawa,  informing  it  that  tranquillity  was  again  redored 
there,  and  that  Siam  had  recovered  from  the  ravages  of  the 
Avanefej  requelling,  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  Company 
would  reef^ablitli  ihtir  faflory,  and  that  they  would  fumilh 
him  with  iooo  mufqueis.  To  the  firft  point,  an  anfwer  was 
given,  that  the  Company  could  not  yet  accede  to  his  defire; 
and  as  to  the  fecond,  they  fent  him  joo  mufquets,  flipuUting 
that  their  price  fliould  be  paid  in  fapanwuod,  at ƒ.3  per  picol 
of  125W.  or,  if  need  be,  in  wax,  at  the  current  rate  of  the 
day.  The  Slam  fapanwood  would  thus  ftand  the  Company. 
with  freight,  &c.  in  2^  rixdollars  per  picol,  at  the  highcft,  or 
■f.  4.  16.  per  ioolb.  and  the  rate  at  which  the  Macafler  fapasr 
wood  was  fold,  as  abovemenlioned,  was/,  t ;  per  100Ö.  But 
it  does  not  appear  that  tliis  article  has,  (incc  that  time,  been 
procured  from  Siam.    T. 
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Governor  Mossel  was  of  opinion  that 
this  expcnce  might  be  avoided,  as  the  ne- 
ceflary  fupplies  for  the  fettlement  at  Ma- 
cajfer  might  be  fent  by  the  fhip  for  Banda^ 
■which  calls  there  for  rice,-  and  the  Bima 
iapanwood  might  be  fetched  away  by  the 
ihip  annually  returning  from  Ternate;  while 
the  Haves,  which  the  Company  require,  for 
their  own  fervice,  from  Celebes,  might  be 
difpatched  to  Batavia  by  the  vefltls  employed 
in  the  private  trade,  for  which  a  contraö 
cxifts  between  the  Company  and  the  free 
merchants,  but  which  is  not  now  availed  of; 
according  to  which,  fixty  rixdollars,  or  one 
hundred  and  forty  gilders  per  head,  is  agreed 
to  be  paid  by  the  Company,  for  the  convey- 
ance of  flaves  to  Batavia. 

•That  gentleman  further  calculated  the 
clear  receipts  of  the  Company,  at  the  time, 
at  eighty  thoufand  gilders ;  in  which  fum 
were  included  the  cxcifc  and  cuftom-duties, 
with  the  territorial  revenues,  which  were 
taken  at  forty  thoufand  gilders. 

I  cannot  determine   whether  any  dimi- 
nution has  taken  place  in   the   latter,  iince 
the  year  1752  ;  but  the  forty  thouland  gil- 
ders profits,  which  were   then  made  by  the 
T  4  Company 
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Company  upon  the  trade  in  picccgoods,  aqd 
Ujion  opium,  liquors,  and  other  articles  of 
importation,  have  undergone  great  altera- 
tion, to  the  difadvantage  of  the  Companj  { 
as  at  prcient  Celebes  is  provided  with  the 
two  firH  articles,  in  np  inconiïderable'quaQT 
tities,  by  the  contraband  trade  of  the  Eng- 
lilh ;  and  it  is  not  without  reafbn,  that  ap? 
prehenfions  are  entertained  that  that  enter- 
prizing  nation  will  endeavour  to  profecute 
it  more  and  fhorc,  as  they  are  now  almdï 
the  fole  mafters  of  the  trade  in  picccgoods 
from  Bengal,  and  they  leem  to  aim  at  eila* 
blifhing  themfelves  likewife  in  the  eaAem 
parts  of  India,  Yet  the  Company's  charges 
do  not  decrcafe  in  the  fame  proportion  with 
their  receipts :  it  is  true,  that  by  the  good 
management  of  Mr.  van  Pleuren,  in  the 
"concerns  committed  to  his  care,  the  charges 
have  been  lowered,  thirty-three  tbou&nd 
gilders,  in  the  fpace  of  eight  years  ï  and  in 
the  laft  year  he  reduced  them  even  to  three 
thoufand  gilders  below  the  lateft  memorial 
of  economy :  but  what  can  this  avail,  if 
we  confider  that  by  the  above  means,  the 
profits  have  been  reduced  by  one-half,  and 
perhaps  more,  at^d  that  Macajir  is  yet  a 
Ipfing 
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lofiug  eftabiifhment  to  the  amount  of  up* 
wards  of  eighty  thoufand  gilders  a  year  i 
while  it  cannot  be  expected  that  all  who 
fucceed  Mr.  van  Pleukeh  in  hi&  office,  ' 
^all  equal  him  in  integrity,  and  ihall  fa- 
cri6ce  their  owii  intereft  to  promote  that  of 
their  employers  *. 

The  memorial  drawn  up  by  the  above- 
mentioned  Mr.  VAN  Pleuren,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Company's  trade  in  Cele- 
hetf  and  the  oppofite  iflands,  fèemed  to  me 
to  be  a  judicious  and  elaborate  compoütion. 
The  chief  point,  on  which  he  inliiled,  was 
the  prevention  of  the  clandefline  trade  of 
the  Englifh,  and  the  redudion,  under  the 
Company's  influence,  of  Sakmparrg^  a  king- 
dom whofè  prince  is  attached  to  the  £ng- 
)ifh,  and  has  always  refufed  to  become  the 
plly  of  the  Company  ï  for  he  would  thereby 
)iave  obliged  hïmfelf  not  to  fuffer  any  other 
pation  to  refbrt  to  his  dominions,  againft 
which  he  mod  Arenuoufly  obje£led,  alleging, 
(hat  his  country  was  open  to  all  ftraugers,

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who  behaved  with  propriety,  and  regulaiiy 
paid  htm  his  duties. 

When  the  cftablifhmeDt  is  complete  at 
Macaffer,  it  fliould  amount  to  eight  hundred 
Europeans  *  ;  but  this  number  is  not  nearly 
complete,  on  account  of  the  great  mortality 
on  board  of  the  Cumpany's  outward-bound 
ihips,  by  which  means  fewer  men  are 
brought  to  Batavia  than  are  wanted,  and 
they  are  confiderably  thinned  by  the  uu- 
healthinefs  of  that  place,  and  of  Bantam^ 
whereby  not  only  Macqfer^  but  likewife  al- 
mofl  all  pf  the  Company's  pofleÏÏions,  are  in 
want  of  men. 

Befides  the  Europeans,  the  Company 
have,  in  time  of  war,  a  great  number  of 
JVIalays  in  their  fervicc.  Thefe  people, 
,who  have  emigrated  in  the  fixteenth  cen- 
tury from  Johorcy  Patanee,  and  other  places 
on  the  Malay  coafts,  and  have  fettled  them- 
felves  here,  dwell  in  a .  fort  of  town,  fepa- 
rate   from   the   Bouginefe,  which  is  called

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after  them  Campon  Maleyo.  They  are  un- 
der "one  captain,  or  chief,  who  is  nomi- 
jiated  by  the  Company.  They  have  always 
beeii  hifêpara|)Iy  aUied  to  tjie  Company,  ati4 
have  rendered  theip  very  fign^l  fervices, 
both  by  fea  and  land. 

The  Company  have  given  the '  ifland 
^anakeke  to. their  captain,  for  his  ufe.  He 
came  oa  bpard  of  my  fliip,  with  his  brother, 
in  order  to  accompany  Mr,  van.  Pi.eurem 
^$  far  as  the  point  of  'J'ourallea ;  he  appeared 
to  me  to  be  a  peculiarly  friendly  and  open- 
hearted  man,  and  they  both  poHefled  much 
fenfibility  ;  for  when  they  took,  their  laft 
leave  of  Mr.  van  Pleuren,  the  tears 
rolled  down  their  cheeks :  they  told  me 
afide,  that  they  loft  in  him  their  beft  friend 
and  benefa6lor.  Indeed,  I  heard  the  fame  a 
few  days  before  he  went  away  from  Ma- 
cajfefy  from  many  others,  both  Europeans 
and  Indians,  who  fincerely  lamented  his 
departure,  as  that  gentleman  had  made 
himfelf  univerfally  beloved,  by  his  great  af- 
fability, and  his  generous  difpofition. 

The  Company  have,  for  many  years,  al- 
lowed a  Chincfe  junk  to  come  here,  dire£l 
from  China,  every  year,  to  bring  thither  the 
,  goods 
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goods  which  are  exported  from  thftt  coun- 
try, and  which  otherwifc  would  be  clan- 
deilioely  introduced  into  the  ifland,  by  that 
intriguing  nation,  whom  it  would  be  im- 
poflible  to  exclude ;  and  the  Company'» 
cudoms  are  now  benefited  by  it,  as,  if  I 
am  rightly  informed,  every  junk  pays  three 
thoufand  Spanifti  dollars  in  duties.  The 
paBTee  for  thofe  veffels  are  granted  by  tho 
governmtnt  at  Batavia,  where  they  are  ob- 
tained by  the  chief  of  the  Chinele  nation, 
who  fends  them  over  to  the  merchants  jn 
China,  and  for  which  it  is  iaid  that  be  re- 
ceives fuil  eighteen  thoufand  rixdollars  *. 

A&  foon  as  thefe  goods  are  landed,  every 
merchant,  for  there  arc  feveral  of  them  who 
come  in  fuch  a  junk,  expofes  his  commo- 
dities for  iale,  in  a  large  houie,  which  id 
peculiarly  adapted  for  that  purpofe.  This 
boufe  js  the  daily  refbrt  of  a  great  number 
of  people,  particularly  MacafTers,  Bouginefê» 
and  Wadjorefe,  fo  that  the  merchandize  imt- 
ported  is  fpeedily  difpofed  of. 

Thefe  merchants  take  in  return  tripangf^ ' 
and  Spanifli  dollars,  both  which  render  them

Batavia,  I  wanted  very  much  to  have  fectt 
the  infide  of  a  Chmefe  junk.  Thefè  are' 
called  here  wankon,  and  as  there  was  one 
lying  alongfide  of  my  (hip  in  the  road,  I 
took  the  opportunity  of  gratifying  my  cu- 
jjofity.  As  foon  as  I  came  on  board*  with 
the  company  that  were  with  me,  we  were 
received  with  great  politenefs  by  the  Chi-

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ucfc  chiefs,  and  tea,  coufeftionery,  and 
fruits,  were  fet  before  us,  previous  to,  our 
taking  a  view  of  any  thing.  This  vcffel 
carried  three  mafls,  of  which  the  largefl 
and  middlemoft  was  nearly  of  the  fame 
thicknefs  as  the  maïnmafl:  of  my  ihip  the 
Ouwerkerkt  (a  Ihip  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  in  length),  and  it  was  made  of 
one  entire  piece  of  timber.  The  length  of 
the  junk,  from  the  exterior  of  the  ftern,  to 
the  extreme  point  of  the  head,  was,  ac- 
cording to  my  computation,  one  hundred 
and  forty  feet.  The  bull  was  feparated  into 
as  many  different  divifions  as  there  were 
merchants  on  board,  each  having  a  diflinft 
place  to  flow  his  commodities  in.  The 
water  was  likewifc  diflributed  in  feveral 
refervoirs,  and  being  flarted  in  bulk,  was 
drawn  up  by  buckets,  through  hatches 
which  opeiïed  in  the  deck.  The  furnace 
for  cooking  was  by  the  larboard  fide  of  the 
mainmaft  upon  the  deck ;  for  thefe  velfels 
have  but  one  deck ;  and  we  faw  the  vifluals 
drciTed  there,  in  a  much  cleaner  and  neater 
manner,  than  is  praéliièd  on  board  of  Eu- 
ropean ihips.  At  the  ftern  were  feveral 
tiers 
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tiers  of  little  cabins,  or  huts,  made  of  bitii^ 
boos,  as  well  for  the  officers  of  the  veflelj 
as  for  the  merchants.  Exa^ly  in  the  mid* 
die  between  thefè,  was  the  fteerage,  and  in 
the  center  of  it,  was  a  fort  of  chapel,  iu 
which  their  jofs,  or  idol,  was  placed ;  they 
bring  every  year  a  new  one  with  them 
from  Cbina^  which  is  then  placed  in  their 
temple*  and  the  old  one  of  the  former  year 
is  taken  away,  and  carried  back  to  Chuia ; 
and  they  never  begin  to  land  any  part  of 
the  cargo,  until  the  image  of  this  idol, 
which  is  made  of  gold,  and  is  about  four 
inches  high,  has  been  fènt  on  ihore  out  of 
the  junk  ;  both  on  board,  and  on  fliore,  they 
continually  burn  lights  and  incenfe,  and  in 
the  evening  fome  iilver  paper,  before  the 
idol.  The  rudder  is  not  attached  to  the 
veflel  by  pintles  and  googings,  but  it  is 
hung  in  ropes,  made  of  bane,  and  is  very 
different  in  fhape  from  thofe  we  ufc.  Their 
anchors  are  crooked  pieces  of  timber,  to 
which  heavy  Aoncs  are  tied,  to  make  them 
fink.  The  whole  of  their  tackling,  both 
cordage  and  fails,  is  made  of  cane. 

Ou  the  15th  of  February  my  fliïp's  com- 
pany 
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^any  wefe  müftered  by  the  fifcal  and  Jcplïtied 
from  the  Council  of  juftice  of  Macaffer. 
Thirty-one  hands  belonging  to  the  fliip  Werö 
left  behind  here  in  the  hofpital,  moil  of 
whom  were  afflïfted  with  bad  ulcers  on  the 
legs,  and  had  not  been  pi'operly  treated  by 
the  fbip's  fbrgeoni  as  the  iiirgeon  of  the 
place  gave  us  to  underftand ;  we  received 
on  board»  in  theif  room,  feven-fix  other 
European  iailors* 

The  following  day,  at  half  paft  ftven  in 
morning,  Mr.  B.  van  Pleuren,  with  bis 
lady  and  two  children,  came  on  board,  be- 
ing, by  appointment  of ,  the  fiipreme  Indian 
government,  of  the  7th  of  November,  1774, 
made  governor  of  the  province  of  Amboynat 
after  having  had  the  chief  adminillration  as 
lècond  of  the  government  of  Macaffer, 

The  ceremonies  which  were  obfcrvcd  on 
the  occalion  of  his  departure  were  as  fol- 
lows :  at  half  paft  fix  o'clock  the  governor 
of  Mac^er^  Mr.  P.  G.  van  der  Voort, 
with  all  the  members  of  the  council  of 
polity,  thofe  who  were  married  being  ac- 
companied by  their  ladies,  came  to  the 
houfe  of  Mr.  tan  Plevken,  in  order  to 

vpL.  II.  «  condu^ 
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condufl  him  to  the  pierhead,  where  he  was 
to  embark,  the  garrifon  being  in  the  mean 
time  under  arms,  and  the  drums  beathig  a 
march :  after  having  taken  Ibme  refrelh- 
ments,  the  former  walked  with  Mrs,  vah 
Pleuren,  and  the  latter  with  Mrs.  van 
DER  Voort,  followed  by  all  the  members 
of  the  council,  from  the  fort  to  the  pier, 
where  a  boat  lay  ready  to  convey  Mr.  Van 
Pledren,  his  lady,  his  children,  and  the 
deputies  from  the  government,  on  board. 
As  fboi)  as  the  boat  put  off,  a  falute  of 
twenty-one  guns  was  fired  from  the  fort, 
which  was  anfwered  by  the  Company's 
bark,  the  Majjely  which  was  likewiie  def^ 
tined  to  go  to  jimbtyna^  with  nineteen,  and 
by  the  other  veflels,  both  thofe  belonging  to 
the  Company,  and  thofe  of  private  peribns, 
with  a  lefler  number. 

When  Mr.  van  Pleïjrkn  and  his  com- 
pany were  on  board,  a  ialute  of  twenty-one 
guns  was  fired  by  the  Ouwerketk^  and  at  the 
laft  gun,  the  flag  was  hoifted  at  the  maft- 
head.  We  fhortly  afterwards  weighed  an- 
chor, and  fleering  between  the  reef  of 
Qreat  Lyly  and  the  rock,  we  ialutèd  the 

fort 
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fort  with  öile*and-twenty  guns,  and  were 
anfwered  with  the  lame  number :  in  half 
an  hour  afterwards,  having  got  out  to  fea, 
the  deputies  from  the  government  returned 
on  fhore,  and  we  faluted  them  with  nine 
gunsi

Xi-T  three  o'clock,  p.m.  we  were  conftraJa- 
ed,  by  contrary  winds  and  currents,  to  come 
to  an  anchor,  cloie  to  the  ifland  Galijfong» 
where  wc  lay  that  night. 

The  next  day,  being  the  17th  of  Fe- 
bruary, we  weighed  anchor  at  daybreak,  and 
fet  fail,  fleering  along  the  coaft  of  CdeheSy 
for  the  paffage  of  Tanakekty  which  we  reach- 
ed at  ten  o'clock,  and  about  eleven,  we  had 
paf^ 
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pafTed  the  narroweft  and  mofl  dangerous 
part  of  it. 

The  fpacé  between  this  ifland  and  that 
of  VelebeSy  is,  of  itfelf,  large  enough,  but 
the  paflage  is  narrowed,  by  more  than  one 
half  of  the  diftancc  over, .  by  a  reef  which 
ftretches  out  from  Tanakeke  Xowaids  Cekées, 
and  by  a  funken  rock,  which  lies  about 
half  a  league  s.w.  from  the  point  of  San- 
draipoi.  The  depth  in  the  pafl^ge  is  from 
twelve  to  ten  fathoms.  At  funiet  we  had 
doubled  'the  fouthweft  extremity  of  Celebes. 

At  funrifc,  on  the  following  morning,  we 
were  abreaft  of  Bontain,  which  is  remark- 
able by  its  very  high  hills,  being  the  termi- 
nation of  the  range  of  mountains  running 
through  Celebes  from  north  to  fbuth.  At 
the  fame  time  we  came  in  fight  of  the  ifland 
Saüyer» .  and  fleered  for  the  point  of  La^a, 
which  is  the  fouthernmoft  land  of  Celebes* 
In  the  afternoon  we  law  the  Budgeroons  ly- 
ing eaft  of  us. 

Thefe  are  three  fmall  iflands,  which  lie 
nearly  in  a  Hue,  in  the  direction  of  n.w.  and 
s.E.  They  almoft  entirely  block  up  the 
paiTage  between  the  foutherii  part  of  Celebes^ 
and  the  northern  part  of  Saleyert  the  whole 
V  3  fpace 
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ipace  between  which  is  about  ?.  league  and 
a  half.  The  northernmoft  and  ibuthem- 
moft  of  thefe  iilets  lie,  refpeflivcl)',  fo  clofe 
to  the  point  of  Lqfsoa,  and  to  the  north  cn4 
of  Saleyer^  that  there  is  no  paflage  for  fliipst' 
between  them  and  the  larger  iflands^  and 
not  even  for  fmall  veflels,  but  attended  with 
danger;  they  therefore  pafs  this  ftrait  be- 
tween the  fouthernmoft  and  middlemóft,  or 
between  the  latter  and  the  northernmoft,  of 
the  Budgeroon^,  Both  thffe  paflages  fe^m-* 
ed  to  me,  hy  the  eye,  to  be  about  three* 
eighths  of  a  league  in  breadth.  The  fliores 
of  the  middleiooft  ijland  are  perfeftly  clear 
aU  round,  and  fo  very  bold,  that  there  is  no 
ibundings  with  ^  line  of  on?  hundred  ^- 
thorns,  .   . 

This  is  one  of  the  moid:  dangerous  parts 
of  the .  navigations  for  Hiips  failing  to,  or 
from,  the  Moluccas,  or  the  ipice-iflands,  and 
there  is  no  avoiding  it  without  going  round 
to  the  ibuth  of  Saleyer^  whjch  is  a  much 
more  hazardous  route^  on  account  of  the 
great  number  of  (hoals  and  funken  rocks 
which  abound  there,  and  are  cither  not  laid 
down,  or  placed  extremely  inaccurately,  ii^ 
_  ihc  charts ;  though  I  know  of  a  recent  in^ 
ftajicc 
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ftance  of  a  Company's  fliip,  which  was 
obliged  to  take  that  route,  having  been 
driven  to  leeward  by  the  currents. 

For  this  reafen,  I  am  furprized  that  the 
Company  have  not  erefted  a  few  good  bat- 
teries, provided  with  heavy  artillery,  upon, 
the  middlemoft  of  the  Budgeroonsy  in  order  to 
block  up  this  paflage  to  foreign  vefTels,  which 
muft  fail  clofè  under  this  iflaud,  and  would, 
therefore,  be  forced  to  run  under  the  guns 
of  the  batteries,  whilft  they  would  have 
enough  to  do  to  work  their  fails,  and  would 
not  be  able  to  return  the  fire.  The  objec- 
tion which  might  be  made  to  this  plan, 
namely,  that  this  fpot  does  not  afford  any 
thing  for  the  fubfiftence  of  the  men  who 
might  be  placed  there,  and  fterhaps  not 
even  that  moft  neceflary  of  articles,  frefli 
water,  is  eafily  obviated,  for  the  Company's 
refidencies  of  Boelecomba  and  SaleyeTf  could 
eonftaritly  provide  thofe  who  were  garri- 
fbned  here,  with  every  thing  they  wanted  ; 
belides,  many  men  would  not  be  required, 
for  there  could  be  no  danger  of  ever  being 
obliged  to  refift  the  attack  of  an  enemy  up- 
on the  ifland ;  for  it  would  be  impoffible  for 
u  4  a  boat 
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a  boat  to  land,  if  there  were  any  battery  up- 
on it. 

As  ibon  as  we  had  come  -within  two 
cables*  length  of  the  iniddlemoft  ifland»  in 
order  to  pa(s  between  it  and  the  northern- 
iiiuft,  we  were  encountered  by  a  ftrong  cur- 
n::it:  fetting  with  the  utmoft  violence  to  the 
w'cilward,  fo  that  we  were  obliged  to  afSft 
tijc  ileering  of  the  fhip  by  manoeuvring 
wiih  tiie  fails.  The  current  ran  with  fuch 
force,  that  although  we  had  a  ftiff  gale 
nc?.rlv  aft,  and  the  Ihip  fecmed  to  advance 
v.ro'vL  the  water»  full  five  leagues,  we  made, 
in  erl-jct,  little  or  no  progrefs  towards  get- 
am%  tiirr.ugh  the  ftrait.  In  about  half  an 
ho.r,  however,  the  current  decreafed,  and 
'  at  eiüht  o'clock,  p.m.  wc  had  cleared  this 
cingErous  paflagc,  and  fleered  for  the  ifland 
c-'.'  Cabyne. 

i;i  the  mean  tifhe,-  a  fmall  veflel,  which 
hci.been  difpatched  by  the  refident  of  Bon- 
t.-m  and  BoeUcombay  with  refreshments  for 
jNi:.  VAN  Pleuren,  came  alongfide  of  us, 
while  we  were  flruggling  with  the  force  of 
the  current  j  there  was  the  greateft  danger 
ot  its  being  ftove  to  pieces  againft  the  fliip's 
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fide  by  the  violence  of  the  rippling,  and  the 
Indians  who  were  in  it,  caft  off  the  rope,  and 
we  thereby  loft  one  of  bur  failors,  who  had 
been  ordered  into  the  boat  to  alïïA  in  hand* 
ing  ovei'  the  things  they  brought.  As  foon 
as  the  veflel  fell  aftern  flie  fieered  for  Sa* 
leyer^  and  wc  very  foon  loft  fight  of  her. 

On  the,  following  morning  at  Ibnrife,  we 
iaw  the  illand  Ca^ne,  bearing  e.n.b.  and 
E.  by.  N.  eight  or  ten  leagues :  we  were 
ftill  likewife  in  fight  of  the  coaftofCfi^r 
ies,  and  of  the  ifland  Salter,  Wc  fteered 
for  the  fouthern  point  of  Cabyne  i  but  we 
were  prevented  by  calms  from  coming  a- 
breaft  of  it,  till  the  21ft  of  February,  when 
we  alfb  got  fight  of  the  iflands  Paffangane 
and  BoufOHt  which  form  the  ftraits  of 
Bouton. 

.  Bouton  is  a  large,  middling  high,  and 
woody  ifland.  It  is  a  kingdom  of  itlelf,  to 
which  the  neighbouring  iflands  likewife  be- 
long. The  king  of  Bouton  is  in  alliance 
with  the  Company,  who  pay  him  a  yearly 
iiim  of  one  hundred  and.  fifty  rixdoUars  in 
new  Dutch  coin,  upon  condition  that  he 
ihould  not  only  permit  the  extirpation  by 
the  Company  of  all  the  clovetrees  in  this 

and 
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and  the  neighbouring  ïflands,  but  alfo  affifl 
tbem  in  effe^Hng  it.  For  this  purpoie,  the 
Company  annu^ally  fend  out  a  ferjeant,  who 
is  ftyled  the  extrrpator^^nd  who  goes  through 
the  woods  in  all  the  iflands,  and  cauies  all 
the  clovetrccs  which  he'  meets  with  to  be 
cut  down.  The  king  of  Bout^  is  obliged 
to  provide  him  guides  and •  interpreters,  as 
liltcwifë  with  veffels,  if  he  ftand  in  need  of 
them.  But,  as  for  feveral  years,  he  has 
been  very  negligent  in  fulfilling  his  engage- 
ments, and  has  feveral  times,  upon  various 
pretences,  hindered  the  extirpator  in  his 
ifearch  after  the  fpicetrees,  the  government 
in  India  have  thought  fit  to  withhold  the 
abovénientioned  pecuniary  aliowanco  this 
year,  in  order  to  try,  by  that  means,  whe- 
ther the  fear  of  lofing  this  annual  revenue 
(fof  one  hundred  and  fifty  rixdollars,  or 
three  hundred  and  fixty  gilders,  *  is  really 
a  confiderable  fum  in  the  treafury  of  this 
prince)  will  not  fuffice  to  make  him  ftick 
more  dofely  to  his  contraft,  and  be  more 
aöive  in  alfifting  the  Company  to  deftroy 
this  rich  produéhon  in  his  country,  for  the 
benefit  of  ^/n^tTyflj'  and  Banda, 

*  %il  14/.  6J.  flsriing.    T. 
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By  the  calm  weather  v^hich  aceompaoicd 
us  from  Caiyaf,  till  we  were  without: the 
Toucan-bejjist  which  is  a  tüftance  that  ■  is 
commonly  failed  over  m  one:  day,  or  in  a 
day  and  a  half,  it  was  not. till,  the  2^h  of 
Fehruary  that  we  cQuld  accompUOi  thjapftrt 
of  the  navigation.  We  had  no.  violent  cur- 
rents, either  for  or  againil-  us,  though  we 
met  with  fbme,  but  they  neither  held  any 
regular  courfe,  nor  did  the  moon  feem  to 
have  the  leaft  influence  upon  them. 

The  paiTage  between  the  iflaiid  Bqu^h 
and  the  Toucan-bejjis  is  the  fccond  dangerous 
part  of  the  navigation  for  ihips  going  to  the 
Moluccas^  or  fpice-iflands.  The  channel  is* 
it  is  true,  wider  than  that  of  the  SudgerooHrt 
for,  by  my  calculation»  it  is  about  four 
leagues  over,  from  the  neareft  part  of 
Bouton  to  the  wefternmoft  of  the  Touecn- 
Itejhf  but  the  danger  is  of  longer  duration, 
by  the  numerous  little  iflands  which  form 
the  clufter  called  the  Toucan-beJ/tSy  all  of 
them  either  conneöed  or  furrounded  by 
rocky  Aioals,  over  and  between  which 
very  rapid  currents  fct  ftrongly  to  the  eaft- 
ward  :  a  great  and  dangerous  flat  called  -tha 
Heefyzer,  qt  Horfefioe^  Ilea  one  and  a.  half. 
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or  two  leagues  louth  of  them,  upon  which 
many  veffels  of  the  Company  have  been 
wrecked. 

Along  the fliore  of  Boutan,  there  is,  indeed, 
no  danger  to  avoid  but  the  laud  itfelf,  but  id 
the  narroweft  part  of  the  parage  begins  a 
large  bay,  which  runs  into  the  land,  weft 
and  north,  into  which  there  is  much  danger 
of  being  drawn  by  the  currents  which  fct 
into  the  bay,  if  the  point  oppofite  to  the 
Toucan-beffis  be  approached  too  near  in 
calm  weather ;  and  if  you  have  once  fallen 
into  the  bay,  there  is  no  getting  out  till  the 
weft  monfoon  fets  in  again,  and  it  may 
even  be  eonfidered  a  fortunate  circumftance 
to  fucceed  in  getting  out  then  :  fome  of  the 
Company's  fhips  that  have  been  drifted  in, 
have  been  five  or  fix  months  before  their 
repeated  attempts  to  get  out  have  fucceed- 
cd;  and  among  other  inftances,  when  Mr. 
DE  Clerk  went  as  governor  to  Banda,  he 
was  detained  a  whole  year  in  this  vexatious 
gulph,  before  he  could  profecute  his  voyage; 
our  navigators  have,  on  this  account,  given 
it  the  appropriate  name  of  DtoOalyOr  Mt^aie- 
iay. 

The  two  principal  of  the  Toucan-èejii 
iflands 
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iilands  lie,  by  the  eye,  about  half  a  league 
N.H.E.  and  s.s.w.  from  each  other  ;  I  faw 
the  northeramoft,  which  is  the  higheft,  at  . 
the  dillance  of  nine  leagues ;  thcv  are  in- 
habited by  a  people  who  do  not  fufFer  any 
ilraiigcrs,  and  eipecially  no  Europeans, 
among  them. 

Ou  the  evening  of  the  ift  of  March,  at 
iiinfet,  we  difcovcrcd  the  ifland  Bouro,  bear- 
ing E.N.E.  full  thirteen  or  fourteen  leagues 
off*  by  computation. 

This  ifland  is  of  an  oval  fhape,  the  long- 
eft  diameter  of  which  extends  eaft  and  weft* 
Part  of  its  northern  coaft  is  inhabited  by  a 
people  who  are  fubjcéls  of  the  Company, 
and  are  governed  by  th^ir  oran  cayos,  who 
have  each  a  daft  or  deputy,  under  them. 
The  interior  parts,  which  confift:  of  very 
high  mountains,  are  the  haunts  of  the  Al- 
forefe,  or  wild  mountaineers.  The  fouth 
coaft  is  now  deferted,  on  account  of  the  con- 
tinuail  invasions  of  the  Papuas. 

The  Company  have  a  fmall  fortrefs  in 
the  bay  of  Cagefy,  at  the  northcaft  end  of 
the  ifland. ,  A  bookkeeper,  who  belongs  to 
the  cftabliihment  of  Amboyna,  is  the  chief 
there. 
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Oft  the  4th  of  the  fame  month  we  faV^ 
the  ifland  Amhlaww^  which  lies  about  two 
leagues' fouth  from  the  eaft  point  of  Bouta, 
It  is  but  thinly  inhabited.  A  corporal  and 
four  men  were  formerly  Aationed  here  to 
defend  the  inhabitants  from  the  incurfions 
of  the  Papuas  •  ;  but  at  preient,  there  are 
no  -Europeans  upon  the  ifland.  It  now  be^ 
longs  to  the  fettlement  of  hanke  upon  the 
ifland  of  Ambvjna^  whereas  it  formerly  was 
reckoned  an  appurtenance  of  'Bouro» 

On  the  6th  of  March  we  weathered  this 
jfland.and  iaw  Amh^na  at  a  diftance,  bear- 
ing E.N.E. 

The  next  day,  at  funrifc,  we  were  in 
fight  of  fix  iflands  belonging  to  the  govern- 
ment of  ^m^oytftf,  namely,  Ambnynay  Ceram^ 
Kelangy  ManipOf  BourOy  and  Amèlauw  j  and» 

.  *  In  March  and  April,  the  I^pURs  of  Ifenu  Gmiua  tnd  tbe 
iflands  Salnuatty,  Art»,  and  Myfil,  ai«  apt  to  aSemble  in  great 
numbers ;  and  make  war  on  Gihi^^  Ceram,  Jmhyiia,  Bmrit 
yfmèlamu,aadKhias  XuUa-htfff.  About  the  year  176;,  tba 
Papuas  plundered  tbe  ïfUnd  oiJmblanvl,  and  carried  off  many 
of  the  inbabiuntii  In  t7;o,  upon  an  inciirüon  ofa  number' 
of  the  Papua  boats,  who  failed  up  the  Arait  ef  i'Mmn'tf, which 
divides  BaeStan  from  Gi/kb,  the  Dutch  took  the  Rajah  of 
SahuMt^  prifoncr,  and  he  wai  fent  into  bantfhment  to  tbs 
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aa  hour  afterwards,  we  likewilè  faw  the 
ifland  Botioa ;  we  fteered  for  the  point  of 
Meng,  which  is  the  wcftcm  extremity  of 

About  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  we 
got  fight  of  the  cnfign  at  the  faflory  of 
LarikCy  fituated  on  the  weft  coaft  of  IStoe, 
which  is  the  northern  peninfula  of  Ambc^na, 
and  on  approaching  Larike  to  within  half 
a  league,  we  were  falutcd  by  the  fort  with 
thirteen  guns,  which  we  anfwered  with 
five. 

Hence  we  failed,  at  the  diftance  of  a 
cable's  length  from  the  fhore,  to  the  point 
of  Ahngy  where  we  faw  the  fignal  flag  of 
recognizance  for  my  fhip  flying,  about  five 
o'clock ;  this  was  red  above,  and  white  be- 
low ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  fignal  flag 
which  we  ihouM  have  hoifted  in  return, 
was  to  have  been,  agreeably  to  the  fealed 
iuftru<Sions  given  me  at  Batavia^  one  with 
three  horizontal  ftripes,  red,  white,  and 
red ;  but  fiich  a  flag  had  been  totally  ne- 
gleded  to  be  put  on  board  at  Batvoia :  the 
like  occurrence  happened  to  me  before, 
^vhen  I  failed  to  Bengal^  in  the  year  1769. 
Qf  what  ufc^  are.  figual  flags  of  recogni- 
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2ance,  if  one  is  unprepared  to  höUl  ttfiS 
anlwering  Hgnal  ?  A  lhip*s  captain  can 
never  himfelf  take  the  necef&ry  cate  to  be 
prepared  for  them ;  for  the  letter  of  in- 
ilraftions,  containing  thefe  fecret-fignals«  is 
put  into  his  hands  fealed,  with  dire^ions  not 
to  open  it  till  in  a  certain  latitude;  as  in 
this  inftffnce^  I  was  not  to  open  mine,  till 
I  had  made  the  illand  Boure. 

Having  got  to  about  an  eighth  of  a  league 
from  the  point  of  j4kmg,  the  pilot  of  Am^ 
éoyna  came  on  board  of  us,  with  a  written 
order  from  the  governor  of  the  province  to 
pilot  the  fliip  into  the  bay. 

This  bay,  which  is  formed  by  two  large 
pcninfulas,  Hitoe  and  Leytimor,  conneÖed 
together,  to  the  eaftward,  by  a  very  nar- 
row ifthmus,  called  the  Pqfs  of  BaguewtUa, 
and  which  conAitute  the  ifland  of  Amboynaf 
is,  at  the  entrance,  between  the  points  of 
Ahng  on  Hitoe  and  Nofanipe  on  Leytimor, 
which  lie  eaft  and  weft  from  each  other, 
icarcely  two  marine  leagues  over,  and  it  gra- 
dually narrows  as  it  goes  farther  in.  It  is 
only  in  fome  parts  of  it  that  there  is  any 
anchoring-grouhd,  and  then  it  is  at  no 
more  than  one  cable's  length  from  the 
fliore, 
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ïtmte,  ïn  thirty  and  more  fathoms  water; 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  remainder  is  with- 
out (bundings,  not  even  with  a  line  of  one 
hundred  fathoms :  a  conftant  current  like- 
Wife  fets  into  the  bay  on  one  fide,  and  out 
again  on  the  other  :  this  makes  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  enter,  efpecially  if  you  have  not  a 
leading  wind :  if  you  are  becalmed,  which 
is  not  unfrequently  the  cafe  under  the  lee 
of  high  land,  and  get  into  the  flream  that 
runs  out  to  fea,  you  are  foon  driven  entirely 
out  of  the  bay  by  it,  and  may  be  in  danger 
of  being  drifted  to  leeward  of  the  ifland, 
ftnd  thereby  of  lofing  the  voyage  entirely. 
The  place  where  the  fhips  anchor  is  clofe  to 
the  Leytimor  fhore,  under  the  guns  of  Fort 
FiSloriat  in  twenty-five  &thoms  ;  it  is  three- 
fourths  of  a  cable's  length  from  .the  fhore, 
and  there  is  no  ground  a  fhip's  length  farther 
out. 

We  plied  to  and  fro  the  whole  of  the 
following  night,  in  order  to  work  farther 
up  the  bay,  the  wind  being  n.e.  and  thus  in 
our  teeth. 

On  the  morning  of  the  8th  of  March,  at 
daybreak,  we  found  ourfelves  about  half  a 
league  from  the  point  of  jf/aag^  fo  that  we 

vox..  II.  X  had 
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had  advanced  but  little.  The  imall  veflets» 
which  are  called  corrocorroi  and  oremb^»  *, 
ten  or  twelve  of  which  had  come  to  our 
ailiftance  in  the  night,  to  tow  us  in,  had 
been  of  very  little  fervice  ;  for  the  flighteft 
pufFof  wind  moved  the  ihip  fafter  than  they 
could  row  or  paddle. 

At  noon  we  were  at  the  Laka,  which  is 
a  point  that  runs  out  from  Hitoet  one  Dutch 
mile  from  Fort  ViBorta:  at  two  o'clock  the 
deputies  from  the  government  at  Amboyna, 
namely,  the  fenior  merchant,  and  (econd, 
ViLLBNEUVE,  and  the  fifcal.  Schilling* 
accompanied  by  the  lady  of  the  latter,  and 
the  lady  of  the  captain  commaudant  of  the 

*  A  ttmetrra  Is  a  veflèl  fitted  with  outrigigen,  having  an 
high-arcbed  ftem  and  Acrii,  like  the  points  of  a  half-moon. 
Tbey  are  chiefly  ufed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  JAJiMVtfiflaiuls, 
ind  the  Dutch  have  fleets  of  them  at  ^m^u,  which  they  em- 
ploy as  guardaesOas.  Thejr  have  them  from  a  very  fmall  fiie, 
to  above  ten  tons  burthen.  On  the  crofcpieces,  whish  fup- 
port  the  outriggers,  are  often  put,  Iofc  and  afr,  phnks,  on 
which  the  peopl;e  fit  and  paddle,  befides  thofe  who  fit  in  the 
veflcl  on  each  gunnel.  In  fmooth  water  they  can  be  paddled 
very  faf>,  as  maoy  handd  may  be  employed  ïa  different  ranks, 
or  rows.  They  sixt  lleered  with  two  commoodies  (ImxwI 
paddles)  and  not  with  a  rudder.  When  they  are  high  out  of 
the  water  they  ufe  oars ;  but  on  the  outriggers  they  always  nft 
paddles.  An  trtmhaj  we  conceive  to  be  a  fmal]  rtrrtarrtf 
witlunit  outiiggcts.    T> 

jnilitaryr 
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Xriilitary,  Van  derBrinkb,  came  dn  boanf, 
in  order  to  congratulate  the  governor  upon 
his  iafe  arrival  thus  far,  and  to  cöndud  him 
and  his  lady  on  Ihore. 

We  foon  afterwards  had  a  frefli  breeze 
from  the  n.w.  which  carried  us  at  three 
o'clock  to  the  road,  where  we  dropt  our  an- 
chor in  twenty- five  fathoms,  fandy  bottom. 
"We  faluted  the  fort  with  twenty-one  guns, 
and  were  anfwered  with  the  iame  number  ; 
at  four  o'clock  Mr.  van  Pleuren  went  on 
fhore,  with  his  family  and  the  deputies,  in 
a  country-boat,  upon  the  maft  of  which  a 
flag,  with  a  pendant  under  it,  was  hoilled, 
and  we  again  laluted  with  twenty-one 
guns. 

As  foon  as  his  excellency  landed,  he  was 
received  upon  the  pier  by  the  ex-governor. 
Van  der  V'  ■,  together  with  the  other 
members  of  the  council  of  polity,  with  their 
ladies,  and  paffing  through  a  double  file  of  na- 
tive burghers,  or  mardykers,  who  were  drawn 
up  before  the  gate  of  the  fort,  he  went  into 
it,  and  out  again  at  the  landgate,  where  the 
whole  garrifon  flood  under  arms,  and  where 
likcwife  the  Chinefc  flood  ranged  in  order 
with  their  little  flags,  to  the  houfe  of  Go- 
X  2  vcrnor 
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vemor  vaw  der  V .     As  foon  as  he 

was  feated,  the  garrifoa  fired  three  voUeys, 
which  was  each  time  anfwercd  hy  a  gun 
from  the  fort,  as  was  alio  done  upon  the 
three  roUeys  of  the  burghers,  after  which,  a 
few  more  guns  were  fired  from  the  fort, 
which  concluded  the  ceremony  of  the  day.

X  HE  province  of  Amboynd,  which  is  the 
&-{!:  in  rank  among  the  poflèiHons  of  the 
Company  in  India,  becaufe  it  was  the  firft 
which  was  fubdued  by  their  arms,  com- 
prizes eleven  iüands,  both  great  and  finall, 
or  twelve,  if  the  little  ifland  K>f  Molina  be 
taken  into  the  acconnt ;  thefe  arc,  Amhoyjta^ 
Ceramf  Bouro,  Amblau-Wt  Manipoy  Ketang^ 
Bomft  Ceram-ïautf  Nouffa-laut,  Honimoa^  or 
X  3  Safparoita, 
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Sapparoua,  and  K)may  or  Harocèa ;  the  three 
laft  of  wliich  are  likewife  called  the  Uliaffèrt, 

As,  however,.  Valentvw.  has  been  very 
ample  in  his  account  of  this  province,  for 
■which  he  had  the  beft  opportunities,  as  he 
relided  in  it  for  feveral  years,  and,  as  his 
work  is  to  be  met  v'itb  hj  moft  libraries  *, 
I  fhall  confine  myfelf  to  fome  fliort  remarks, 
and  to  Ibme  particulars  which  I  thougljt 
worthy  of  obfervation,  and  conimitted  to  pa? 
per,  while  \  was  there, 

According  to  my  own  obfervation,  the 
middle  of  the  ifland  of  Amboyna  lies  \\\ 
3*  4.5'  Ibuth  latitude,  and  145''  caft  pf 
'Tettertffe.  It  confifts  of  two  peninfulas  con- 
netled  together  by  a  narrow  jfthmus  of  about 
three  hundred  and  fixty  roods  acrofs,  which 
is  called  the  Pafs  of  Baguewala,  from  a 
village,  or  nffgree,  ftandmg  near  it,  upon  the 
peninfula  of  Hitoe,  over  againft  the  negree 
of  Hoefoemoeroe,  upon  that  of  ify/Zmor,  which 
are  the  names  given  to  the  two  peninfulas 
conftituting  tbe  ifland  of  Amboyna,

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As  the  fmall  veflels  which  go  from  the 
fort  to  the  UBaffers,  mufl,  on  account  of 
this  pais,  or  ifthmus,  take  a  great  circuit, 
or  elfe  be  dragged  over  it,  Mr.  Padbrugge, 
the  governor  of  this  province,  about  the 
year  1683,  formed  a  defign  of  cutting 
through  the  ifthmus  entirely  ;  nature  feem- 
ed,  as  it  were,  to  have  pointed  out  the  pro- 
priety of  doing  this,  by  the  branch  of  a  Uttlc  , 
river,  which  runs  out  of  Hitof^  and  is  called 
Matta-pajfoy  or  the  eye  of  the  paf s,  by  the  na- 
tives. The  work  was  begun,  from  that 
place,  to  the  caftward  right  acrofs  the 
ifthmus,  and  it  would  foon  have  been 
crowned  with  complete  fticcefs,  had  not 
two  idle  fancies  have  been  the  caufe  of 
its  interruption  :  the  firft  was,  that  an  idea 
was  ftarted,  that  as  ibon  as  this  cut  ihould 
be  cffcüed,  the  currents  would  fall  through 
it  with  fuch  violence  into  the  bay  of  Am- 
boyna,  that  the  Kaaimanjhoek,  or  Alligators 
Point,  which  is  a  point  of  land,  proj^éling 
far  out  from  Hitoe^  about  the  middle  of  the 
bay,  would  be  wafhed  away,  and  that  (hips 
would  in  confequence  be  no  mure  able  to 
come  near  the  fort;  the  other  wa^,  tf  at 
fhc  Aipbpynclc,  who  were  employed  •-■..  ■--■". 
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work,  refufed  to  proceed  farther  with  it, 

becaufe  they  made  one  another  believe  that 
'  in  digging  blood  had  been  found  to  iifiio 
from  the  earth,  which  was  an  infallible  fign 
of  fatal  confequences  j  and,  however  ridicu- 
lous the  latter  might  be,  it  was  not,  by  any 
means,  poffible  to  get  them  to  go  on.  The 
former  objcAion  was  Icarcely  lefs  abfurd,  as 
it  appears  undeniably,  that  the  fea,  eaftward 
of  the  pafsy  is  not  at  all  more  elevated  than 
the  water  in  the  bay  of  Ambiynay  as  the  in» 
telligent  engineer  Von  Wagner,  who  has 
accurately  furveyed  both  fhores,  has  found, 
and  affured  me.  There  was  thus  not  the 
leaft  probability  that  the  currents  could  have 
fallen  through  this  opening,  and  havo  had 
the  evil  cfFe6i;  which  was  fo  groundlefsly 
apprehended.  This  work  of  public  utiUty, 
and  of  particular  advantage  to  the  Company, 
was  therefore  flopped,  and  no  one  has  fince 
thought  of  undertaking  it  anew ;  although 
Mr.  VON  Wagner  has  even  told  me,  that 
he  has  frequently  demonftrated  how  eafy  the 
cut  could  be  completed,  there  being  now 
no  more  than  about  ninety  roods  of  land 
to  cut  through,  yet  always  to  no  purpofe. 
The  arpi  of  the  fea,  which  is  now  in- 
clud$4 
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eluded  between  thefe  two  peninfulas,  beart 
the  appellation  o£  the  Bay  of  Ao^x^na.  I  do 
not  believe  that  there  is  any  harbour  in  the 
world  which  is  naturally  fo  ftrong  as  this. 
From  the  point  of  Mtmg  to  the  Pafi  of 
Baguewaia  it  is  about  five  leagues,  but  from 
the  point  of  Noujfanhel  to  the  fame  fpo^ 
icarcdy  three  and  a  half  leagues,  deep  :  the 
breadth  is  unequal  ;  it  is  narroweft  be» 
tween  the  point  of  the  Laba  and  the  op- 
polite  Galghoek  or  Gaihws  Point,  where  it 
is  about  one  Dutch  mile  over,  and  betweea 
the  Kaaimans^  or  Alligators  Point,  and  that 
which  proje£b  eaft  of  the  land  of  little 
Sativoy  where,  at  low  water,  by  means  of 
a  rocky  fhoal  on  the  Leytimort  and  a  {and 
on  the  Hitoe^  fide,  the  paflage  is  fo  con- 
traded,  that  adventurous  peHbns  have,  more 
than  once,  croiTed  it  on  horfeback,  although 
the  water  between  them  is  full  eighty  fa- 
thoms deep. 

The  diredion  of  the  bay,  according  to 
that  in  which  the  two  ^ninfulas  lie,  which 
bend  round  and  meet  each  other  at  the  pals. 
is  N.E.  and  s.w. 

7l9e  point  of  Alang,  or  the  weft  point. 
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wi  Sitsf,  and  that  of  Nouffanivel^  comiptly 
called  Nofanipe  by  our  fcamen,  or  the  eaft 
point  of  the  bay,  lie  about  two  leagues  e.}!. 
and  w.|N.  from:  each  other. 

From  the  point  of  Along,  or  paft  iMliéoci, 
to  the  point  of  the  Laha,  there  is  no  aq-> 
choring- ground  at  all^  except  clofe  to  the 
rocks  which  border  the  whole  length  of 
the  flioro»  and  upon  which,  especially  in 
the  eaft  monToon*  a  tremendous  high  furf 
continually  breaks ;  but  juft  paft  the  point 
of  the  Laha^  there  is  an  inlet,  or  bay  (Lata 
in  the  Amboynefe  language  fignifying  a 
bay),  in  which  a  fleet  of  five-and-twenty 
fliips  can  anchor  in  fafety,  particularly  in 
the  weft  monfoon,  in  twenty-five  and  thirty 
fetbonis,  good  fand  ground ;  the  anchorage 
is  about  a  piftolfliot  from  the  ihorc,  where, 
in  cafe  of  neceflity,  ftiips  may  likewife  be 
careened.  This  was  the  place  where  the 
Dutch  fleet,  under  command  of  their  admiral 
Stephen  van  der  Hagbn,  lay  at  anchor, 
when,  the  day  afterwards,  they  crofled  the 
bay,  and  took  the  Portuguefe  fort. 

From  this  inlet  to  the  Kaaimani  Point, 

there  is  again  no  anchorage,  except  upon  the 

edge 
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edge  of  the  befbremeatlon«ï  land,  yet,  la 
cafe  pf  need,  one  might  anchor  near  the  pals, 
cloië  to  the  Matta-paffo, 

On  the  oppofite  fhore,  along  Leytimor, 
there  is,  withoutfide  the  bay,  about  half  2 
league  beyond  the  point  of  Ntnt/famvel,  a 
reef  of  about  one  league  in  length,  oa 
which  one  may  likewife  caft  anchor,  ia 
cafes  of  neceflity,  when  apprehenfions  are 
entertained  of  being  driven  paft  the  bay  bjr 
the  currents,  in  twenty,  eighteen,  and  6£- 
teen  fathoms,  fand  ground.  This  ancboring- 
place,  which  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
fliips  bound  to  Amb&ftuit  is  not  laid  down 
in  the  Company's  charts  of  tfaele  puts, 
perhaps  intentionally ;  but  it  is  inièrted  in 
that  which  is  found  in  Valehttn*s  work : 
I  alfo  faw  it  pointed  out  in  the  laft  map 
which  has  been  made  of  the  bay  of  Am- 
icyruf.  When  I  was  at  Amèoyna,  in  the 
month  of -April,  1775,  I  iaw  a  Chinefe 
vcffel  lying  at  anchor  upon  it.  Between 
the  reef,  however,  and  the  land  which  forms 
the  point  of  ^()^^^ri;«/,  the  depth  is  again 
fathomiels,  and  the  ihore  is  bold  and  rocky. 

Paft  this  point,  on  the  infide  of  Leytt-- 

/tfof,  there  is  a  bepd,  the  decpeft  part  of 

which 
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which  affisrds  good  anchorage,  in  the  eaft 
moniöon,  but  it  is  only  quite  clofe  to  the 
ihore.  This  is  called  the.  Portugucfe-bay, 
but  I  am  ignorant  why  this  name  has  been 
given  to  it. 

Theocc,  till  paft  the  Galgboek,  or  Gat- 
hvfj  Point,  there  is  no  tolerable  anchorage  ; 
Iwt  you  then  come  to  the  Frymans,  or  /ree 
mtrcbants',  road,  which  is  juft  paft  that  point» 
whence  a  fmall  rocky  reef  proje£t8  out  into 
the  channel ;  you  muft  be  particularly  care- 
ful not  to  anchor  too  near  to  the  point, 
fox  worms  are  (o  abundant  at  and  near  it, 
that  in  lels  than  a  month^s  time,  not  only 
the  iheathing,  but  likewife  the  planks  of 
the  velTel^s  bottom,  are  completely  eat 
through. 

Upon  this  follows  the  road  of  Fort  Nev) 
yiSoria,  but  here  the  auchoring-ground  is 
equally  dole  in  Ihore ;  for  dire£lly  before 
the  fort,  and  at  one  and  a  half  cable's  length 
off,  therp  is  qo  bottoni  with  a  line  of  feventy 
fathoms. 

From  this  place  to  the'  point  of  little 
JIattva  the  ihore  is  guarded  by  an  uninter- 
rupted range  of  fupken  rocks,  which  pre- 
vent all  approach»  and  from  thefe  to  the 
pafs, 

L,;,  z,;i.rC00gIC 
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fSt&t  there  is  likewife  no.  rifing  bottom*  OC* 
cept  clofe  to  the  ihore.  In  the  middle  of 
the  bay  there  are  no  ibundings  with  a  line  of 
eighty,  or  one  hundred  fathoms. 

The  nature  of  this  bay  couftitutes  the 
firength  of  the  ifland.  It  is  only  in  a  few 
parts  of  it  that  there  is  any  anchor^e,  and 
then  always  quite  clofe  to  the  fhore ;  and  it 
would  be  a  difficult  matter  for  an  enemy's 
fleet  to  enter  it,  and  much  more  ib  to  block 
it  up.  The  Laha  is  the  only  place  where 
ihtpc  .can  affemble,  and  this  may  be  made 
(o  ftrong  that  all  fear  of  its  being  availed  of 
might  be  difmilfcd  ;  this  has,  indeed,  now 
been  determined  upon,  as  I  fliall  have  occa- 
ÜÓQ,  to  notice  farther  on. 

'No  rocks,  or  iands,  are  to  be  met  with 
in  this  bay,  faTC  thofe  which  have  been 
mentioned,  and  which  lie  near  the  ihore. 

As  there  is  nothing  of  this  kind  to  avoid, 
the  whole  art,  therefore,  of  iailing  into,  or 
out  of,  the  bay,  or  of  working  into  it,  con- 
fifts  herein,  namely,  always  to  keep  well  in 
with  the  windward  ihore,  and  never  to  fell 
ferther  off  from  it  than  midchannel.  The 
windward  Ihore  is  Hr'tog,  in  the  good  or  weft 
monfoon, 
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moofiian,  and  L^tmor  ia  the  bad  ör  ëdt 
monfbon. 

The  currents  here  are  not  regular ;  nei- 
ther has  the  moon  any  conftaut,  or  equa^ 
inBuence  upon  the  tides  ;  high  and  low 
water  Ibmetimes  occur  once,  and  ibme* 
times  twice,  in  four-and-tweaty  hours ;  the 
difference  is  from  fix  to  nine  feet :  one  or 
two  days  before  the  full  moon,  the  water 
is  found  to  rife  the  higheft,  and  fall  the 
loweft. 

It  is  a  natural  confluence  of  this  deep 
bay,  although  at  Amb^na  it  is  thought  fbme- 
thing  very  Angular,  that,  when  the  current 
fets  into  it  along  HUoe,  it  muft  run  out,  in 
an  oppofite  direélion,  along  Leytimor,  and 
vki  verfa  in  the  contrary  cafe. 

Both  the  peninfulas,  as  well  L^timor  as 
Hitoe,  are  very  mountainous :  on  the  for- 
mer, the  iiimmi^  of  Soya,  and  on  the  latter, 
thofe  of  Capaba,  tower  above  the  reft  ;  they 
are  almoft  entirely  overgrown  with  trees 
and  underwood,  between  which,  at  inter- 
vals, fome  clove-trees  are  planted  and  cul- 
tivated by  the  Amboynele.  Thefe  moun- 
tains, like  moil  others,  are  in  general  rocky, 

and 
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and  covered  with  a  ftratum  of  earth,  the 
«lepth  of  which  is  very  various ;  in  Ibme 
places  it  is  no  more  than  three  feet,  or  leis, 
in  others,  it  Js  twenty,  or  more,  feet  ia 
depth ;  the  foil  is  moftly  a  reddilh  clay,  and 
in  the  valleys,  where  there  are  no  rocks,  it  is 
a  little  more  blackifli,  and  mixed  with  more 
particles  of  &nd.

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CHAPTER  II.

1  HIS,  as  well  as  all  the  other  of  the 
Company's  pofleffions  in  the  Moluccas^  is 
lituated  in  the  torrid  zone.  During  the 
three  months  which  I  fpent  at  Amboynay  the 
medium  height  of  a  Fahrenheit's  thermo- 
meter was  between  80*  and  82"  ;  the  great- 
eft  heat  was  91*,  and  the  fevereft  cold  72*; 
a  difference  which,  in  thefe  parts,  is  fo  con- 
fiderable,  that  if  fuch  changes  were  to  occur 
every  day,  it  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  ex- 
ceedingly prejudicial  to  the  conftitution  of 
the  body  :  this  is  greatly  occafioncd  by  the 
high  mountains  of  Soya^  at  the  foot  of  which 
Fort  New  Vi^oria,  and  the  town  of  Am- 
beyna 
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èoyhd  are  fitüated,  whereby  the  -  rays  of"  the 
fun  are  impeded  frOm  Ihining  upon  thefe 
places»  till  it  has  been  three  quarters  of  an 
hour  above  the  horizon  j  and  on  the  other 
hand^  at  noon,  when  the  fun  is  to  the  north 
of  the  line,  ■  as  was  the  cafe  during  my 
abode  there,  and  its  rays  ftrike  againft  thefe 
mountains;  which  form,  as  it  were^  an  am- 
phitheatre, it  cannot  bcj  but  that  the  heat 
muft  be  greatly  encreafed  by  the  reverbe- 
ration ;  at  leafl,  when  I  was  at  the  Laha^ 
Which  lies  in  a  level  plain  on  the  oppofite 
fide,  I  did  not  perceive  the  excefSve  heat» 
Avhich  is  felt  at  the  fort. 

The  changes  which  occur,  with  relpeél  to 
the  weight  of  the  atmofphere,  are  not  fo 
great ;  duririg  my  ftay  of  three  months^  they 
could  fcarcely  be  faid  to  amount  to  two  lineg, 
or  to  one-fixth  of  an  inch  j  neither  rain. 
Wind,  or  fine  Weatherj  feemed  to  have  any 
influence  in  this  relpeét 

The  monfoons  are-  cxaiïlly  the  contrary 
here,  to  what  they  arc  along  the  idands  of 
jfava,  BortieOf  Balit  Lom^c,  Suméawa^  the 
weft  coaft  of  Celebes,  &c. ;  for  when  the 
foutheaft  monfoon  prevails  at  thofe  places, 
it  is  accompanied  by  fiae»  dry,  and  pleafant

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\vcather,  on  which  account  this  fcafon  is, 
called  the  good  monfoon  :  whereas  it  is 
'then  the  bad  feafon  at  Amhyna,  Ceram, 
Banda,  the  eaft  coaft  of  Celebes,  and  in  the 
countries  and  feas  lying  between  them ;  it 
then  rains  almoft  inceflantly,  accompanied 
by  violent  thunder  and  lightning,  and  fudden 
whirlwinds,  to  which  I  have  frequently  been 
wituefs  at  Amboyna  j  but  all  this  ceafes,  and 
turns  to  the  fineft  weather,  upon  having  paff- 
ed  the  ftrait  which  leparates  Saleyer  from 
Celebes, 

Many  rivers  precipjtatc  themfelves  into  the 
bay  of  Amhoyna,  from  the  mountains,  though 
they  only  deferve  that  appellation  daring  the 
rainy,  or  bad,  monfoon ;  for  in  the  good  feafon 
they  are  mere  rivulets,  and  many  of  them  arc 
nearly  dry.  I  was  witnefs  to  the  remark- 
able difference  occafioned  in  them  by  the 
time  of  the  year  ^  for  on  my  arrival,  whea 
the  dry  feafon  was  not  over,  the  four  rivers, 
which  run  into  tnefea,  near  the  town  and 
the  adjacent  villages,  namely  the  Way  Tome^ 
the  Way  Alia,  the  Way  Nito,  and  the  Bato 
Gadja,  or  Elephant's  river,  were,  at  that 
time,  no  more  than  rivulets,  in  which  there 
was  fcarccly  two  or  three  feet  water,  but 

at 
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.  at  my  departure,  the  continual  heavy  rairiö 
had  fo  fwelled  them,  that  ttey  carried  away 
in  one  night  the  ftrongefl  and  largeft  bridges, 
thirty  and  more  feet  in  length,  that  were 
thrown  over  them,  or  at  leaft  damaged  them 
very  confiderably» 

Minerals  are  not  met  with  hercj  though  . 
Tome  of  the  hills  yield  abundance  of  good 
brimftone,  With  which  their  whole  furfacè 
is  incruftated.  There  is  one,  in  particular! 
on  the  peninfula  of  Hitoet  which  is  famous 
on  that  accouht,  and  is  thence  called  Wa-^ 
v>aniy  or  BrimJione-)\i\\,  The  hills  likewife 
to  the  north  of  Soelt  begin,  as  it  is  faid,  to 
yield  fblphuft 

A  lough  reddifti  cUy  is  found  iii  fome 
fiarts,  of  which  bricks  are  m^de,  which  arö 
as  good  as  thofe  made  in  Hollands

Co  extremelj'  bitter»  that  it  is  gcneraUy  called  the 
iing^iitternt/s;  Valenttn  fays,  that,  infufed  in  brandy,

the  fuOf  and  mufl  be  kept  in  an  airy  place;   it  is  much 
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'and  its  roots  the  faflafras-oil.  Not  to  Czy 
any  thing  of  the  clove  and  nutmeg-trees, 
for  which  this  iflaiid  and,  the  UUaJfers  arc 
famous. 

The  wood  which  is  called  Jlmlxyna-wooAt 
•  or  properly  Lingoa-yvood  *,  is  moftly  pro- 
duced 

more  eneemcd  than  the  MeJaj-huY,  though  its  flavour  and 
fmell  fooner  decay.  The  very  excellent  and  penetrating  oil 
extraéled  from  this  bark,  is  almoft  as  fine  as  oil  of  cloves,  and 
poflciTes  the  fame  qualiciej  :  the  Dutch  Company  referved  to 
themfelves  the  excraiSion  of  c*elit'laiaajig  oil,  and  prohibited 
individuals  from  dialling  it,  upon  a  penalty  of  five  hundred 
rtxdullars.    T. 

*  Of  the  Xia^a-wood  Valentyh  defcribcs  three  forts, 
the  red,  tlie  whiie,  and  the  ftoncbard  lingta.  The  red  I'wgM 
is  a  high  and  llately  tree,  with  a  (hick  trunk,  fmooth  fappy 
branches,  and  long  leaves  of  a  bright  green  colour.  Many 
limbs  of  the  root  appear  above  ground,  and  thefe  afford  the 
moft  beautiful  pieces  of  timber.  The  wood  of  the  tree  is 
whitilh  immediately  under  the  bark,  but  grows  red  towards 
the  center,  and  is  of  fo  deep  a  tint,  tiial  it  has  by  fome  been 
taken  for  red  fandal-wood,  though  it  is  much  coarftr  grained  ; 
it  has  a  pleafant  fpicy  fmell,  and  is  fometimes  made  up  into 
fmatl  articles  ;  but,  together  with  the  white  liagtir,  it  is  more 
generally  ufed  for  rafters,  and  beams  in  hoiiles,  and  for  ail 
kinds  of  carptniering-  The  white  lingoa  has  a  larger  and 
longer  leaf,  the  wood  is  of  a  much  paler  hue,  and  of  a  more 
open  and  coarfer  texture.  The  third  fort,  o:-  ftonc  lingea,  has 
a  fmaller  and  roundtr  leaf,  and  is  a  much  harder  and  tlofer- 
grained  wond  than  eiiher  of  the  mbers  ;  ic  is  fekirm  met  with 
but  in  the  high  mountains  of  Ceyam;  it  is  a  very  heavy  wood. 
Y  3  and 
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duced  in  Ccr4m ;  as  is  the  Sa/rrteni-vrood  *, 
which  is  yet  more  beautiful,  but  is  toq 
icarce  to  be  ufed  for  building,  the  timber 
for  .w}iich  is  moftly  brought  from  Java, 
though  the  yatt-wood  -j-  is  likewife  propa- 
gated here  with  tolerable  fuccefs  ;  but  a  fuf» 
ficient  quantity  has  not  yet  been  reared,  to 
fupcrcede  the  neccflity  of  a  fupply  of  timber 
from  yiva. 

There  are  many  other  fpecies  of  wood^ 
befides  the  above,  the  half  of  which  I  ara 

and  finks  like  a  ftone  In  water.  The  liugoa-vood  is  fuf- 
ccpiible  of  the  higheft  polifh,  and  its  beautiful  appearance, 
u'lien  maiiu^Aured,  is  dtfcribed  by  Valehtyn  in  th^  moll 
glowing  colours,     T. 

•  Tjic  Sabnanr,  or  SakmneJi-lrte,  at  Valemttn  calls  it, 
affords  a  molt  beautiful  wood  ;  it  refembtes  walnUt-tree-woo4 
in  colour,  but  is  veined  and  variegated  in  a  much  liandfotner 
manner;  the  pUnk^  obtained  from  it  are  feldoni  more  ihaa 
one  ioot  jnd  a  half  in  breailth,  though  fometimes  fome  are  got 
'of  two,  and  two  anu  a  ha'f,  fe>t  broad,  and  four  feel  long.  It 
isa'fo  tailed  ba Hard- ebon > .

-f  The  jaii,  or  teak-tree,  at  it  is  called  in  the  weflern 
p:irt£  of  ti'di?,  has  its  firft  name  from  a  Javanefe  word,  fig^ 
jiifyiiif  i^r.<aiU.  I,  is  the  pride  of  the  eallem  wood:,  and  on^ 
of  thf  li  j^htit  and  largefl  trees  of  the  foreft.  T^cte  are  tw©

*  "  A  conception  may  be  formed,"  faye  Valektyn,  "of 
**  the  great  plenty  of  limbcr-lKcs  of  all  kinds  at  ^«r^an,  for- 
**  the  conflruAion  of  Aiips  and  houfes,  and  for  the  fineft  and 
"  moft  coftly  articles  of  furniture,  from  the  circumflann  that 
"  Mr.  Rduphius  (author  of  the  Hnlm  AmhiAnenfis)  had 
*'  procured  a  liitle  cabinet  to  be  made,  which  was  inlaid  with 
"  nearly  ft)ur  hundred  forts  of  only  the  choiceft  and  hand- 
"  fomeft  woods,  and  which,  together  with  other  curiofiiies, 
"  that  gentlemen  feiit  as  a  prefeot,  in  the  year  1682,  to  the 
"  great  Duke  of  Tufcany,  Cosmo  the  Third.  If  then  there 
"  are  fo  many  forts  of  fine  and  choice  woods  fit  for  ve- 
"  oeeriog,  how  many  mufl  not  the  coniHion  forts  be  !"  H^ 
particularly  defcribes  a  great  .number,  among  which  are  Ic- 
veral  diRêrcnt  fpedes  of  the  ebony-iree  ;  the  iron-tree ;  the 
cafuarina ;  the  wild  clove*iree  ;  the  famama  tree,  which  'n  a 
telftard  fort  of  teak  j  the  mm/tree,  which  yields  a  limber  that 
is  almoft  imperifliable ;  the  Chinefc  ufe  it  for  anchors  and  rad- 
den ;  it  wilhfïands  all  weathers,  and  yields  but  Howly  to  the 
powerful  agency  of  fire ;  it  is,  however,  on  account  of  its 
hardnefs,  very  difficult  to  be  wrought:  the  eajatlaitguil-tnef 
which  has  received  the  proud  title  of  the  tree  of  heaven,  or  of 
the  firmamtnt,  as  it  feems  to  lift  its  lofty  and  fpreading  fummtt 
to  thecloudii}  &c.  At  the  condufion  of  his  account  of  the 
trees  of  jimhuyna^  he  alfures  the  reader,  that  the  moA  laboriouf 
•xcrtion  of  a  long  life  would  not  fufQce  to  become  acquainted 
with  all  the  trees  which  grow  on  the  lofty  and  woody  moun- 
tains, the  extenfive  and  impenetrable  forclls,  of  Amieyna,  and 
that  the  vaft  number  which  he  has  noticed,  feventy-i*o  of 
which  he  gives  reprefciitations  of,  are  hut  a  fiiiall  portion  of 
the  whole.    T. 
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Of  the  produfls  of  the  country,  confidered 
.  as.  articles  of  trade,  the  firft  rank  is  occu- 
pied by  its  ftaple  commodity,  cloves.     The 
,tree  *  oij  which  they  grow,  is  too  well, 

and 

•  Carjeplylltu,  Tbc  clove  is  produced  on  a  voy  handfome 
tree,  fomcwhat  refemblïng  a  large  pear-tree ;  its  ftem  b 
flraight,  and  at  the  diftance  of  five  feet  from  the  ground  iti 
branches  begin  ;  the  bark  is  thin  and  fmooth,  and  adheres 
clofely  to  the  wood  ;  thp  wood  is  heavy  and  hard ;  the  leaves 
ftand  two  and  two  oppo£tc,  they  are  about  a  handbreadih  in 
length,  and  two  inches  broad,  pointed,  ribbed  and  reddiJh  on 
the  upper,  but  foiooth  and  of  a  bright  green  colour  on  the 
under  fide,  they  iiavc  a  very  aromatic  fmell  when  braifed  be?

if  they  are  fuffered  to  remain  three  or  four  weeks  longer, 
they  fwell  and  become  what  are  called  mother-cloi'es,  which 
are  proper  for  propagation,  or  for  candying,  but  not  for  dry- 
ing as  a  fpice.  The  cloves  grow  on  feparate  flalks,  but  ii) 
bunches  of  three  or  more  togeiiier.  Valentyh  defcribes 
four  forts  i  that  which  he  calls  the  male  clove,  is  the  fort 
ufed  for  drying ;  the  female  produce;  cloves  of  a  pale  colour, 
wtiich  are  the  belt  for  extracting  of  oil;  the  king's  clove  is 
a  very  fcarce  fpecics,  bearing  larger  and  double  cloves  j  lie 
mentions  one  tree  of  this  kind  that  flood  in  the  ifland  JÜÏt- 
fhian,  and  a  few  others  that  were  difcorered  in  1668,  an<} 
itiSa,  in  Saihif  and  in  Hittf :  the  fourth  fort  ^e  called  rice; 
floral 
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and  too  minutely  dcfcribed  byVALENTYM, 
than  that  1  fhould  be  required  to  do  it 
here. 

Two  large  crops  of  cloyes  never  lucceed 
each  other  ;  if  the  crop  be  one  year  very 
ïarge,  that  of  the  next  year  wUl  be  fmall ; 
the  firft  generally  takes  place  in  uncommon 
dry  ieafons  ;  and  epidemical  fevers  are  then 
very  prevalent. 

When  the  cloves  are  almoft  ripe,  they 
jnuft  be  foon  gathered,  or  they  (hoot  out  ia 
a  few  days,  into  mother- cloves.  The  cloves 
which  are  dried  over  the  fire,  ini^ead  of  in 
^he  fun,  are  not  good  ;  thefe  may  be  dif* 
tinguiflied  by  their  colour,  being  more  in-, 
dining  to  blactc,  and  that  they  bend  be- 

clones;  they  are  very  fmall,  but  likrwife  very  rare  :  fhc  dova 
produced  upon  ihe  wild  ctove-tree,  has  no  kiad  of  fpicyncfs. 
At  the  time  of  gathering  the  cloves,  the  ground  is  carefully 
fwept  under  the  trees,  that  none  may  be  loft;  they  are  pae- 
rally  pulled  off  by  long  hooks.  The  ufual  time  of  the  clorC' 
crop  is  in  OAober,  and  it  lafls  till  December.'  The  oil  of 
cloves  is  well  known  in  the  Materia  Medica ;  ap  hundred 
weight  of  cloves  nfed  to  be  employed  in  former  timed  to  pro* 
cure  a  quart  of  oil,  but  that  quantity  is  now  drawn  front 
forty  pounds,  though  it  is  in  confeqtience  not  (o  powerful  i 
the  extra^on  of  tbc  oil  is  finely  prohibited  by  the  Dutch 
^ompany  tq  all  indlviduak,    T. 
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twcen  the  fingers ;  while  thofe  which  are 
properly  dried,  are,  on  the  contrary,  not 
flexible,  but  brittle,  and  fnap  afuiider  upon 
being  filliped  with  the  finger;  they  arc  alio 
of  3  reddifli  caft. 

The  crop  of  cloves  depends  much  upon 
the  temperature  of  the  weather,  in  the 
months  óf  June  and  September.  An  after- 
crop is  fometimcs  made,  but  the  time  is  un-- 
pertaiu,  and  it  does  not  often  happen. 

Although  this  Ipicc  is  jiot  an  indigenous 
prodvi£liou  of  Ambqynay  but  a  native  of  the 
Jdoïucca  iflands  proper,whence  it  was  brought 
hither  fome  centuries  ago  *,  it  profpers  ex- 
ceedingly 

*  A  fliort  time  before  the  coming  of  the  Foituguefe  in 
Afh^na,  the  .Cerammcrs  of  CombeUo  lecrctly  brought  fome 
Hiot het- cloves  in  hollow  bamboos  from  MachiaHy  whence  tbqr 
ymfi  propagated  all  over  Ceram,  jimiyina,  and  the  neigh- 
Itouring  iflands,  and  in  the  fpace  of  fifty  or  fixty  years  lbo 
whole  of  lievifimoel/il  was  coveret^'  with  them.  This  was 
toid  to  the  Diit:ch  wijen  they  lird  came  to  Camlell»,  and  fome 
of  the  trees  tirfl  pUnted  werf  fliewn  to  them,  behind  the  hill 
of  Mo^li ;  the  memory  of  it  is  likewife  preferved  in  thp  tra- 
ditionary fongs  of  the  Amboynefe.

illands  of  Honimoa,  Oma,  and  I^ou/^-lauf, 
commonly  called  the  XJHaJJers,  which,  to- 
gether with  Amb(^nat  are  the  only  Ipots 
where  the  Company  allow  it  to  be  culti-» 
yated  ♦,  and  they  coiiftantly  caufe  it  to  be 
dcftroy?d  irj  every  other  place  within  their 

pnnnity  which  they  in  confcquencc  entertained  for  the  Dutch^ 
and  their  repeated  attacks  upon  the  forts,  th«r  enemies  efta- 
blilhed  in  their  country,  have  been  fiigmitized  by  the  Dutch 
Triters,  as  a  bafe  and  wicked  fpirit  of  difobedience,  and  aa 
«pV  and  cruel  luft  of  blood  and  warfirej  "  fo  that,"  fay» 
VALBBTYt»,  "  it  would  have  been  better,  if,  jnftead of  ejctir* 
*'  paling  their  trees  alone,  we  had,  at  the  iame  dme,  extern 
*F  minated  this  revengeful  and  languinar^  nation."    T. 

*  I  believe  too,  that  whatever  pabi  foreign  nations  maf 
^ke  to  propagate  tbefe  fpice-trees  iq  other  places,  they  will 
never  fucceed,  except  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  MtUccai, 
iinlcfs  in  £mtlar  countries,  fituated  in  the  fame  latitudes, 
which,  like  ihefe,  heated  by  fubterraneous  fires,  afford,  by  the 
q^ion  of  this  natural  laboratory,  fufficient  heat  to  the  fpice^

The  clove-tree  has,  however,  been  fuccefsfuUy  intra» 
duced  in  the  Weft-India  iflands,.  and  though  the  quan- 
tities hitherto  brougiit  from  them,  havf  been  very  tnfignifi- 
cant,  yet  their  conflant  increafe  fuf&ces  to  (hew,  that  the

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reach,  cipecially  on  little  Ceram^  or  Hoewa-

Although  they 
do  not  oppole  the  extirpation  of  the  clove-" 
trees  in  the  plantations,  when  the  Company 
think  it  fit*  yet  to  touch  their  tatanaman^i 
would  fpeedily  be  the  caule  of  a  general  in' 
furreftion  among  them !  this  was  manifeft  on 
the  occafion  of  one  of  the  laft  extirpations^ 
vhen  the  extirpators,  ignorantly,  at  leaft  as 
they  pretended,  cut  down  fome  tatanatHangs» 
The  whole  country  was  immediately  up  3 
and  bad  not  the  then  governor.  Van  deh 
V——,  fpeedily  provided  againft  it,  they 
would  have  deftroycd  all  the  other  clove- 
trees,  iet  fire  to  their  habitations,  and  flying 

to 
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to  ttie  mountains,  they  would  thus  haVê 
withdrawn  themielves  from  their  obedïenCé 
to  the  CoWpany.

■f-  As  we  had  do  opportunity^  in  the  fboit  aceoUDt  giren  of 
the  iflauds  of  BaaJa  in  the  firfl  volume,  to  defcribe  the  nutmeg- 
tree,  it  may  be  well  to  introduce  ah  acddunt  óf  it  here.  Ttie 
a^ifiita  tni^bata,  or  true  nutmeg*  is  a  handfome  and  fpreadït^ 
tree;  the  bark  is  fmootht  and  of  a  browniih-grey  ct^ur;  the 
leavesareeljptical,  pointed,  obliquely  rittweA,  on  the  upper  fide 
of  a  bright  green,  on  the  under,  whitilh,  and  Hand  alternately 
upon  footflalks ;  they  afford  a  moll  grateful  aromatic  fceiit  when 
bruifed.

Some  trees  afford  longer,  and  fome  rounder,  nutmegs,  but

have  little  Ikvour,  and  are  not  valued.  The  Bandanefc  enu- 
•meratc  federal  forts  of  nutmegs,  but  they  appear  only  varieties 
in  the  fruit  of  the  fame  tree.  The  nryriftkafafita,  or  wild  nut- 
meg, grows  in  all  the  Eafiera  illiiad*;  it  £:ems  to  have  bees 
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at  Èatavid  began  to  think  on  the  mëan^  o^ 
giving  the  Amboyncle  an  bquivalent  for 
the  diminution  of  that  produ^on,  as  the 
crop  of  cloves  brought  but  Uttle  money  into 
circulation,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
inhabitants,  of  which  I  Ihall  lay  more  here- 
after. For  that  purpoie,  his  excellency,  go- 
vernor Mossel,  propofed,  in  his  Secret  Confix 
defatioHs  on  the  State  df  ïndia^  offered  to  the 
gentlemen  in  authority  at  home,  under  thé 
head  of  Ambytta,  to  encourage  the  cultiva- 
tion  of  pepper  and  indigo  there,  as  much  as  - 
pofïïble,  in  order  to  furnilh  a  better  means  of 
fubfiftence  to  the  natives ;  but  the  Uttle  iji- 
clination  whif  h  the  rulers  of  Ambcyna  havo 
Ihewn  to  comply  with  this  propofal,  and  th* 
little  attention  they  have  bellowed  upon  th<J 
fubjcft,  or,  as  they  allege  iu  their  own  ex- 
culpation, the  indolence  of  the  Amboynefc^ 
have  almoft  wholly  fruftrated  the  attempts 
which  havo  been  made  in  this  line^ 

The 

this  fort  that  tb9.t.riT  obtained  at  Üory  tiarboor  in  Neta  Om- 
«ra,  and  planted  on  the  ifland  of  Bmttvetl;  it  is  produced 
liliewife  in  the  Wijl-UJiu,  at  the  ifland  of  Tabmg».  An 
eflcniial  oil  is  extniAed  both  from  nutmegs  and  from  mace;  it 
is  reckoned  that  three  naiti  of  BL%Ja,  making  about  fevcoteèa 
fMunds  and  «  quarttr,  Amfterdam  weight,  jield  about  a  qtuft 
ofoiL    T, 
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The  indigo  that  is  produced  upon  L^ti- 
^or  is  thought  to  be  piuch  better  than  that 
of  Buro}  a  pound  of  the  former  ilands  the 
company  in  iix  gilders*;  but  it  is  very  lit» 
tie  inferior  in  point  of  brilliancy  of  tint  to 
PruiBan  blue. 

The  government  then  adopted  the  mode 
of  taking  it  by  coutraö,  promifing  to  pay 
forty-eight  ftivers  for  the  firft,  thirty-fix  for 
die  fecond,  and  twenty-four  for  the  third  or 
worft  fort  f ;  but  neither  did  this  llicceed, 
while  its  failure  is^equally  attributed  to  the 
lazinels  of  the  natives. 

The  following  quantities  were  delivered 
to  the  company^  in  174.8,  and  1749,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  Governor  Roozeboom  ;

The  cultivation  of  pepper  ia  Bouro  fuc- 
cecded  no  better,  though  the  pepper-vine,  it 
is  faid,  grows  very  well  there,  and  produces 
a  large  corn  ;  but  which  is  not  of  lo  hard  a 
fiibftance,  nor  (b  ftrong  a  flavour,  as  that  of 
Bantam,  or  the  Malabar  coaft. 

I  am  much  furprized  that  the  government 
has  not  hitherto  taken  .any  pains  toprofecute 
the  cultivation  of  the  fugar-canc  in  tbc 
iflands  of  Amboyna^  for  it  gr«ws  as  luxuri- 
antly, and  as  full  of  fap  here,  as  in  yava,  or 
any  where  elfe  j  which  1  know,  by  having 
frequently  feen  and  examined  the  canes 
which  have  been  planted  here  and  there  by 
the  flaves  for  their  own  ufe.  This  would 
not  only  alleviate  the  poverty  of  the  Am- 
boynefe,-  as  their  clove-trees  are  deftroyed 
from  year  to^year,  but  it  would,  on  the 
other  hand,  be  no  lefs  profitable  to  the  Com- 
pany, as  the  article  would  be  conveyed 
hence,  without  any  additional  expence,  by 
the  clove-fliips,  on  board  of  which  it  could 
be  flowed  as  a  lower  tier,  and  fcrve  for  ballafl. 
Perhaps,  however,  this  has  never  been  put 
i[i  pradice,  in  order  that  the  competition  of 
the  fugars  from  Amboyna  might  not  be  of 
prejudice  to  the  fugar-works  oi  Jaccatra,  in 
which 
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wiiicti  perhaps  the  gentlemen  in  the  ^irec-' 
tion  of  af&irs  are  intcrefted* 

Coffee  likewifé  gfows  hère  in  fufficient 
luxuriance  to  encourage  the  Amboynefe  in 
the  cultivation  of  it ;  and  the  quality  of  it 
is,  by  no  means,  inferior  to  that  of  Java. 
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CHAPTER  III.

1  HOUGH  the  clove-tree  yields  the  rich- 
efl  produdion  of  this  ïfland,  the  Sago-tttc  is 
of  much  greater  utility  to  the  Amboynefe, 

This  produ£iion,  which  a  wife  Providence 
bas  beHiowed  as  an  univcrfal  article  of  food 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  jimboyna,  Ceram» 
and  the  furrounding  iflands  eaft  of  Ceiebesy 
(for  on  Celebes  it  grows  not  *,  though  it  is 
again  found  in  BortteOf  where  on  the  con- 
trary, rice,  as  a  piimary  article  of  food,  is 
wanting)  propagates  itfelf  by  offsets,  or 
flioots,  which  for  a  lohg  time  appear  only

like 
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like  buihes  *,  and  which  all  proceed  from 
tbc  roots,  or  from  the  bottom  of  th<f  trunk 
of  a  full-grown  tree. 

I  fliall  not  fet  down  all  that  appeared  to 
me  worthy  of  obfervation,  on  the  fubjeft  of 
this  tree,  as  Valenttn,  in  his  defcription 
of  the  trees  and  plants  of  Amboyna^  is  ample 
in  his  account  of  it ;  but  I  ihall  only  make 
mention  of  what  be  has  not  noticed. 

The  ftcm,  when  it  begins  to  form  itfelf 
out  of  the  bulh,  ihoots  up,  as  ftraight  as  an 
arrow,  to  the  height  of  between  forty  and 
Jbcty  feet,  without  any  lateral  branches,  jufl 
like  tbc  firi,  and  cocoa-nut-trees,  to  which 
genus  it  likewife  belongs,  forming  a  hand-* 
ibme  crown  at  the  top,  which  affords  an 
agreeable  ihade. 

A  grove  of  theiè  trees,  with  their  ereö- 
ed  ftcms,  which,  when  arrived  at  maturity, 
confill  of  nothing  but  a  fpongy  and  mealy 
iübftance,  furrounded  by  a  hard  bark,  of 
about  half  an  inch  thick,  and  their  beautiful 
leafy  crowns,  have  a  very  charming  appear- 
ance, and  form  a  pleafimt  and  cool  retreat. 

*  Y«  ihefe  buflies  arc  about  fifteen  or  fixteen  feet  i* 
height,    r. 
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This  white,  fpongy,  and  mealy  fiibftancQ 
Js  the  fego,  whicji  ferves  the  natives  in  Hcu 
of  bread*. 

As  the  manner  in  which  X  have  fèen  the 
&go  poekeled,  or  made  into  meal,  differs  in 
fomc  rcfpcfls  from  that  which  Valehtyn 
relates,  I  ftiall  here  fliortly  particularize  it. 

A  tree  is  firft  made  choice  of,  the  pith 
of  which  it  is  certain  has  attained  its  full 
maturity,  and  this  is  perceived  by  its  be- 
ginning to  be  of  a  yeUowifli-wfaite  caft  juft 
under  the  foliage  -f-..  The  ftem  is  then  cut 
through  as  clofe  to  the  ground  as  poflïble, 
ill  order  to  lofe  the^lcfs  of  the  farioaccous 
$;pntents, 

*  The  fiigO'lree  <Iom  not  produce  any  fruit,  till  it  Im 
)afi  its  flrengtb,  and  is  about  to  die,  when  the  bnnchn  like- 
wife  appear  covered  with  meal ;  it  then  produces  at  the  top, 
K  bunch  of  fmall  fruit,  like  pigeoo'i  eg|s,  which  arc  firft 
green,  and  aftcrmrds  yellow ;  the  kernel  is  very  afbingent 
It  delights  in  vet  and  tnontlTy  fituations,  «nd  will  not  grow 
except  in  \»yi  grounds.  )t  does  not  Uye  above  thir^ 
years.

\  They  likewife  fometimes  try  it  by  chopping  a  hole  in  die 
tree,  out  of  which  they  take  fome  of  the  pith  to  examine  whe- 
ther it  be  ripe  enough  ;  if  not,  they  clofe  the  hole  again,  but 
^fe  they  immediately  fell  the  tree,  as  if  fuffered  to  rcmun  too 
long,  and  till  it  produces  fruit,  they  know  that  the  pith  wi|l 
^n  entirely  into  ^reen  filaments^  and  yield  no  fago.    T. 

Whcft 
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^JWhen  the  tree  is  thus  felled,  it  is  cut 
tbroXigh  in  the  middle  of  its  length»  into 
two  or  more  pieces,  and  the  hard  bark  of 
each  piece  is  Iplit  afunder  by  the  infertion 
of  wedges ;  the  lago  then  appears  unco- 
vered, juft  like  the  fpungy  (iibftance  in  our 
elder-trees.  They  then  make  a  certain  in- 
Arument,  refembling  an  adze,  out  of  one  of 
the  branches  of  the  tree  they  have  felled, 
with  which  they  loofen  the  fago  all  round 
from  the  bark,  and  reduce  it  to  the  appear- 
ance of  fawduft. 

The  whole  tree  being  thus  poekeled  out, 
the  raw  iago  is  put,  by  portions,  into  a 
trough,  like  a  canoe,  and  water  is  poured 
upon  it,  an4  well  mixed  with  the  fago,  by 
which  means  the  meal  is  feparated  from  the 
filaments. 

Thefe  filaments,  which  might  be  denomi- 
nated the  bran  of  the  iago,  are  called  ela, 
and  are  made  ufe  of  to  feed  hogs,  poultry, 
&c. 

The  water,  thus  impregnated  with  the 
iago-meal,  having  ftood  ilill  for  feme  time, 
the  meal  fubfides,  by  its  own  weight,  to  the 
bottom,  the  water  is  then  poured  off,  and  i( 
is  ^  fecond  time  purified  in  the  lame  mïin- 
24  ner ;  ' 
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ner  ;  after  this,  the  wet  meal  is  laid  upon 
flat  wicker-baflcets,  to  dry,  and  it  is  then 
kneaded  together,  and  into  little  cakes  of 
three  inches  long,  two  inches  broad,  and  half 
at}  inch  thick  j  finally,  it  is  put  into  moulds 
of  the  fame  fize  and  ihape,  and  baked  over 
the  fire,  till  it  is  done  enough,  and  becomes 
dry  and  hard.  * 

The  tafte  of  the  fago-bread  does  not  much 
vary  from  thiat  of  the  Cajfava^  or  MMioe,  of 
the  Weft-Indies  ;  but  it  appeared  to  me  to 
be  more  nutritive ;  it  is  not  unpleaiant  to 
eat,  when  it  has  been  firft  a  little  fbaked,  and 
afterwards  fried  in  butter  %  yet  it  is  very 
difficult  of  digeftion. 

The  fineit  part  of  the  meal  is  mixed  with 
water,  and  the  pafte  is  rubbed  into  little 
round  grains,  like  fmall  fhot,  and  dried. 
This  preparation  is  not  difagreeable  in  foups, 
in  lieu  of  Italian  macaroni :  the  fago  that  is 

*  The  mould,  or  oven,  for  baking  fago-bmd  is  made  of 
eaithen  ware ;  it  is  generally  nine  incbei  fquare,  and  about 
four  deep,  divided  into  two  equal  part»  by  a  partitioa  parallel 
-to  its  fides.  Each  of  thofe  parts  1&  fubdivided  into  eight  or 
uine,  about  an  inch  broad,  fo  that  the  whole  contains  two 
rows  of  ceUi,  abont  eight  or  nine  in  a  row.

produced 
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produced  iu  Borneo  is  efteemcd  the  beft  for 
this  purpofè. 

A  preparation  is  Hkewife  made  of  this 
fineft  part  of  the  meal,  which  is  called 
popeda^  and  has  much  refemblance  to  the 
porridge  of  buckwheat-meal  which  is  made 
in  Hollandt  but  it  is  much  more  gelatinous. 
This  is  cat  off*  of  little  fticks,  which  being 
dipped  into  the  popeda,  take  with  them  a 
part  of  it  which  adheres  to  them  ;  they  arc 
then  dipped  in  fiih-brotb,  and,  together  with 
a  little  fifli,  conftitute  the  beft  difh  of  the 
Amboynefe,  and  even  of  thofc  who  are  de- 
scendants of  Europeans. 

A  tomat  or  twcntyrfive  pounds  weight,  of 
lago-meal,  is  fold  hci;e,  in  general,  for  feven 
or  eight  ftivers  j  and  an  ordinary  tree,  which 
can  commonly  he'poekeled  from  its  twelfth 
to  it»  twentieth  year,  yields  five  or  fix  hun- 
dred pounds  of  it. 

Befides  the  farinaceous  part  for  food,  the 
fego-tree  yields  other  things  of  utility  to  the 
Indians. 

The  ftem  or  bark,  after  the  meal  has 
been  poekekd  out,  is  made  ufc  of  by  the  na- 
tives, to  form  little  bridges,  over  rivulets, 
or  little  creeks. 

What  are  called  the  branches,  which  are 
chan-

channelled  on  the  upper  fide,  and  convex  on 
the  under,  fcrve  alfo  fometimcs  for  the 
fame  purpofe  j  but  the  chief  ufe  which  the 
,  Amboynefe  make  of  them  is  for  the  walls 
and  roofs  of  their  houfes,  and  for  packing- 
cafes,   &c.     This  article  is  called  gaèbt' 


The  leaves,  laced  together,  form  what  is 
called  atapy  and  fervc  inftead  of  tiles  for  co- 
vering of  houfes,  and  to  preferve  things  from 
the  rain  ;  but  roofs  of  atap  muft  be  renewed 
ever^  fix  or  feven  years  *. 

Although 

*  The  fago-trce  hat,  like  all  the  trees  »f  the  pi4in>|(ii>d,  a 
cabbage,  which  is  eaten  by  the  natives,  though  it  it  not  fo 
good  or  wbolcfome  as  ibat  of  the  aatebtng,  or  proper  cabbage- 
palm.  Wiien  a  fago-trce  has  been  felled,  the  tla,  orrefufe,  ii 
frequeody  left  in  the  woods,  and  the  wild  hogs  fatten  upon  it; 
akindoftnuAiroomt,  wtiichare  much  efleemcdbj  the  nativR, 
grow  upon  the  heaps!  of  tla.  The  fago-tree  is  even  of  benefit 
after  it  hat  been  deprived  of  iu  pith,  and  left  to  rot  where  it 
was  felled  ;  for  when  rotten,  a  fort  of  very  iu  white  worms, 
called  /agf-itiarms,  with  brown  heads,  are  found  in  it,  which 
the  Indiansroaf),  and  think  a  great  deUcacy.  A  computation 
has  been  made  by  FomifST  of  how  man^  perfont  may  live 
on  an  acre  planted  with  fago-trees.  A  fago-tree  he  allows  to 
take  up  100  fquare  feet;  now  the  contents  of  an  acre  are 
43,500  fquare  feet,  which  allows  435  trees  to  grow  within  that 
fpace ;  but  fuppofing  only  300,  and  that,  one  with  another, 
they  give  300  weight  of  Hour,  then  three  treci,  or  900  wdght, 
would  mai«tain  one  man  for  a  year,  and  an  acre  to  be  cut 
down 
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Although  the  lago-tree  grows  oii/.almoft 
all  the  iflands  of  this  province,  it'.js  upon 
that  of  Hoewamoebil^  or  LittU  C*ra«,-,that  the 
Jargeft  woods  of  it  are  found,  erf"  v^bich  the 
Company  rcfervc  the  property  to  them- 
ielves,  and  annually  dilpofe  of  their  produce 
to  their  own  emolument.  The  woods  of 
Xioeéoe  znAHanitello  yielded  to  the  Company, 
in  one  year,  according  to  the  report  of  Go- 
vernor Rooz^BOQM,  the  quantity  pf  1067^.

down  would  maintain  100  men  for  the  Tame  time;  now,  ^ 
Ago-trees  arc  feven  years  a-growing,  loo  divided  by  feven, 
fvjil  allow  fourteen  men  to  be  muntained  fur  a  year  on  the 
produce  of  one^feventh  part  of  an  acre,  i[ninedi?tely,  or  oa 
ttie  produce  of  a  whole  acre,  progrel&vel^  cut,  one-fcventh 
part  at  a  time,  allowing  frefli  trees  to  fprout  up.  By  Dr. 
foxiTEk's  coinputadon,  ten  or  twelve  pcrfoni  live  eight 
piontht  upon  Ac  produce  of  an  acre  planted  with  bread-&uit* 
pefl,  at  fhabtitt.    7. 
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the  feri  boa^  or  third  fort,  at'^  rixdol- 
lar  per  pound  *. 

In  how  far  now  thelc  fago-woods  of 
IMtU  Ceram  are  a  fource  of  revenue  to  the 
governor  of  Amboyna^  I  will  not  here  exa- 
mine into. 

Fruits  and  vegetables  for  food,  or  refrcOi- 
ment,  are  but  fcarce.  The  ihaddock  -f, which 
is  by  no  means  as  good  as  at  Batavia,  a  few 
fweet  oranges,  mangos  ^,  mangofteens  §, 
the  bilembipg  |I,  and  watermelons,  are  al-

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moft  the  only  fruits,  and  they  are  not  very 
abundant.  The  few  vegetables  which  grovr 
here,  require  infinitely  more  attention  in 
rearing  them  than  at  Batavia. 

Tht  fagwire  is  a  liquor  drawn  from  a 
tree,  which,  according  to  the  little  know- 
ledge I  have  of  botany,  belongs  to  the  fame 
genus  with  the  cocoa-nut,  fago,  firi,  and  date- 
trees.  It  is  of  the  fame  nature  as  the  toddy, 
or  palmwine. 

When  it  firft  comes  from  the  tree,  it  is 
clear,  and  looks  much  like  pare  water.  Its 
tafte  is  fweet,  but  refreftiing.  It  becomes 
acidulated  by  degrees,  and  at  laA  turns  quite 
ibur,  which,  however,  can  be  prevented  by 
preparing  it  by  means  of  a  certain  bitter 
wood  •,  which  being  put  into  it  preferves  it 
good  foi*  a  long  time :  although  it  then  lofes 
its  pleafant  tafte,  and  turns  thickeftj  look- 
ing like  orgeade,  of  almond-milk,  it  is  ef- 
teemed  more  wholefbme,  and  has  an  ine- 
briating quality;  it  is  afterwards. kept  in 
bottles  well  worked.    ' 

*  Fof  this  purptA  the  roots  of  a  tree  called  the  /t/i»i-tree 
are  ufed,  which  occaGon  a  fcrmenUtion  in  the  /«gviire,  aod 
in 'about  eisht  hours,  make  it  fit  for  keefring.    ft 

The 
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llic  tree  which  yields  this  liqxior,  feaf 
always  a  faded  appearance,  with  maoy  yel- 
Iow«  dead  leaves,  which  look  much  like  thofe 
of  the  fago-tree.  One  of  thefe  leaves,  or 
rather  brauches»  is  cut  off,  and  tht/agviire 
trickles  out  of  it  by  drops,  which  are  caught 
in  a  bamboo,  hung  under  it  for  that  purpofe, 
and  when  this  is  full,  the  contents  are  drawn 
.off,  by  a  tap  at  the  bottom  ;  this  operation  is 
called  tyffermg. 

The  woods  are  filled  with  deer,  and  with 
-wild  hogs,  the  flelh  of  which  auimals  is 
almoft  the  only  meat  tha(  is  eaten  here.  It 
is  ufed  freftt,  &Itêd,  and  dried :  in  the  laft 
m.anner'j  it  is  called  dingding ;  it  is  broiled  a 
little  over  the  fire,  and  eaten  with  rice :  it 
is  a  chief  article  of  food  of  the  Europeans, 
and  the  Amboynefe  eat  it  Ukewiie  when 
they  can  aiFord  to  purchafe  it. 

Among  the  wild  animals,  which  inhabits 
the  woods  of  the  ifland  Bouro,  there  is  one 
which  bears  the  name  of  habi-roufa,  or  the 
bog-deer ;  it  has  been  fully  defcribed  by 
Valentyk,  who  has  given  us  a  rcprcfenta- 
tion  of  it;  but  it  appeared  to  me,  whea  I 
compared  the  figure  with  one  of  the  animals 
alive, 
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alive,  that  its  legs  were  longer  than-  they  are 
there  reprefented*; 

The  bay  uied  formerly  to  abound  in  fifli ; 
but  they  are  not  fo  plentiful  now,  on  ac- 
count of  the  violent  earthquake  of  the  year 
1754.  Mod  of  the  fiAi  that  are  found  here 
arc  peculiar  to  thefe  fcas. 

*  The  haiUrmiJfa,  ifhicti  is  a  Malay  appellation,  fignifymg 
.  hog-dccr,  panakeS)  a>  its  name  denotci,  of  the  nature  bnth  of 
the  hog  and  of  the  deer.  The  chief  fingularity  of  the  anitnal 
confifls  in  two  of  its  upper  teeth  being  curved  round,  and,  pene- 
trating through  the  bone  of  the  forehead,  appear  Juft  above  the 
'fnout,  like  two  feinicircular  horn ;  tbey  are  fometimes  fo  ^r 
bent  roundt  that  tfaey  grow  into  the  bone  of  the  head  a^in :  it 
has  likewife  two  tulks  placed  In  the  under  jaw,  like  other  wild 
boars :  the  female  is  without  any  of  thefe  projeifling  teeth :  it 
has  a  foft  thin  Ikin,  with  (hort  hair,  and  has  no  hriflles ;  the 
fnout  is  more  pointed  than  thatof  the  other  wild  hogs,  and  the 
tail  is  longer,  with  a  bunch  of  liair  at  the  end ;  the  ears  are 
pretty  Jhort,  and  the  eyes  fmall;  its  feet  have  each  two  long 
and  two  flioit  toes,  but  the  fore  legs  are  much  Iborter  than  the 
Mnder  ones ;  thefe  animals  are  eafily  hunted  down ;  but  dicy 
frequently  hurt  the  dogs  with  thrir  lower  tufks ;  the  upper 
tulks  are  too  for  recurratcd  to  admit  of  their  defending  them- 
felves  with  them.  Their  flefh  more  refembles  venifon  than 
pork ;  there  is  Htde  Ui.  upoa  it,  it  being  moIUy  folid  meat. 
They  do  not  Ure,  like  the  other  wild  hogs,  upon  fago  and  ca- 
nari,  a  fort  of  almonds,  but  chiefly  upon  grafs  and  the  leaves 
of  trees.  They  never  alTociate  with  the  wild  hog»,  and  when 
bunted,  tbey  generally  lake  to  the  water,  where  they  are  very 
expert  in  fwimmingand  in  diving,  and  fometimes  fwim  over 
from  one  ifland  to  (be  other.    T. 

Many 
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Many  very  ftrange  fifhes,  muft  have  been 
met  with  here,  in  the  time  of  Valentyn*; 
and  in  this  region  of  wonders,  it  is  not  fuffi- 
cient  that  the  really  fingular  produ£tions  of 
nature  are  behead  and  admired,  or  feared, 
but  fuj>erflition  has  multiplied  wonders 
upon  wonders.  Inter  aUoy  there  i$,  iays  the 
Amboynefe,  and  likewife  the  MacafTers,  a 
monfter  that  has  its  abode  in  thefe  fcas, 
wlMch  they  defcribe  as  having  a  thou£ind 
legs,  all  of  them  fa  large,  that  if  it  lay  but 
one  of  the  thouland  upon  any  veflcl,  it  moft 
immediately  founder  ;  and  yet  this  monfter 
is  believed  to  be  afraid  of  a  common  cock ; 
whence  thefc  poor  fuperAitious  mortals  will 
never  put  to  iba  without  having  chanticleer 
for  a  guardian-angel  on  board. 

There  is  likewife,  it  is  faid,  a  large  6fli, 
near  the  pierhead  at  Ambt^na^  to  which  the 
name  of  "Jacob  Evert/en  has  been  given,  and 
they  pretend  that  it  takes  away  one  mair 
every  year.  I  am  not  qualified  to  fay  whe^ 
t^cT  any  fiOi  of  the  ihark  kind  does,  or  does 
not,  partlcu^rly  refbrt  to  that  fpot,  although 
many  reputable  people  at  Amb^na  believe

the 
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the  whole  ftory ;  but  it  is  certain,  howevcf, 
that  on  the  evening  of  my  arrival  here,  about 
nine  o'clock,  a  failor  of  one  of  the  floopa 
that  lay  juft  behind  my  fliip,  on  his  fwim* 
ming  a-ihore  to  fetch  his  pocket-handker- 
chief, which  he  had  left,  was  fo  dreadfully 
bitten  by  fome  fifh  or  other  in  the  head,  that 
he  died  the  fame  night ;  and  he  would  pro- 
bably have  been  dragged  to  the  bottom  and 
devoured,  had  not  immediate  aiHftance  been 
given  to  him,  upon  his  loud  cries  for  help, 
as  well  from  my  fliip  as  from  the  other 
vaflbls. 

From  lions,  tigers,  wolves,  and  other 
beafts  of  prey,  jimboyna  is  free.  The  moil 
noxious  animals  are  fnakes,  of  which 
there  are  feveral  forts  in  the  woods  and 
fields,  which  are  amply  defcribed  by  Va- 
le ntyn. 

1  one  morning,   walking  in  the  garden 

behind  my  houiè,  found  the  oelar  btfa  nepis, 

or  thin  poifon  fnake*,  fo  dole  to  me,  that  I 

ihoul4 

»  Koriy  twenty  different  fort»  «f  fnake»  are  defcriM  by 
Valihtyh.  Among  them  tbe  mUv  iiji  tirti,  or  bbu  péfim 
fiahy  is  the  moft  reDcmoos ;  it  is  do  more  than  a  foot  aott  ü 
falf  in  length,  and  about  two  inches  tUcIt;  it  is  feouukably 
^uick,  and  its  Uw  it  roOTtik    The  ttlar  Ufa  ni^,  or  thin 
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ihould  probably  have  troddon  on  it,  had  it 
n.ot  Erft  dilcovered  aiid  hUTed  at  me,  whereby 
I  bad  juft  time  to  retire  from  the  dangerou» 
neighbourhood ;  I  caught  it  a  Uttte  whilo 
afterwards,  and  prefcrved  it  in  fpirits. 

The  fiiakes  with  legs,  appear  to  me  to 
belong  rather  to  the  lizard  tribe,  than  that 
of  fhakes.  Among  the  fmgularities  here» 
we  may  reckon  the  flying  lizard. 

I  ihall  not  Ipeak  of  the  other  animals  and 
infers,  crocodiles,  alligators,  gek-kos,  lizards, 
fcorpions,  centipedes,  nor  of  the  very  curious 
infeft  called  the  walking  leafy  as  they  are  all 
"fpiBciently  defcribed  by  Valentyn.* 

Of  the  domeftic  animals,  among  which 
^re  enumerated  buffaloes,  cows,  horiès, 
^e«p,  goats,  and  hogs,  the  laftmentioned 
only  are  natives  of  the  couutry ;  the  others 

ftijmfnaht  isfcarcclx  a  quaitcr  of  an  inch  thick,  and  about  a 
üfot  and  a  half,  or  two  feet,  in  length  j  its  bite  is  equally  in- 
^unble.    ^. 

*.  The  incftimablc  work  of  Valemtyk,  to  which  the 
reader  is  fo  frequently  referred,  is  fcarce  even  in  Holland ;  it 
Confills  of  five  Urge  folio  volumes,  conruning  upwards  of 
jooo  copperplates.  The  tianflator  is  in  poflèffioo  of  a  copy, 
which  he  procured  at  much  pains  and  expence ;  and  would 
his  limits  allow  of  it,  he  would  be  moix  copious  in  his  extraA» 
from  it,  as  itis  a  treafuré  locked  np  in  a  cheft,  of  which  ftm 
faHYC  ttie  k^i  no  cnmilatwn.haTisg  ever  been  made  of  it.  f.' 
have 
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have  been  brought  hither,  as  well  by  the 
Portugueic  as  by  the  Dutch,  from  yava, 
Celebes^  and  the  fbuthweftern  ifles. 

The  cows  here  give  much  Icfs  milk,  and 
worie  butter  than  in  yava ;  the  price  of  the 
butter  remains  the  iame  as  it  was  eighty 
years  ago,  in  the  time  of  Valemttk,  viz. 
wie  rixdoUar  per  pound*

1  HE  inhabitants  of  Amhtrpta-,  and  of  the 
adjacent  iflands  belonging  to  this  govern- 
ment, may  properly  be  divided  into  four 
clafTes,  viz.  the  Alforeie,  the  Amboyneie, 
the  "Europeans,  and  the  Chinefe. 

The  Aifoers  or  Alfoerefe  are,  in  all  pro- 
bability, the  ürft  and  moft  ancient  inhabi- 
tants of  .thefe  countries  ;  at  the  present  day 
they  ilill  remain  Separate  from  the  other  iu- 
babitants,  and  dwell  in  the  mountains  of 
Bmro  and  Ceranty  where  they  live  accord- 
ing 
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ing  to  their  ancient  cuftoms,  and  avoid  all 
intercourfè  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  iba- 
coafts,  except  when  they  are  in  want  of 
iiich  articles  as  are  not  to  be  met  with  in  the 
interior  parts  of  the  iflands,  which  chiefly 
confifts  in  iron  and  fatt»  againft  which  com- 
modities they  give  in  barter  the  produ^ons 
of  their  mountains. 

The  few  which  I  iaw  of  this  nation,  ap- 
peared to  me  not  fo  dark  in  colour,  and 
both  handibmer  and  more  finewy  than  the 
Amboynefc. 

I  met  with  the  following  account  of  them, 
in  the  deicription  of  Amboyna  compofcd  by 
RuMPHius,  which,  having  been  prohibited 
by  the  government  at  Batama^  has  never 
been  printed,  but  of  which  a  maiiufcript 
copy  is  prcferved  in  the  fecretary*s  office  at 
Amboyna^ 

**  Moft  of  the  Alforefe  inhabit  the  wild 
«  mountains  and  interior  parts  of  Ceram. 
"  They  are  large,  ftrong,  and  lavage  people, 
•«  in  general  taller  than  the  inhabitants  of 
'•  the  fca-ihorcs;  they  go  moftly-  naked,  both 
"■  men  and  women,  rfnd  only  wear  a  thick 
*• .  bandage  round  their  waift,  which  is  called 
'*  cbiaaca^  and  is  made  of  the  .mUky  bark;  of 
A  A  3  **  a  tree, 
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**  a  tree^  called  by  them  Jacia  (being  tht 
**  Jicamorus  alba).  They  tic  their  hair  up- 
'*  on  the  head  over  a  cocoa-nut  fheU»  and 
**  flick  a  comb  in  itj  round  the  neck  they 
"  wear  a  ftring  of  beads. 

**  Their  arms  are,  a  fword  made  of  bam- 
**  boo,  together  with  a  bow  and  arrows. 

••  They  are  fliarp-fighted,  and  1<>  nimble 
^'  in  running,  that  they  can  run  down  and 
*'  kill  a  wild  hog,  at  its  utmoft  fpeed. 

*'  An  ancient,  but  moft  dcte(table  and 
'*  criminal  cuflom  prevails  among  them, 
**  agreeable  to  which,  no  one  is  allowed  to 
"!  take  a  wife,  before  he  can  ihew  a  he^d  of 
'*  an  enemy  which  he  has  cut  off:  in  order 
**  to  obtain  this  qualification  for  matrimony, 
"  fix,  eight,  or  ten  of  them  go  together  to  a 
**  ftrange  part,  where  they  ftay  till  they  have 
*'  an  opportunity  of  furprifing  fbme  one, 
«  which  they  do  with  great  dexterity,  fpring- 
**  ing  upon  the  unwary  paiTenger  like  tigers: 
**  they  generally  cover  themfelves  with 
"  branches  of  trees  and  buihes,  io  that  they 
"  are  rather  taken  for  brakes  and  thickets 
"  than  for  men ;  in  this  pofture  they  lie  io 
"  wait  for  their  prey,  and  take  the  firft  oj>- 
**  portuoity  that  prefents  itfelf  of  diMting 
.       "  their 
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"  their  toran  oxfagoe  (a  fort  of  miifile  lance) 
•*  into  the  back  of  a  paflengerj  or  fpring 
•*  upon  him  at  once,  and  cut.  off  his  head, 
*.'  with  which  they  inftantly  decamp,  arid  fly 
••  with  fpced  from  the  fcene  of  their  wanton 
"  barbarity. 

**  If  Ihey  want  to  build  a  new  houic,  or 
**  a  new  baletuw,  which  is  a  kind  of  council» 
"  haU,-  they  nmft  equally  firft  go  and  fetch 
**  forpe  human  heads.  They  are  not  to  be 
'*  broken  of  this  horrid  cuilom ;  and  it  is 
**  the  only  objeéÜon  they  make  to  embrac- 
"  ing  the  Chriftian  religion,  that  they  muft 
'*  then  abandon  it ;  for  no'  one  attains  a 
**  higher  degree  of  fame  and  rcfpeót,  tharf 
*•  he  who  has  brought  in  the  moft  heads ; 
**  and  in  proof  of  his  prowefs,  he  wears 
**  as  many  little  white  fliells  round  bis  neck 
*•  and  arms,  as  he  has  murdered  men. 

**  The  heads  thus  brought  in  are  fliewn 
■■  upiHi  a  ftonc  in  the  village,  confecrated  to' 
**  that  purpofe,  and  are  afterwards  heaped 
••  together  in  dark  groves,  in  the  recefles  of 
•*  the  mountains,  where  they  praéhlc  their 
♦•  diabolical  rites,  for  they  do  not  perform 
*'  the  demonolatry  they  are  addicted  to,  in 
•*  any  temples,  but  here  and  there  in  foUtary 
A  A  4  **  places, 
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"  places,  and  in  dreary  woods,  where  the 
"  devil  anfwers  their  interrogatories,  and 
"  often  carries  away  fome  of  them,  c^»- 
**  cially  children,  for  three  or  four  months, 
**  after  which  time  he  brings  them  back 
**  again,  after  having  prefented  them  with 
**  painted  canes,  to  which  lêverolUttleftrings 
**  of  Chinelê  copper-money  are  attached  •. 
**  They  fubiift  upon  the   wjld  animah 

*  Thdè  circumftances  afliime  a  more  probable  appeanmce 
ia  the  mors  ample  rdalion  which  Valkhttm  ^vea  of  the  re- 
ligion of  the  Alftireft.  "  They  hare,"  he  lays,  "  ia  Ctram, 
H  and  elfcwhert,  temples  which  they  call  aarfJj,  and  like- 
"  wife  ueiae-vM,  made  of  gaBbe  gaiia,  which  Itand  in  the 
**  deepeft  part  of  the  woods,  and  under  the  darkcft  trees.  In 
*■  them,  pareati  deliver  thw  children,  under  twdre  yean  of 
**  age,  to  the  prieAs,  to  be  inftniAcd  in  the  fervice  of  their 
*'  demon  or  god,  and  the  pricfb  receive  the  children,  withoat 
**  the  parents  being  able  to  lee  any  tUng  in  the  temple,  on  ac- 
**  count  of  the  almoft  utter  darkneft  that  pnvails  io  it.  Im- 
**  mediately  i^er  they  hear  the  mofl  difmjd  cries,  and  Ae 
**  bloody  pikes  flicking  through  the  roof  of  the  temple;  and 
*■  though  this  would  feein  to  denote  that  their  children  are 
**  murdered,  they  receive  them  back  in  thnrv  months.  Eadi 
**  of  thofe  children  then  receives  a  painted  flick  of  thin  whit* 
■*  cane,  upon  which  fome  figures  are  burnt,  and  to  which  a 
**  few  Ihings  of  Chincfe  copper  coins  are  hung ;  they  are  then 
f  rubbed  with  yellow  paint  and  arMnatic  cnb,  and  fent  about 
^f  the  village  to  beg  fff  goqgt,  clothes,  and  other  things,  fix 
U  the  chief  prieft."  The  reminder  of  the  account  he  ^ve| 
pf  the  Alforefe,  Üiough  &r  more  copious,  is  perfeftly  fimjlaf 
Pt  and  fwnfiOcnt  with  tint  «f  Mr,  Rojmivg.    T, 

**  which 
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"  which  they  catch  in  the  woods ;  aor  do 
**  they  even  difdain  fnakes. 

"  Their  women  are  of  a  tolerably  fair 
**  complexion,  well  proportioned,  and  alto- 
•'  gether  by  no  means  difagreeable, 

**  Among  thefe  Alforele,  there  is  another 
••  kind  of  lavage  people,  who  do  not  dwell 
**  in  any  boufes  or  huts,  but  upon  high 
**  vrarmjf,  and .  other  trees,  which  fpread 
*'  their  branches  wide  round :  they  lead  and 
"  intertwine  the  branches  fo  clofely  together, 
•*  that  they  form  an  cafy  refUng-place ;  and 
**  each  tree  is  the  habitation  of  a  whole  fa- 
**  mily :  they  adopt  this  mode,  becaufe  they 
••  dare  not  truft  even  thofe  of  their  own  ua- 
**  tion,  as  they  lUrprize  each  other  during 
"  the  night,  and  kill  whoever  they  take 
*•  hold  of." 

Thus  £ar  the  relation  of  Mr.  Rvmphius, 
who  being  a  man  of  fbme  experience  and 
much  reputation,  dcferves  credit  in  ibme  in* 
ilances. 

1  could  not  meet  with  any  other  intelli- 
gence refpe^ing  thefc  people  at  jimSoyna,  a$ 
they  are  but  feldom  vifited,  and  Aill  more 
rarely  by  people  either  able  or  willing  to  ob- 
Jcrv?  and  reQord  what  is  cufiou9  among 
them. 

The 
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The  Amboyncfc  are  alfb  very  ancient  in- 
habitants of  thefê  iflands }  but  the  difTerence 
'o(  their  make,  and  the  rather  darker  fliade 
of  their  complexion,  fèem  to  point  out  th^t 
they  are  not  deicended  from  the  fame  proge- 
nitors as  the  Alforefe. 

They  arc  of  a  middling  fize,  rather  thia 
than  otherwife;  their  colour  is  nearer  ap- 
proaching to  black  than  to  broWn;  both 
men  and  women  have  regular'  features,  and 
among  the  latter  there  are  very  many  who 
are  hand{öme :  it  fêemed  very  {H-obable  to 
me,  that  the  country  or  the  climate  contri- 
buted much  to  this,  though  how  or  why  I 
cannot  tell,  for  the  children  of  Europeans 
born  here,  are  almoft  all  pretty,  and  much 
more  fo  than  in  Java^  or  at  Batavia. 

Neither  the  thick  lips,  nor  thedepreflcJ 
nofes,  which,  according  to  our  ideas  of  beau- 
ty, deform  the  *•  human  face  diVHic*'  id 
other  hot  countries,  are  feen  here  ^  b^  on  the 
contrary,  and  especially  among  thé  females, 
pcrfeöly  fymmetrical  countenances  are  the 
general  charaöeriftic  of  the  inhabitants. 

They  are  indolent  and  effeniinate,  and 
both  want  and  violence  prove  but  feeble  mo- 
tives to  incite  them  to  labour.  Yet  this  i» 
no  more  than  is  almofl:  univerfally  the  caft 
with 
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with  all  nations  who  bow  their  necks  under 
a  foreign  yoke,  efpecially  in  the  Afiatic  re- 
gions, and  other  warm  countries :  and  I 
think  it  probable,  though  the  heat  of  th? 
climate  is  alone  fufïicient  to  produce  inafli^ 
vity»  and  a  repugnance  to  every  thing  that 
^tigues  the  body,  that  they  had  been 
flaves  inured  to  fervitude  under  the  domi- 
nion of  Grangers,  long  before  the  European» 
came  hither.  The  fervency  of  the  climate, 
united  to  the  eafy  mode  of  procuring  fub- 
fiftence  from  the  fago-trce,  and  from  the 
copious  fupply  of  fifh,  which  was  formerly 
within  their  reach,  in  the  bay  of  Ambiyna^ 
have  been  the  caufes  that  they  have  never 
been  obliged  to  have  recourfc  to  the  fatigu- 
ing labours  of  agriculture,  to  adminifter  to 
the  wants  of  nature.  Hence  they  have  ea- 
fily  fallen  a  prey  to  the  nations  who  aimed 
at  fubduing  them,  as  was  manifeft  in  the  war 
with  the  Ternatefe,  the  Portuguefe,  and 
the  Dutch.  Neither  were  they  at  all  the 
caufe  that  the  princes  of  Celebes  have  not 
extended  their  dominion  lo  far  to  the  eaft- 
ward,  for  the  three  abovementioned  nations 
|iave  always  prevented  it ;  although  at  that 
time  the  kings  of  Nmjfflnivel  took  the  high 
founding 
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lÓunding  and  proud  title  of  kings  often  fboU" 
fond fwords'. 

The  Company  muft  not,  therefore,  ever 
think  that  the  Amboyncfe  would  be  of  any 
help  to  them,  in  cale  a  foreign  power  were  to 
endeavour  to  wreft  thele  pofleflions  from 
them  J  for,  were  there  no  other  realbns  to  in- 
duce them  to  look  upon  any  change  as  being 
for  the  better,  their  iudifferent,  indolent,  and 
timorous  difpolition  would  be  fufHcient  to 
prevent  ihem  from  joining  either  iide.  It  ii 
true,  that  thofe  of  Hitne  formerly  fhewed  a 
little  more  courage  in  the  civil  commotions 
which  took  place  in  the  laft  century,  when 
they  fought  for  indcpendance,  as  they  could 
no  longer  bear  the  opprcffion  of  their  inhu- 
man taik-maAers ;  but  in  the  cafe  we  have 
fuppofed,  it  would  be  the  lame  to  them,  be- 
neath which  European  yoke  they  had  to 
bend ;  as,  let  the  event  be  as  it  might,  they 
would  always  have  to  wear  the  chains  of 
the  conquerors  ;  befides  that,  as  attached  to 
the  Mahomedan  religion,  they  arc  the  fwora 
enemies  of  all  chriilians. 

The  women,  though  they  are  not  fo  in- 
dolent as  the  men,  are,  on  the  other  hand, 
ejcccflivcly  laiciviouS}  they  poff^ls  no  cbaftity 
eithcr 
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either  in  a  married,  or  an  unmarried  il^te, 
and  there  is  pothiug  that,  can  reftrain  then^ 
from  fatisfying  their  palHonate  delires.  It 
is  very  ufual  among  them,  that  a  girl  gives 
proofs  of  her:  fruitfulnefs  before  marriage, 
which  is  never  the  lead  bar  to  gi;tting:a 
iiuiband ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  frequently  il 
a  realbu  for  being  preferred  to  others, .  of 
whom  it  is  lefs  certain  that  they  are  capable 
of  becoming  mothers. 

The  Amboynefe  were  in  former  timc!^* 
as  the  Alforefe  are  at  prefent,  idolaters  ;  but 
the  Javenefe,  who  began  to  trade  hither  in 
the  latter  emd  of  the  fifteenth,  and  in  the 
beginning  of  the  fixteeoth.  century,  endea'^ 
.voured  to  dilleminate  the  do£lrjnes  of  Ma- 
homet here,  and  they  fiicceeded  {o  well,  that 
in  the  year  1515,  that  religion  was  generally 
received.  . 

The  Portuguefe  arriving  here  in  the  mean 
time,  endeavoured  likewife  to  make  the  Ro- 
^an  catholic  religion  agreeable  to  the  in* 
habitants^^nd  to  propagate  it  amongft  them ; 
which,  in  particular,  took  place,  according  to 
KuMPHius,  in  the  year  1532,  on  the  penin- 
fula  of  t-fytimr,  but  thofe  of  Hitee  have,  to 
the  prefeat  day»  remained  firmly  attached 

to 
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to  the  Mahomedan  faith,  whence,  in  contra^ 
diftinéHon  to  the  Leytimorefc,  they  arc  call- 
ed MoOTo. 

When  our  people  came  to  Amhoyna,  and 
the  Portuguefe  were  expelled '  from  the 
ifland,  the  protefUnt  religion  was  gradually 
introduced  ;  yet  the  unpleafing  refult  of 
thefe  frequent  changes  of  religion  has  been, 
as  might  naturally  bé  expected,  that,  froni 
blind  idolaters»  they  have  firfl  become  bad 
Roman  catbc^cs,  and  afterwards  worfe  pro- 
teftants. 

The  praélice  of  idolatry  cannot  yet  be 
wholly  eradicated  :  this,  added  to  the  pre- 
Talence  of  the  fuperftitions  which  difgrace 
chriftanity  among  the  followers  of  the  Ra- 
man catholic  perlüafion*  and  the  almoft 
univerfal  negligence,  and  want  of  zeal,  of 
our  ecclefiaflics  in  theië  regions,  almoft  en- 
tirely takes  away  the  hope  that  the  falulary 
doftrincs  of  'the  goipel  will  ever  be  deeply 
rooted  here,  and  that  the  Amboynefe  will 
ever  be  cured  of  their  deplorable  blind- 
nels. 

I  cannot  either  fay  much  good  refpcöiög 
their  moral  condud ;  I  have  before  men- 
tioned that  the  women  are  unireriaUy  un- 
chafl^ 
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chafte,  and  the  men  are,  in  this  refpe£t,  no 
better.  Theft  is  likewife  one  of  the  moft 
prevalent  vices  among  the  Amboynefe,  and 
they  are  not  a  little  dexterous  iu  contrlving^ 
the  means  of  pilfering;  I  bad  twice  expe- 
rience of  their  adroitness  in  this  reipe£t, 
during  my  retidence  among  them.  Malice 
and  envy  are  predominant  paffions  in  their 
brealls,  and  are  carried  to  great  exce/s ;  thcjp 
envy  each  other  the  Icaft  degree  of  benefit^ 
or  profperity ;  yet  this  is  fejdom  produéiive 
of  public  alTailination,  or  private  murder^ 
among  them,  for  being  a  pufillanimous  and 
fiiperftitious  race  of  men,  death  is  to  them, 
more  than  to  any  other  nation,  a  king  of 
terrors. 

When  thefe  Amboynefe  chriftians  go  la 
their  veflels  paft  a  certain  hill  on  the  fouth 
coaft  of  Ceram,  they  make  an  offering  tot 
the  evil  fpirit,  which  they  believe  refidea 
there,  in  order  that  he  may  not  do  any 
barm  to  them,  or  to  their  veffels.  Thi» 
offering  is  made  in  the  following  manner: 
they  lay  a  few  flowers,  and  a  fmall  piece  of 
money,,  into  empty  eocoanut-fiiells,  which 
they  iet  a-fioating  in  the  water  :  if  it  be  in 
the  evening,  they  put  oil  into  them,  with 
little 
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Httlc  wicks,  which  they  fct  a-light,  and  let 
.bum  out  upon  the  water :  they  are  per- 
fuaded  that,  by  this  means,  they  have  ap- 
peafed  the  evil  fpirit,  and  that  he  will  not 
Taife  any  Hiorm  againll  them. 
.  Valentyn  has  been  fufficicntly  ample 
in  describing  their  drcfs,  houfes,  difeafes, 
cuftoms,  &c.  *  to  preclude  the  neccflity  of 
my  faying  more  about  them ;  I  wiih  only 
to  obferve  that  that  writer  has  placed  al- 
moft  every  thing  in  the  moft  advantageous 
light. 

The  inhabitants  of  Amboyna  feem,  from 
time  immemorial,  never  to  have  been  united 
under  one  head ;  but,  as  the  moft  ancient 
accounts  and  traditions  relate,  each  negree, 
or  village,  was  governed  by  its  own  chief. 
It  is  true,  there  have  been,  and  there  are  at 
prelent^  unions  of  four  or  five  negrees  under 
one  chief ;  but  they  are  the  leaft  in  num- 
ber :  among  thefc,  the  principal  is  Noi^axi- 
velt  whofe  rajabt  or  king,  has  three  other 
negrees  under  his  dominion.

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Thelè  chiefs  are  diflioguiihed  into  three 
claflcs,  or  ranks ;  thus,  there  are  rajabs^  or 
kings  ;  pattis,  whb  may  be  faid  to  be  dukes 
or  earls ;  and  oran  cayos,  which  (igntfies  as 
much  as  rich  men.  Their  chiefs,  however, 
do  not  poflefs  an  abfcduce  authority  :  every 
negree  has  given  as  council  to  their  chief, 
coniifting  of  the  oldeft.  and  moil  refpeétable 
men  of  the  village,  who  are  called  oran 
touasy  that  is,  elders ;  and  the  rajahy  patti, 
or  oran  cayoy  of  the  negree  is  bound  to  con- 
fult  with  them  at  the  cakeuw,  or  council- 
hall,  on  all  the  concerns  of  the  community. 

Every  negree  has  likewife  its  marinhos^ 
who  do  not  allift  at  the  councils,  but  are  ex- 
alted above  the  commonalty,  and  ferve  for 
exhorters  and  encouragers  of  the  people  in 
every  public  work. 

Befides  feveral  little  ferviccs  which  the 
common  people  are  obliged  to  perform  for 
theiè  chiefs  *>  the  lafl  have  likewife  an  in- 
come proceeding  from  the  crops  of  cloves, 

*  Tbey  are  obliged  to  build  the  houfei  of  their  chiefs,  and 
to  furnifli  all  the  timber,  gabbe  gabba,  atap,  and  other  mate- 
rials  neceflary  for  the  conlh^ftion,  but  tbc  chieb  muA  main- 
Mtn  them  wl^e  they  are  at  work.    7^ 
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which  the  Ctifnpany  have  bedowed  upon 
them. 

The  Company  pay,  for  every  iJAirof  five 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds  weight  of  cloveB^ 
fiftyfix  riydoUars,  or  one  hundced-and-thir- 
ty-fo«r  gilders,  and  «ight  ftivers  •  ;  but  of 
this,  the  planters  i-eccive  only  fifty-one  rix- 
dollars,  the  remaining  five  being  divided 
among  the  village-chiefs,  three  being  al- 
lotted to  the  rdJaAi,  patfi,  or  orttn  cayo,  one 
and  a  half  to  the  ersH  t-oiuis,  or  eMers,  and 
ofie-half  rixdcJlar  to  the  marmhoi, 

.  For  thelè  and  other  reafons,  the  offices 
above  alluded  to,  are  eagerly  fought  after^ 
and  are  only  obtained  for  a  certain  film  of 
money»  of  which  fotne  of  the  governors 
who  have  ruled  here  in  behalf  of  the  Com- 
pany, have  not  a  little  availed  ;  I  could 
«B^imerale  fome,  who  haVe  come  here  with 
very  little  property,  aiKl  in  the  courfc  of  a 
few  years,  by  thefe,  arid  other  means,  have 
accumulated  confiderable  wealth,  and  who, 
immediately  upon  their  return  to  Batavia^

have» 
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tiave,  in  coiifequeiicis,  föüciïfed  leave  ïróm 
the  govenirti'eht,  tlo  tfahfinit  large  fuihé  öf* 
inohey  to  Europe. 

The  fale  of  théfe  rcjcnifiiipS  is  hoit,  how-» 
fever,  an  innovation  of  Ute  date  j  for,-  Frotn 
the  beginning,  every  drin  tayo  paid  fifty 
rixdollars  for  his  nomination,  a  patti  one 
hundred,  and  a  rajah  ftill  more ;  fd  thAt  this 
rajah  of  Nonfanhei  was  even  once  obliged 
to  give  a  gratification  of  th^ee  thoUfand  rix- 
dollarsi 

The  Chinefe  Who  Fréqufeht  this  ifliiid,  as 
well  as  all  the  others  In  the  eaïlérn  parts 
of  India,  where  the  Company  have  pof- 
fcflions,  are  not,  however,  very  numerous 
at  Amboyhèy  becaufè  there  is  very  little 
trade,  and  icarcely  any  agriculture,  two 
purfuitS,  to  whichj  in  general,  that  natioïi 
are  veiy  iverfc  to.  If  a  calculation  èf 
their  numbei"  Were  to  be  made  frwn  the 
head-money  which  they  pay^  all  the  Ghi-^ 
hele  would  (carcely  be  found  to  amount  to 
title  hundred  individuals  ;  but  the  frauds 
which  are  pra^tifed  in  the  declarations 
made  in  this  refpefïj  are  the  caufe  that 
this  catihot  be  confidered  as  a  proper  rule. 

They  ilwcU  here  in  a  ftrect,  which  is 
B  B  2  called 
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called  after  them,  where  they  keep  their 
ihops,  with  all  forts  of  provifions,  &c.  ftw 
falb. 

They  are  under  the  authority  of  a  chief 
of  their  own  nation,  who  is  called  captain, 
and  who  has  at  prefent  a  lieutenant  under 
him,  which  was  not  formerly  the  calè  ;  but 
one  of  the  governors  was  induced  to  iuilitute 
this  lieutenant's  office,  by  means  of  a  prefent 
of  five  hundred  rixdollars. 

They  do  not  intermarry  with  the  Am- 
boynefe,  but  marry  amongft  each  other ;  and 
if  it  happen  that  they  are  in  want  of  wo- 
men, they  take  Macafler  or  Bouginefe  girls 
for  concubines. 

In  the  month  of  April  of  the  year  1775,  a 
Chinefe  youth  came  purpofely  from  Batavia 
to  Amboyna,  to  marry  .  the  daughter  of  one 
of  his  countrymen  who  was  fettled  here,  and 
was  a  man  of  property.  I  went  to  fee  the 
ceremonies  that  were  made  ufe  of;  I  came 
too  late  to  fee  the  beginning  of  them,  which, 
I  was  told,  confiftcd  principally  in  the  throw- 
ing backwards  and  forwards  of  an  egg  into 
the  wine  fleeves  of  the  bridegroom  and  of 
the  bride.  I  found  them  both  fitting  next  to 
each  other  in  a  parlour,  with  their  eyes  fixed 
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on  ^e  ground»  as  if  meditating  on  what  had 
been  done,  without  fpeaking  a  word  to,  or 
looking  at  each  other.  An  oblong  little 
table  flood  before  them,  covered  with  red 
filk,  which  was  embroidered  with  flowers 
of  gold ;  npon  it  were  fet,  before  each  of 
them,  a  little  cup  with  tea,  and  three  or 
four  little  china  dilhes  with  confeélïonary' 
and  boiled  birds*  nefls.  The  bridal  bed  was 
in  the  fame  apartment;  it  wasUkewife  hung 
round  with  red  filk  j  but  there  was  a  parti* 
tion  made  in  it,  feparating  the  place  where 
the  bridegroom  was  to  lie,  from  that  of  the 
bridej  the  former,  however,  occupied  about 
two-thirds  of  the  bed.  The  bride,  who  was 
a.  plump  joUy  maiden,  nearly  white,  and 
pretty  enough,  wore  a  robe  of  red  filk,  with 
long  and  wide  fleeves;  a  chain  of  gold  hung 
round  her  neck,  and  down  upon  her  bofom  : 
on  her  head  flie  wore  a  black  bonnet,  taper- 
iag  upwards  to  a  point,  and  adorned  with 
three  rows  of  jewels.  The  bridegroom  was 
'  drefled  in  a  fimilar  robe  of  blue  filk  and  cot- 
ton. They  both  kept  their  arms  and  bands 
conftantly  tucked  into  the  fleeves.  When 
the  bridegroom  ftood  up,  he  did  it  fo  flowly 
and  cautioufly,  and  without  moving  his  eyes 
B  R  3  in 
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in  tb^  Usfi,  th^t  bp  ^[^^red  g^v^&iy-  \^ 
^n  image  of  wax,  pr  a[i  ^iftpijnatoJil  movet) 
Ipy  inviiibie  mjechanifai. 

The  ypuKg  poupl?  were  forced  to  endure 
tfee  repetition' of  this  tedioiiis  ceremony  for 
thfee  (ucce^ye 'd^s,  and  ^lw9}'S  in  f^ght  of 
(heir  nyp^a]  hed;,  h^^f^re^  they  were  allowed 
to  peripf  m  the  eljentiaf  ifite^  of  marriage. 

There  a^?  fti)l  maajf  defcenda^t^  of  thp 
Fortugueiè  here,  who,  when  their  couatry- 
in^n  we^e  fprcedj  to  give  up  the  dominion  of 
the  iiland  to  ours^  (faofe  to  remain  under  the 
government  of  the  Dutch, 

The  principal  Amboynefe  ChrifUans  ftJH 
^ar  Portuguefe  names,  which  their  a^ce^ 
tors  received,  at  their  baptifm ;  but  the  for- 
^uguefe  language  is  le^  fppken  hf  re,  than  in 
^y  other  paft  of  India,  and  tfaenuipbe^of  the 
aJ3pvemeatio|ie4  (^efcclidants  of  Portuguiefe  i^ 
jwt  I?rge. 

Oui;  countrymen  who,  in  the  year  1605^ 
ufidcr  the  command  of  their  'admiral  Ste- 
phen VAN  DEK  Hagbn,  took  ^he  caAle  of 
V0oria^  which  wag  the  chief  fettlcment  of 
the  Portuguefc  u'pon  the  illand,  are  nonr  her< 
abiblute  matters,  a^  well  over  tljo  penipfuUs 
pf  Hitoe  and  Leytimvr»  as  over  tfee  XJliaffers^ 
■\yhicl^ 
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which  comprehends  the  iflands  of  0«ö,  Hc~ 
nimoa,  Nouja^  and  Molaria^  and  likewife 
over  Manipa^  Ke/ang,  Bonpa,  the  north  coaft 
of  Bouro,  Little  Ceram  or  HoewamoehUt  and  - 
ibmc  places  on  Great  Csrsm  •>  although  9 
grtrat  p*rt  of  the  laft  ceutqry  was  elapied 
befoife  they  were  in  full  poifeffioa  of  the 
coail  of  Hiioe^  as.'  well  as  of  hiiile  Qergrn^  oa 
account  of  the  oppofittou  they  met  with 
from  the  QuimelahaSt  or  Teniateib  gover- 
nors, the  king  of  demote  looking  upon  part 
of  thefe  countries  as  his  territory  ;  andfrom 
the  four  chiefs  of  Hitoey  who  refuled  to  be 
deprived  of  their  indepeodance,  and  openly 
refifted  the  arms  of  the  Company.  Butthcfè 
obftacles  being  now  removed,  the  Company 
have  little  more  to  do  than  to  oppofe  the  at- 
tempts  of  foreign  nations,  and  to  pievent  a 
clandeftine  trade  with  them,  of  which  1  fhall 
fay  more  hereafter.

X  HE  general  adminiftration  of  the  affairs 
pf  this  province  is  vefted  in  a  governor,  who 
is'appointed  by  the  council  of  India,  and  is 
commonly  one  of  the  fecretaries  of  the 
council,  or  one  of  the  Company's  fervants 
at  other  out-fadlorics;  the  fccond  has  feldom 
fucceeded  to  the  command,  the  reaibn  of 
which  I  am  ignorant  of. 

A  council  is  appointed  to  affift  the  gover- 
nor, cpn^fting  of  the  üHi  qualified  fervants 
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of  the  Company»  whole  advice  and  concur- 
rence he  is  bound  to  have,  in  planning^  ar-* 
ranging,  and  executing  all  matters  of  im- 
portance, as  is  the  caie  in  all  the  out-fac- 
tories ;  but  in  how  far  the  power  of  the  go- 
vernor is  hereby  ctrcumfcribcd,  is  eafily  de- 
ducible  from  the  confideration,  that  he  pof- 
-feffes  the  power  of  difmiffing  the  counfellors 
from  the  Company's  fervice,  and  fending 
them  to  Batavia,  where  it  does  not  often 
happen  that  a  fuperior  is  caft  in  any  diipute 
with  an  inferior ;  and  the  injured  party  fel- 
dom  finds  either  redre^  or  confolation,  un- 
leis  he  have  powerful  friends  to  make  intercft 
in  his  behalf.  Belides  that  fuch  a  governor 
is  able  by  a  thouiimd  different  means,  and  in 
jtKÜre^  ways,  to  treat  fuch  as  he  is  dilpleafed 
■with,  in  fo  mortifying  a  manner,  and  to 
curtail  their  income  and  emoluments  to  fuch 
a  degree,  that  they  would  rather  thank 
heaven  to  be  out  of  his  hands. 

But  this  evil  has,  alas !  been  of  long 
ilanding ;  it  will  always  be  one  of  the  moft 
f orroding  cankers  that  confume  the  vitals  of 
the  Company,  and  will  at  laft  bring  the  fo- 
cicty  to  deftruciion. 

The  revenues  of  a  governor  at  jimb(^na 
being 
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being  but  &»alU  oii  account  of  the  little  trade 
which  ift-  carne4  on  here,  and  th«  coiilequent 
extreme  degree  of  fraud  and  opprelQon  that 
prevailed  hero,  induced  the  gover-nment  at 
S^a^ia,  with  the  approbation  of  the  dtrec- 
toi¥  at  home,  to  come  to  a  refi^tttion  in  the 
year  1755»  to  provide  againft  the  growing 
evil ;  and  they  thcFefbre  determined  to  give 
the  governor  .a  vearly  addit^ionaï  attowance 
oi  1ÏX  thousand  FÏxdolkrs,  or  fourteen  thou- 
^n4  f<Jur  hundred  guilders  *. 
'  This,  added  to  other  emoluments  'which 
long  prefcription  has  legalized,  is  fufiicieat 
to  enable  the  governor  to  live  according  Ci» 
bis  rank,  without  bis  being  obliged  to  put 
fuch  means  in  pra£lica,  as  one  of  the  govcr< 
»or6,  whoTe  name  I  ftialt  not  here  raeHti<M)y 
wfed  to  employ  to  double  hie  revenues. 

The  vice-governor,  or  fecond  peribn  in 
rank,  is  afenior  merchant,  and  at  the  fame, 
time  head-adminiftratOF,  filling  likewife,  as 
^  the  cuftom  in  all  the  out-faftories,  the 
office  of  commercial  book-keeper  :  he  is  a1& 
prelldent  of  the  council  of  juftice,  and  of  the 
prpbaa-chamber.

The  third  in  ranl^  Is  the  cotpmandsintof 
the  military,  who  has  the  rank,  titl^,  and 
P^y  of  captain.  He  is  the  chief  of  all  tb« 
Itroops  in  the  whole  province,  the  prpmotiou 
of  all  the  fubaltern  officers  yfqd  formerly  tp 
he  folejy  effcöed  at  his  recommendation } 
t>iU  the  advantages  of  this  office  were  confir 
derably  curta,ile4  Ipy  Mr.  *  *  *,  who  ever» 
pM^licly  foid  th&  pl^es  of  fer}eau,t6  and  cor- 
fof^k  in  thp  m^i.tary,  for  fifty,  or  one  hun-r 
dred  ri^^-doHajTS^  both  to  the  Amboynefe  and 
to  the  Europeans,  without  the  commandant 
idaring  ^o  complain  of  his  proceedings ;  and 
it  now  yi^lcjs  but  g.poQ^  fulpfiflience. 

Up9p  this  o(Ece^  follow*,  the  chief  or  re-r 
£d£ul  of  j^&^  who  ba&  the  greateft  part  of 
t^e  ijiorth  (:9»ft  of  ift/a?»  and  l^ittk  Ceroj^ 
Hoewamoebil,  under  his  management;,  next 
t<^.  Sapor oufi^  his  diHrii^  is  the  moil  famous 
for  the  cpUeiftion  pf  cloves :  be  has  a  goo4 
income,  and  the  ranl^  of  merchant. 

The  ^fth  in  order  is  th^  chief  of  Sapa-r 
roua;  this  factory  lies  in  the  iflaiid  Honmoa: 
pot  only  that  iflajinj,  but;  alfo  Noufa  laut^  and 
part  of  Greint  Qer^m  belong  to  his  juriididion, 
TJhe  firft-jiamed  iflands  a:  e  very  fertile,  and 
yigjdi  ipf^t:  t^a  hjjlf  thg  attuual  (Quantity  of 
cloves 
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cïoves  which  arc  gathered  in  the  province- 
The  income  of  this  rcfident  is  computed  to 
yield  only  in  amount  to  that  of  the  governor. 

Next  follows  the  £fcal»  who  is  equally  a 
merchant  in  rank  ;  his  duty,  as  every  where, 
is  to  take  care  that  the  property  of  the  Com- 
pany be  not  injured :  he  has  likewife  a  con- 
cluding vote  in  the  council  of  polity. 

The  lixth  is  the  chief  of  Haroeko,  upoa 
the  xfland  <^  OmOy  to  which  alfo  belongs  a 
part  of  Ceramr  be  is  generally  a  junior 
merchant.  < 

The  feventh  is  the  chief  of  Larike.  This 
fedory  flands  ou  the  fbuth-well:  coaft  of 
the  land  of  HUse^  ai)4  the  ifland  of  Am~ 
hlaww^  which  formerly  l^elonged  to  B«uro, 
has  lately  been  put  under  the  jurifili^on  of 
Lariic. 

The  Soldyboekbouder^  paymafter',  or  garri- 
fon  book-keeperi  is  the  eighth ;  who  is,  at 
the  fame  time  Curator  ad  Ktes,  and  pre- 
sident of  the  board  of  controul  over  mafT 
riagcs. 

Thefe  eight,  together  with  the  wmlUSeTf  or 
purveyor,  who,  as  well  as  the  laft-mentioned 
officers,  is  a  junior  merchant,  make  the 
nine,  who  arc  appointed  as  a  coun(:i}  of  po^ 
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lity  to  watch  over  the  interefts  of  the  Com- 
pany in  conjunéHon  with  the  governor. 

They  have  a  fecretary,  who  has  alfo  the 
rank  of  junior  merchant. 

Upon  thcfc  follow  the  refidents  of  Bouro, 
and  Manipüf  the  cafluer,  the  fecretary  of 
the  council  of  juftit^,  who  is  at  the  fame 
time  firft  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  fecretary 
of  the  council  of  polity,  the  Negotie^  en  Sol- 
dy-overdraagers,  or  the  writers  of  the  com- 
mercial and  military  ledgers,  who  are  all  book- 
keepers in  rank ;  and  laftly,  the  comptroller 
of  equipment,  who  had  before  the  rank  of 
&a-lieutenant,  but  now  that  of  fea-captain. 

To  this  province  further  belong  four  lieu- 
tenants of  the  military,  and  eleven  enfigns. 

In  order  to  afford  a  better  means  of  fub- 
fiftcnce  to  all  tfaeië  placemen,  a  yearly  re- 
partition is  made  among  them,  according  to 
their  relpeftive  ranks,  out  of  the  annual . 
crop  of  cloves  ;  and  I  fubjoin  a  ilatement  of 
the  repartition  which  was  made  in  the  year 
J  755,  agreeable  to  the  regulation  eftabliih- 
ed  by  the  government  at  Batavia^  on  th<t 
31ft  of  May  of  the  fame  year,  which  wilt 
at  the  lame  time  give  an  idea  of  the  quantity 
Ofcloves  annually  collei^ed,  viz. 
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This  method  certainly  gives  a  coiiüderabld 
fupport  to  the  fuperior  iervants  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  it  is  not  at  the  charge  of  the  Com- 
pany, for  it  is  tlie  natives  who  pay  it,  and 
who  are,  at  the  fame  time,  as  it  is  faid,  well 
fatisfied  with  it  j  for  they  were  formerly  fo 
much  defrauded  in  the  weights  of  the  cloves 
they  furnifhed  by  the  chiefs  of  the  feVeral 
faöories,  that  it  ia  beyodd  belief,  without 
the  Company  deriving  any  advantage  from 
it;  wherefore  the  fupreme  governnientj  not 
knowing  how  to  do  otherwife  to  prevent 
the  extortion' of  their  fervants,  put  the  mat- 
ter upon  the  preient  footing  ;  by  which  it  is 
fettled,  that  of  every  hundred  bhar  cloves 
furiiiOied  by  the  natives,  only  eighty  fhall  bt: 
delivered  to.  the  Company,  while  the  other 
twenty  are  to  form  the  perquifites  of  their 
fervants,  who,  however,  are  obliged  to  fell 
their  cloves  to  the  Company  at  the  fartid 
price  paid  to  the  natives.  In  ddditioti  to 
thisi  the  Council  of  juilice  and  the  fifcal  ard 
Uri&ly  enjoined  to  watch  againfl  all  in- 
juftice,  or  fraud»  on  the  receipt  and  weigh- 
ing of  the  cloves  colIeÊled»  in  ofder  that 
any  infradioti  of  their  regulations  in  this  re- 
fpea 
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f^3  may  meet  with  an  exemplary  punïüi- 
meiit. 

The  council  of  juftice  confifts  of  the 
'iècond,  as  preliclent,  and  üx  members»  who 
generally  aflemble  every  fortnight,  in  a  lower 
apartment  of  the  ftadhoufe»  or  townhall.  All 
civil  and  criminal  caufes  are  decided  here ; 
but  in  the  former,  an  appeal  can  be  made  to 
the  council  of  juftice  at  Batavia ;  and  the 
execution  of  fentenccs  in  the  latter,  may  be 
fufpended  by  the  governor ;  yet  if  he  ap- 
prove them,  whether  they  condemn  the 
culprit  to  death,  or  to  other  corporal  punilh- 
ment,  they  are  carried  into  execution ;  ex- 
cepting, however,  when  the  delinquent  has 
the  rank  of  merchant,  and  he  is  then  fent 
up  to  Batavia,  with  the  papers  relative  to 
the  profecution,  and  copy  of  his  fentence ; 
sCs  is  equally  the  cafe  in  all  the  other  out- 
^dories. 

Although  by  an  expreis  command  of  the 
fupreme  government,  the  governor  here  may 
not  intermeddle  in  any  matters  which  come 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  council  of  juf- 
tice, farther  than  to  approve,  or  fulpend, 
their  fentences  in  criminal  cafes,  yet  fome 

of 
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of  them  arrogate  to  thcmfelvcs  fo  much 
power  'm  this  refpeét,  that,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  in  the  council  of  polity*  they 
force  a  conformation  to  their  will,  or  bid 
open  defiance  to  juftice  and  honefty,  if  the 
members  of  the  council  refiife  to  abet  their 
iniquity.  r 

How  much  fbever  juftice  may  be  admi- 
niftcred  here  with  ieverity  towards  the  in- 
ferior clalfes,  it  is  a  lamentable  circum- 
flance,  and  as  worthy  of  abhorrence  as  it 
is  notorious,  that  the  greateft  and  moil 
(hameful  crimes  of  perfons  of  high  rank, 
or  of  ^vourites,  remain  unnoticed  and  un- 
punished. I  Ihall  adduce  one  inllance  of 
this  rank  abufe  of  authority,  from  which  a 
judgment  relpcöing  others  may  be  formed. 

The  chief  of  a  certain  factory  upon  one 
of  the  adjacent  iflands,  having  ^  fsr  ibmo 
time  beheld,  with  eyes  of  defire,  a  young  girl, 
'fcarcely  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  remarka- 
bly beautiful,  who  had  been  adopted  by  a 
perfbn  at  Amhyna,  and  brought  up  in  his 
own  houfe,  gave  him  and  his  fómily  an  in* 
vitation  to  pay  him  a  vilit.  The  man  ac- 
cepted it  with  confidence  and  pleafure,  and 
went  thither  with  his  wife,  his  daughter,

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and  this  girl.  When,  in  the  evening,  the 
guefts  retired  to  reft,  it  was  fo  arranged  by 
their  hoft,  that  the  obje£l  of  his  licentious 
purf^it  was  condufled  to  a  bed  in  a  diftant 
and  folitarj  apartment;  there  being,  as  it 
was  pretended,  no  beds,  or  room,  in  or  near 
thofe  occupied  by  her  friends. 

In  the  dead  of  the  night,  when  all,  but  the 
wakeful  eyes  of  luft,  were  clofed  in  deep  re- 
pol^,  this  wretch  ftole  to  the  apartment  of 
the  innocent  maid,  whom  he  had  thus  in- 
veigled into  his  fnares,  and  completed  his 
long-concerted  fcheme  of  villany,  by  the 
moft  brutal  violation  of  her  charms.  The 
poor  vi£Um  of  his  lufl  was  found,  the  next 
morning,  bathed  in  tears ;  and  fcarcely 
knowing  that  fhe  was  undone  rotated  the 
whole  exa^y  as  it  happened.  The  per- 
petrator (^  this  deed  of  violence  moft  ftrenu- 
oufly  denied .  the  accufation ;  but  he  pre- 
tended, that  he  very  well  knew  who  was 
tbc  raviiher ;  it  was,  he  Jaid,  one  of  his 
flaves,  an  Ambóynefe,  who  had  frequently 
before  made  lUe  of  his  maker's  name  to  at- 
tain his  purpofe,  and  cover  his  enormities. 
Neither  the  ftrong  denial  of  the  flave,  nor 
l^e  moft  Iblemn  aiTevcrations  of  the  ^1, 
\  that 
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that  tbc  mafter,  aad  no  one  elie,  had  per- 
petrated the  ba(è  a£tion  of  the  night,  could 
ought  avail ;  the  monfter  added  murder  to 
rape ;  and  the  wretched  flave  was  tied  up, 
and  whipped  fo  unmercifully  and  iiKellantly, 
that  he  expired  in  a  few  minutes. 

As  this  man  was  a  gentleman  of  rauk, 
and  one  of  the  particular  minions  of  the 
governor,  the  matter  was  never  enquired 
into,  and  all  reports  concerning  it  were 
fmothered  as  much  as  polBble. 

A  kind  of  provincial  court  is  likcwife 
cflablifhed  here,  coniifting  in  part  of  the 
Company's  fervants,  and  in  part  of  the 
heads  of  fome  negrees,  of  whom  the  rajahs 
of  Noujamvel  and  S(ya  are  the  firft,  and 
follow  in  rank  upon  the  members  of  the 
council  of  polity. 

The  governor  likewÜè  coavokes  from 
time  to  time  an  aflembly  of  the  native 
chiefs,  in  which  he  makes  fuch  orders  pub- 
lic as  he  may  haye  received  from  the  go- 
vernment at  Batavüt  or  which  he  may 
think  necefiary,  and  commands  them  to  fee 
them  executed ;  for  example,  when  a  cer- 
tain number  of  clove-trees  are  to  be  planted 
•r  deüroyed»  and  other  ümilar  matters. 

c  c  2  Befides 
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Beiïdes  thefe,  there  are  an  orphan-cham- 
ber, a  court  of  aflignees  for  bankrupt  or  in- 
teflate  cftates,  a  board  of  controul  over 'Car- 
riages* and  a  court  of  common  pleas. 

The  number  of  clergymen  belonging  to 
this  government,  is,  I  believe,  when  com- 
plete, fix  *,  viz.  four  at  the  chief  fettlemeut 
and  fort  of  New  VtBariat  one  at  HOa,  and 
one  at  Sapoura ;  but  when  I  was  there,  there 
was  but  one,  the  others  being  gone  on  a 
church-vifitation  to  Banda^  zaA  the  iouth- 
welleru  iflands  belonging  to  that  govern- 
ment. 

He  that  remained  bad  been  for  a  long 
tinae  a  journeyman-bricklayer  in  the  province 
of  Gelderland  \  but  this  trade  not  fuccecdiug 
to  his  liking,  he  went  out,  in  the  year  1769, 
as  iraaJk&ezoeker  +  to  India ;  and,  t<^ctber 
with  feveral  others,  he  was  fent  back  to 
Holland,  at  the  expence  of  Governor  van

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DER  Parra^  to  be  fitted  for  taking  orders, 
and  he  had  returned  the  preceding  year  as  a 
qualified  divine,  and  had  fliortly  afterwards 
been  fent  to  Afféoyna,  where  there  was  little 
likelihood  of  his  evangelical  miffion  being 
remarkably  exemplary,  or  fuccefsful. 

As  this  perlbn  did  not  underfland  the 
Malay  language,  and  had  alfo  very  little  in- 
clination to  attain  it,  the  divine  fcrvice  at. 
prefent  adminiftered  in  the  Malay  church, 
was  confiued  to  the  reading  of  a  fermon, 
written  in  that  language,  which  was  effefted 
by  a  iranJkóezoeker,  who  performed  the  office 
of  clerk,  and  who  was,  as  the  abovemen- 
tioned  clergyman  was  pleafed  to  fay,  when 
he  had  been  fcarcely  a  day  or  two  at  ^m- 
èoyna,  the  only  religious  man  on  the  illand.  ■ 
However  uncharitable  and  rafli  the  expref- 
fion  of  this  opinion  was,  it  is,  however,  a 
fa£i,  that  I  met  with  very  few  people  here 
who  had  a  tolerable  knowledge  of  the  doc- 
triaes  of  the  reformed  religion,  or  even  of 
the  moral  duties  prefcribed  by  it. 

There  is  a  very  confidcrable  number  of 

nominal  chriftians,  and  who  have  received 

baptifm,  as  well  on  the  peninfulas  of  Ljeyti- 

moTf  as  at  other  places.     By  an  annotation 
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in  a  refblution  of  the  council  of  polity  at 
jimieyaa^  of  the  nth  of  March,  1774,  it 
appeared,  that  the  reverend  Mr.  van  Ein- 
BRUO  found»  on  a  church-vïjitation  (which 
he  had,  however,  by  fome  obftaclcs,  been 
prevented  from  completing],  in  a  part  only  of 
the  places  belonging  to  this  government,  the 
number  of  21,124  nominal  chriftians,  but 
only  843  church-members. 
■  The  iupcrftitious  re{pe£t  which  thefc  no- 
minal chriftians  pay  to  our  clergymen,  and 
a  few  outward  figns  of  rehgion,  are  the 
principal  marks  by  which  they  are  diftin- 
guifhed  from  the  reft  of  their  countrymen. 

Bcfides  the  regular  clergy,  there  arc  iroH- 
èezoekerSf  and  likewife  ftationary  and  itiner- 
ant fchoolmafters,  who  are  all  paid  by  the 
Company,  and  inftni6t  the  children  of  the 
Amboyncfc  in  reading,  writing,  and  p&l- 
mody,  for  which  purpofc  a  ichool  is  efta- 
bliihed  in  every  negree,  to  which  each  in- 
habitant feuds  his  children  free  of  expence.

X  H  £  number  of  Europeans,  at  leaft  of 
thofe  who  have  any  quality  in  the  fervice  of 
the  Company,  is  fo  ftnall,  that  little  can,  in 
general,  be  faid  with  refpe^  to  any  peculiar 
iQode  of  living  they  niay  obferve.  One 
thing,  however,  is  immediately  an  objcft  of 
remark  to  ftr^ngers,  and  that  is,  that  in  the 
forenoon,  more  ftroug  liquor  is  drank,  either 
arrack  or  geneva,  than  at  Batav/a,  or  in  the 
weft  of  India;  though  at  Macajfer  it  is 
^mojl  the  fame  j  ten  or  twelve  drams  is 
c  c  4  not 
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not  an  uncommon  whet  in  a  morning  at 
Anüx^na ;  and  on  fetting  down  to  dinner,  a 
glafs  of  fpirits  is  the  liril  thing  prciented  to 
the  guefts,  to  ftrengthen  the  Aomach,  and 
raife  an  appetite. 

I  found  little  pleafure  or  ibciability  here ; 
which,  i  was  told,  was  to  be  alcribcd  to  the 
late  governor,  whof«  diftruftful  temper  made 
him  look  upon  all  Ibcial  meetings  with  jea- 
loujy  ;  this  did.  not  feem  improbable  to  me, 
as  I  found  that  a  ihort  time  before  he  left  the 
ifland,  and  when  he  was  not  an  obje<^  of  ap- 
prehenilon  or  hope,  as  before,  both  focial  in- 
tercourfe,  and  innocent  gaiety,  became  daily 
more  prevalent,  which  afforded  much  latif- 
faöion  to  the  new  governor. 

The  common  Europeans,  both  fbldiers 
and  mechanics,  have  very  little  opportunity 
of  .earning  any  money  here,  and  their  pay 
affords  them  little  elfe  than  iago,  and  at 
moA  rice,  with  a  little  fi(h,  for  food,  and 
■  water,  fagwire,  or  arrack,  for  drink.  The 
foldiers  make  a  very  fhabby  appearance; 
their  uniform  is  made  of  blue  linen,  and 
hangs  in  tatters  about  them  ;  without  ihoes 
or  fiockings ;  excepting,  indeed,  the  body- 
guards of  the  governor :  they  attend  the 
parade 
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parade  barefooted,  and  are  badly  difcipliaed: 
to  this  pi6lurc  may  be  added,  an  unhealthy, 
dropfical,  and  feeble  habit  of  body,  occa- 
sioned by  the  immoderate  ufe  ol  fagimre,  to 
which,  too,  is  attributed  the  circumftance  of 
their  all  having  fwoln  and  ulcerated  legs; 
though  this  latter  complaint  is  as  rife  among 
the  failors  and  mechanics,  as  among  the 
military  :  their  number  is  never  complete, 
notwithftanding  the  iupplies  that  are  lent 
every  year  from  Batavia. 

There  are  very  few  women  here,  boru  of 
Buropean  fathers  and  mothers ;  but  there 
are  a  great  number  of  a  mixed  race,  as 
many  Europeans  take  Indian  women  for 
concubines,  whole  children  are  afterwards 
legitimated,  and  incorporated  into  the  Euro- 
pean nation*. 

Married  women  live  here  very  retired ;  they 
do  not  often  jnix  in  company  with  the  men, 
and  ftill  more  feldom  enter  into  converfatton 

*  At  Amiofna,  the  children  of  European  fitbers,  and  Indian 
mothers,  are  called  Mixiicei,  who  are  of  an  otive  complcxioa  ; 
the  cbildrcD  of  a  Mixtici  and  an  European,  are  called  PttfiUts , 
and  thofe  of  a  Ptefiict  and  an  European,  are  Cifiias^  who  ar^ 
nearly  at  fair  as  Europeans;  after  which  no  diftinSioa  is  made, 
but  the  children  proceeding  from  further  unions  uc  reckoned 
among  the  Europeans.

with 
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with  them  j  every  thing  that  is  addrefled  to 
them  is  anfwercd  by  a  fingle  affirmative,  or 
negative,  I  was  told,  that  being  always  ac* 
cuftomed  to  fpeak  the  Malay  tongue,  they 
felt  awkward,  and  were  apprehcnfivc  of 
-cxprefling  thcm(èlves  wrong  in  the  Dutch  ; 
yet  I  obierved  the  fame  referve,  and  want 
of  power  to  carrj'  on  a  converfation,  when 
they  were  fpeakïng  in  the  Malay  language, 
^s  when  they  were  addreHed  in  Dutch. 
Society  is,  then,  here  dividi^d  into  mal?  and 
fpmale,  by  which,  in  my  opinion,  all  com- 
pany is  rendered  dul]|  formal,  apd  dii^grcQ* 
able. 

The  drcfs  of  the  ladies  is  like  that  of  thofQ 
at  Batavia.  The  men  drefs  in  the  Euro- 
pean fafliion,  with  this  peculiarity  however, 
that  the  greateft  contrail  in  colours  is  fought 
after,  for  inflance,  blue  filk  breeches,  vith 
jcartet  waiUcoat,  and  black  or  dark  brown 
coats,  and  vice  verja. 

No  carriages  are  feen  here  ;  indeed^  there 
■  are  no  roads  fit  for  them,  for  the  country  is 
every  where  both  mounti^inous  and  rocky, 
fo  that  it  can  even  fcarcely  be  traverfed  oi^ 
horleback.  A  fort  of  fedan-chairs  arc  m^dc 
ulc  of,  in  the  room  of  .carriages,  with  whicH 

the 
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the  Amboynciè  run  up  and  down  the  moft 
dan^rous  paths  in  the  mountains,  without 
there  being  hardly  a  fingle  example  of  their 
letting  them  fell,  or  overturning  them. 

The  town  of  jimAoyaat  if  a  place  with* 
out  gates  or  walls  maj  deferve  that  name. 
lies  on  the  peninfula  of  Ltytmor,  at  the 
northweft  fide»  about  half  way  between  the 
point  of  Noiifanroel  and  the  pafs  of  Bague- 
mah^  in  a  floping  plain,  at  the  foot  of  the 
mountains  of  S^a^  which  furround  it  be- 
hind, and  end  at  the  Rooden-rbergy  or  Red' 
hill,  about  two  hundred  aqd  twenty  roods, 
xt.N.s.  from  the  caflle. 

The  town  itfelf,  without  the  adjacent 
negrees,  which  may  be  confidered  as  fub- 
urbs,  forms  an  oblong,  irregular  fquare, 
bounded  by  the  Bato  gadjoy  or  Wepbant'i 
river,  on  one  fide,  and  the  If^  tomo  on  the 
other.  According  to  the  plan  of  the  town, 
inade  and  delineated  in  the  year  171S, 
iince  which  time  no  material  alterations 
have  been  made  in  it,  its  length  is  full 
three  hundred  roods,  from  k.e.  to  s.w.  and 
its  breadth  full  one  hundred,  from  the  bay, 
ibutheaftward. 

The  interfeéüons,  called  ftreets,   crois 
each 
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each  other  zt  right  angles ;  many  of  them 
are  pretty  wide,  but  none  of  them  are 
paved. 

Of  the  public  buildings, .  the  Dutch  and 
Malay  churches  were  both  much  damaged 
and  nearly  dcftroyed  by  the  violent  earth- 
quake of  the  year  1755,  the  former  in  lb 
far,  that  it  was  forced  to  be  wholly  puUed 
down,  in  order  to  be  entirely  rebuilt  ;  in 
'this  work,  however,  little  progreis  had  been 
made,  when  I  was  there,  and  fervice  was, 
in  the  mean  time,  performed  under  a  ilted, 
built  of  gaióe  gabbast  and  covered  with 
atap  :  the  Malay  church  was  Iplit  in  fuch  a 
manner'from  top  to  bottom,  that  for  many 
years  it  has  not  been  fealible  to  perform 
any  fervice  in  it,  which  is  now  done,  on 
Sunday  afternoon,  in  the  ihed  appointed  to 
ferve  as  a  fubftitutc  for  the  Dutch  church. 

The  Jiadboufe^  or  townhall,  is  likewife  an 
old  and  ruinous  building ;  behind  it  is  a  large 
fquare  area,  round  which  are  many  little 
apartments,  which  ferve  for  places  of  con- 
finement for  prifoners. 

The  hofpital  ftands  juil  out  of  the  town, 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  Wt^  tomo.  It  was 
entirely  rebuilt  a  few  years  ago.     Near  it

is  a  houfe  appointed  for  the  refidence  of  the 
iupcrintendant  of  the  hofpital.  This  hof- 
pital  is  one  of  the  beft,  aud  fitteft  for  the 
purpofe,  belonging  to  our  Company,  which 
I  have  fccn  in  India  :,  the  building  is  a  very 
good  one,  the  fick  are  well  treated  in  it, 
and  by  the  excellent  attention  of  the  prcfent 
Iupcrintendant,  Mr.  Hengeveld,  they  arc 
kept  extremely  clean  and  neat. 

The  houfe  of  the  governor,  whiph  was 
formerly  the  Company's  cloth-warehoufe, 
and  is  ilill  known  by  that  name  in  their. 
books,  has  not  much  to  recommend  it;  its 
appearance  is  mean,  and  there  are  few,  aud 
thoic  very  indifferent,  rooms  in  it. 

The  houfes  arc,  in  general,  of  one  ftory, 
many  of  them  arc  built  of  wood,  and  al- 
moft  all  are  covf:red  with  atop ;  this  mode 
of  building  is  adopted  becaufe  of  the  dread- 
ful and  frequent  earthquakes  to  which  this 
country  is  fijbjeÖ.  The  houfes  are  com- 
modious enough,  according  to  the  cuftom 
of  the  country,  but  have  not  a  very  ele- 
gant appearance.  Inftead  of  glafs,  frames 
of  matted  cane  arc  ufed  for  the  fake  of 
air,  and  Ukewife  I  believe  not  a  little  in 
order  to  favc  expcnce.  Moft  of  them  have 
little 
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little  gardens,  or  large  iquare  yards  behmd 
them,  in  which  there  is  commonly  a  well  of 
very  good  water. 

Springs  are  very  numerous  htrc ;  going 
only  along  the  fhores  of  the  bay,  and  fcoop- 
ing,  where  there  is  the  leaft  bit  of  beach,  a 
little  hole  with  one's  hand  in  the  fand,  it  is 
immediately  filled  with  fweet  frcflï  water, 
and  that  even  fbmetimes  at  no  greater  dif- 
tance  than  five  or  fix  feet  from  the  jalt 
water.  This  owes  its  caufe,  in  all  proba- 
bility, to  the  nature  of  the  foil,  which  is 
every  where  porous  and  Tandy,  and  imbibes 
the  rain  almoft  as  Ibon  as  it  has  ^en :  I 
have  ièen  that  in  moft  places,  after  the 
moft  incefiant  and  violent  rains,  which  lail- 
ed  for  three  days,  and  raifed  torrents  of 
water  rufliing  through  the  town,  there  have 
been  no  vifible  marks  left,  at  the  end  of 
only  two  hours,  of  its  having  rained  at  all : 
and  I  was  afTured  that  it  was  exadly  the 
fame  cafe,  when  the  rains  continued  for 
three  or  four  weeks,  as  frequently  happened 
during  the  bad  monfoons. 

The  rivers  which  run  along  or  through 

the  town,  or  the  adjacent  negrees,  are,  the 

Baiff  gadja,  or  ^Jepbanf%  river ;  the  Way 

tomo, 
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fomo,  which  runs  between  the  town,  to  the 
S.W.  and  the  negrees  Soya  and  Mandhika,  to 
the  N.B. ;  the  IV^ay  nitocy  which  divides  the 
negree  of  Itaiong  in  two  j  and  the  Way 
atiat,  which  runs  between  this  laft  and  the 
MoorHh  Degree. 

The  three  firft  have  their  fource  in  the 
mountains  of  Scyat  and  the  lafl:  defcends 
chiefly  from  the  Roodenherg. 

I  have  before  obfcrved  that  theic  rivers, 
in  the  good  monfoons,  or  dry  leaibns,  cau 
only  be  looked  upon  as  little  rivulets,  moift- 
cning  but  a  finall  part  of  their  beds ;  but- 
that  in  the  bad  monfoons,  or  rainy  ièa- 
fons,  they  fwell  up  to  a  confiderable  height, 
and  run  with  fuch  force  and  rapidity,  upon 
the  rain  continuing  any  time,  that  they  carry 
away  all  before -them,  and  even  the  bridges 
which  are  built  over  them. 

Juft  above  the'  town,  upon  the  Bato  gadjaj 
a  garden  has  been  laid  out,  and  a  good  hou(è 
built,  by  Governor  van  de»  Stel,  at  the 
expence  of  the  Company,  which  very  much 
refembles  that  called  ^r^/w^f»,  which  his 
brother,  when  governor  at  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  made  in  Hottentot  Holland»  alfo  at  the 
expence 
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expence  of  the  Compaoj.  This  is  the  only 
garden  of  confideratlou  that  I  law  at  Am' 
è^na,  though  there  are,  here  and  there,  a 
few  others,  which  are  called  gardens,  but 
which  folely  confift  of  a  wood  of  fago-trces, 
and  a  plantation  of  cocoanut-trecs ;  that, 
however,  of  Rathe  excepted,  which  at  pre- 
Tent  belongs  to  the  engineer  Van  Waghss, 
and  which  may  be  called  a  handfbme  piece 
of  ground  for  Aaüxiyna. 

As  the  keeping  of  the  firftmentioned  gar- 
den was  a  confiderable  annual  expence  to 
the  Company,  the  government  at  Bottom 
thought  fit,  in  the  year  1769,  to  transfer 
the  fame  to  the  governor  for  the*  time  be- 
ing, for  a  certain  film  of  money,  for  which 
his  fucccilbr  is  obliged,  in  his  turn,  to  take 

it  over :  ■  Mr,  van  der  V paid,  if  I  am 

not  midaken,  two  thoufand  rixdoliars  *  for 
it,  to  the  Company, 

Near  it  is  a  menagery,  in  which  are  kept, 
among  others,  Ibme  very  beautiful  fpeckled 
deer. 

The  governors  generally  refidc  at  this 
place,  when  there  is  nothing  to  call  for  their

prelënce 
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prefènce  at  the  town,  or  when  there  ztc  no 
ihips  in  the  bay. 

The  chief,  if  not  the  only  fortreft,  which 
the  Company  have  at  Amht^Cy  is  the  caftle 
or  fort ;  which,  after  it  was  rebuilt,  was 
called  Nrfo  Vt^oria^  as  the  old  fort  called 
Vtiloria,  which  had  been  ereftcd  by  the 
Portugucie,  being  an  oblong  iquare,  with 
four  baftions,  was  ib  much  damaged  by  the 
earthquake  of  the  year  1755,  that  it  was 
thought  more  eligible  to  build  ati  entire 
.new  fort,  than  to  repair  the  old  one. 

It  itands  clofe  to  the  waterlide,  a  little  to 
the  weft  of  the  mouth  of  the  Way  Nttocy  and 
exaöly  oppofite  to  the  road,  where  ftiïps 
commonly  He  at  anchor. 

]  took  much  pains  to  procure  a  plan  of  it, 
but  the  ftrift  integrity  of  the  prefeut  afting 
engineer,  Mr.  H.  E.  von  Wagner,  was 
proof  againft  the  iblicitations  of  friendfhip, 
and  however  much,  in  other  things,  he 
proved  both  willing  and  anxious  to  give 
me  every  teffimony  of  his  inclination  tq 
render  me  iêrvice,  I  could  not,  in  this  in- 
(lance,  perfuade  him  to  lend  me  a  plan  of 
the  forb  for  ever  fo  fhort  a  time,  in  order 
to  take  a  copy  of  it ;  I  cannot  therefore  fay 
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any  thing  rcfpefling  the  dimenfions  of  the 
works,  and  (hall  only  dcfcribe  the  general 
appearance  of  the  fort. 

Its  fliape  is  very  irregular ;  on  the  land- 
fide,  it  has  three  entire  and  one  demi- 
baftion,  which,  with  their  curtains,  form 
part  of  a  regular  heptagon  :  on  the  water- 
fide,  there  are  two  baftions,  in  the  curtain 
between  which  ftands  the  Watergate,  in 
the  fame  manner,  as  the  landgate  open 
between  the  two  oppofite  baftions,  on  the 
land  fide. 

The  curtain,  or  battery,  which  runs  north 
from  the  eafternmoft  land-baftion,  is  met 
by  a  fimilar  one  coming  from  the  eaftern- 
moft fea-baftion,  making  an  obtufe  angle 
of  between  90"  and  loo",  To  that  the  line 
of  defence  of  the  face  of  the  eafternmoft 
land-baftion  runs  exaftly  upon  this  angle ; 
and  the  flanks  of  thefe  baftions  are  there- 
fore without  defence,  which  is  an  unpar- 
donable fault  in  the  firft  conftruÖion  of  the 
fort,  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  did  not 
require  this  irregular  mode  of  fortification  : 
Mr.  VON  Wagner  intended  to  remedy  this 
fault,  as  much  as  pofiiblc,  by  making,  a  de- 
tached baftion  before  the  angle  made  by  the 
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two  batteries,  by  which  .the&  two'  flanks 
would  be  defended.  >. 

From  the.  demi-baftion»  on  the  wcft'flde, 
a  battery  runs  northward,  and  being  met 
by  another  coming  from  the  weftcrnmoift 
lea-baAion,  they  form  together  an  inverted 
obtule  angle. 

The  lea-baftions,  which  are  liable  to  be 
attacked  by  the  greateft  force,  are  carried 
up  fomewhat  higher,  and  are  rather  larger 
than  the  others  ;  they  are  covered  with 
bonnets  in  the  middle  of  their  faces,  in  or- 
der to  be  the  better  provided  againft  an  en- 
filade. 

A  homwork  extends  before  thefe  baftions, 
and  covers  the  curtain  between  them  j  its 
projecting  angles  command  the  ihore  both 
above  and  below  the  caAle,  by  which  a  land- 
ing  any  where  near  it  is  rendered  very  dif- 
ficult, if  not  impoflible. 

All  thefe  works  are  built  of  brick,  for 
which  purpofc  many  brickkilns  have  been 
eredted  here,  where  very  good  bricks  are 
made. 

They  were  then  about  making  a  covered- 
way,  to  begin  from  the  flank  of  the  wefterti 
D  D  2  fca- 
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iea-baftion*  &»d  to'  run  round  the  fortrefs  to 
the  other  fide  of  the  eafterit  fea-baftton. 

The  whole  is  encircled  by  a  wet  ditch, 
«faicfa  is  the  lame  that  formerly  run  round 
the  outworks  of  the  old  fort. 

This  is  certainly  the  beft  fortification  be. 
longing  to  the  Company,  that  I  have  feen, 
in  India.  Yet  it  is,  by  no  means,  Êivour- 
ably  fituated»  on  account  of  the  near  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  'Roodenhergt  and  the  low- 
Jke&  of  its  &it^  by  which*  in  my  opinion, 
k  WouM  not  be  able  to  make  any  long  «- 
effi:6»al  refinance,  if  the  enemy  were  once 
landed,  and  could  get  their  artillery  oa  Aore, 
&  as  to  ercél  batteries  on  die  furrounding 
heights. 

The  fame  defed  occurs  likewüè  on  the 
fide  that  looks  towards  the  bay  j  for  üiips,  if 
prc^wiiy  moored,  can  enfilade  nwft  of  the 
lines  of  defence,  at  high  water  j  tbc  water 
fifing  here,  in  ^ii^  tides,  full  ten  feet; 
and  the  homwork,  which  is  full  one-half 
lower  than  the  main  body  of  the  place,  is 
confcquently  flill  more  expoled. 

1  purpofbly  add  the  fuppofition  that  the 

&ips  be  prc^rly  moored;  for  the  greateft 

ftrength 
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Arength  of  the  place  refts  upoa  the  im- 
pradicability  of  bringing  fliips  to  at&ck  ic 
in  a  proper  fltuation.  As  there  is  no  an- 
choring-grouad  except  cloie  to  the  flitu'c, 
the  Ihips  are  exinfed  to  the  fire  of  forty  or 
üfty  pieces  of  heavy  artillery  long  before  ' 
they  are  able  to  let  go  their  anchors,  and 
put  iprings  upon  their  cables,  in  order  to 
haul  the  veflels  round ;  and  all  this  is  not 
ib  eafily  done  under  fucb  a  fire,  if  the  ar- 
tillery upon  the  batteries  be  but  well  ferved. 

The  natuK  of  the  bay  too,  the  prevail- 
ing winds  which  blow  here,  and  the  caloas 
which  are  not  uiifrequent,  together  with 
the  flrong  currents  fetting  cadiaually  in 
and  out  of  the  bay,  are  formidable  obfta- 
cles  to  prevent  ftiips  from  forming  their 
attack,  whilft  iindcr  laU,  and  much  more 
from  making  good  a  landing  here  ;  for 
which  reaibn  a  landing  mull  be  attempted 
at  a  more  convenient  place,  which  might 
perhaps  be  found,  either  in  the  bight  near 
Hamahoefi^  or  in  the  Portugutfe  bay. 

And,  although  the  old  fort  of  ViBoria  is 

not  to  be  compared,  in  point  of  flrength,  to 

the  prcfciit  one,  I  do  not  believe  that  our 

people  would  ever  have  fucceeded,  in  the 

D  D  3  year 
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-year  1605,  in  getting  poflcffion  of  AmboynOf 
or  rather  of  the  peninfula  of  Leytmor»  at- 
tacking it,  at  leaft,  as  they  did,  at  this  place^ 
had.  the  Portuguefe  defended  this  lettlemcnt 
with  the  iame  bravery  as  they  did  their  other 
poffeilions,  and  not  given  it  up  in  io  cow- 
ardly a  manner. 

There  is  another  great  defeft,  at  leaft  it 
appeared  in  that  light  to  me,  namely,  this 
great  extent  of  the  fort.  It  is  {0  large,  that 
if  all  the  works  were  to  be  properly  man- 
ned, all  the  military  to  be  found  here,  wsuld 
Icarcely  be  fufGcient  to  defend  one  half  of 
them.  Moreover,  no  lefs  than  a  hundred 
pieces  of  cannon  are  requisite  to  provide  all 
the  batteries  as  they  ought  to  be,  and  there 
are  no  more  than  fifty  or  fixty  cannoneers  in 
the  whole  province. 

In  order  to  fortify  the  bay  ftill  more,  the 
engineer,  Von  Wagner,  has  propofed  to 
crefl  two  new  batteries,"  viz.  one,  a  ihort 
mile  fouthweft  of  ViBoria,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Êlephants-TiwcTy  to  command  the  part 
of  the  bay,  called  the  VrymanSy  or  free  mer- 
chants' road,  and  to  be  able  to  rake  the 
fliips  which  may  He  to  the  weftward  of  the 
caAle ;  and  anothef  upon  the  point  of  the 
Lfthat 
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Labot  for  which  all  Oiips  coming  up  the 
bay  muft  fleer  'm  a  ftrait  dire£Hon,  in  order 
to  keep  clofe  in  with  the  windward  ftiore ; 
which  propofal  has  met  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  fupreme  government  at  Batavia. 
Perhaps  another  battery  near  or  upon  the 
point  of  Alangy  would  be  of  Hill  greater 
utility,  for  fhips  entering  the  bay  muft 
equally  fleer  ftrait  for,  and  very  clofe  along, 
it,  in  order  not  to  be  in  danger  of  being 
driven  to  leeward  of  the  bay,  by  the  cur- 
rents. 

•  I  did  not  fee  any  of  the  other  little  forts 
which  the  Company  have  at  Hila,  Sapourot 
HaroukOf  and  Larike ;  but,  according  to  the 
information  I  received  refpcfting  them,  they 
are  of  little  confequence,  and  at  mofl  flrong 
enough  to  keep  the  natives  in  awe*. 

The

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The  buildings  within  the  Fort  of  Neè 
FiSoria  are  not  yet  all  finifhed ;  there  are, 
however,  already  two  powidcr-tnagazines, 
the  rice  and  fpice-warebou(ès,  the  naval 
ftoreboufe,  the  provilion  -  war^oufb,  the 
dwellinghouüê  of  the  comptroller  of  equïp- 
mentf  and  the  guardhoufe  at  the  landgate ; 
but  no  beginning  has  yet  been  made  with 
the  government-houfe,  or  the  dwellings  for 
the  lenior  merchant;  and  the  c^>cain  com- 
mandant of  the  military  t  the  Watergate  is 
likewife  not  entirely  completed. 

Mr.  VAN  DER  V ■  told  me,  that  the 

ere&ioa  of  this  fortrefs  had  already  coft  the 
Company  two  miUioas  of  gilders* ;  but  the 
engineer.  Von  Wagner,  ftated  the  ci- 
pcnce  of  it  confiderably  lower. 

the  point  of  Tetatoane;  the  redoubt  Dil/t,  of  fix  gum,  MPtt*, 
and  Fort  Dmrfttedt  at  Saftura  ;  and  upon  Oma,  Fort  ZttlanJk 
at  Harmit,  The  capture  of  jimi^Ma  and  Baada  bythe  Eng' 
Ulh.  wiU  affotd  opportuoitieB  to  us  of  becoming  fully  «- 
quünted  with  every  particular  refpefting  thofe  remote  but 
raluable  and  interefting  fetttements.  It  is  to  be  hoped  thU 
ÜHne  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  naw^  or  Eumy  who  went  upon 
thai  eqieditioD,  will  &vour  the  public  with  an  account  of  tbcfe 
acquifitions ;  men  of  genius  and  obferration  are  not  wtnting 
nthcr  among  our  naval  nr  military  officers,  and  a  naiiative  of 
the  ezpeditioo  alluded  to,  may  not  only  be  bid  to  be  de&td, 
but  alfo  lo  be  expeAed,  from  fome  of  tfacnr.  T.

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CHAPTER  VII. 

The  Clove-trade. — EnJeavotau  vf  the  Dutch  fo  re- 
tain it  exclufivefy  io  themfeh'es.-~-Jttempis  of  tbf 
Englifi)  to  farticipate  in  it. — Garrijens  and  Efta- 
hlijbmera  at  Amboyka. — Profits  and  Charges  of 
this  Province.

X  HE  chief,  if  not  the  Ible,  advantage 
derived  to  the  Company  from  the  pofleffion 
oi  Ambi^na  and  its  dependencies,  is  the  col- 
le^on  of  cloves,  and  the  maftery  of  this 
article  to  the  exclulion  of  all  other  nations, 
by  which  they  are  enabled,  at  pleafure,  to 
raife,  or  lower,  the  price. 

This  gave  rife,  at  an  early  period,  after 
the  conqueil  of  the  iflaiid,  to  much  jealoufy 
and  ahimofity  between  the  Dutch  and  the 
Engliflt,  and  thefe  difputes  did  not  terminate 
with  the  expulüon  óf  the  latter  from  the 
idand, 
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ifland,  but  were  made  a  pretence,  many 
years  afterwards,  for  declaring  war  againft 
the  republic :  they  were  not  finally  fettled 
till  the  conclufion  of  the  peace  of  Breda^  in 
the  year  1667. 

The  Company  i^ould  not,  however,  ever 
have  fucceeded  in  fecuring  to  themfelves  the 
cxclufive  trade  in  this  fpice,  which  is  fpou- 
taneoufly  produced  in  aJl  the  adjacent  Mo- 
lucca iflands*  had  they  not  endeavoured 
wholly  to  transfer,  and  confine,  the  cultiva- 
tion of  it  to  Amhoyna ;  partly  by  fubduing 
the  princes  of  thole  iflands  by  force  of  arms, 
and  prefcribing  to  them  fuch  conditions  of 
peace  as  they  found  convenient,  the  princi- 
pal of  whicli  had  relation  to  the  clove-trade, 
efpeciaily  with  reipeft  to  the  kings  of  TVr- 
itate^  Tidore,  Machiany  and  Bacbian,  com- 
pclliijg  them  not  to  fell  any  of  the  cloves, 
produced  in  their  dominions,  to  any  other 
nation ;  and  partlv,  by  forcing  them,  about 
the  middle  of  the  laft  cqntury,  to  deftroy  all 
the  clove-trees,  which  grew  in  their  territo- 
ries, for  which  they  were  to  receive  an 
equivalent  in  money. 

In  the  fame  manner,  the  Company  have 
entered  into  a  contraft  with  the  king  of 
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Bouton,  to  whoiê  dominion  many  places  be- 
long, which  yield  fpices,  that  he  fliall  not 
only  allow  the  extirpator,  whom  they  diC- 
patch  every  year  on  an  expedition  through 
the  iflands,  to  perform  the  fervicc  on  which 
he  is  fent,  but  fhall  alfo  afford  him  every 
affiftancein doing  it. 

Yet,  notwithftanding  all  this,  and  how  far 
ibcver  they  may  be  able  to  extend  their  ex- 
tirpations in  the  circumjacent  countries,  they 
will  never  be  able  wholly  to  prevent  other 
nations  from  procuring  fpices  without  their 
Intermediation.  There  are  too  many  iflands, 
and  too  widely  dïlperlèd,  that  produce  thefe 
commodities,  of  which  neither  they,  nor 
their  allies,  are  in  pofleffion,  or  poflibly  can 
be,  without  entirely  exhaufting  themfelves 
by  the  ereftion  of  numerous  fortrelTés,  which 
arc  indilpenfably  necefiary,  if  ail  intercourfe 
with  foreign  nations  ïnuft  be  prevented*. 

Thus 

*  However  affiduous  the  Dutch  are  in  the  deSradion  of 
fpice-trees,  they  never  have,  or  can,  fucceed  in  extirpating 
ihem  all.  It  »  only  in  places  of  eafy  accels,  and  near  the  üi, 
that  they  are  generally  cut  down,  but  they  grow  abundantly  in 
many  retired  fpots  of  the  large  and  woody  ifland  of  GiUto, 
in  the  recefiës  of  Ceram,  upon  Oiriy,  Mjfel,  in  the  forefis  of 
ffatbin»,  a>  well  as  upon  CaJoefaa,  and  many  other  ifianda,

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Thus  the  £ngliih  formed  a  iettlement

eaft  coaft  of  Borneo^  m  order  to  lay  the  foun- 
dation there  for  a  place  of  trade,  whither  the 
tlandeftine  dealers  in  fpice  might  bring  their 
goods,andthus  furni(h  our  rivals  with  the  arti- 
cles out  of  which  we  endeavour  to  keep  them. 

where  they  are  inacceffible  to  the  deftruftive  ax  of  the  extir- 
paror ;  and  what  is  aiftually  deftroyed,  is  not,  perhaps,  the  bun- 
dradth  put  of  the  trees  producing  the  precious  fpicet.  The 
parties  fent  out  oq  fuch  bufïnelï,  generally  confift  of  a  military 
officer,  or  fome  civil  fervani  beloning  to  the  Dutch,  with  three 
or  four  Europeao  attendants,  and  perhaps  twenty  or  thirty 
Bu^uefs  Ibtdiers,  with  thcv  officer.  Tliejr  generally  make  it 
apvty  of  pleafure^  and  the  Bngguefs officer  (while tbc ctuef  is 
regaUng  himfelf  in  the  heat  of  the  day)  lets  off  to  the  wofxis 
with  fome  of  his  men,  where  he  executes  his  commiflion  juft 
«B  it  fuits  his  convenience ;  taking  care  to  bring  back  plenty  <^ 
branches,  to  Ihenr  hit  afiiduity,  when,  perhaps,  they  are  all 
ftroRi  poe  tree.  Sometimes  a  ferjeant  at  an  outpoft,  to  get  iaio 
javour  with  bis  chief,  fends  an  account  of  his  having  diC- 
covered,  on  a  certain  fpot,  a  parcel  of  fpice-trees;  with  news, 
perhaps,  at  iIk  fame  time,  that  he  bas  deftroyed  them  tU: 
pofEbly  the  chiefs  dooieftics  might  inform  him  of  many  more 
fuch  fpots  at  hand,  but  they  are  too  wife  to  fiiy  much  on  fo 
deUcatc  a  fubjeft.    T, 
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The  garriibns  which  the  Compaii}'  keep 
in  this  proviace,  were  fixed,  in  the  year 
1752,  at  nine  hundred  nten,  including  the 
feamen  and  the  pennifts.  His  excellency. 
Governor  Mossel,  &ys,  in  his  further  me- 
morial, written  in  the  year.  1753,  that  this 
number  is  fufficient,  fince  Anéoyna  has 
nothing  to  fear  from  an  European  enemy*. 

By  that  memorial,  the  profits  which  ac- 
crue annually  to  the  Company  upon  the  fale 
of  goods,  are  cftimated  at  forty  thoufend  gil- 
ders; the  proceeds  of  the  rent  of  landc,  ex- 
ciie  dutks,  a  doty  of  five  per  cent  upon  the 
fak  of  real  property,  the  flamp  duties,  and 
the  pro(bice  of  the  permits  granted  for  the 
importation  and  exportation  of  private  mer- 
chandize, are  computed  to  be  thirty  thouland 
gilders:  and  all  the  receipts  are,  confequently, 
taken  at  fevetrty  thoufand  gilders ;  which 
fum,  by  a  further  menwrial  of  economy, 
was  reduced  to  fixty-fix  thoufand  gilders : 
-and  even  this  latter  fum  is  not  now  drawn

froDo  thofe  óbjeös  ;  fixty  or  fcvcnfy  bales  of 
coarfc  piccegoods,  which  are  annually  dit 
pofed  of  here  at  aa  advance  of  from  feventy 
to  eighty  per  cent,  the  good  vent  whereof 

„likewife  depends  much  upon  the  fuccefs  or 
failure  of  the  crop  of  cloves,  do  not  fuffice, 

,  with  the  other  revenues,  to  make  up  that 
amount. 

According  to  the  abovementioned  memo- 
rial of  Governor  Mossel,  the  annual  charges 
of  this  government  ought  not  to  exceed  oiic 
hundred  and  eighty-five  thoufand  gilders,  in 
order  that  the  defalcation  on  the  four  eaAern 
pravinces  ihould  not  be  more  than  four  hun- 
dred thoufand  gilders  a  year ;  but,  by  the 
lateft  memorial,  the  charges  of  Amieyna 
were  ftated  at  ƒ  176,518.0,  o;  and,  in  the 
five  laft  years,  they  have  averaged  yearly 
ƒ.265,549.  10.  II,  fo  that  they  anally 
amount  to  ƒ  89,03 1. 10.  11  every  year,  more 
than  Mossel  Aated  them  at*. 

Thefe, 

*  The  calculations  of  General  Mossel  of  the  revenues  aod 
ci^ges  of  tlie  feveral  cftabliOiments  of  the  Dutch  Eafl^Iodia 
Company,  are  always  particularly  mentioned  in  (his  woffc, 
and  contraAed  with  the  afhial  amounts  of  each  in  the  year

Thefe,  as  well  as  the  charges  of  the  go- 
vernment of  Macajfer  and  Ternatet  muft  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  profits  upon  the  cloves, 
nutmegs,  and  mace^  which  mull,  likewife, 
contribute  towards  making  good  the  ex- 
pences  of  the  Company  at  Batavia  and  at 
faom^ï  but  can  any  favourable  expet^tions 
of  future  advantage  be  entertained  on  this 
head,  when  we  confider  the  great  dccreafe 
which  is  experienced  in  the  fale  of  the  firft 
named  fpice?  Three  millions  of  pounds  re- 
maining ilill  in  the  warehoufes  at  Batavia, 

one  which  they  call  bet  itfijaar,  or  year  in  which  a  generd 
review  is  taken  of  ail  their  concerns,  as  h  dooe  every  ten 
years;  becaufe  the  calculations  of  that  gentleman  have  not 
only  formed  the  baGs  upon  which  the  revenues  and  charges  of 
each  feltlement,  as  flatcd  in  tlie  famous  Hjfioire  Pbilofe^iqiu  et 
Peliiijue  ot  Abhé  Raymal,  have  been  computed,  but  have 
alfo  obtained  a  great  and  almofl  decifive  authority  in  eflablilh- 
ing  the  advantages  or  difadvintages  reaped  by  the  Dutch  from 
their  Indian  poUefiions.  In  the  courfe  of  tliis  work,  they  fre- 
quently appear  to  be  confiderably  different  ftom  the  aAual 
amount  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure,  and  are,  in  b&, 
rather  calculations  of  what  thcfe  ought  to  be,  than  what  they 
really  are.  In  1779,  the  charges  of  ^«^«i  were/.aoi,o84; 
and  the  whole  of  the  revenues,  including  the  profits  upon  the 
fale  of  goods  (five  per  cent  on  the  Cilc  bdog  allowed  to  the 
goveroor  and  fecoad,  two-thirds  to  the  former,  and  one-third 
to  the  latter),  amounted  to  no  more  than /.48,747,  leaving  a 
balance  again  ft  tbc  Company  ofy.t  52,33  j,  or  about  13,8^0/. 
ilerling.    7". 
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bf  which  no  mor«  than  oiw-fifteenth  part 
eai)  be  annually  diipofed  of  in  the  Indies, 
together  with  a  ftock  on  hand  in  Holland, 
large  enough  to  fupply  the  confumption  of 
Europe  for  the  fpacc  of  ten  years,  and  the 
quantities  oi  cloves  that  from  time  to  time 
are  committed  to  the  flames  by  the  Com- 
pany, in  order  to  leflen  their  fuperabundant 
ftock,  form  proofs  enough  of  the  deereafe  of 
the  clove-trade,  and  do  not  require  further 
animadverfion  than  the  bare  mention  of 
them*.

*  Every  clore-trceh  calcalated  to  produce  annnalljr,  upon 
<n  average,  two,  or  \wo  and  a  bal^  poundi  of  ctoTCs,  A>  that 
the  3'early  crop  is  at  leafi  one  million  pounds  per  annum  front 
the  500A00  ctoTc-tren  allowed  to  be  cultivated;  much  [argex 
crops  are  frequently  nude,  though  in  fome  yean  tjiey  fall  ma- 
terially Ihort,  and  yield  but  a  trifliilg  quantity.  One  of  the 
largeft  Tales  of  cloves  made  in  Holbnd,  was  in  the  year  1714* 
when  4.35,427  pounds  were  fold;  in  17581  no  more  than 
xoo,ooo  pounds  were  fold ;  in  1778,  134,271  pounds;  andia

beimmenfe;  they  cndeaf  our  to  moderate  this  iuperflnity  bf 
-  burning  largeqaantities  of  fpices  from  time  to  time;  SirWit- 
LiAM  Tkmfli  fays,  in  his  Obfervations  upon  Holland,  that» 
Parchman,  who  had  been  at  the  Spicc-iflaods,  told  him,  that 
be  faw,  at  one  time,  thiec  heaps  of  mttmep  burot,  each  <rf 
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On  a  fuperficial  view,  when  we  are  told 
that  every  pound  of  cloves  only  ftands  the 
Company  in  4^  ftivers,  the  mace  in  9^  fti- 
vers,  and  the  nutmegs  about  half  as  cheap 
a$  the  cloves,  it  Ihould  fëem  that  the  Spice- 
-  idands 

which  was  more  than  an  ordinary  church  could  hold ;  in 
1760,  M.  Bbaumakb  faw  at  JmjitTdatit^  near  the  admiralty, 
X  £rc  of  fpices,  tbc  fuel  of  which  was  valued  at  r,ooo,ooo  of 
livm,  and  as  much  was  to  be  burnt  on  the  day  following; 
the  tranflator  of  this  woik  has  Idmfeif  been  witneü  to  the 
burmng  of  large  quantities  of  clovet,  nutmegs,  and  cinnamon, 
npon  the  little  ifland  of  NmlaaJ,  near  SHJJklurgi,  in  Zea- 
lamdy  the  aromatic  fcent  whereof  perfumed  the  air  for  many 
mile*  around.  Although  the  Dutch  have  thus,  by  al}  the 
means  in  their  power,  endeavoured  to  couiiteTafl  the  iodul- 
geat  bounty  of  heaven,  they  have  not,  in  any  infbncc,  attained 
their  objeA;  for,  exclufive  of  the  impoffibiUty  of  preventing 
the  fpootaaeons  produftion  of  fpices  in  the  extenfivt  woods  of 
hundreds  of  iflands,  of  which  they  fcarcely  know  the  names  or 
fituation,  and  the  conftaot  chndelline  trade  carried  on  i»^ 
fpices.  by  the  Fapuas,  Cerammen,  Bouginefe,  and  Chinefe, 
the  confumption  of,  and  demands  for,  cloves  have  fo  much 
decreafed,  that  the  monopoly  is  no  more  worth  fhe  expences 
of  retaining  it  cxclufiveiy  :  and  in  regard  to  nutmegs,  they 
have  been  the  dupes  oi  their  own  avarice;  for,  confining  ait 
much  as  poffible,  the  cultivation  of  that  fpice  to  the  iflands  of 
Banday  it  was  nearly  annihilated  there  in  the  year  177S,  by  a 
violent  hurricane  and  earthquake,  and  few  fiippltes  of  con- 
iideiation  have  been  obtained  for  feveral  years  afterwards. 
When  Admiral  Rafniei  took  polTeffion  q{  Amhit/na,  in  179^ 
he  found,  in  the  treafury,  81,113  rixdoilan,  and  in  ttore 
ji{,94otf.  of  dovei.  The  imporrationt  into  England,  by  tlte 
TOL.  11.  E  E  Eafl- 
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jflands  afford  an  Inexhauftible  fource  of 
riches,  fince  the  felling  price  exceeds  the 
coft  in  fo  uncommon  a  degree  ;  but  if  we 
go  fiirther,  and  confider  that  tfaefe  Arcc 
articles  of  trade  muil  bear  the  whole  ex- 
pence  of  all  the  four  eaftern  provinces,  to 
which  muft  be  added  the  charges  of  fcvcn 
or  eight  fhips,  employed  in  fetching  them, 
it  will  be  found  that  they,  in  fa^,  coft  very 
dear.* 

The  great  fuperfluity  of  cloves  has,  in- 
deed, been  endeEtvoured  to  be  prevented  1^ 
diminifhing  the  number  of  clovc-trees,  front

means  the  Company  ruin  their  Amboynele 
fubje^;  and  if  fortune  Ihould  ever  again 
favour  them,  and  the  vent  of  this  article  be 
again  as  large  as  heretofore,  they  would  find 
that  they  were  poflefled  of  the  foil  for  pro- 
ducing them,  but  not  of  clove-trees,  which 
require  more  years  to  arrive  at  maturity, 
than  moments  to  be  dcilroyed. 

I  fliould  now  have  to  make  ibme  mention 
of  the  bongitogty  or  yearly  expedition  of  the 
governor  of  Ambvfruit  with  a  fleet  of  corro- 
corroi,  nmnd  Ceram,  and  the  neighbouring 
iflands,  if  Valentyn  had  not  {o  amply 
related  every  particular  of  it,  that  I  can  only 
add,  that  it  did  not  take  place  during  the 
time  I  was  at  Ambtyna^  the  month  of  OGio- 
ber  being  the  period  appointed  for  it.*

*  The  hsMfi,  or  fleet  of  armed  arrtcMrai  of  jSmbgxa,  was 
Inflilutecl  by  Goveniof  HorrMAif,  in  the  beginning  of  tbe 
feventeenth  century.  la  the  month  of  Oflobcr,  the  &ire(l 
■  leafba  of  the  year,  they  aflemble  in  the  bay  of  Amhjna  ;  all 
the  difTerent  r^abi,  and  eroKajw,  are  then  bound  to  appear 
with  thrir  ctmttrrt,  in  order  to  accompany  tbe  governor  in 
this  annual  espeditioo  round  the  iOands  under  his  jurif- 
AdioD.

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Between  the    iSth   and    19th  óf  April, 
we  felt  here  an  earthquake,  which  lafted

the  Indians  (hat  ^re  fubjeél  to  the  Company ;  of  preventing 
and  difcovering  al!  illicit  trade  ;  and  of  deAroying  fucb  fpic^ 
trees  as  are  found  growing  in  places  where  ibey  are  notal- 
lowed:  one  chief  purpofe,  howEver»  is,  that  numbere  of  the 
common  people,  who  are  obliged,  by  their  tenure,  to  ferve  the 
Company  during  one  month  in  the  year,  are  by  this  means 
taken  away  from  the  coljeftion  of  the  crop  of  cloves  wtüch 
fills  in  about  this  time,  and  which  is,  in  confequcncc,  Buich 
leflëned  for  want  of  hands,  it  being,  as  we  have  before  leen, 
a  great  objeft  of  policy  in  the  Company  to  prevent  a  too 
abundant  fupply.  They  are  obliged  to  maintain  themfelves 
during  this  expedition,  which  lalls  five  or  fix  weeki,,  except 
that  the  Company  allow  each  man  one  and  a  half,  or  two 
pounds  of  rice  per  day  ;  and  to  the  wengeaytt,  when  tbey  fet 
ou),  three  gallons  of  arrack,  twelve  pounds  of  pork,  or  beef, 
and  a  meafure  of  rice.  This  expedition  has,  at  different 
times,  been  neglefled ;  but  the  annual  performance  of  it  has 
been  frequently  enjoined  by  thego+ernmentat  ^aMDitf,andin 
particular  in  the  years  1680,  1688,  and  1693,  when  the  coafls 
of  Ceram  were  greatly  infefted  by  the  tncurHons  of  the  Papuas.

If  Any  village  it  unable  to  join  the  fleet  with  their  ap- 
pointed earramrot,  or  is  excafed  from  the  ferrice  bf  the  go* 
Teinor,  they  mull  burn  a  kilo  of  lime  for  the  Company ; 
and  if  t  bey  wilfully  ncgled  it,  they  are  fubjed  to  arbitrary 
puaifluneat»  The  governor  ufed  formerly  to  carry  his  flag 
on  the  «wTwwT»  of  the  rajah  of  Himjfom'vel,  but  the  rajah  of 
Tilofway  has  oov  that  privilege  }  this  earrtcam  is  one  of  four  . 
piadj*!^  or  rankt  of  paddlers,  an^  is  provided  with  two  or 
three  handfome  apartments  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
governor,  who  is  attended  by  a  guard  of  fifty  or  Gxty  foldjcrs. 
The  fleet  is  divided  into  Uiree  divi6ons,  the  flrft  being  all 
ttrrtcmvi  of  Chri&ian  chiefs,  the  Iccond  of  Mabomedans, 
and  the  third  panly  of  Chriflians  and  partly  of  Pagan  chiefs.

/TlFTER  my  fliip  had  been  unladen,  and 
had  taken  in  a  new  cargo,  we  left  the  road ; 
we  were  the  whole  of  that  day,  and  the 
following  night,  in  working  down  the  bay, 
keeping  always  on  the  windward  fide,  which 
■  was  the  fliorc  of  Leyimor,  as,  on  .entering, 
it  bad  been  that  o(  Hitoe. 

Qn  the  9th  of  June,  at  funrifc,  we  were 
breaft

abreafl:  of  the  Portuguefe  bay,  and  at  ten 
o'clock,  A.M.  we  were  out  at  fea. 

At  fonfet  we  got  fight  of  the  ifland  j^m- 
ilamoj  and  on  the  next  morning,  of  the 
HIand  Bouro,  abreaft  of  us,  to  n.n.e. 

On  the  nth,  in  the  evening,  wc  faw  the 
jflands  of  Se.  Mattkew»  from  the  maintop, 
and  lay-by  during  the  night,  on  account  d£ 
our  vicinity  to  the  Toucan-beffis. 

In  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  we 
again  purfued  our  courfe,  but  made  but 
little  fail,  as  the  air  was  very  thick,  by 
the  rain,  and  we  had  no  good  view,  in  or« 
der  not  to  fall  unexpeftedly  upon  the  Toa- 
can-bejfis  ;  at  feven  o'clock^  however,  wc 
iuddenly  ikw  them  before  us,  about  a  league 
ahead ;  we  inftantly  tacked  and  ftood  offi 
till  the  weather  cleared  up  a  little,  and  till, 
at  eight  o'clock,  we  could  purfue  our  voyage 
again.  We  paffed  thofb  dangerous  iflands, 
and  had  likewife  a  view  of  the  ifland  Ca- 
doepan,  where  it  is  faid  that  many  cloves 
are  produced ;  fteering  for  the  eafl:  point  of 
Bouten,  which  we  doubled  about  midnight. 
On  the  13th,  ait  funfet,  we  £tw  the  ifland 
Cabyne  and  Hagedijin,  or  Lizard-\f\a;^é  i  *" 
«n  the  morning  of  the  next  day,  the 
ifland 
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iiland  Salter,  and  two  hours  afterwanb 
the  coafl  of  Celebes^  with  the  little  illands 
the  BuJgeroom  lying  between  them ;  at  ten 
o'clock,  A.M.  we  pafled  this  narrow  ftrait 
in  lafety,  running  between  the  &uthem- 
mod  and  middlemoft  of  the  BudgeroonSy  at 
the  diftancc  of  one-eighth  of  a  league  from 
the  former. 

In  the  afternoon  we  founded,  for  the  firft 
time,  in  thirty-four  fathoms,  ftifFclay,  being 
then  abread  of  BoeU-cvmba^  about  three 
leagues  off  fliore. 

Sailing  by  the  lead,  during  the  night, 
along  the  coaft  of  Celebes^  we  were,  oa  the 
morning  of  the  next  day,  by  the  ifland 
^anakeka  ;  whence  we  fteered  our  courfe  fo 
as  to  pafs  the  Laars^  or  Boot,  at  a  pro- 
per place.  At  noon  we  faw  ^hc  Tpffyw,  of 
Tunny  iflands,  and  at  funfet  the  iflands  of 
Salinas,  bearing  north,  five  leagues,  fbund- 
ing  continually  with  a  line  of  tweuty-five 
fathoms,  without  ftrlking  ground  upon  the 
Laars. 

On  the  1 6th  we  again  Aruck  foundings, 
which  we  afterwards  kept. 

On  the  17th  we  got  fight  of  the  iÜand 

Great  So/ombo,  which  we  found  to  be  of  a 

moderate 
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moderate  height,  and  placed  too  fiir  (öatii 
ia  the  charts,  by  thirteen  minutes,  or  three 
leagues  and  a  quarter.  Hence  we  fteered» 
in  order  to  make  the  ifland  Madura^  of 
which  we  came  in  fight  the  next  day  at 
noon. 

On  the  2oth,  at  fiinrife,  we  pafled  Man- 
dtlique,  and  anchored  at  two  o'clock,  p.u. 
in  the  outer  road  of  yaparOy  and  fending 
our  boat  on  ihore  for  refrefliments,  we  re- 
ceived a  plentifiil  iupply  the  next  day  from 
the  worthy  refidcnt,  Mr.  van  dbr  Beke  $ 
at  the  fame  time  I  received  information 
that  my  fiiip,  Ouwerjkeri^  was  appointed,  by 
the  government  of  Batavia^  to  go  a  voyage 
to  Surat. 

In  the  afternoon  we  faw  the  point  of 
Pama/aagf  and  the  lofty  fummit  of  Mount 
Taga/. 

On  the  23d,  the  hill  of  Cberihn  wa« 
abreaA,  and  the  point  of  Indramaye  nearly 
ahead  of  us  ;  in  the  afternoon  we  faw  the 
Boamptjens  iflands,  and  in  the  evening  we 
reckoned  that  we  had  pafled  the  rock  upon 
which  the  Ihip  called  the  Cajik  of  Woerdtn 
was  loft. 

The  following  day,  in  the  morning,  w& 
law 
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faw  the  high  trees  of  Sedary^  and  at  fuulct 
we  came  to  an  anchor  o^  Murderer's  Point, 
and  in  fight  of  the  ifland  Edam. 

On  the  25th,  at  eleven  o'clock,  a.m.  wc 
got  under  fail,  and  paflirig  between  the  little 
iflands  of  Leydm  and  Enkbuizen^  we  fteered 
for  the  road  of  Batavia^  where  we  caA  an- 
chor at  three  o'clock;  p.m. 

Before  1  go  any  farther,  I  thiuk  it  ne- 
ceflary  to  fay  fomething  refpeöing  the  na- 
■wgation  to  Amb^na^  as  it  is  deferving  of 
much  attention,  and  has  always  been  held  a 
very  dangerous  voyage. 

There  are  three  circumftances  which  often 
unite  to  make  it  very  hazardous,  and  are  the 
chief  caules  of  the  difficulty  and  peril  which 
are  complained  of: 

Firil,  the  bad  and  -  inaccurate  charts  of 
this  palfage,  which  are  made  ufe  of ;  and 
■which  are  certainly  extremely  dcfcÖive, 
notwithftanding  the  governor  general.  Mos- 
sel, alleges,  in  his  further  memorial,  that 
at  that  time  (the  year  1753),  the  charts 
had  been  Ha  improved,  that,  for  two  or  three 
years  before,  none  of  the  (hips  trading  to 
the  eaA  had  been  loft.  I  am  therefore  not 
at  all  furprized,  that,  before  that  time,  Jhips 
were 
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were  loft  every  year,  if  they  were  without 
any  other  aid  than  that  of  fuch  deceitful 
guides.      If  I  may  judge   from   the  charts 
which  are  thus  pretended  to  be  improved, 
and  which  are  at  prefent  given  to  the  Ihips 
-  that  perform  that  voyage,  they  muft  un- 
doubtedly have  plunged  many  au  intrepid 
fcaman,  who  had  uot  before  ploughed  thelc 
dangerous  fcas,  into  uncertainty  and  dcfpair, 
and  have   driven  him   headlong  into  the 
midft  of  unknown  and  unavoidable  dangers. 
The  firft  and  chiefeft  requifite  of  a  good 
{èa*chart  is,  that  in  it  the  iflands  and  coafls 
be  accurately  laid  down  in  their  proper  lati- 
tudes ;   and  all   the    charts   from   yava  to 
j^mioyija,  are  glaringly  defective  in  this  par- 
ticular' ;  one  ifland  is  placed  too  far  north, 
another  too  for    fouth,  and  this  is .  occa- 
sioned by   the  obfervations,  whence  theic 
charts  have  been  made,  not  being  exaét. 
This  might  be  adduced  as  a  difculpation  of 
the  hydrographer,  were  it  not  that  the  na- 
vigators of  later  times  have  conftantly  noted 
down,  and  pointed  out  theiê  defe£ls  in  the 
journals  of  their  Amboyna  voyages.     My 
obfervations  agreed  with  three  of   them, 
ivhich  I  took  with  me  for  reference,  when 
I  went 
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I  went  to  Amhcyna.  Yet  has  not  all  this 
fufficed  to  produce  the  removal  of  thU  hurt- 
fta  dcfeft. 

The  fecond  necefiary  rcquifitc  of  a  chart 
is,  that  the  true  dire£lion  of  the  coafls,  and 
the  exzB.  politions  of  the  iflands*  and  their 
bearings  with  relpeft  to  the  nearell  land, 
be  duly  and  accurately  attended  to.  The 
defective  ftate  of  the  charts  in  queftion, 
in  this  particular  too,  is  not  a  little  com- 
plained of,  and  remains  equally  unre3ified, 
although  many  reports  have  been  made 
by  navigators,  on  the  fubje£t.  And,  laftly, 
that  the  refpeftive  diftances  be  laid  down  as 
éxzB&y  as  ^ffible,which  has,  in  thefe  charts, 
been  totally  negleéïed;  of  which  glaring  de- 
feéb,  I  have,  from  time  to  time,  made  men- 
tion in  my  journal. 

The  fecond  caufe  of  the  danger"  and  dif^ 
ficulty  of  the  eaftern  navigation,  are  the 
Ctirrefits,  ^vhich  let  with  fo  much  violence 
between  the  Klands  and  along  the  coaAs  of 
fiiis'  archipelago,  that  if -I  had  not  experi- 
enced it  myfelf,  I  (hould  Icarcely  credit  the 
account :  in  addition  to  this,  they  have  no 
fe'gtilar  cóuffè,  and  fometimes  run  contrary 
Xo  the  wind,  and  at  uncertain  times. 

Add 
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Add  to  chefe,  as  a  third  caufê,  the  caltns 
which  prevail  fo  much  in  thefe  climates,. 
and  the  dangers  which  furround  navigators 
in  this  paflage  will  be  very  manifeft;  for 
veflels  are  driven,  in  dead  calm  weather, 
by  the  violent  ciirrents,  upon  unkitowa 
ihoals  and  rocks,  fo  that  the  moft  experi- 
enced feamcn  is  unable,  in  fuch  cafes,  to 
iave  the  fliip  and  cargo  entruiled  to  him. 

It  has  likewife  been  obferved,  that  fuch 
of  the  Conopany*s  captains  as  have  perform- 
ed ieveral  voyages  to  the  caftern  province! 
are,  for  this  reafon,  continued  in  that  navi- 
tion,  which  is  not  difadvantageous  for  the 
intereft  of  the  Company,  but  unfortunate  for 
thole  captains,  as  thcfe  voyages  afTord  but 
little  profit,  and  (hey  do  not,  in  confequcnce, 
feel  much  attachment  for  the  fervice  of  the^ 
Company.

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CHAPTER    IX. 


Departure  fro»  Batavia. — Pttffage  to  Suhat.— 
Si^s  of  Land. — Curious  Species  of  Mollufca. — 
Zodiacal  Ugbt.  —  Waterfnaius.  —  Vieva  of  the 
bigb  Land  of  Bazaim. — Of  Cape  St.  Johh. —

in/0  the  Road  of  Surat. — Anchorage  there, 

IhAVE  before  faid,  that  the  fhip  Ouwer- 
ierk  was  appointed  to  fail  to  Surat,  and  as 
it  had  been  refolved  that  two  fhips  ihouM 
be  lent  thither  this  year,  the  ihip  Overbaudf 
commanded  by  Captain  Peter  Angel- 
ooRST»  was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Surat,  in 
company  with  mine. 

All  poflible  expedition  was  ufed  to  get 
both  veffels  in  readinefs  half  a  month  earUer 
than  fhips  bound  on  that  voyage  generally 
are,  becauic,  in  the  preceding  year,  the  Ihïp 
tbe  Lady  Gertrude,  that  had  cleared  the 
Straits  of  Sunda  on  .the  28th  of  Auguft,  dief* 
not  reach  Surat  before  the  beginning  of 
December. 

The 
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The  crew  of  each  fliip  conlifted  orfevcnty- 
eight  European  fajlors,  twenty-five  Moors, 
or  Lafcars,  and  twenty-five  native,  or  Bou- 
ginefe,  foldiers,  whofe  military  abilities  al- 
moft  extended  fo  far  as  to  fire  off  a  mufquet. 
,X  had  befidcs  ten  Bantammers  on  board, 
.wljo  were  going  on  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca^ 
and  took  their  paHage  by  my  ihip. 

Thus  equipped,  we  left  the  road  of  Bata- 
via on  the  4th  of  Auguft,  fteering  between 
■  the  ftiore  of  ^afoa  and  the  iflaud.  Onrufit 
afterwards  pafliug  the  iflands  Middelburg, 
De  Comèuisj  or  Furnace^  and  Menfcheneeters, 
or  Ctf»u^a/>i(land,  and,  at  funfet,  we  came 
to  aa  anchor  in  fight  of  the  iflands  which  lie 
in. the  bay  of  Bantam. 

■At  daybreak,  on  the  7th,  we  weighed  an- 
chor, and  fteering  for  the  point  of  Bantam, 
were  abreaft  of  it  at  noon. 

An  hour  before  funfet.  Captain  Angel- 

ooRST  hailed  me,  and  informed  me  that  the 

loofenefs  of  his  rigging  would  not  allow  him 

-  to  carry.fail  any  longer  during  the  iüfFföuth- 

wefterly  gale  which  we  then  had;  and  we, 

I  therefore,  came  to  an  anchor  under  Geer* 

itrmda-'^zxA. 

.  Here,  on  this  and  the  following  day,  we 

VOL.  II.  r  F  met 
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met  with  a  regular  current,  changing  twice 
in  twenty-four  hours»  and  fcrting  s.w.  and 
N.E.  at  the  rate  of  four  to  'five  leagues  in  a 
watch;  but  the  ftream  letting  to  the  s.w. 
was  the  llrongeft. 

On  the  next  day,  we  could  not  again  get 
under  fail  till  towards  noon>  when  the  north- 
eaft  current  had  fubfidcd :  at  four  o'clock, 
P.M.  we  had  pafled  the  iflaiids  Dwars-m-dai- 
•weg.,  or  Thwart-the-way,  and  the  Brabandfcb 
hoedje  \  and  as  we  had  determined  to  run  into 
the  bay  of  Jerittey  we  endeavoured,  by  ply- 
ing to  windward,  as  the  wind  was  at  s.w.  to 
roach  that  anchor  ing- place  ;  but  as  the  wind 
blew,  freihcr  every  moment,  I  was  afraid  of 
coming  to  an  anchor,  and,  therefore,  kept 
under  weigh  during  the  night,  with  very 
little  fail. 

The  following  day,  we  again  worked  far- 
ther on  towards  Jerkte,  and  caft  anchor 
about  a  league  from  that  place. 

We  remained  here  at  anchor  till  the  i6tfa 
of  Auguft,  when  wc  took  our  lafl:  obferva- 
tion  of  Prmrw-ifland  at  funfet,  and  lofing 
fight  pf  the  iame,  as  well  as  of  the  land  of 
yavtjf  on  the  next  day,  we  fteered  w.s.w. 
according  to  the  Company^s  (ailing-orders, 

tiU 
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till  the  24th,  when  being  in  about  the  lati- 
tude of  10°  fouth,  we  changed  our  couriè  to 
due  weft. 

On  the  following  day,  in  the.  afternoon, 
having  got  into  longitude  82*  eaft  from 
Teneriffe,  and  our  compafles  ihewing  7* 
N.w.  variation,  we  then,  agreeable  to  the 
abovementioned  failing-orders,  ftecrcd  due 
north. 

On  the  8lh  of  September,  we  thought  that 
we  iaw  the  illand  Gracia  from  the  tops,  yet 
we  could  not  afccrtain  the  reality  of  it,  as 
the  weather  was  fhowery ;  in  order,  how- 
ever, not  to  run  any  danger,  we  bore  away 
from  it  in  the  evening ;  and  reluming  our 
courfe  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  we 
could  fee  no  appearance  of  land  at  daybreak. 

The  day  before,  and  cfpecially  in  the 
evening,  we  had  feen  many  birds,  which 
confirmed  us  in  the  opinion  that  we  were 
not  far  diftant  from  feme  ifland.  Our  com- 
pafles then  ihewed  full  7*  N.w.  variation, 
and  we  were  in  7^**  fouth  latitude. 

On  the  14th,  we  loft  the  eafterly  winds, 

which  we  had  had  from  the  commencement 

of  the  voyage,  and  met  with  wefterly  gales, 

being  il*  fouth  of  the  line,  which  we  paiTed 

F  F  2  on 
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on  the  1 6th,  with  a  northwcftcrly  variatiBB 
of  about  6*,  ftcering  n.  by  w.  in  order  not 
to-be  driven  upon  the  Maldive  iflands,  by  the 
currents,  which,  in  this  time  of  the  year, 
fet  towards  the  eaft,  in  which  direftion  from 
tis  thofe  iflands  lay. 

It  was  a  long  time  before  we  got  as 
far  as  13"  north  latitude.  Continued  calms, 
which  bad  lafted  i'even  days,  and  previous 
thereto  contrary  winds,,  together  with  cur- 
rents fetting  to  the  ibuth,  were  the  obftacles 
which  prevented  the  more  fpcedy  ^rofeco- 
tion  of  our  voyage. 

On  the  J  3th  of  0{Sobcr>  we  faw  ibmc 
floating  feaweed,  and,  the  day  after,  we 
caught  a  quail ;  a  bird,  which,  it  is  faid,  is 
always  met  with  on  the  coaft  of  Arabia. 

The  ügns  of  land  ftill  continued  on  the 
following  day  ;  and  befides  thefe,  we  law 
many  little .  round  white  Jea-animals,  of 
various  fizes,  fome  being  as  large  as  a  gil- 
der-piece*, and  others  very"  little  bigger 
than   a  dubbeltje  \.     I   had  fome  taken  up

out 
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out  of  the  (êa,  in  order  to  take  an  accurate 
view  of  them.  At  firft,  they  appeared  no' 
more  than  inanimate  marine  produÖions ; 
but  having  flood  ftiU  for  fome  time  in  bowls' 
of  water,  they  proved  to  belong  to  the  ani- 
mal kingdom.  That  which,  floating  in  the 
Tea,  appeared  like  a.  piece  of  money,  was  a 
hard,  bony,  round  fubilance,  of  about  one- 
tenth  of  an  inch  in  thicknefe,  yet  more  or 
lefs  flexible,  divided  on  the  upper  fide  into 
three  circles,  the  outermoft  of  which  was  of 
a  beautiful  pearl-colour,  the  two  others  were 
a  little  darker ;  £ne  ftrokes,  like  rays,  cloie 
to  each  other,  of  a  brighter  hue  than  the  cii:-' 
cles,  ran  from  the  center  to  the  circumfer-' 
cnce,  and  were  crolTed  by  others,  running 
in  a  wavy  direftion,  but  exadly  following 
the  circular  fliape  of  the  wliole  fubftance: 
innumerable  animalcule,  like  polypi,  the 
longefl:  of  which  was  not  one-fourth  of  an 
inch  in  length,  fpread  thgnifelves  out  trom 
the  outer  edge ;  fome  of  them  had  two 
branches  upon  one  trunk,  that  fpread  out 
like  a  fork,  but  moft  were  fingle.  The 
glafs  which  1  had  to  view  thefe  mollufca, 
was  but  of  fmall  powers,  yet  I  perceived  by 
it  that  each  of  the  abovemeutioned  polypi 
F  F  3  were 
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were  ftudded  with  feverat  little  Iky-blue 
Ipots,  and  their  bodies  were,  lengthwlfe,  in 
the  form  of  a  prifm,  the  fides  of  which, 
beitig  convex,  appeared  of  a  tranfparent 
blue.  At  the  under  part  of  this  bony  fub- 
ftance  (for  this  creature  always  fwam  with 
what  has  juft  been  defcribed  uppermoft)  ap- 
■  peared  an  infinite  coUcéiion  of  vermicular 
forms,  clofcly  intertwined  together,  of  a  dirty 
white  colour,  and  which  I  was  not  able  to 
ièparate  from  each  other.  In  the  middle 
was  a  little  lump,  about  a  line  in  fize,  of 
an  irregular  ihape,  in  which  (ometimes  an 
cxpanfion  and  contraftion  were  vifible,  as 
in  the  heart  of  a  live  animal.  When  the 
polypi  were  fully  expanded,  the  whole  ap- 
peared very  much  like  a  pafïion-flower. 

I  was  not  able  to  keep  one  of  thefe  crea- 
tures alive  for  longer  than  three  or  four 
hours  ;  during  that  time  many  of  the  polypi 
fell  off  from  their  common  parent  ftock,  and 
lank  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  bowl,  with- 
out the  leaft  appearance  of  life  remaining  in 
them. 

The  feeing  of  all  thefe  figns  of  land,  made 

us  fufpe«il  that  we  were  much  more  to  the 

weftward  than  we  reckoned  ;  and  fome  ob- 

fcrvatioiis 
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fèrvations  of  the  longitude,  taken  according 
to  the  manner  of  M.  de  la  Caille,  con- 
firnaed  this  fuppofition.  On  the  15th,  like- 
wife,  in  the  evening,  at  funfet, .  we  faw 
fcmething  to  the  northweftward,  that  bore 
much  the  appearance  of  land  ;  but  not  find- 
ing any  bottom  with  a  line  of  one  huntïred 
iathoms,  we  attributed  that  appearance  to 
the  weather.  It,  however,  afterwards  ap- 
peared, that  our  conjeftures  were  well- 
founded,  and  that,  at  that  time,  we  were 
not  far  from  the  coaft  of  Arabia  Felix. 

On  the  24th  of  Oftobcr,  I  law,  for  the 
firil  time,  the  zodiacal  light,  in  the  morning, 
at  half  paft  three  o'clock,  being  two  hours 
and  a  half  before  the  fun  was  to  rife.  The 
horizon  was  belet  with  clouds,  to  the  height 
of  3'  to  4°,  and  the  light  appeared  above 
*  them.  Handing  like  a  cone,  upon  g  broad 
bafis,,  of  15'  to  20",  fliooting  \ip\vard5,  and 
ending  in  a  point,  about  ^^"^  or  40*  ^boyc 
the  horizon ;  the  light  was  dim,  but  very 
diftinguifliable,  as  it  was  then  new  moon, 
and  the  night,  confequently,  dark.  We 
were  then  in  the  north  latitude  of  20*. 

The  calms,  and  light  airs  of  wind,  which 

>ve  here  met  with,  caufcd  us  to  make  little

progrefs  ia  our  voyage,  and  it  was  not  before" 
the  3d  of  November,  that  we  ftruck  found- 
ings in  fifty  fathoms.  We  faw  many  watcr- 
fnakes  that  day,  but  did  not  perceive  the 
leaft  change  in  the  colour  of  the  water,  uo 
more  than  on  the  foliowhig  day,  although 
we  were  then  fifteen  or  twenty  leagues 
nearer  to  the  land. 

On  the  5th  of  November,  we  let  drop 
our  ainchor  in  twenty-four  fethoms,  becaulc 
both  wind  and  ftreani  were  againfl:  us ; 
they,  however,,  changed  in  our  favour  that 
evening,  by  which  we  were  agaih  enabled 
to  follow  our  route. 

On  the  day  after,  at  half  paft  nine  o'clock, 
A.M.  we  faw  the  high  land  of  Bazaim,  and 
in  the  afternoon,  we  made  Cape  St.  John^ 
frorn  which  we  computed  that  we  were  fix 
or  feven  leagues  diftant,  and  the  pike  Pif~ 
cadores\  we  alfo  thought,  we  law  the  iflaud 
Salfet, 

The  pike  Pifcadores  is  here,  befidcs  the 
latitude,  the  beft  mark  for  making  Cape 
St.  John  i  but  it  lies  very  far  inland,  and  ap- 
pears rather  too  fmall,  on  account  of  the 
diftance,  foon  to  get  fight  of  it :  it  is  called 
'the  pike,  on  account  of  its  fliarp  fummitj 

but 
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bat  one  miyy'  err  here,  in  this  re(peft,  as 
there  is  a  mountain,  fomewhat  more  fouth- 
crly,  fituated  near  the  high  land  of  Bazaimt 
which  cqaally  appears  with  a  lofty  iümn:iit, 
but  this  does  not  lie  fo  far  inland. 

The  beach  is  very  flat  here,  for  foundings 
in  fifty  fathoms  are  met  with,  at  the  diftance 
of  forty  leagues  weft  of  Cape  Si.  John. 

From  that  promontory  to  the  road  of 
Surat,  the  track  lies  n.n.e.  between  the  con- 
tinent and  the  iêa<-banks,  which  lie  about 
feven  leagues  off.  You  muft  keep  in  the 
depth  of  Hxteen  and  eighteen  fathoms,  hard 
clay  bottom,  till  a  little  hill,  which  ftan^s  at 
a  fliort  diftance  to  the  north  of  the  city  of 
JDaman^  bears  fouth  of  eaft,  and  you  may 
then  fteer  for  the  land  till  in  ten  or  nine 
fathoms,  failing  afterwards  along  it  at  the 
diftance  of  one  and  a  half,  or  two  leagues. 

The  land  is  very  low,  and  interiperlcd 
with  trees.  When  you  fee  the  tower  of 
Sualy,  which  is  a  lofty  white  monument,  at 
the  north  point  of  the  river  of  Surat,  keep 
it  N.  or  N.  by  w.  and  run  ftrait  for  the 
road  ;  the  ftiips  that  lie  at  anchor  there,  are 
difcerncd  foon  enough,  to  fteer  a  proper 
courie  towards  them. 

Wc 
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We  anchored  there  on  the  loth  of  No-' 
vcmber,  at  half  paft  three  o'clock,  p.m. 
after  the  Company's  fchooner,  the  Toung 
Peter^  had  been  on  board  of  us,  in  the  fore- 
noon, with  the  comptroller  of  equipment, 
to  fetch  the  Company's  papers.

X  HE  province  of  Guzurat*^  in  which  is 
lituated  the  city  of  Surat,  was  formerly  aa 
independent  kingdom,  although  of  no  very

great 
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great  exftntj  but  having  been  conquered, 
in  the  year  1565*,  by  the  emperor  Acbar, 
it  now  couftitutes  one  of  the  weftern  pro- 
vinces of  the  empire  of  the  Great  Mogul. 
The  prefent  emperor  is  Alem  Ghïer,  the 
fecond  of  that  name  ;  but  he  has  no  power ; 
as  this  empire,  formerly  fo  potent,  which 
comprehended,  according  to  the  imperial  re- 
cords, one-and-twenty  extenfive  provinces, 
two  hundred  and  four  populous  cities,  five 
,.  ridges  of  mountains,  and  five  thouiand  and 
forty-fix  pergunnahsj  or  difliriias,  containing 
towns  and  villages,  and  the  yearly  cuftomaiy 
revenues  from  which,  paid  into  the  imperial 
treafury,  amounted  to  251,323,851!  rupees, 
or^ 376,985,772^,  about  three  hundred  and 
fevcnty-feven  million?  pf  Dutch  gilders  f , 
bas  now  been  fb  torn  by  internal  commotions, 
that  the  GreatMogul  retains  only  the  mere 
name  of  emperor,  unfiipportcd  by  any  real 
authority  or  power. 

AuRBNZEBE,  who  died  in  thc  year  1707, 
exalted  the  Mogul  power  to  the  pinacle  of 
glory  ;  but  his  fucceflbrs,  not  poffefiing  his

\  liUmirial  of  Mr,  Schkeuoek.     S. 
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abilities,  could  not  maiotain  it  in  the  fplcnJid 
ilate  in  which  he  left  it  to  them ;  and  his 
children  and  grandchildren  cxhaufting  the 
land  by  their  civil  wars  for  the  porteffion  of 
the  fovcreign  authority,  this  powerful  em- 
pire was  (haken  to  its  foundation  by  the  in- 
vafion  of  the  Perfian  fhah,  ThaMas  Kouli 
Khan,  'm  the  year  1739,  after  which  it  never 
recovered  its  ancient  fplendour.  It  remained 
■  always  expofed  to  the  incurfions  of  the  fur- 
rounding  nations.  Moreover,  when  its  fove- 
rcigns  became  more  and  more  effeminate, 
and  withdrew  themfelves  from  the  aftive 
adminiftration  of  the  affairs  of  the  empire, 
the  nabobs,  fbubahs,  and  other  great  men, 
arrogated  to  themfelves,  in  a  great  meafurc, 
.  the  fovercignty  over  thofe  provinces,  of 
which  they  were  the  delegated  governors, 
and  in  which  they  have  maintained  them- 
felves till  the  prefent  day,  fave  in  thofe  parts 
where  the  Engliih  have  introduced  them- 
felves by  force,  and  where  the  appointment 
and  depofition  of  the  nabobs  depend  upon 
the  good-will  of  that  nation. 

Thus,    Ahmed    Abdallah,    chief,    or 

prince,  of  the  Patans,  marched  to  Del>/i,  'm 

the  year  1757,  and  took  the  Great  Mogul, 

Alem 
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Alem  Ghier  *,  and  all  his  omrahs,  prifon- 
ers;  and  after  having  kept  pofleffion  of  thp 
place  (ÓT  fome  time,  and  colleded  as  much 
treafure  as  he  could  find,  he  fent  for  the  em- 
peror out  of  prifon,  and  placed  him  again 
upon  the  throne ;  but  this  unhappy  monarch 
did  not  long  furvive  his  reftoration  to  the 
imperial  dignity,  for  he  was  treacheroufljr 
murdered,  in  the  year  1795,  by  order  of 
his  grand  vizier.  Shah  Abadin  CHAN-f-; 
but  the  abovementioned  prince  of  the  Patans, 
being  difpleafed  with  the  conduft  of  this 
traitor,  attacked  and  defeated  him  and  his 
allies,  and  placed  his  ibn  Timur,  whom  he 
had  made  king  of  Lahore  in  his  former  ex- 
pedition, upon  the  imperial  feat  oi  Debit. 

JSurat  lies,  according  to  the  French  ob- 
fervations,  in  21*  10'  north  latitude,  which 
differs  about  6'  from  our  fevcral  times  re- 
peated obfervations  made  while  in  the  road. 

It  ftauds  on  the  left  or  fouth  bank  of  the

rirer 
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river  Tapi,  or  Tappi,  which  the  Moors  call 
Cbed4ery  and  which  Thevenot  fays,  has 
its  fource  ten  miles  from  the  little  town  of  . 
Brtmpare,  in  the  kingdom  and  mountains  of 
Decan^  and  runs  into  the  fea,  about  two 
leagues  and  a  half  below  Sural,  At  the 
mouth  of.  the  river,  which  is  about  half  a 
league  over,  there  is  a  bank,  or  bar,  upon 
which,  at  low  tide,  there  is  no, more  than 
three  feet  water  ;  as,  however,  in  fpringtides, 
the  water  rifes  full  fifteen  feet,  pretty  large 
fliips  can  enter  the  river.  Befides  this,  there 
are  feveral  other  banks  higher  up  in  the 
river,  of  which  that  which  lies  near  the  vil- 
lage of  Omraby  half  a.  league  below  Sural ^  is 
the  ftioalell ;  as  at  low  water,  it  is  not  even 
paHTable  by  fmall  craft :  a  little  above  the 
city,  and  farther  up,  the  river  becomes  Ihal- 
lower  and  ftiallower,  ib  that  at  low  water  it 
is  fordable  near  the  village  of  BriauWf  about 
a  Dutch  mile  higher  up. 

The  Banians  and  Gentoos  efteem  this  a 
very  hofy  river.  It  follows  in  fznOiiiy  of 
cAimation  Upon  the  Ganges^  which  they 
think  the  oldeft  in  the  world ;  and  the  lame 
ccrempnies  which  are  obfervcd  with  relpefl 

to 
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to  the  former ^, likewife, in  agreat meaiure, 

take  place  in  regard  to  the  Tapi. 
The  river  has  ■■  many  liauofities,  b;ut  its 

courfe  lies  <asr  far  as  Old  Sumij  in  an  £.n.e. 

difeftion ;  Jrom  that  place  it  runs  more  to 
'  the  ibutbeirftwaFd. 

'The  flux  ■  and  reflux  of  the  tide  occnr 
'even-above  thetown  ;  there  is.no  confider* 

able  aiHux  of  water,  except  in  the  xainy 
•  icafon,  when  the  river  rifes  fiimetimcs  tot  a 
~  gr«at  height,  and  occafioaa  much  damage. 
'In  the  year  1727,  it  rofe  fo:  high,  that  the 
:  people  failed  i»ith  Aonysf  over  the  city  walls 

as  far-  as  the  Dur6ar  |. 

In  the  month  of  J.uly,  of  the  year  17^6, 
'  in  the  'time  of  the  bad  monfoon,  the  .water 

of  the  river  rtofe  ten  feet,  in  the  ipacc  of  a 

quarter  of  an  hour,  and  encreafed  fo  rapidly, 
'  tbat  it  wasalmoll  upon  a  level  with  the 
.    wall  of  the  city  in  a  very  fliort  time.    The

t  IHiiaertal  ^Mt.  Schr£PUEX.     S. 
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af&ux  was  fo  violent,  that  all  the  veflels 
were  carried  away  by  it:  the  Company's 
fchooner,  the  Young  Pefer^  was  driven  from 
before  the  town  high  upon  the  fhore,  at 
Attua,  and  the  Gonjouwery  or  the  Holy  Ship, 
as  it  is  called,  was  carried  down  the  river, 
and  daflied  to  pieces ;  a  piece  of  the  wreck, 
being  part  of  the  head,  was  to  be  feen  op- 
pofite  to  the  black  guard,  when  I  failed  ^p 
the  river  in  February,  1777. 

The  road  is  about  a  league  Ibuth  of  the 
mouth  of  the  river.  From  Odober  to 
April  it  is  never  without 'ihips,  that  arrive 
here  from  all  parts  of  India,  and  meet  with 
a  fafe  place  to  ride  in,  as  that  is  the  time 
when  the  northerly  winds,  moftly  confined 
between  the  points  of  n-e.  and  n.w.  prevail. 
After  April,  the  road  becomes  dangerous, 
not  being  proteded  from  the  wefterly  and 
foutherly  winds,  which  rage  uninterruptedly 
along  this  coaft,  from  the  momh  of  May  till 
Auguil,  and  raife  a  very  high  fea ;  the  ièa- 
banks,  which  lie  about  four  leagues  out  to 
iêa,  do  not  aiford  the  leafl  lee ;  leveral  fhips 
were  loft  in  the  month  of  May  of  this  year, 
and  only  one  or  two  of  thofe  that  were 
VOL.  II.  G  G  driven 
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driven  from  their:  anchors,  and   run  high 
upon  the  ihore,  were  got  off  again. 

The  anchorage  here  is  iu  feven,  eight,  or 
nine  fathoms  water,  according  to  the  dif- 
tance  from  the  Ihore  which  is  preferred  j  the 
Company's  (hips  ufuaily  anchor  in  eight  fa- 
thoms, with  the  tower  of  Sualy  N.  to  n.  by  w. 
.  and  the  point  oCNajfary  s.e.  or  s.e.  \  s. 

From  repeated  obfervations,  we  found 
that  the  anchoring  -  place  was  in  21"  57' 
north  latitude,  the  variation  of  the  compafs  . 
1  *  30'  N.w.  and  high  water,  at  new  and 
full  moon,  at  twenty-four  minutes  pafl  four 
o'clock  ;  the  water  rifing  in  fpring  tides  four- 
teen or  fifteen  feet. 

The  fcafons  or  monfoons  are,  as  every 
where  between  the  tropics  in  India,  of  two 
kinds,  the  good  and  the  bad  ;  yet,  fome  di- 
vide the  year,  as  we  do,  in  four  portions,  of 
which  the  months  of  March,  April,  aud 
May,  make  the  fpring,  or  temperate  feafon; 
June,  July,  and  Auguft,  the  hot  ieafon,  or 
bad  monfoon ;  during  which,  very  fultry 
winds  and  continual  rains  prevail :  Septem- 
ber, O6lober,  and  November,  the  autumn  j 
and  December,  January,  and  February,  the 
cool 
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Cool  ftafbn,  which  ia  the  beft  time  of  the 
year.  I  take  thefe  circumflances  from  what 
others  related  to  me,  for  I  was  only  in  per- 
ibn  here  on  my  firft  voyage  in  the  months  of 
November  and  December  j  I  (hall  therefore 
only  communicate  the  obfervations  which  I 
made  myfelf  during  that  time,  reipeöing 
the  temperature  of  the  climate. 

From  the  i8th  of  November,  to  the  end 
of  that  month,  I  found  that  the  medium 
height  of  the  thermometer  was  83°,  the  ■ 
higheft  during  that  period ;  namely,  at  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  i  oo*,  and  the  loweft 
in  the  morning,  half  an  hour  before  funrifc, 
63**,  both  with  a  clear  Iky. 

From  the  ift,  to  the  25th  of  December, 
the  medium  height  of  the  thermometer- was 
74",  the  higheft  93" ;  namely,  on  the  ift, 
and  on  the  22d  in  the  afternoon,  with  a 
clear  flty  :  and  the  loweft  52°,  being  on  the 
21  ft  in  the  mornijig,  half  an  hour  before 
funrifc,  alfo  with  a  clear  Iky. 

Although  I  could  not  keep  dally  annota- 
tion of  the  degrees  of  heat,  fhewn  by  the 
thermometer,  during  the  time  that  I  re- 
mained at  Surat,  on  my  fecpnd  voyage,  from 
the  15th  of .  February  to  tlie  jth  of  April,, 
the  heat  was  not  exceflive  till  the  middle  of 
u  G  2  March, 
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March,  feldom  being  higher  than  96** ;  but 
towards  the  end  of  March,  and  in  the  begin- 
ning of  April,  the  thermometer  was  feldom 
under  104*^  in  the  afternoon,  between  half 
paft  one  and  half  pafl:  three  o'clock,  and  it 
rofe  twice  as  high  as  108*;  the_  northerly 
winds  brought  on  fuch  a  fuffocating  heat, 
that -the  thermometer,  though  hanging  iu 
the  fliade,  and  away  from  all  rcfleflioD,  rofe 
7*  and  8°  by  them. 

The  drynefs  of  the  air  is  likcwift  very 
remarkable  here,  even  in  the  cool  feafon.  In 
December,  I  put  in  a  icale,  hung  upon  an 
exa£):  balance,  the  quantity  of  600  grains 
of  fal  tartari  vitr.  twenty-four  hours  after- 
wards, it  had  only  encreafed  nine  grains  in 
weight,  on  the  following  day  fix,  and  on 
the  third  day  three,  grains ;  without  any 
further  change  being  afterwards  obfervable. 

When  I  made  the  fame  experiment,  on 
my  fecond  vifit,  the  |fal  .tartari  did  not  re- 
ceive the  leaft  addition  in  weight ;  and  the 
drought  was  (6  great,  that  wooden  furniture, 
and  even  tortoife  ihcll  fnuff-boxes,  bound 
with  gold  rims,  and  more  articles  of  die 
fame  nature,  fell  in  pieces. 

The  air  is  likewife  here  ftrongly  impreg- 
nated with  volatile  particles.  In  a  -morning, 
before 
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before  fun*riiè,  it  is  both  difficult  and  noi- 
Ibme  to  pafs  through  fcveral  parts  of  the 
towD,  on  account  of  the  horrid  ftench  arifing 
from  carrion»  human  ordure,  and  other  im- 
purities ;  cfpecially  near  the  inner  Mocba- 
gatc :  but  three  or  four  hours  after  the  fun 
has  rifen,  the  intolerable  odour  is  nearly  dif> 
fipated  and  fcxated  by  the  rays  of  the  fun. 
The  country  round  Surat  is  very  [fertile,  and 
the  inhabitants  are  more  induftrious  than  in 
other  places,  fo  that  fcarcely  a  piece  of  un- 
cultivated ground  is  to  be  feen,  or  any  fpot 
that  does  not  yield  fome  ufeful  produ<5lion. 
The  foil  is  a  reddilh  clay,  and  is  feldom  ma- 
nured ;  only  they  fometimes  burn  the  dry 
ftubble,  or  refufe,  of  the  fields,  the  aflies  of 
which  lerve,  in  fome  meafure,  to  fupply  the 
want  of  other  manure.  The  cow  and  horfe 
dung  is  either  ufcd  for  fuel,  or  for  other 
purpoics.

A  H  E  chief  produflipns  of  the  fields  here, 
^e  wheat,  nilly,  and  rice,  as  fillb  a  certain 
flirub,  yielding  a  fruit,  from  which  an  oil 
ufed  for  lamps  is  expreffed  ;  the  ftalk,  after 
having  been  laid  to  rot  in  water,  leparatcs, 
like  the  flax  w  th  us,  into  threads,  of  which 
lail-yarn  is  fpun  j  I  conceive,  likewife,  that 
it  would  be  fit  for  the  manufaflure  of  cor- 
dage, were  the  experiment  made.  Among 
the  produce  of  the  land,  tobacco  may  equally 
be  reckoned,  which  is  planted  along  the  low 
grounds,  by  the  viverfide. 

The 
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The  wheat,  which  is  reaped  in  a  fufficient 
quantity  to  admit  of  exportation,  and  which 
is  fboQCtimes  Tent  from  this  place  to  Batavia^ 
is  large-graiped,  yet  fomewhat  longer-fliaped 
than  the  Zealand  wheat,  and  yields  good, 
though  not  very  white,  flour.  A  laft  of 
wheat  ufually  cofls  one  hundred  rupees,  or 
one  hundred  and  fifty  gilders. 

The  grain,  which  is  called  nilly  by  the 
Europeans,  and  juary  by  .the  Moors,  ferves 
here  almoA  uuiverfally  for  the  food  of  the 
natives,  in,  the  lame  manner  as  rice  does  in 
nearly  every  other  place  in  India.  It  grows 
in  bunches  like  maize,  to  which  it  bears  a 
great  refemblance;  yet  the  corn  is  fomcthing 
fmaller,  and  has  a  little  point  at  top ;  they 
are  likewifc  not  fo  thick  fet ;  lome  of  thefc 
bunches  weigh  half  a  pound  and  more.  The 
ftalk  grows  to  the  height  of  five  or  fix  feet, 
and  has  at  the  upper  part  iieveral  broad 
leaves,  which  hang  downwards  j  when  ripe» 
it  afTumes  a  yellowifli  appearance. 

The  feed  is  ibwn  in  the  month  of  July, 
after  the  firft  rainy  lêafón,  and  the  harveft  is 
made  in  December  or  January :  in  the  latter 
end  of  November,  or  in  the  beginning  of 
pecember,  the  flalks  are  botmd  together  by 
o  G.4  the 
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the  tops  five  and  five,  in  order  to  promote 
the  ripening  of  the  grain  for  the  harveft. 

After  the  land  has  been  ploughed  and 
harrowed,  the  iëed  is  fown,  nearly  in  a 
ftrait  line,  in  the  following  manner :  by  the 
fide  of  one  or  more  oacen,  a  long  hollow 
reed  or  bamboo  is  faflened,  which  is  wide 
above,  and  narrower  at  bottom,  by  which 
lafl:  end  it  trails  along  the  ground  j  the  (bwer 
calls  his  feed  into  the  upper  orifice  of  the 
reed,  and  it  runs  out  at  the  lower  as  the  ox 
goes  along,  in  a  ftrait  line. 

The  ftraW  of  this  grain  fcrvcs  for  food  for 
the  oxen  and  cows,  and  the  fhibble  is  ufed  as 
fuel.  The  grain  itlelf  is  ground,  between 
two  Hones,  into  meal,  which  being  mixed 
up  to  a  dough,  with  water  alone,  is  baked 
into  flat  unleavened  cakes,  which  tafte  much 
like  cakes  of  buckwheat-meal. 

The  grain  is  fold  by  weight ;  the  maund, 
of  34i  pounds,  was  fold,  when  1  was  there, 
for  three-fourths  of  a  rupee,  or  about  twenty- 
three  ftivers  of  our  money. 

The  abundance  or  Icarcity  of  food  for  the 
natives,  depends  upon  the  good  or  ill  fuccefs 
of  the  harvelT:  of  this  grain,  as  they  fubfift. 
for  the  moft  part,  tntiiely  upon  it.     A  failure 

of 
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of  the  crop  is  always  apprehended,  when 
the  rains  do  not  fall  at  a  proper  period,  or 
not  in  fiifficient  quantities. 

I  have  been  aflured  that  very  good  mangos 
grow  here,  which  are  not  ripe  till  February 
or  March  j  as  alfo  grapes,  feme  of  which  I 
iaw  in  vineyards,  but  did  not  taf^e  them,  as 
they  too  are  not  ripe  before  the  latter  end  of 
January,  or  the  beginning  of  February.  On 
my  fecond  voyage,  grapes  were  fo  fcarce, 
that  I  did  not  fee  them  at  all. 

The  cocoa-nut-tree  does  not  occur  here : 
though  a  fort  of  it  is  found,  from  which  tary, 
or  toddy,  is  drawn ;  it,  however,  more  reièm- 
bles  the  palm-tree ;  the  ftem  is  ftrait,  and 
fome  of  them  pretty  thick  and  fmooth,  with 
a  fmall  crown.  The  taftc  of  the  toddy  is 
very  different  from  that  of  the  fame  kind  of 
liquor  which  I  drank  in  the  eaftern  provinces 
of  Macaffir  and  Ambt^nOy  known  there  by 
the  appellation  oifagioire  j  the  flavour  of  the 
former  being  much  more  pleafant.  The 
trees  that  yield  the  two  liquors  are  likewife 
very  different  in  appearance ;  though  they 
fecm  to  me  to  belong  to  the  fame  genus. 

The  chief  article  of  trade  which  this  coun- 
try affords,  is  cotton-cloth,  the  material  for 
which,  the  cafoky  or  cotton- wool,  is  produced 

in 
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in  abundance  round  Broot  CAta,  or  Baroche, 
9nd  higher  up  the  oountryj  but  the  chief 
part  of  the  piece-goods  which  arc  manufac- 
tured here,  are  cearfc  and  coloured  cottons : 
yet  very  fine  checqued  and  ftriped  threat  are 
made  not  far  from  Barocbe. 

No  foreft»  are  met  with  in  tjie  neighbour- 
hood of  Swat  I  npthing  but  low.  and  fmaU 
pnderwood;  though  at  intervals,  and  efpc- 
ciatly  along  the  roads,  fbm^  fliady  trees  occur, 
and,  in  general,  of  that  fpecies  that  ihoot 
down  little  filaments  from  their  branches,  to 
the  ground,  which  take  root,  and,  in  time, 
grow  up  into  trees,  and  propagate  themfèlves 
jn  the  fame  manner  as  the  parent  Apck^ 
I^umbers  of  thefe  trees  are  eftecmed  very 
holy  by  theGenloos,  fgr  which  realbn,  many 
pf  their  pagodas,  or  templ^,  are  built  uit^cr 
(he  fhade  of  fuch  a  tree. 

yioik.  of  the  wQpd  for  fuel,  ajjd  all  that  is 
.  wanted  for  houfe  or  (hip-building,  is  brought 
hither  from  Damarfj  by  water-carriage. 

Vegetables  are  faidto  be  in  fufficient  plenty 
for  the  Europeans,  during  the  cool  ieafon. 
Thofe  which  I  eat  here,  were  an  inferior 
fort  of  green  peas  and  afparagus,  both  of 
which,  though  they  looked  very  well,  were 
watery  and  taftelefs»   aud  by  no  means  ïo 

nicf 
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nice  as  thofe  grown  at  Batavia ;  good  fpin* 
age,  faiad,  purfiane,  beet-root,  cabbage,  and 
carrots. 

The  beef  is  very  good  and  fat,  as  is  mut- 
ton and  venifon ;  but  poultry  is  fcarce,  and 
is  chiefly  brought  from  other  places.  Th» 
butter  and  milk  are  hkewife  very  good,  ai^ 
not  very  dear. 

Of  wild  animaJs,  the  tiger  is,  I  believe, 
befidcs  fnakes,  the  only  one  whole  ravages 
are  to  be  feared. 

The  houfes  fwarm  with  bugs,  cfpccïally 
in  the  hot  feafon ;  but  I  cannot  fay  that  I 
bad  any  reafon  to  complain  of  fufièring  from 
them  myfelf. 

There  are  fevcral  beautiful  avenues  which 
lead  to  the  city  from  the  country.  On  going 
out  of  the  AttuOy  or,  as  the  natives  call  it, 
the  MoMo-gate,  there  is  a  broad  road,  which 
leads  fouthwjjrd,  at  no  great  diftance  from 
the  river  j  it  is  planted  with  fliady  trees  on 
both  fides,  as  far  as  Attua,  This  i  oad  leads 
farther  on  to  the  village  of  Omrab,  clofe  to 
the  river,  and  afterwards  to  the  village  of 
Domist  which  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  river, 
on  the  fouth  fide.  - 

The  Briauw  road  runs  on  the  other  fide 

pf  the  city,  fo  called  from  the   village  of 

Briauw, 
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Briatm,  which  lies  full  one  Dutch  mile  ofi^ 
on  the  oppolite  fide  of  the  river.  Turning 
from  this  road  to  the  right,  the  way  leads  to 
P(tf/p  Parre^  a  village  on  this  fide  of  the  river. 
A  celebrated  fakir  has,  for  many  years,  re- 
fided  near  this  place,  of  whom  I  ihall  have 
«ccaQon  to  fay  more  hereafter.  A  little  far- 
ther, a  handfome  garden  has  been  laid  out, 
which  belongs  to  the  broker  of  the  £uglith ; 
but  the  buildings  appertaining  to  it,  were 
burnt  down  laft  year  by  the  Marattas. 
Thevenot  calls  the  abovementioned  gate 
the  gate  of  Barocbe^  bccaufe  it  is  through  the 
iame  that  travellers  to  the  latter  place  fet  off. 
This  is  a  very  plcafant  and  handfome  avenue, 
.  and  planted,  almoft  the  whole  way,  oa  both 
fides,  with  leafy  trees,  which  afford  an  agree- 
able fliade. 

A  faandlbme  road  likewile  runs  from  the 
Cattergam-gatc  to  the  village  of  that  name, 
and  alfo  to  Poele  Parre.  Not  far  from  there, 
upon  an  eminence,  are  the  burial  places  of 
the  Gentoo  faints,  of  which  I  ihall  fay  more- 
iu'the  fequel. 

Going  out  of  the   5(ïr<zr-gate,  called  by 

Thevenot  that  of  Daman,  there  is  likewile 

.  a  pleafant  road,  reaching  to  Najfary^  and  to 

a  village  called  Oedamin^  where  there  is  a 

pagoda 
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pagoda,  which  is  held  in  great  veneration  by 
the  Hindoos. 

The  road  which  I  thought  the  moft  plea- 
isiRt,  was  that  which  we  call  the  Laantjes, 
or  the  greex  walk.  The  little  gate  at  the 
upper  part  of  the  town  leads  to  it:  we  give 
it  that  appellation  becaufe  it  is  narrow  and 
clofely  ovcrfhadowed :  it  has  much  analogy 
with  country  roads,  in  my  native  and  plea- 
iant  ifland  of  Walcheren. 

The  city  of  Surat^  as  I  have  before  feid, 
ftands  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Tapi.  It  is 
encircled  by  a  double  wall ;  the  innermoiï, 
beingabout  two  hours'  walk  in  circumference, 
and  the  outermoft,  which  inclofes  both  the 
inner  town  and  the  fuburbs,  requires  almod 
three  hours  to  walk  round  it.  At  the  time 
of  Thevenot,  the  inner  wall  was  recon- 
ftrufted  of  brick,  having  before  been  merely 
a  mud-wail.  The  inner  wall  is  much  de- 
cayed, but  the  outer  one  is  in  tolerable  good 
condition.  The  height  of  it  within,  I  calcu- 
late at  about  twelve  feet,  and  without,  as  the 
ground  there  is  much  lower,  twenty  and  more 
feet  Ï  it  is  feven  or  eight  feet  in  thicknefs  j  at 
the  height  of  eight  feet,  it  lofes  about  half 
its  thicknefs,  as  a  parapet  is  made  there  for 
thofe  who  defend  the  wall  with  fmali  arms, 

the 
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the  upper  part  ferving  thus  as  a  brcaft-wtjrïc/ 

loopholes  being  made  in  it,  for  the  fuiêes  to 
be  fired  through. 

This  is  alfo  alrtioft  the  (ble  defence  which 
they  poflefs ;  for  as  to  the  round  and  femi- 
circular  baftions,  or  places  of  arms,  which 
jut  out  from  the  walls,  on  either  fide  of  the 
gate,  and  which  'are  planted  with  a  few  can> 
non,  together  with  the  bulwarks,  or  fconces, 
that  they  call  guards,  which  projeft  a  little 
from  the  wall,  and  are  placed  at  intervals  all 
round  the  town,  at  the  diftance  of  five  or 
fix  hundred  feet  from  each  other,  they  arc 
too  weak,  and  too  incapable  of  defence,  to 
contribute  much  to  the  fecurity  of  the  town, 
excepting  that  by  the  ATd^Jry-gate,  which 
has  lately  been  rebuilt  in  a  ftronger  manner, 
by  order  of  the  Englilh. 

The  inner  town  has  twelve  gates,  two 
towards  the  river,  and  ten  towards  the  coun- 
try. There  are  as  many  gates  in  the  outer, 
oppofite  to  thofe  in  the  inner  wall,  each  of 
which  bears  the  fame  name  with  the  cor- 
refponding  inner  one. 

One  of  the  gates  of  the  city,  leading  to  the 

river,  ftands  juft  below  the  caftle,   and  is 

called  the  Ctó/p-gate,  becaufe  all  the  goods, 

imported  and  exported,    mud    be    carried 

through 
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through  this  gate  to  be  houled  in  the  town,  or 
Ihipped  in  the  river,  in  order  that  the  cuftoms 
may  not  be  defrauded. 

Clofe  to  the  inner  walls,  arc  feveral  high 
and  narrow  ipires,  round  which  there  are 
balconies,  which  the  Turks  call  minarets,  and 
are  ufed  to  call  the  Mahomedans  to  prayer. 

Few  houfes  are  iêen  in  the  inner  town 
that  have  any  external  good  appearance. 
There  are  even  many  places,  where  nothing 
bot  little  huts,  made  of  bamboo,  and  plalftered 
with  mud,  are  met  with.  In  the  fuburbs, 
few  other  than  the  laft-mentioned  are  found  ; 
fave  in  one  divifion,  or  ward,-through  which 
one  muft  pafs,  on  going  out  of  the  De&/i-pite  ; 
in  this  there  are  none  but  ftone- buildings, 
which  have  a  tolerably  handfome  appearance. 

The  ground  enclofed  between  the  two  city- 
walls,  is  not,  however,  near  being  covered 
with  houfes ;  there  are  extenfive  gardens  in 
it,  and  even  traÖs  of  arable  land,  and  many 
lime  and  brick-kilns,  efpecially  from  the 
Saras  to  the  v?//atf-gate. 

The  ftreets  are,  in  general,  unpaved,  nar- 
row, and  irregular,  with  proje£iin^  corners 
and  fliops.  In  this  initauce,  Thevenot  is 
naiflaken,  who  faysj  that  they  are  long  and 
broad. 
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broad,  or  things  miift  have  greatly  changed 
fince  his  time  *.  In  the  rainy  ièaibn,  they 
are  very  dirty,  and  the  native  inhabitants 
pay  little  attention  to  keeping  them  clean, 
making  a  common  dunghill  of  them»  and 
throwing  every  kind  of  fitth  into  the  middle 
of  the  Toad.

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CHAPTER  XII. 


Befcription  of  the  Garden  of  the  Nahoh.—Of  a 
Pkafure-garden  laid  out  by  the  Sifter  ofAuRzu- 
ZEBE. — Other  Gardens  belonging  to  Europeans.— 
A  new  Garden  of  the  Nabob. — Burial-places  ^  the 
Dutch  and  Pmuguefe.— Monument  of  Mr.  van 
Rheedb — Singular  Tomb  of  a  Ship's  Butler. — 
The  large  Tank  and  Banian-tree  which  Theve- 
NOT  and  VAtENTYM  /peak  of,  not  now  to  be 
found.— JVeUs  of  Water.

Among  the  gardens  which  lie  in  the 
outer  town,  or  fuburbs,  that  of  the  nabob, 
who  is  called  Mamoodi  Beg,  deferves  the 
firft  place,  as  well  on  account  of  its  large 
buildings,  as  the  general  magnificence  with 
which  it  is  laid  out.  But  I  do  not  know  - 
how  to  give  an  exaö  defcription  of  it,  not- 
withftanding  I  was  ftilly  employed  for  more 
VOL.  II.  „  H  than 
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than  three  hours  in  viewing  it>  as  it  con£fls, 
for  the  mcft  part,  of  buildings,  in  which 
there  is  an  infinite  number  both  of  large 
falcons»  and  iinall  apartments,  which  I  have 
been  affured  amounts  to  more  than  fevea 
hundred. 

The  whole  is  inclofed  within  a  high  ftone 
waU,  which  requires  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
to  walk  round.  The  entrance  is  through  a 
large  ftone  gate,  into  an  area  of  confide- 
rable  extent  ;  then  up  fome  ileps  into  the 
great  iatoon,  looking  towards  a  large  tank, 
or  rcfervoir,  in  which  there  is  fix  feet 
water,  and  which  is,  as  I  gueffed,  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  long,  and 
about  half  as  broad.  The  faloon,  I  take  it, 
is  full  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  thirty 
in  breadth  :  little  niches  are  every  where 
made  in  the  walls,  as  well  as  an  architec- 
tural ornament,  as  to  hold  little  burning 
lamps  of  an  evening ;  on  three  fides  it  is 
furrounded  with  little  apartments. 

Over  this  there  is  another  range  of  apart- 
ments,_  nearly  fimilar  ;  and  again  a  third  on 
another  ftory  j  but  the  lafl:  contains  fewer 
of  the  little  retiring  rooms.  From  the  roof, 
which  is  flat,  in  the  Moorifli  ^fhion,  there 
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is  a  moH  delightful  proipe£t  óver  the  city, 
and  its  environs.  /' 

The  baths  are  on  the  fccond  ftory  j  they 
are  built  in  clofed  apartments,  and  are  kept 
fo  warm,  that  though  it  was  then  cool 
weather,  I  could  not  ftay  five  minutes  ia 
them. 

In  every  apartment,  both  in  the  faloons, 
and  in  the  fmall  rooms,  are  fountains  and 
cifterns  of  water,  for  wa(hing. 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  abovcmentioned 
tank  there  is  another  building,  and  on  the 
right  hand,  a  third,  all  conftruóled  in  the 
iame  manner  as  that  firft  defcribed.  Here 
the  mahal,  or  feraglio  of  the  nabob,  is  held, 
.  when  he  refides  here.  Before  the  lalooon 
belonging  to  it,  there  is  likewife  a  large 
tank,  or  refervoir,  of  fixty  or  feventy  feet  in 
length,  'and  twelve  or  fourteen  in  breadth ; 
at  the  upper  end  of  which,  the  eyes  are  de? 
lighted  by  a  beautiful  artificial  calcade,  of 
twenty  feet  in  height  :  on  each  fide  of  the 
refervoir,  into  which  the  cafcade  falls,  are 
'a  number  of  fountains,  the  ftrcams  of  which 
play  in  an  oblique  direétion,  oppofite  to  and 
towards  each  other,  making  a  watery  arch, 
which  has  a  moft  pleaiing  cffcél.  The 
H  H  2  water 
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water  which  is  employed  in  thefe  works, 
and  for  the  baths  and  cifterns  within  the 
buttdings,  is  brought  part  of  the  way  from 
the  deep  wells,  whence  it  is  drawn  by  oxen, 
in  leathern  bags,  and  then  is  introduced  into 
the  gardens  by  a  kind  of  chain  pumps,  to 
which  earthen  pots  are  faftened. 

There  was  no,  furniture  in  any  of  the 
apartments  j  fuch  is  only  placed  there  when 
the  nabob  takes  his  pleafure,  iii  peribn,  in 
the  gardens. 

Although  thcfe  buildings  are  iaid  to  be 
not  forty  years  old,  and  to  have  coil:  nine 
lacks  of  rupees,  or  full  thirteen  tons  of  gold, 
every  thiiig  feems  to  be  in  a  very  ruinous 
condition,  which  is  indeed  the  cafe  with  all 
the  Moorifh  buildings. 

Thus  the  plfeafure-garden  laid  out  by 
Begum  Sahbb,  the  fiiler  of  Aorenzebb, 
is  at  prefcnt  in  a  moft  defolate  (late  of  de- 
lapidation.  This  is  fituated  in  the  outer 
town,  near  the  Na//ary-g&tf.  Thevenot, 
who  was  here  in  the  year  1666,  and  calls 
it  the  garden  of  the  princejfesy  deicribcs  it 
with  much  accuracy  and  fidelity,.  It  re- 
mains ftill  in  an  entire  ftate ;  and  I  went 
•ver  the  whole  of  it,  with  his  deicription 
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in  my  hand.  Moll  of"  the  trees  haVe,  how- 
ever, been  cut  down;  and  few  remain,  but 
thole  conflituting  the  four  chief  walks^  and 
one  or  two  of  the  others,  being  all  tamarind- 
trees. 

-  Flowers  are  not  found  here  ;  all  the 
ground  is  fown  with  different  forts  of  pulfe 
and  greens.  It  is  furrounded  by  a  high  wall, 
and,  I  compute,  covers  about  fiftesn  or  fix- 
teen  acres.  The  abovementioned  traveller 
fays  that  it  lies  out  of  the  city ;  but  the 
fuburbs  were  not  then  encircled  by  walls.* 
Befides 

•  Thevkmot'»  dcfcription  of  this  garden  is  as  follaws  i 
"  We  went  a  quarter  of  aleigue  farther  to  fee  the  princefs't 
*'  lorden,  fo  called,  becaufe  it  belongs  to  the  great  Mogul's 
•*  Gfler.  It  is  a  great  plot  of  trees  of  feveral  kinds  ;  as 
<'  mangos,  palms,  mirabolans,  and  many  others,  planted 
"  in  a  Uraight  line.  Anwng  the  flinibi.  I  law  the  querttf- 
"  htre,  or  a^la,  and  alfo  the  atacia  of  E^pt.  There  are 
"  in  it  a  great  many  ftraight  walks,  and  cfpecially  the 
"  four  which  make  a  crofs  over  the  garden,  and  hare  in 
•<  the  middle  a  fmall  canal  of  water,  that  is  drawn  by  oxen 
"  out  of  a  well.  In  the  middle  of  the  garden  there  ts  a 
"  building  with  four  fi-onts,  each  whereof  hath  its  divan, 
*'  with  a  clafei  it  each  corner ;  and  before  every  one  of 
*t  thefedivans  there  is  a  fquare  bafon  full  of  water,  whence 
"  flow  the  little  brooks  which  run  through  the  chef  walks. 
**  After  all,  though  the  gaden  be  well  contrived,  it  is  no* 
*'  thing  to  the  gallantry  uf  ours.  There  is  nothing  to  be 
H  H  3  **  feeo 
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Befides  thefe,  there  are  feveral  other  gar- 
dens, belonging  as  well  to  natives  as  to  Eu- 
ropeans. The  fccond  of  the  Dutch  fadory, 
Sluiskens,  occupies  a  pleafant  garden,  laid 
ont  by  one  Prïce,  formerly  chief  of  the 
Englifh  here.  The  purveyor,  Monte',  and 
the  junior  merchant,  Zimmerman,  together 
with  fcveral  Englifli,  equally  occupy  gar- 
dens, which  »re  all  fituated  within  the 
fuburbrwalls, 

After  the  year  1775,  which  was  the  time 
I  was  at  Suratf  the  nabob  laid  out  a  new 
garden,  which  is  known  by  the  appellation 
of  the  julmi-bachf  or  the  garden  of  injufticc, 
becaufe,  by  an  abufe  of  his  authority,  he  had 
a  number  of  houfes,  belonging  to  poor  peo- 
ple, pulled  down,  in  order  to  procure  room 
for  making  his  garden,  without  giving  any 
fatisfaÖory  indemnification  to  the  indigent 
inhabitants. 

It  covers  about  fcven  or  eight  acres  of 
ground  ;  it  is  very  well  planned  and  laid 
out,  with  a  faloon,  before  which  there  is  a 

"  feen  of  our  harbours,  boidrrs  of  flowers,  nor  of  the  ex- 
f<  aétncfs  of  their  copartments,  and  far  left  of  their  watcr- 
(*  workj,"    Thevcaot  's  Travels,  part  HI.  chap.  xiv.    f, 
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beautiful  parterre  of  the  moft  fragrant  flow* 
'  ers,  and  an  aviary,  in  which  it  is  a  lingular 
fight  to  fee,  a  great  number  of  geefe,  ducks, 
and  turkies,  among  a  colletftion  of  curious 
birds. 

The  burial-places  of  the  Dutch,  and  of 
the  Portugueie,  are  likewife  (ituated  in  the 
fuburbs.  The  former  merit  the  attention 
of  the  traveller,  as  there  is  fcarcely  any 
grave  that  has  not  a  tomb  with  lofty  fpires 
upon  it ;  the  mcaneft  have  a  graveftone 
with  a  fculpturcd'  epitaph.  'That  of  Mr. 
VAN  Rheede,  com mifTary- general  of  the 
Eaft-India  Company  over  the  weftern  fac- 
tories, excels  all  the  others  in  largeneis  of 
dimenfion,  elegance  of  architei^ure,  mag- 
nificence of  ornament,  and  richnels  of  ma- 
terial, and  is  kept  in  repair  at  the  expence 
of  the  Company  ;  for  which  purpofe,  not 
long  ago,  about  fix  thoufand  rupees,  or  nine 
thoufand  Dutch  gilders,  were  charged  in 
account  to  the  Company  *. 
'      The  tomb  of  a  (hip's  butler,  wlio  when 

*  When  Thevisoi  wa»  at  Swat,  this  monument  w«s 
then  building;  Ovington  mentions  it,  and  calls U >  noble 
pile.    T. 
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alive  was  a  true  votary  of  Bacchus,  and 
proved  faithful  to  the  worfliip  of  the  jovial 
god  even  in  death,  by  cxpretsly  defiring 
that  three  large  punchbowls  of  (tone  (hould 
be  placed  upon  the  corners,  and  one  at  the 
top  of  the  fpirc,  of  his  tomb,  is  much  de- 
cayed, and  only  one  of  the  punchbowls  now 
remains  entire  *. 

Theiê  burial-places  are  furrounded  by  a 
high  wall,'  and  cover,  as  I  compute,  about 
one  hundred  roods  of  ground. 

The  burying-place  of  the  Engliih  is  with- 
out the  fuburb- walls,  on  the  right  fide  of  the 
road  to  Briauw. 

Whatever  pains  I  took  to  find  the  large 
tank,  and  banian-tree,  of  which  Theve- 
NOT  and  Valentvn  make  mention,  IcouM 
not  difcover  them ;  they  have,  perhaps,  both 
been  deftroyed  fince  that  time.  I  was,  how- 
ever, aOlired,  that  at  Secu/ture,  a  place  not 
■far  from  Baroche,  fuch  a  tree  cxifled,  as  that

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of  which  thofe  writers  take  fuch  particular 
notice.  ' 

Although  the  city  of  Sural  is  built  upon 
the  banks  of  a  river,  the  inhabitants  would 
be  in  want  of  water,  as  that  of  the  river 
before  the  town  is  almoft  always  brackiihi 
if  provilïon  were  not  made  againft  this  in- 
convenienCy,  by  a  number  of  wells,  lined 
with  brick,  which  are  very  deep,  and  whence 
the  water  is  brought  by  oxen  in  leathern 
bags. 

The  principal  edifice  belonging  the  city 
is  the  caflle,  which  was  ereded  by  the 
Moguls,  on  the  conqueil  of  Guzurat.  Its 
ihape  is  aii  irregular  Iquare  ;  the  ihorteft 
{ide  of  it,  and  one  of  the  oblique  Ades 
focing  the  weft  and  northwell,  arc  waflied 
by  the  river.  At  each  angle  it  has  a  large 
round  tower,  which  ferves  for  a  baftion ; 
the  walls,  or  curtains,  tHat  conne£l  tbefe 
together,  are  about  half  as  thick,  and  nearly 
as  high,  as  the  towers,  which  I  reckoned 
to  be  full  forty  feet  from  the  ground  to  the 
battlements.  On  the  narrowed  tide  there 
is  a  circular  place  of  arms  made  between» 
and  of  the  iame  height  as  the  towers.  A 
ravelin  was  added  to  the  oblique  fiank,  next 

to 
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to  the  river,  by  the  Euglifii,  after  they  got 
polTeflion  of  the  caAle,  which  covers  that 
fide. 

As  far  as  can  be  leen  from  without  (for 
into  th?  ca;{lle,  oone  who  do  not  belong  to 
the  Sngliih  are  admitted),  it  appears  to  be 
pretty  ftrong,  built  of  hewn  flone,  and  to 
Iw  well  provided  with  artillery.  On  the 
landfide  it  is  furrounded  by  a  ditch.  It 
ha?  but  one  gate,  which  is  on  the  fouth 
iide,  oppofite  to  the  Meidan,  Yet  it  could 
not  be  loüg  defended  againfl  a  bombard- 
ment, on  account  of  the  great  number  of 
buildings,  which  occupy  the  fpacc  within 
its  walls,  none  of  which,  as  I  was  aflured 
by  thof?  who  had  been  within  it,  by  con- 
nivance of  the  Englifh,  are  bomb-proof,  and 
the  garriibn  would,  therefore,  be  without 
Shelter  againA  the  deAni£live  effeÖs  of  fuch 
ap  attack. 

The  Mopriih  colours  are  hoifted  on  the 
fbutheafternmoil  tower,  and  thofe  of  the 
EngliOi  upon  the  fbuthwefternmoft. 

The  court,  or  palace,  where  the  nabob 

refides,  is  called  the  Durbar ;  it  lies,  to  the 

fouthweft,  about  two   hundred  paces  from 

the  caftle.      Within  it,  it  is  6id,  there  is 

little 
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little  worthy  notice.  The  gate  which, 
forms  the  entrance  to  it,  is  kept  by  a  guard 
of  Habfis,  or  Arabians,  and  is  mounted 
with  two  old  pieces  of  cannon,  but  it  more 
refembles  a  ruinous  hovel,  than  the  entrance 
to  the  refidence  of  a  prince. 

The  mint,  where  the  filver  which  i» 
imported  is  coined  into  rupees,  by  having 
the  impreffion  of  the  emperor's  name,  and 
the  year  of  his  reign,  ftamped  upon  them, 
is  a  large  pile,  furrounded  by  a  high  wall. 
Along  the  wall  are  fheds,  under  which  the 
workmen  fit  :  on  the  right  hand  is  an  ele- 
vated  apartment  for  the  overfeers  and  in- 
lpe£tors,  when  any  work  is  doing.  Oppo« 
fite  to  it,  a  fquare  place  is  walled  off,  where 
the  filver  and  copper  are  melted,  and  caft  in 
moulds,  into  bars,  or  ingots.  The  metal 
is  weighed  to  the  workmen,  who  cut  it  into 
pieces  of  the  exaft  weight  which  the  coin  to 
be  ftruck  requires,  every  one  having  a  pair 
of  fcales  at  hand  for  that  purpofe,  in  which 
every  piece  is  feparately  weighed  ;  thefê 
workmeti  beat  it  round  and  flat,  though  one 
piece  fometimes  iaX\%  thicker  than  another, 
to  which  exa<5l  attention  is  not  paid.  H; 
then  goes  to  the  coiners,  who  were  then 
about 
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about  thirty  in  number,  each  of  whom  has 
an  aiïiftant,  who  puts  the  prepared  pieces 
of  copper,  or  filver,  upon  the  lower  die, 
while  the  other  places  the  upper  one,  which 
he  holds  in  his  left  hand,  upon  them,  and 
ftamps  the  impreiHon  upon  them  with  a 
forcible  blow  of  a  hammer. 

The  lodges,  or  factories,  of  foreign  na- 
tions, namely,  of  the  Portuguele,  French, 
Englifh,  and  Dutch,  likewife  ftand  iu  the 
inner  town,  though  each  have  what  they 
call  a  wharf  in  the  fuburb,  called  jengbi 
bander.  The  factory  of  our  Company  is  an 
old  building,  fituated  nearly  iu  the  center 
of  the  town  i  there  is  nothing  worthy  of 
obfervation  about  it,  and  it  is  in  an  ex- 
tremely ruinous  condition  :  it  is  at  prefent 
only  made  ufe  of  for  bazarring  the  piece- 
goods,  that  is,  for  examining  them  when 
they  come  from  the  manufa<ïlurers,  and 
comparing  them  with  the  patterns.  The 
Company  ftill  pay  a  yearly  rent  for  the  ufe 
of  this  building,  to  one  of  the  natives,  to 
whom  it  came  by  inheritance;  befides  which, 
it  mull  be  kept  in  repair  at  the  expencc  of 
the  Company. 

Fotxoerly,  when  Surat  was  in  a  more 
flourifliiog 
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flourKhing  condition,  there  were  feveral  ca- 
ravanferas  here»  which  were  all  very  well 
miintaiaed,  as  well  from  the  donations  of 
pious  MunTulmen*  as  from  certain  revenues 
arifing  from  what  was  paid  by  the  travel- 
lers who  rclbrted  to  them.  There  are  at 
jM-eient  two,  which  I  faw ;  one  by  the  fide 
of  the  Na/fary-gaXc^  which  for  that  reafon  is 
called  by  us  the  double-^lty  becaule  the 
fquare  area  of  the  caravanfera  has  on  the 
two  oppoltte  {ides  a  large  gateway,  lead- 
ing to  the  road  of  Najjary  %  and  one  not  far 
from  the  mint :  they  are  both  fquare  build- 
ings, with  colonades  on  the  fides,  and  pro- 
vided with  little  iquare  rooms,  iti  which 
the  travellers  pafs  the  night,  while  their 
baggage  anti  cattle  remain  in  the  area  of 
the  caravanfera. 

The  mofques,  which  are  here  called 
maffieds^  the  interior  of  which  may  be  feen 
by  any  one  who  will  pull  off  his  fhoes,  pof-  . 
iëÉ  nothing  worthy  of  particular  regard. 
On  entering  the  gate,  you  come  into  an 
open  court,  which  occupies  about  one-half 
of  the  depth  of  the  building  ;  the  other  half 
is  covered  :  no  ornaments,  or  furniture,  are 
fèen»  except  the  pulpit,  and  a  fmall  clofeti 
fixed  in  the  wall,  in  which  the  Koran  is 
kept, 
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kept.  A  few  chapters  of  this  book  are 
fometimes  read  on  Fridays;  but  the  chief 
iervice  of  their  devotion  confifts  in  mutter- 
ing their  prayers,  at  certain  times,  in  this 
place. 

There  are  many  iazars,  or  market-places, 
here  ;  .for  example,  the  bazar  for  cottons, 
for  exchange,  for  greens,  for  wood,  and 
feveral  others,  which  overflow  with  people, 
towards  the  evening,  efpecially  the  firft- 
named,  which  is  likewife  the  place  where 
the  Banian  and  other  Afiatic  merchants 
meet,  as  thofe  of  Europe  do  upon  their  ex- 
changes. A  great  number  of  retait-fiiops 
are  equally  found  here. 

'I'he  Meidan  *  is  a  large  open  plain,  fouth 
of  the  caftlc,  where  both  our  Company  and 
the  Englifli  have  large  tents,  or  awnjngs, 
fijrrouuded  by  palings  of  bamboos.  The 
bales  of  piecegoods  are  kept  in  them  till 
they  are  cbmpped  and  fhipped  off. 

Not  far  from  here,  a  latty^  or  warehoufe, 
has  been  run  up  of  wood,  and  doled  with 
matts  of  palm-leaves,  in  which  private 
goods  were  formerly  houfed.

Their  CharaSier.  —  Gentoes.  —  Pagodas.  —  Be- 
lief in  Tranfmigratiott. — Tbetr  Solicitude  not  to  kill 
any  living  Creature. — "Their  fuperftitiom  Opinions 
in  this  RefpeS. — Tombs  of  their  Saints. 

J.  HE  city  of  Surat  contains,  it  is  faid»  full 
five  hundred  thouland  Inhabitants,  which, 
does  not  appear  entirely  improbable  to  me, 
as  its  populoufnefs  is  very  confiderable.  Mr. 
ScHRBUDEB  divldes  them  into  four  clafles, 
namely,'  Mows,  Banians,  Gentoos,  and  Per- 
fians ;  but,  in  my  opinion,  they  ought  only 
to  be  divided  into  three  forts,  for  the  Banians 
and  Gentoos  are  the  lame  people,  derived 
from  the  fame  origin,  and  profefHng  the 
fame  religion  j  the  Banians  are  in  much 
greater  numbers  than  the  Gentoos,  but  they 
differ  from  each  other  in  no  other  refped 
than  as  be;ng  of  different  caftes,  while  the 
caftc   of  the  Banians,    according   to    Mr. 
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ScHREUDER,  is  again  fubdivïded  into  ninety- 
two  forts. 

By  the  beft  information  which  I  could  ob- 
tain, from  feveral  tolerably  learned  Banians, 
the  general  divifipn  of  the  people  is  into  four 
clafles,  brahmins,  warriors,  agriculturers,  and 
mechanics,  who  are  all  again  fubdivided  into 
a  great  number  of  caftes ;  all  which  are  held  in 
honour,  in  proportion  as  they  refrain  frOTO 
the  ufc  of  forbidden  things,  flcfli  meat,  or 
any  thing  that  has  received  life,  from  the 
drinking  of  ftrong,  or  inebriating  liquors, 
from  the  commiffion  of  adultery,  from  lying, 
&c.  On  this  account,  the  clafs  of  agricul- 
turers,  who  are  the  leaft  infeéled  with  theic 
vices,  are  the  moft  efteemed,  and  much' 
above  the  mechanics,  who  do  not  fo  much 
obferve  the  diflates  of  morality. 

Although  the  brahmins  form  a  head-cafte, 
fome  are,  however,  found  among  them,  who 
are  equally  incorporated  into  other  caftes, 
for  inftance,  in  that  of  the  Banians,  the  pre- 
fent  broker  of  the  company,  Goven  Ram, 
being  one  of  them  ;  he  always  wore  a  ftring 
of  yellow  amber  beads  in  his  hand,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  the  illiterate  Roman  catho- 
lics have  their  paternofters,  for  counting  of 
their  prayers.  . 

Faqtiirs, 
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Faquirs  are  met  with  in  all  the  caftcs,  and 
]i)u;wife  among  the  Moors,  the  Marattas, 
and  the  Malabars ;  and  they  have  the  fame 
religion  as  the  Gentoos. 

The  Europeans  are  too  few  in  number 
here,  to  be  confidered  as  &  fourth  clafs  of  in- 
habitants. 

The  Moors,  orMonguls,  among  which  may 
be  reckoned  the  Arabians,  the  Turks,  and  the 
modern  Perfians,  who  have  fettled  here  for  - 
the  fake  of  trade,  becaufe  they  profefe  the 
fame  religion,  are  the  proprietors  of  the  foil, 
by  right  of  conqueft,  by  which  they  brought 
nearly  the  half  of  the  peninfula  within  the 
Ganges  under  fubjedion  to  them,  and  would 
probably  have  extended  their  dominion  ftill 
farther,  had  the  fucceflbrs  of  Aurbngzbbb 
inherited  his  abilities  and  bravery,  together 
with  his  empire. 

They  arc  called  Moors  in  common  with 
ieveral  nations  who  adhere  to  the  doftrincs 
of  Mahomet.  The  inhabitants  of  the  king- 
dom of  Granada^  in  Spain,  were,  for  that 
reafon,  diilinguilhed  by  the  fame  name,  by 
the  chriftians  of  CaftiU  and  Arragm ;  in  the 
{^mc  manner  ^  the  inhabitants  of  the  Penin- 
fula of  Hitae  at  Amè^nat  are  diftinguiOied 
VOL.  II.  J I  from 
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from  the  Leytimorplê  chriftiaps,  thou'^  tiQ 
dü^rence  of  coloijr  has  given  occafiou  thereto. 

Thefe  people,  as  well  as  the  modern  Per- 
iians,  are  of  the  feet  of  the  CMais,  who  do 
not  confider  AbukekeBj  Omak,  and  Osmyn, 
as  tbe  lawful  fucceflbrs  of  Mahomet,  but  as 
ufurpers,  eflceming  Ali,  the  fon-in-Iaw  of 
Mahomft,  as  the  perfon  ^ho  ought  to  have 
immediately  iucceeded  to  the  place  of  the 
prophet ;  whereas  the  Turks,  who  are  called 
Stinnitest  believe  the  contrary.  This  differ- 
ence of  belief  is  the  caufe  of  an  irreconcUe- 
able  hatred  between  thefe  people,  which  h 
encouraged  and  cheriihed  \)y  the  princes  (Vl 
\iOX\\  tides. 

Although  thefe  Mongulsj  or  Moors,  are  prot 
feffors  of  the  Mahomedan  faith,  and  obf^rvc 
the  folefnnities  and  ceremonies  it  prefcribes, 
they  are  npverthelefs  much  infefted  with  the- 
fbperftitión  of  the  heatheris  whole  country 
^hey  have  fubdued,  of  which  their  falammasf 
pr  falutation^  to  (hp  moon^  is  a  prominent 
inAance. 

Here,  as  well  as  in  Bengal^  the  Moprs 
are,  in  general,  both  very  indolent  and  vfry 
proud ;  hence  mofl;  of  them  either  enlift  as 
jfoldiers,  or  beco^ne  mendicants  :  few  of  them 

are 
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arc  to  be  met  with  who  uiiderfland  any  me- 
chanical art,  and  ftill  fewer  who  carry  on 
any  trade ;  if,  however,  any  of  them  dó  en- 
gage in  commercial  purfuits,  they  launch 
deep  into  bufinefs,  and  adventure  largely 
Upon  the  feas. 

A  few  of  them  who  engage  as  Tailors,  of 
whom  the  company  have  a  confiderable  num- 
ber in  their  (ervice,  which  is  even  calculated 
at  eighteen  or  nineteen  hundred,  frequently 
become  very  good  ftamcn,  although  they  fel- 
,  dom  lofc  their  natural  indolent  diipoütion. 

Of  their  ftature,  drels,  and  manners,  and 
likewife  of  their  women,  &c.  I  have  made 
ample  mention  in  my  obibrvations  upon 
Btrtga/K 

The  religious  ceremonies  of  the  Gentoos, 
are  not  ib  defervingof  oblervation  as  in  Ben- 
gal.  .The  great  feftivals  which  are  obierved 
at  the  Ganges^  do  not  appear  to  take  place, 
at  leaft  they  arc  not  accompanied  with  ib 
much  pomp  and  circumdance  as  there,  when 
they  are  oblerved. 

Once  in  their  lives,  they  vifit  the  pagoda 
of  yagematef  on  the  coaft  of  Orixa,  where

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no  diflbflion  of  caftcs  is  made^  and  they  all, 
like  a  nation  defcended  from  one  commoo 
ftock,  cat,  drink,  and  make  merry  together,  - 
At  that  time  too,  the  cafte  of  the  warriors, 
and  ibme  others,  are  allowed  to  eat  flefli  and 
fifh. 

The  jjurning  or  burying  alive  of  widows 
with  their  deceafed  hufbands,  is  rare  here. 
Above  Banca  Parra^  on  the  banks  of  the 
Tigr^j,  a  fort  of  tomb  is  ihewn,  where  a  wor 
man  was  burnt  with  her  hufband,  which  is 
a  proof  of  thp  rarity  of  the  occurrence. 

The  difference  they  make  between  what 
they  efteem  fortunate  and  unfortunate  days, 
Vphich  are  announced  and  regulated  by  their 
priefts,  is  more  obferveable  here  than  in 
Bengaly  oji  account  of  the  number  of  Banian 
merchants,  with  whom  one  has  always  fome 
dealings. 

Their  priefb  did  not  appear  to  me  to  have 
fo  much  refpedt  paid  to  them  as  in  Bengal ^ 
perhaps  on  account  qf  their  great  number  \ 
for  they  are  made  ufe  of  for  cooieyst  or  la- 
bourers, to  carry  goods  in  and  ou):  of  the 
warehoufes,  for  which  they  have  even  an 
cxclufivc  privilege.  Another  ibrt,  called 
bbooysy  are  alone  entitled  to  load  and  unload 
^hem. 

The 
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iThe  pagodas  are  neither  Co  large  iior  fb 
handfome  here»  as  in  Bengal,  and  their  idols 
are  of  lefs  confideration  than  there. 

Their  belief  in  the  metempfycbotis,  which. 
It  is  faid,  is  iinirerfal  among  the  Hindoos 
(though  I  could  never  reconcile  this  with  the 
expe^atioh  which  their  prieAs  endeavour  to 
imprefs  upon  thofe  women  who  fufFer  them- 
felves  to  be  burnt  or  buried  alive  with  their 
hufbands»  namely,  that,  united  to  the  deceafed 
inanother  life,  they  will  enjoy  eternalpleailires 
with  him),  makes  them  very  folicitous  about 
the  life  of  every  animal,  as  weU^f  filch  as 
are  hurtful,  as  of  fuch  as  are  ufeful  or  barm-* 
left.  They  will  not  premeditately  kill  any 
animal  of  any  kind»  nor  eat  of  its  fleih. 
Thole  among  them,  who  fcek  to  attain  the 
highell  degree  of  fan6Uty,  and  endeavour  to 
make  themfelves  agreeable  to  the  divinity  by 
their  good  deeds,  put  every  means  in  prac- 
tice to  avoid  being  guilty  of  the  murder  even 
of  the  m^nefl  infe^. 

I  faw  feveral  of  them  here,  who  wore  a 
piece  of  thin  linen,  or  gauze,  before  the 
mouth,  in  order  not  to  deprive  any  creature  of 
life,  by  their  breath.  Others  have  befides  a 
bruflï  or  broom,  with  which  they  fweep  away 
113  .the 
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the  duft  from  the  ground  upon  which  they 
tread,  that  they  may  not  crufli  any  living 
thing  to  death  with  their  feet.  Others  again 
fearch  for  the  places  where  ants  refort,  and 
ftrcw  flour  about  them,  in  order  to  furnifh 
thoie  inlcos  with  food.  If  they  have'tht 
misfortune  of  accidently  killing' any  infcd  or 
other  animal,  they  impofe  a  heavy  penance 
upon  themfclves,  which  is  always  accom- 
panied by  many  waOiings  and  purifications. 

How  ridiculous  focver  the  fuperftition  of 
thefe  blind  heathens  may  now  appear  to  us 
Europeans,  wc  have  only  to  recur  to  out 
own  portion  of  the  globe,  and  to  the  middle 
ages,  and  we  ihall  Hnd  an  inftance  of  a  very 
renowned  faint,  who  performed  a  penance 
of  fix  months,  becaufe  he  had  killed  a  ka^t 
or  flea  thafhad  ftung  him  *. 

When  thefe  Indian  iaints,  whom  Theve- 
NOT  calls  vartiaSf  and  the  Dutch,  for  what 
reafon  I  know  not,  fiofje  piffers^  die,  their 
bodies  are  not  burnt,  like  thofc  of  the  other 
Gentoos,  but  buried.  Their  burying-place, 
which  I  mentioned  before,  lies  out  of  the 
Catergam  -  gate  j  they  arc  not,   as   was  in

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general  afterted,  placed  in  their  graves  with 
the  feet  upwards,  but  in  a  pofture  as  if  they 
fat  upon  their  heels.  Over  each  grave  is  A 
fquare  tomb,  about  four  feet  high,  and  three 
feet  broad,  open  all  round,  exdept  the  cor- 
nersj  upon  which  a  httle  dome  refls,  which 
is  buUt  upon  the  tomb  ;  under  it,  eiaA\y  in 
the  middle,  is  a  fquare  ftone*  perfedly  white, 
in  which  the  reprcfentation  of  two  footileps, 
next  to  each  other,  is  carved,  with  an  infcrip- 
tion  round  them.  Their  fellow-believers- 
Ihew  great  veneration  for  thefe  tombs,  and 
Arew  them  daily  with  frefli  flowers^ 
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CHAPTER  XrV. 

Aumnt  of  an  Hojfital  for  fick,  lame^  or  maimed  Jm- 
mals — Supported  by  the  Cmtrihutims  of  the  Bamans 
and  Genloes. — Its  Revenues.  —  Supplies  of  IL^t 
Conit  ^c>  —  Grain  in  which  there  are  atiy  Worms 
or  Wemls  depejited  here. — Ucey  and  other  Vermn, 
kept  and  fed  here. — Apes  and  Monkeys.  —  A  land 
Tortot/e,  of  a  remarkable  Weight  and  Age. — ïïtf 
Perfees  of  Sural.

A.  HE  Banians,  or  Gentoos,  whole  dailj 
occupations  do  not  permit  them  to  tread  in 
the  footftcps  of  thefe  meritorious  faints,  fulfil 
the  duties  impofed  upon  them  in.  another 
manner,  by  providing  for  the  welfere  of  ani- 
mals. 

For  this  purpose,  they  have  entered  into 
engagements,  more  than  a  century  ago,  to 
devote  a  certain  part  of  their  gains  in  trade," 
annually,  to  a  fort  of  hospital  for  animals, 
which  was  then  ereAed  by  them,  out  of  the 
city, 
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city,  but  which  now,  by  the  walling  round 
of  the  fuburbs,  has  been  taken  into  the  town» 
and  ftands  in  the  ward  called  Sagurampoura, 
near  the  Madjara-gate. 

The  hofpital  itfelf  is  called  Panjerepor^ 
which  denotes  as  much  as  a  fodety^  as  both 
Banians  and  Gentoos  contribute  their  Üiares 
towards  the  fupport  of  this  inflitution. 

The  former,  however,  contribute  the 
largeft  portion,  as  their  profits  arc  greater 
than  tho(ê  of  the  former  ;  the  rate  by  which 
they  pay  is,  one  ana,  or  one  üxteenth  of  a 
rupee,  out  of  every  hundred  rupees,  clear 
gam- 

ïn  the  fame  manner,  the  pecuniary  mulfts, 
to  which  they  are  condemned  by  their'Brah- 
mins,  for  the  fpeaking  of  untruths,  or  other 
venial  offences,  are  appropriated  to  the  fup- 
jwrt  of  this  hofpital. 

The  chief  direflion  over  it  is  confided  to 
the  chief  of  the  Banians,  who  receives  the 
revenues  of  the   inftitution,    and   pays  the  . 
daily  expences  of  it  out  of  them. 

Although  by  the  decay  of  the  trade  of 
Sural,  this  inflitution  has  fuffered  in  common 
with  it,  thefe  revenues  yet  amount  yearly  to 
full  fix  thouiand  rupees,  or  nine  thouiand* 
Dutch  gilders. 

From 
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From  this  forty  fèrvants  are  kept,  vba 
take  care  of  and  feed  the  animals  com- 
mitted to  their  charge.  Every  year,  five 
hundred  tboufaiid  trulfes  of  hay,  and  cvetj 
day,  Gxtyjèer  of  corn,  and  &Styfeer  of  milk, 
are  required  for  keeping  the  fick  cattle;  be- 
fides  which,  the  cows  aiid  oxen  are  iènt  tor 
pafture  out  of  the  city,  unlefs  they  are  lamedi 
or  unable  by  extreme  age,  to  crop  their  food 
themfelves. 

The  hofpital  confifls  of  a  large  jdain^ 
nearly  fquare,  of  about  twenty-five  acres  in 
extent,  furrounded  by  a  high  wall,  liaving 
iheds  in  feveral  parts  of  it,  under  which  the 
cattle  ücep.  On  the  left  hand  of  the  en- 
trance, which  is  through  a  great  gaie,  there 
is  9  Aone  building,  in  which  thefe  is  a  floor^ 
twelve  or  fourteen  feet  from,  the  ground^ 
whither  the  Banians  and  Gentoos  carjy  their 
Ipoiled  grain,  in  which  there  are  any  worms 
or  wevils  j  when  it  has  lain  ibme  time  there^ 
it  is  cafl  through  large  fijuare  holes  in  the 
floor,  'intp  the  lower  part  of  the  building* 
where  it'isJcept  as  in  a  warehoofe,  till  the 
corn,  with  the  animals  in  it,  are  entirely 
turned  to  duft,  when  it  is  carried  out  of  the 
town,  and  ftrewed  upon  the  garden-grounds* 
lice»

LJcc,  and  other  vermin,  are  likewiïe  kept 
;lnd  fed  in  this  place,  but  1  did  not  fee  any  of 
them  *. 

The  birds  that  are  fick  or  maimed,  are 
kept  in  cages ;  but  the  greateft  part  of  the 
quadrupeds  were  unconfioed. 

Among  all  the  animals  that  are  maintaia- 
cd  here,  I  did  not,  however,  fee  any  that 
may  be  clafled  as  carnivorous ;  but  there 
were  z  number  of  apes  and  monkeys  of  all 
forts,  who  were  all  either  fick,  lame,  or 
maimed. 

Anu)Dgft  others,  I  faw  llkewife  a  land 
fortoife,  which,  as  I  guefled,  weighed  at  leaft 
one.  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  This  animal, 
as  the  Banians  aflüred  me,  had  already  been 
kept  there  for  the  ipace  of  feventy  years, 
and  it  could  now  fcarcely  move,  from  ex- 
treme old  age.     Under  its  paws,  on  each

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fide,  there  were  four  nails  {ticking  om; 
which  were  white»  and  refembled  Hngcrs 
that  had  been  cut  off.  The  animal  was  en- 
tirely blind,  and  was  fed  with  nothing  but 
milk.  It  was,  however,  dead  when  I  was 
at  Suratf  for  the  fecond  time,  in  the  year

Faquirs  are  Ukewifc  met  with  here,  who 
come  down  from  the  interior  parts  of  the 
country  to  this  populous  city»  in  order  to 
perform  their  lingular  penances,  before  nu- 
merous Ipeftatofs,  who  croud  the  ftreets  of 
it.  In  my  obfcrvations  upon  Bengal,  1  have 
made  ample  mention  of  them,  and  fhall, 
therefore,  only  add,  that  their  manner  of 
life  and  corporal  liifferings  are  the  fame  here, 
as  in  Bengai*. 

The  third  people,  or  nation,  who  help  to 
form  the  body  of  inhabitants  at  Sural,  are 
the  Perfians,  or  Perfces. 

Thefe  defcendants  of  the  ancient  Perilans, 
thofe  well-known  enemies  of  Greece,  and 
benefactors  of  the  Jewiftt  people,  known  for 
many  ages  by  the  name  of  Gueh-es,  or 
Garats,  and  likcwife  by  the  appellation  of

doned their  country  upon  the  conqucft  of  it 
hy  the  caliph  Omar»  and  the  capture  by 
him  of  their  laft  king  Hormisdas. 

As  the  conqueror  forced  all  his  new  fiib- 
'  je£ts  to  embrace  the  mahomedan  creed,  and 
perfecuted  with  fire  and  fword  thofe  who  rc- 
fuied  to  abandon  the  religion  of  their  fore- 
iathers/fome  of  them  fled  to  the  moft  diftant 
parts  of  the  province  of  Carmenioy  in  which,' 
though  belonging  to  Perfia^  it  feems  that 
the  mahomedan  lovereigns  of  the  country 
have  fuffered  them  to  remain  undifhirbed, 
with  rcipfd  to  their  religion.  Thevenot, 
who  was  in  Ferfia^  in  the  year  1665,  writes, 
t^t  they  dwelt  there,  and  likewife  in  other 
parts  of  Perfia,  and  exerciled  their  religion 
unmolefted. 

A  great  portion,  however,  abandoned 
their  country,  in  the  year  636*,  and  fled  for  . 
refuge  to  Hindollan,  refbrting  more  par- 
ticularly to  the  neighbourhood  of  Suratt 
where  they  obtained  permilHon  to  fettle  from 
the  Hindoos,  and  to  exercile  their  religion

without 
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without  rcftraint ;  upon  the  condition,  how- 
ever, that  they  fliould  never  kill  any  ox  or 
cow,  and  which  they  likewife  afSrm  they 
have  never  done,  even  until  the  prefent  day. 

Their  number,  in  and  round  Suraf,  is  at 
prefent  eftimatcd  to  amount  to  one  hundred 
tbooland  Ibuls,  who  almoft  all  maintain' 
themfelves  by  apiculture  and  manufac- 
tures*. As  they  much  fbrpafs  the  other 
inhabitarttè  of  Surat  in  iiiduftry,  no  Perlces' 
arë'fèen  aniong  the  beggars,  with  which  the 
city  fWarms ;  if  they  are  ever  opprelïéd  by 
pOT'Crty,  their  chiefs  lake  care  that  they 
need  not  have  recourfe  to  the  deipicabie 
life  of  mendicants.  IMany  of  them  are  do- 
meftics  in  the  houfes  of  the  Europeans,  and 
become  occaiional  fervants  to  the  ftrangers 
who  arrive  in  the  city :  they  receive  five 
rixdollars  per  month  wages,  but  muft  pro- 
Vide  their  own  viftuals, 

THey  encrcafe  in  numbers  from  day  to 
day,  and  have  built  and  inhabit  many  entire 
wards  in  the  fuburbs.     The  greateft  number

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of  them,  however,  fays  Mr.  Schreüdek, 
live  in  the  country,  and  along  the  feacoaft 
from  Barocbe  to  Bazam,  and  farther,  where 
they  have  fcveral  large  and  wealthy  villages. 

There  are  fome  among  them,  although 
few,  who  leave  their  countrymen,  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Surat,  for  fcveral  years, 
and  rcfort  to  Cochim^  the  coaft  of  Coromatidel, 
or  other  places  in  India,  in  order  to  procure 
a  better  livelihood  ;  thcfe  leave  their  wives 
and  children  behind  them,  and  marry  other 
wives  at  the  places  where  they  go  to  refide : 
but  they  are  much  defpifed  by  their  own 
people,  efjiecially  when  they  die  in  another 
part  of  the  country,  and  cannot  be  inhu- 
mated  in  the  ufual  burial-places, 'for  it  is  an 
article  of  belief  among  them,  that  luch  pcr- 
fons  are  eternally  miferable  in  a  future  life  j 
for  this  reafon  their  relations  fpare  no  ex- 
pence  in  order  to  have  the  bones  conveyed  to 
their  receptacles,  and  fometimes  are  at  the 
coft  of  twenty  thoufand  rupees,  and  more, 
to  eiFed  this  purpofe. 

Several  among  them  at  Sural  are  rich, 
and  may  be  counted  among  the  principal 
merchants. 

They  are  much  fairer  than  either  the 
Moors 
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Mbors  or  Gentoos,  aud  do  not  differ  mudi 
in  complexion  from  the  Spaniards :  they 
have,  in  general,  large  eyes,  aquiline  nofës, 
and  are  well-proportioned. 

Their  women,  who  arc  ftill  feirer  than 
the  men,  are,  generally  fpeaking,  tall  and 
graceful ;  they  have  largfe  piercing  black 
eyes,  full  of  the  moft  fafcinating  Bre  ;  their 
eyebrows  are  black,  pcrfeöly  arche4,  and 
placed  at  4  proper  diflance  from  the  eyes,  to 
add  cpnfiderably  to  the  beauty  of  the  face  j 
the  forehead  is  high  ;  th^  nof?,  like  the 
fame  feature  in  the  men,  has  an  aquiline 
bend  ;  the  mouth  is  fmall,  and  adorned  with 
the  moflt  beautiful  pearly  teeth ;  the  boibm 
is  full,  and  the  breai^s  mofl  iymmetrically 
rounded;  their  legs  are  very  handfbme; 
their  deportment  and  gait  is  airy  and  grace- 
ful ;  and  their  Moqrifh  attire  loofe  and  gay. 

Thefe  people,  it  is  laid,  are  much  ad- 
di^ed  to  fenfual  pleafures,  and  are  even 
guilty  of  the  unnatural  crimes,  which  were 
not  a  little  prevalent  among  the  ancient  Pcr- 
flans,  and  are  not  rare  among  the  ïnhabi- 
taiïts  of  the  country  in  which  they  at  prefent 
refide.  .  . 

They,  however,  many  no  more  than  one 
woman! 
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woman  at  the  fame  time,  and  never  any 
one  but  of  their  own  nation,  fo  that  they 
have  prelèrved  their  race,  through  fo  many 
ages,  pure  and  unmixed  with  other  nations, 
to  the  prelent  day. 

Adultery  and  fornication  they  punift' 
amongft  themfelves,  and  even  by  death ; 
but  they  muft,  however,  give  cognizance  of 
any  capital  puniftimeftt  to  the  Moorifh  go- 
vernment :  the  execution  ia  performed  in 
fecret,  either  by  lapidation,  drowning  in  the 
river,  caftigation,  or  beating  to  death,  and 
''ibmetimes  by  poifbn. 

Purfuers  of  unlawful  pleafures,  fpurred  on 
by  the  defire  of  variety,  and  fuch  as  did  not 
otherwilc  make  any  difficulty  of  confefling 
and  even  triumphing  in  their  amours,  have 
uniformly,  aflured  me,  that  they  have  never 
fucceeded  in  having  their  will  of  any  JPerfian 
woman,  notwithftanding  they  have  neither 
fpared  alUduity  nor  money.  The  fear  of 
punifbment  has  fo  much  influence  upon- 
thefe  women,  that  they  never  -dare  confent, 
well  knowing  that  if  ever  their  iudifcretion 
be  difcoVered,  they  cannot  efcape  certain 
death.  They  are  not,  however,  at  all  de- 
ficient in  the  amoroufncls  of  conflitution, 
VOL.  II.  K  It  which 
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which  is  lb  much  the  chara£teriitic  of  all  the 
oriental  women.  They  are  feen,  every  day, 
in  the  ftrects,  and  frequently  fetch  water  at 
a  diilance  from  their  houfes.  A  number  of 
Periian  women  are,  however,  always  toge- 
ther, and  a  young  girl  clpccially  is  very 
rarely  feen  by  herfelf. 

Girls  are  marriageable  before  thqy  are 
twelve  years  old,  and  their  marriages  are' 
oontra£ted  at  a  very  early  age,  and  while 
they  are  mere  infants }  but  cohabitation  h 
deferred  till  the  girls  are  about  the  above- 
mentioned  age  of  puberty. 

As  ibon  as  the  wedding-day  is  fixed  upon, 
the  bridegroom  and  his  father  go  round,  a 
few  days  before,  to  the  houfes  of  all  their 
relations  and  friends,  in  order  to  announce 
the  intended  nuptials  to  them  ;  every  one  is 
then  obliged  to  prelent  the  bridegroom  with 
Ibme  articles  of  houfehojd  furniture,  money, 
or  clothes,  to  which  cuftom  he,  in  his  turn, 
is  obliged  equally  to  conform,  when  others 
of  his  friends  marry. 

When  the  marriage-ceremony  is  per- 
formed, the  bride  and  bridegroom  lit  down, 
with  their  legs  croiTed  under  them,  upon  a 
fquare  board,  covered  with  cloth,  and  laid 
upoQ 
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upon  the  ground ;  the  fathers  fit  next  to 
their  children;  a  cocoanutfliell  is  given  to 
the  young  couple,  with  fomc  thread,  which 
they  wind  round  it,  and  give  it  interchange- 
ably .to  each  other  three  times;  the  pricft- 
then  ftrcws  ibme  rice,  as  a  fymbol  of  pro-- 
lificnefe,  upon  them  ;  next,  after  uttering  a 
prayer,  he  writes  upon  a  little  billet,  or  note, 
that  the  &ther,  named  {o  and  fo,  has  givea 
his  daughter  to  be  the  wife  of  the  bride- 
groom, fuch  a  one }  as  ibon  as  the  note  is 
rolled  up,  a  firing  of  green  beads  is  put  round 
the  neck  of  the  bride,"  which  (he  never  puts 
off  till  it  is  entirely  worn  «t.  It  is  not 
cuftoraary  to  give  any  portion  ■  with  the 
bride. 

As  (bon  as  a  child  is  born,  the  father  goes 
to  one  of  their  prieds,  in  order  to  inform 
him  thereof,  and  he  writes  down  where  and 
when  the  child  was  brought  into  the  world. 
The  prieft  then  forms  three  names  out  of 
the  horofcope  of  the  child,  writes  them  upon 
a  little  board  ftrewed  with  alhes,  and  fends 
it,  with  much  folemnity,  on  the  fixth  day 
afterwards,  to  the  parents,  thqt  they  may 
make  choice  of  one  of  the  names. 

Wheo  th»  boys  arc  fcven^ears  old,  they 
K  K  a  >re  * 
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are  admitted  as  members  of  their  religion. 
They  then  receive  a  narrow  woollen  bandage, 
woven  by  the  wives  of  the  priefls,  which  is 
wound  three  times  round  the  body  over  the 
ihirt,  aiid  which  they  muft  wear  as  long  as 
diey  live  ;  whenever  it  is  worn  out,  another 
13  fumifhed  by  the  priefts,  to  whom  a  certain 
fixed  price  muft  be  paid  for  it. 

Nothing  of  the  kind  takes  place  with  re- 
fpcft  to  the  girls,  who  are  only  fuppofed  ta 
be  incorporated  into  their  religion  upon  be- 
ing married.

W  HEN  a  Perfee  dies,  the  body  Is  waflïcd 
clean,  and  dreHed  in  the  oldeft  ctothes  be- 
longing to  the  deceafed.  Then  four  car- 
riers of  the  dead,  who  are  equally  Per- 
iêes,  but  of  the  very  loweit  clafs,  to  whom 
it  is  not  even  allowed  to  touch  fire,  take 
up  the  body,  and  lay  it  upon  an  iron  bier, 
made  in  the  form  of  a  grate,  upon  which 
they  carry  it  out  of  the  city,  to  one  of  their 
burying- places,  or,  more  properly,  recepta- 
cles of  the  dead  *.

■*  boAj  is  for  fome  time  dead,  the  H^leben  (a  fort  of  for-r 
f'  did  Indians)  take  and  cairy  it  out  upon  an  open  Uer,  into 
**  the  open  fieldi,  near  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  expoféd 
*>  to  the  fbwb  of  heaven.  When  it  it  there  decent]]'  de- 
**  politcd  upon  the  ground,  a  particular  friend  beats  the 
"  fields  and  neighbouring  villages,  upon  the  hypt  for  a  iog, 
**  till  he  can  find  one  out ;  and  having  had  the  good  hick 
**  to  meet  him,  he  intices  him  with  a  cake  of  bread,  whidi 
**  he  carries  in  his  hand  for  that  purpofe,  dll  he  dnwt  hhn 
"  as  near  the  corpfe  as  he  is  able  ;  ft>r  the  nearer  the  dog  js 
**  brought  to  the  dead  bodjr,  the  nearer  ^tt  its  an>rqac))a 
*'  to  felicity.  And  if  the  hungry  cur  can  by  bits  of  cake  be 
**  brought  fb  ni|^  the  deceafed,  as  to  come  up  to  him,  and 
**  take  a  piece  out  of  his  mouth,  it  is  then  an  unquefiipoable 
"  fign,  that  the  condition  be  died  in  was  very  happy ;  bqt 
•*  if  the  timorous  dog  ftartles  at  the  fight,  or  loatbs  the  ob- 
4*  jefi,  or  being  lately  well  fed,  has  no  ftomach  to  that  ordi- 
**  nary  ouM^el,  vhtcb  he  muft  fnatch  out  of  the  dead  man's 
*'  jaws,  the  cafe  then  with  him  b  operate,  and  fits  Hate 
••  deplorable.  The  poor  man,  whom  I  fjw,  was,  by  ibefe 
*<  prognoflics,  very  mifêrablc;  for  the  ftuHy  cur  would  by 
^  no  mpans  be  inticed  to  ^oJ  diliance  near  him.  When  the 
*<  dog  has  finifbed  bb  part  of  the  ceremony,  two  J^mi 
**  (priefts)  .at  ■  furlong's  didance  from  the  bier,  Hand  up) 
•*  with  joined  hands,  and  loudly  repcat,'for  near  half  an  hour, 
f'  a  tedious  form  of  prayer  by  heart ;  but  ^ith  fuch  a  quick 
**  difpatch,  that  they  fcarce  draw  breath  all  the  while,  as  if 
f  they  had  been  under  ibme  invincible  neceffity  of  running 
*f  over  the  vurds   in  fu«h  «   time,    AU  the  while  tkef 
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about  half  a  Dutch  mile  out  of  the  Douhie, 
or  Najary-^te.  The  piece  of  ground  upon 
which  it  is  built,  and  which  is  about  a 

"  were  thus  gabbling,  a  piece  of  white  paper,  &ftened  to 
**  each  ear,  o'erthwait  the  &ce,  hung  down  two  or  three 
*'  incbn  below  the  chin ;  and  as  fboa  as  they  bad  ended 
*'  their  petitions,  the  HalaUberi  took  up  the  c«rpfe,  and  coa- 
"  v^ed  it  tothcrepofitory,  whichwas  near;  all  the  company 
**  ranking  themfelves  by  two  and  two,  and  following  it  witl^ 
"  joined  hands.  The  place  of  fepultnre  is  io  the  open  fields* 
*»  within  a  wall,  built  in  form  of  a  circle,  about  twelve  feet 
"  high,  and  about  an  hundred  in  the  circumfi^rence ;  in  the 
"  middle  of  which  was  a  door  of  ftone,  about  (it  feet  from 
"  the  ground,  which  was  opened  to  admit  the  oorpfê.  The

<'  ture  which  are  diatned  conttQually  from  the  carcaflea,  mar 
"  by  an  eafy  pafiage  _delceiid  into  a  fink  made  in  the  mid- 
f*  die  to  receive  ihem.  The  corpTe,  ther^re,  was  left  here, 
"  and  all  the  coip[9ny  departing  thence,  betook  Ihemfelvei 
*•  to  a  rimlet  that  i^n  near  the  pbce,  for  ablution,  to  deanfi; 
"  them&Ivcs  from  what  defilements  they  might  have  con- 
•'  traded  on  this  melancholy  occafion  ;  and  retired  afïer* 
M  wards  to  their  proper  habitations  in  the  city,  from  whence 
"  this  place  is  diflant  about  a  mile ;  but  within  the  fpace 
*'  of  a  day  or  two  after,  fomc  of  the  neareft  relatives  return 
'•  again  hither,  to  obfcrve  which  of  the  eyes  of  their  deoeafcd 
'  <*  friend  was  firfl  picked  out  by  the  hungry  vultures  ;  and 
**  if  they  find,  that  the  right  eye  was  firft  fciz«l  oq,  this 
"  abodes  undoubted  bappinefs ;  if  the  lefï,  (hey  then  art 
tt  (orrowful ;  for  that  b  a  direful  fign  of  his  mifcry."

quarter  of  a  mile  ia  circumference,  is  the 
property  of  the  Perices  ;  it  lies  a  little  higher 
than  the  country  round  it ;  the  foil  is  a  hard, 
ftony,  clay,  which  is  fplit  to  a  confiderablc 
depth,  in  feveral  places,  by  the  great  aridity 
of  the  climate.  The  little  bruQiwood,  and 
(he  &ded  and  thorny  bufties,  which  are  in- 
terfperfed  upon  it,  bear  the  vifiblc  marks 
of  a  defcrt  and  barren  foil,  upon  which  they 
rather  appear  to  pine,  than  to  grow. 

The  death-like  filence,  and  diiinal  fblitude 
of  the  place,  the  hoarfe  croakings  of  the 
crows  and  ravens,  that  refort  hither  in  nu- 
merous bands,  to  feed  upon  the  putrifying 
carcafles,  make  this  ipot  a  truer  pi<^re  of 
die  dreary  abodes  deftined  for  the  reception 
of  departed  fouls,  and  a  more  lolemn  and 
more  gfoomy  iccnc,  than  even  the  far- 
famed  Avernus  of  the  Roman  poets. 

On  this  piece  of  ground,  are  four  c^ 
their  repofitories  for  dead  bodies,  two  of 
which  are  entirely  decayed,  open,  and  over- 
grown  withinilde  with  grafs  and  bulhes. 

The  neweft,  which  had  been  built,  en- 
tirely new,  three  or  four  years  before,  was, 
like  the  others,  round.  Its  circumference 
I  found  was  about  three  hundred  feet ;  it 

was 
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was  lixteen  ïm-  fèventeen  feet  above  the 
ground,  with  a  border  all  round  at  the  top, 
and  made  entirely  of  hard  hewn  Aone. 

The  opening,  through  which  the  bodies 
arc  carried  into  the  repofitory,  was,  as  well 
in  this  as  in  the  others,  facing  the  eaft,  in 
prder  that  the  riling  fun  might  Ihine  upop, 
them,  and  in  the  upper  part  of  the  walï, 
juft  below  the  border,  at  the  diftance  of  full 
five  feet  from  the  ground  :  this  opening 
was  fliut  by  two  mafly  ftone  doors,  with  a 
very  large  lock,  and  fo  well  clofed,  that 
none  can  either  enter  into,  or  even  behold, 
the  inlide. 

A  floping  afcent  is  made  to  the  door,  up 
which  the  bodies  which  are  to  be  depofited 
in  the  repofitory  are  carried  ;  I  went  up  it, 
and  to  the  entrance,  but  could  not  find  any 
crevice  through  which  I  might  fee  the  in- 
fide.  On  the  border  over  the  door  is  a 
iemicircular  frontifpiece,  in  which  feveral 
mottos,  allufive  to  the  place,  are  carved  ia 
Periian  letters. 

To  the   N.E.  N.w.  s.w,  and  &.e.  about 

twelve  feet  from   the  place  óf  fepulture, 

were  four  pits,  or  fmks,  of  brick,  funk  in 

.  the  earth,  and  with  a  covering  of  maibnry

over  them,  riiling  three  or  four  feet  above 
the  ground,  with  feveral  holes  in  it.  Thefe 
fcrvc  to  receive  the  moifture  that  runs  from 
the  dead  bodies,  either  by  the  rain  falling 
vpon  them,  of  otherwife,  through  as  many 
pipes,  or  fewers,  that  communicate  with  the 
principal  building.  The  peftilential  vapours 
srlfing  from  fo  many  rotting  carca0ês,  in- 
feéied  the  air  all  round,  in  fo  intolerable  a 
degree,  that  nothing  but  the  moft  eager  cu* 
Tiolity  could  have  induced  me  to  ftay  a 
fingle  moment  here ;  and  the  little  time  I 
did  remain  in  this  foul  congregation  of  pu- 
trifaftion,  brought  on  a  moft  violent  head- 
ache, and  it  was  a  long  time  before  I  got  rid 
of  it. 

At  the  diftance  of  about  forty  or  fifty 
roods  from  this  large  receptacle,  were  three 
others  of  the  fame  fhape  and  height  ;  but 
fmaller  in  circumference  :  two  of  them 
were  in  lb  ruinous  a  condition,  that  there 
■was  nothing  worthy  of^  obfervation  about 
them ;  but  I  had  an  opportunity  of  fatisfy- 
ing  my  euriofity  at  the  third,  which  was 
■ftill  entire. 

I  had  left  my  iêrvanfs  and  palankeen- 
bearers  at  a  diftance  from  the  place  where 
thefe 
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:  riiefe  receptacles  of  the  dead  were,  becaufe 
I  had  been  told,  that  the  great  curioüty  of 
the  brother  of  the  French  chief,  De  Brian- 
court,  to  behold  the  iniide  of  one  of  theiè 
Ghamelhouibs,  would  have  coft  hun  his  life, 
had  not  his  brother  conxe  in  time  to  his  aflift- 
ancc  with  fome  military ;  he  was  afTaultï^  by^ 
a  number  of  Perices  when  he  entered  the  gate, 
as  he  had  been  watched  by  them  when  hp 
got  up  to  the  wall.  I  was  befides  ib  fortu^ 
nate,  that  the  attendant,  who  dwells  near 
this  place,  at  a  fmall  temple,  where  the  holy 
fire  is  kept  burning,  happened  to  be  gone  to 
the  city,  fo  that  I  was  entirely  alone  in  this 
folitary  abode  of  death. 

Clambering  up  the  wall,  by  means  of  the 
holes  which  were  in  it,  1  got  as  high  as  the 
opening  through  which  the  bodies  were 
conveyed  in,  and  I  found  a  crevice  between 
the  doors,  of  fufficient  width  to  admit  of  my 
•feeing  how  the  bodies  were  difpo&d :  it  was 
■as  follows ;  in  the  center  of  a  ihelving  floor 
of  ftone,  which  was  laid  from  the  wall,  be-  , 
ginning  a  foot  or  ^  foot  apd  a  half  below 
the  threOiold  of  the  doors,  and  which  went 
all  rou(id  the  building,  was  a  large  opening, 
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ftr  pit,  and  over  it  an  iron'  grate,  ierving 
to  receive  the  moifture  tljit  trickled  from 
the  putriiying  bodies,  and  of  which  I  could 
notice  the  bottom. 

This  floor  was  divided  into  three  circular 
rows  ;  the  uppermost,  or  that  which  was 
neareft  to  the  wall,  was  appropriated  for 
the  bodies  of  men,  the  iecond  for  thofc  oi 
women,  and  the  third,  which  was  the 
fmalleA,  for  children ;  atid  this  laft,  when 
the  bodies  were  confumed  by  the  birds,  and 
the  adlion  of  the  air,  ferved.  likewüè  as  a 
common  receptacle  for  the  bones,  which 
cither  Aid  down,  or  were  thrown  there,  fnxn 
time  to  time. 

Every  corpie  had  a  feparate  partition  in 
which  it  lay,  provided  with  a  border  of 
about  an  inch  in  height,  above,  below,  and 
on  each  fide ;  between  which,  and  the  next 
partition,  a  narrow  grove  was  made,  by 
which  the  moiihire  could  flow  down  into 
the  opening,  in  the  center  j  and  the  aper- 
tures, which  were  made  for  the  water  to 
flow  from  every  corpfe,  were  fo  arranged, 
that  the  fluid  ei^uding  from  one,  did  not 
unite  with  that  of  aaother,  tiU  in  the  central 
■ünk.

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Ia  the  row  of  the  women  I  faw  a  body 
haif  conrumed,  and  many  entire  fkeletons  in 
other  places  *.

•  OviiroTOK  gives  a  moil  ftriking  piduri:  of  diis  loatb. 
fomc  fccnCf  in  the  following  words  :  "  The  btiryiog-place  of 
**  the  Perfees  is  an  objcA  the  moll  dreadful,  and  of  the' 
**  matt  hnrrid  proTpcA,  in  the  world,  and  much  more  fright- 
•*  fu)  thait  a. field  of  flaughtere^  men.  It  contsias  a  num- 
«  ber  of  carca0ei  of  verj  difterrnt,  difagrceablc  colours  and, 
'*  aJpe&a.  Some  arc  fecn  there  bleeding  frefti,  hut  fo  torn 
**  by  the  Tullures  that  croud  apon  the' walls,  that  their  facei 
*'  refemble  that  of  a  death's  head,  'with  the  eyeballs  out,  and 
•'  all  the  flefli  upon  the  cheelu  picked  ufT.  And  on  the 
<•  flefliy  part  o^  the  body,  where  the  ravenous  bird  UÜcd  a 
*■  more  dcHcioui  morfel,  are  eaten  feveral  large  holes,  and 
■'  all  the  Iktn  on  every  part  is  mangled  and  torn,  by  the 
»  Iharp  beaks  of  thefe  devouring  creatura.  Here  was  a  leg, 
*•  «nd  there  an  arm,  here  lay  half,  and  there  the  quarter,  of 
"  >  nub.  Some  looked  as  if  they  were  partly  jelly,  others 
**  were  hArdeaed  like  tanned  leather,  by  the  rvious  operations 
*•  of  the  fun  and  weather  upon  them.  Here  lay  one  pick- 
'*  ed  as  clean  as  a  flceleton,  near  that,  another  with  the  (kin 
**  in  fome  puts  green,  to  others  yellow,  and  the  whole  fo 
'*  difcoloured,  as  if  all  within  were  putrifaflion,  A  fight 
**  terrible  enough  almoft  to  aSHgbt  an  hungry  vulture  from 
**  his  prey.  But  theft  birds  are  moft  delighted  with  thefe 
**  dtfntal  objeAs  j  and  that  noifome  fmell  which  evaporates 
"  from  the  dead  corpTe,  affords  a  pleafant  odour  to  their 
**  fcnfet.  The  ftench  of  the  bodies  is  intolerable,  and  of 
M  malignity  fufficient  to  (Irike  any  man  dead  that  would  en> 
"  durciti  andycttbeTUltBrescboofc  to  fit  to  the  leeward 
"upon 
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Thevenot  writes,  that  the  guehres,  who 
{till  remain  in  Perfia^  and  efpecially  in  the 
province  of  Carmenia^  fet  the  bodies  of  their 
dead  upright,  in  a  place  walled  in  for  that 
purpofe  ;  and  leA  the  body  (hould  full,  they 
put  a  forked  inftrumcnt  under  the  chin,  to 
hold  it  up  :  they  leave  it  la  this  pofture,  bll 
the  crows  have  picked  out  the  eyes;  and  if 
they  begin  by  the  right  eye,  they  think  the 
deceafed  is  happy,  and  then  put  the  body 
upright,  in  a  place  walled  in,  which  they 
call  the  white  grave ;  but  if  the  crows  be- 
^in  by  the  left  eye,  they  think  the  deceafed 
is  miferable,  and  put  the  body  into  the  hlack 
grave.  Thefe  graves,  he  favs,  arc  pits,  or 
wells,  raifed  fome  fathoms  high  of  earth, 
where  they  put  the  bodies  ftark  naked,  co- 
vering only  the  privities  with  a  rag.  He 
further  adds,  that  the  greatefl  kindnefs  the 
guebres  think  they  can  do  to  a  dead  man, 
is  to  kill  /or  his  iakc  a  £reat  many  frogs, 

*<  upon  the  wall,  liuurioufly  to  fuck  up,  and  indulge  their 
<*  fmelt  with  thefe  deadly  foul  vapours.  Some  of  tbdc

of  all  this  takes  place  among  the  Perfees  at 
Suratf  as  I  have  been  afllired  by  feveral  peo- 
ple, of  whom  I  made  enquiries  on  the  fub- 

Forty  roods  from  the  repofitories,  or 
tonibs,  which  I  have  defcribed,  ilands  a 
^uare  ciftera  of  water,  where  the  corpfe 
is  waihed  by.  the  relations,  before  it  is  car- 
ried into  the  tomb }  and  no  Perfee  may  ap- 
proach near  to  the  repofitory,  much  lefs 
may  look  into  it.  If  the  firft  be  done  in- 
advertently, which,  however,  feldom  hap-, 
pens,  his  clothes  muft  be  burnt,  his  bocfy 
waihed  clean,  and  purified  by  the  prieih; 
befides  which  he  muft  perform  fome  heavy 
penance. 

Near  this  lavatory  is  a'  fmall  four-cor- 
nered temple,  covered  with  a  fort  of  cupola, 
in  which  a  little  fire  is  kept  alight,  or 
fmouldering,  night  and  day,  by  one  of  their 
nation,  who  has  likewife  the  care  over  the 
buryiug-places.   ■

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The-bodies  which  hav^qnce  been  carried 
ftito  the  rcpoifitory,  may  never  again  come 
out  of  it ;  and  if,  by  accident,  any  one  who 
might  be  carried  in  for  detd,  were  to  re-' 
cover  again,  and  give  iignS  of  life,  the  car-. 
liers  of  the  dead,  who  are  obliged  to  look 
particularly  hereto,  are  bound  to  di%atch 
him  effeftually,  without  delay  ;'  of  whichi-it 
is  faid,  that  there  have  formerly  been  iu- 
ilances. 

They  believe,  that  if  any  one  were  to 
return  again  out  of  the  tomb,  God  would 
be  fo  jncenftd,  that  he  would  forbid'  the 
earth  to  bring  forth  fruits,  and  that  the  moft: 
dreadful  difailers  would  bef^  all  the  inhabi- 
Ünts  of  the  country. 
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
